An Easter Sermon by the Rector 


Resurrection—For Lives or Life? 


“That God may be all in all .?—I Cor. 15:28. 

Let us walk a little way together today after 
the "imagination of our hearts." 

When the Incarnate Son of God was here 
heaven and earth were -very near together. 
When that life began. Heaven's angel host pro- 
claimed its meaning in glorious song over Bethle- 
hem's plain. At its closing hour there was no 
song in Heaven, but (can we not imagine it?) 
a silence profound and unbroken. 

In hushed and silent expectancy Heaven's 
whole vast host waited word from the earth. 

The King had gone there to rescue His children 
from the thraldom of death. Just what death 
was the hosts of the spiritual realms could not 
know, but thought of it somehow conveyed a 
chill cold sense of horror. Sin had something 


to do with it, and sin being rebellion against God, 
was punished by death. 

And the King was even now, this day, this 
hour, struggling all alone down there on the earth 
to tear its strangling hold from those sinful people 
of His whom He so strangely and yet so dearly 
loved. 

Down there in darkness and dreadful isolation 
He fought against all the spiritual forces of evil 
which had beaten and utterly defeated the human 
race. Why did He not send for them? Ina 
moment they, the irresistible spiritual ones, the 
vast hosts of Heaven, would be at His side to 
beat back His foes and rescue Him. Why did 
He suffer them down there to nail Him to that 
tree? Why did not the Father interfere? 

What meant that faint, far cry “My God, 
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my God why hast Thou forsaken me?" Why 
did God forsake Him? f 

Why did the earth shudder and grow dark? 

That strange stillness over nature, what did 
it foretell? i ^g 

And then fainter still than the first cry, comes 
another, almost like a dying ech, “It is 
finished," 

Finished? What was finished? 

Did it mean? No not that, not that!. It 
could not be that the King had been defeated! 
But why came there no word these long and 
strained and torturing hours? 

A night, a ‘Jay, and Heaven kept silence, and 
no word com “man the earth to bring relief. 
Another nigi: and in the trembling, hesitant, 
silent hour c. awn a clear, far-flung note rings 
across the sk a note of joy, of exultant, tri- 
umphant, joy, ::::«d then all Heaven rang in answer. 
Its silence v. brokcn now. In loud exalted 
strains of pr > they sang before the eternal 
throne. 

Their King had triumphed over death and 
won resurrection life and glory for His children 
of the earth. 

It is not fanciful to think that all those spiritual 
beings who dwell in the visible presence of God, 
should rejoice with a joy unrealizable by us, at 
the triumph of Him, Who was the center of their 
thought and love and very life. The condescen- 
sion of His life on the earth they, even they, 
could scarcely, if at all, understand, and the 
frightful cost of the voluntary humiliation of 
their God in His earth sojourn they barely 
glimpsed, but that He had broken the bonds 
holding those He so dearly loved—and in fair 
and equal fight—and that He their Lord and 
King, was to return to them again, that they 
could understand, and on that day they chanted 
in loud and sustained melody the triumph of 
the Lamb. 

For life is unselfish there, and joys in the good 
of others, and love expresses itself in terms of 
another's good. 

So high Heaven rejoiced that day as even 
Heaven (can we not think it?) rarely if ever, 
finds occasion to rejoice. 


But Upon EanTH? 


It was all so different there, where the tri- 
umph of the Righteous One meant most. 

A few men, a bare handful, knew of the fact, 
and they did not understand the full implica- 
tions of it, just at first. 

Later they grew to know, and wherever they 
went they told the story of the resurrection, 
told it with moving eloquence and matchless 
power and when its telling meant scourging, and 
prison, and death. 

Ever since in increasing numbers men have 
dedicated their lives to witnessing to its truth, 
and in ever-widening circles belief in it is growing. 

The song of glad acclaim grows in depth and 
volume and intensity as the years go by. 

Some time over the whole wide world in all 
the depth and richness of human life, from every 
heart of the whole vast host of men, this shall 
be its first and gladdest note—‘‘Christ is risen 
from the dead—death hath no more dominion 
over Him." 

With it, however, must ever be sung a com- 
panion note—an underlying, enforcing note, 
“Man, too, is risen from the dead—death hath 
no more dominion over him." It would be of 
interest to know that “Christ dieth no more," 
just that and nothing else if it were not also 
true that “Man dieth no more." 

Christ, strong Son of God, changed life, 
changed death, and changed the underlying 
laws of both. Man was “under the law," but 
Christ broke the bonds of the law and ushered 
us out into the wider freedoms, the more spacious 
realms of the spirit life, and potentially, forever 
set us free from all that hampers the liberties 
of the human soul, that immortal and precious 
“creation” for which He was content to yield 
Himself to the hands of wicked men and to die 
upon the cross. 

But was it only for the freeing of lives He 
lived and died? Or was it for the freedom of 
life? 

After He had gone back to His Father's side 
with body scarred and marred, but with integrity 
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of soul and a crown of Victory on His head, the 
Church took up the resurrection story, and in 
trying to make its meanings clear and to keep 
it from hurt, failed of her purpose because of 
her too great care and jealous concern. She 
interpreted only to limit and guarded only to 
imprison its free and wide import for human life. 

He said “I, if I be lifted up, will draw all men 
unto Me,” and the Church set herself the task of 
sorting and choosing the kind who should be saved. 

He said “The Son of man is come to save that 
which was lost,” and the Church has ventured 
to declare some men lost even to the uttermost. 

Still again He said that He “was not come to 
destroy men’s lives but to save them,” but the 
Church laid down laws which operate only to 

. Separate the so far just»from the less just. 

One walks through the densely crowded streets 
and cannot pick out the Christian from the non- 
Christian by their appearance or behavior. 

He compares the folk gathered at a church 
service with those in a concert hall or social 
gathering and sees little if any real differentiation 
-in face or attitude of mind. He compares the 
Christian employer with the non-Christian and 
sees little to choose between them. 

He finds no man all good, no man all bad, 
and wonders just where the power of the resur- 
rection life begins to operate and where leave 
off its operation. 

If the test be merely that a man must “call 
on the name of the Lord Jesus," and have no 
reference to the life he lives, then he grows 
mystified, for many call upon that name whose 
lives are not a “sweet smelling savour.” 

If it means that a man who calls upon that name 
and leads a good life shall have the efficacy of 
the resurrection life extended to him, but that 
another who has not called upon that name, 
but who also leads a good life, is denied the gift 
of the resurrection life as being “not pleasant 
to God," then he enters still deeper into the 
regions of the mysterious. 

Men are not easily classified, and certainly two 
main divisions cannot take in all. 

Heredity, environment, opportunity, education, 
are all so influential and determining in one's 
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thoughts and acts, yes, even in one's attitudes 
of soul, that the mind whirls at the idea of an 
exactly definitive eternal placement based on a 
judgment of one's earth life. 

Christ is the center of God's plan for man, 
of that we can be sure, and he connotes life, not 
death. 

"He is God's word for this present world," 
and He “brought immortality to light." But 
was it brought to light only for some men and 
not for all? Shall sin “mock God,” and thwart 
Him through all eternity? 

The only alternatives are a destruction of the 
wicked, a blotting out of thought and personality, 
or else an ultimate gathering in of all souls unto 
God, weary and travel torn sheep, many of us, 
but brought in by One, Who spent Himself 
in searching for us, and upon whose face there 
is the shepherd-look of understanding and ten- 
der joy. 

The good Suinattten did not ask if the man 
wounded beside the road had sinned, but ques- 
tioned only as to his need. Shall we make the 
Christ less than a creature of His thought? 

“For I am persuaded, that neither death, 
nor life, nor angels, nor principalities, nor powers, 
nor things present, nor things to come, nor height, 
nor depth, nor any other creature, shall be able 
to separate us from the love of God, which is in 
Christ Jesus our Lord.” 

Shall we not believe it? 

We may have discipline, we must have judg- 
ment, but shall anything keep us forever from 
the eternal arms and our Father’s love? 

Love demands a heaven and logic compels a 
hell, a hell of punishment severe and torturing 
and exactly expiatory. But if hell is to be 
eternal then sin is eternal, (for without sin there 
can be no hell,) and God shall be forever mocked 
and foiled. 

Does it not better agree with the deeper 
instinct of our faith, which whispers of eternal 
hope, that punishment be limited to comport 
with the sin, which, after all, was so largely due 
to ignorance and lack of comprehension of God? 
A woman whose life was. singularly unlovely 
and unlovable said it was due to the fact that 
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in her childhood she had not been surrounded 
by love and instructed in the ways of love. 

Is not the problem of sin largely like that? 
No man could give his soul to sin if he had ever 
really known the beauty of holiness. If ignorance 
be really the tap-root of sin then it cannot merit 
eternal damnation, for ignorance does not lead 
to knowledge of God’s will, and without that 
knowledge God could not punish. If God is to 
be persistently and unendingly opposed how shall 
it ever be true that He is “all in all?” May 
it not, must it not, be true that this life is but 
the door of tte ul:imate experience?

lf so again ' © mind whirls at thought of the 


infinite detai «nd ramifications of evil. What 
is due to om it, what to one’s fathers? What 
of the responsibilities toward the future, even 
to men yet unborn? 

Where shall grace begin, where end? Where 
does mercy reach its limit of patience? 

Is there not a place for the restoration of the 
soul before Heaven comes? A place of prepara- 
tion, and of further schooling? Life is too short, 
its opportunities too limited to weigh against 
the issues of eternity. One writer speaks of 
“the abortiveness of a man's work” in the earth 


life, and we know. exactly what he means. It 
seems less than just to judge one by it for 
eternity. 

"In my Father’s house are many tarrying 
places," said Jesus. That is it, "Many tar- 
rying places," testing, trying, fitting places, 
before there comes the command "go up 
higher." 

In Christ's life God committed Himself to 
Saviourhood and the cross spells seeking to all. 
eternity. There can be no “Heaven built on a 
Hell" There can be no depths to which the 
ladders of Heaven's hope cannot descend. Let 
us trust the instinct which whispers to us of the 
“larger hope." It will not lead us to think less 
of either God's goodness or His hatred of sin. ` 
Nor shall we minimize His law of justice thereby, 
for we shall want it in its utmost severity extended 
unto us. 

But somehow nothing less than the presence 
of all the whole family of God seems to complete 
and round out the desire of our finite heart, 
and shall God's heart, eternal and infinite in 
purpose and love, be satisfied with less? 

God bring us all at last to His rest and peace 
and the joy of the resurrection. 

It warms the heart, even our little human 
heart, to say ALL the Father's children and 
makes complete the triumph of the Christ.

Have We Outgrown Godparents? 


A perturbed mother spoke to an usher, “Oh 
dear!" she exclaimed, "My cousin James was 
coming to be Junior’s godfather this morning, 
and now he telephones he’s ill! What shall I do? 
Would you be willing to stand up for my baby? 
You don't know me, of course, but the Church 
expects a godfather and I ought to provide 
one if I can.” So runs a story once told for true. 
What is the story? Humorous or almost tragic? 

Surely the mother was not largely at fault; 
she was the product of a general lack of vivid 
conviction in the matter of sponsors. Do most 
of us take the function of the godparent much 


more seriously? The pages of the Parish Register 
that list the Baptisms array the takers of sponsor- 
vows in thought-provoking formalism. 
Something seems to have gone wrong with 
godparenthood; for the ''office and function” 
of a sponsor does not seem to produce any unan- 
imous sponsoring! The average godfather and 
godmother take their part in the sacrament 
almost casually! A silver spoon or mug, and 
by and by a Prayer Book; is this the “fulfilling 
of the law?” The tremendous and significant 
reality that must originally have been implied 
seems to have been lost, strayed or stolen. 
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But not beyond recovery. May we not enter a 
benevolent conspiracy to restore the former 
consecration to the inherited symbolism of a 
“sponsor in baptism?" . 

First, then, we shall do well to remind our- 
selves that Baptism is one of the two authorita- 
tive sacraments, as from the Master Himself. 
Any participant in either sacrament, therefore, 
has a kind of “call” and shares to some degree 
in a divine commission. The godparent is a 
shepherd-in-particular; as the minister is a 
shepherd-in-general. The parish of the god- 
parent is only the parish of one entrusted life, 
but it is a “charge,” just the same. The bap- 
tized child is a concentrated pastorate. The 
religious growth of the one little child is his 
churchly duty; it cannot be delegated; it can- 


.not be dodged. ‘Ther sponsor’s vow was his 


ordination vow. ‘His word has been given; 
the Church holds it as good as his bond; he can- 
not go back on this his solemn guarantee given in 
the presence of God and the congregation. 

How, in the earliest Church, this sponsor- 
ordination stood plain! The person converted 
from heathendom was “in for" persecution, 
misunderstanding, disinheritance, ostracism, the 
hourly scorn of his former companions. The 
arena was to be some day perhaps a welcome 
solution of the long-drawn torture and pressure 


brought to bear by his former World. But 


beside the amateur Christian, with only a new- 
born, tender resolution within, stood his sponsor, 
scarred with victories surely won, firm in tested 
faith. And the sponsor said to the Fellowship 
of the Upper Room, "I will guarantee this my 
child in the faith. I will shield him and guide 
him and teach him. My life in the gospel for 
hislife! Allthat I have and all that I am through 
Christ Jesus is his! He is my soul-child. I 
am his parent in God!" Therefore the Church 
baptized the seeker for Life, and gave the sponsor 
his spiritual calling. ^ 

Have we such a thrill in the sight of god- 
parents and a child at the font? Is the under- 
note of the vows, "My life for his life; my peace 
for his peace in the Secret?" as the tiny, lace- 
clothed miracle-mite goes to the baptizer's arms? 


It should be. It must be! What if the arena 
of Nero does not impend, or the catacombs 
perforce be the fortress of Christ? Are there 
not dangers as great, more insidious; pressure 
of alien ideals of life as unceasing; chances of 
loss to the Master as besetting as ever? Is a 
guarantor of ultimate Christian self-finding any 
less needed? Not at all! (More's the pity.) 
The Church is eager to set apart parents-in- 
God by just as deep vows as of old. The Church 
has not lowered the standards of sponsoring a 
hair’s-breadth. It is we who have forgotten 
the risk, and supposed godparenthood “only a 
quaint and hour-long bit of inherited symbolism;”’ 
and perhaps sold our birthright of associate 
priesthood for the pottage of casual, "pretty" 
form. - 

Secondly, the Church urges that parents shall 
not act as godparents. What lies back of this 
choice? There may be value in rediscovering 
the reason. Is it not this: that the parents 
do what they can for the child “ex officio?” 
The relationship (no matter how ideal) is one 
that cannot aspire to seem voluntary, free choice. 
The whole blessedness of fatherhood and mother- 
hood is the indissoluble and inevitable bond. 
Yet there is need in all lives for someone to say, 
“ Another compulsion has laid its hand on my 
shoulder and faced me toward you. "What I 
am doing is not because of kinship and family 
love, but just because I am (or try to be) Chris- 
tian.” Christianity has its compulsions just as 
parenthood has. Ex officio the parent (lovingly) 
does what he does; ex officio the Christian (lov- 
ingly) undertakes sponsorship. The essence 
of Christianity îs sponsorship. The child must 
have sponsors whose symbolism is unconfused 
with fatherhood and motherhood; if he is to 
know Christianity and the Church as freshly 
as he should. There may be the same spirit 
in parenthood and Christian godparenthood, 
but there is "diversity of operation" likewise. 
Even the blessed privilege of being a father or 
mother may well specialize and not attempt 
the almost incompatible privilege of representing 
the voluntarily assumed sponsorship of a Chris- 
tian. The parent is the epitomization of blood- 
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love and the impartation of life; the sponsor 
the epitomization of the Church-privilege of 
imparting tts heritage. The child learns the 
Home most powerfully from its own flesh and 
blood; the Church from those who were moved 
to do what they do solely by the ideal of the 
Church. The representative of the Church 
supplements - parenthood by the only thing 
parenthood cannot entirely give: the example 
of voluntarily assumed affection-in-Christ’s-name. 
The missionary heart goes outside the natural 
family-lines and takes upon itself non-natural 
cares. The bord is solely in the Gospel, that 


the Gospel cov. „sion shall shine. 

Neither mav >e sponsor, charged with the 
teaching minis; to a certain opening life, 
take refuge be: l the existence of the Sunday- 
school. Judit’ >al shaping can only be done 
in intimacy an continuous personal friendship 


and love. D ce the Sunday-school teacher 
can begin to say “I am here because I have in 
my life something that has meant so much to 
me that I cannot keep it to myself," the sponsor 
must have said it so many times (by deed and 
word from the very font-edge) that it will not 
bean unknown language. And after the Sunday- 
school instruction the particular friend-in-God 
is the one to make sure the lesson-seed has found 
the good soil of the child-will. The godparent 
is held to the central privilege which the Sunday- 
school only helps on; the privilege of creating 


independent goodness, of bringing the adolescent 
soul to the moment when it will no longer "have 
religion in someone else's name," but ratifies 
and confirms the vows made in sincerest inten- 
tion as by the man-to-be through the sponsor's 
lips. 

The ideal sponsor takes his vows as the ideal 
priest takes his. He has a love for souls and he 
focuses it on one soul in particular; pouring 
into it everything the Church has brought 
into being in him; giving his prayers, his hopes, 
his ideals, his educative self-forgetfulness to the 
creation of personality in the lass or the lad 
who will be some day a witness of that which 
has been forth-given; the future self of the 
baby which uses the sponsor's lips the day of 
baptism. to utter its vow of self-realization, 
this future self inexorably holds him to the 
joy of soul-bearing; he travails and brings to 
birth a Christian And when the Bishop lays 
his hands on the bowed head of the child-in- 
God the sponsor has brought to life, his heart 
knows the words long in advance, for they have 
been his daily prayer and his beacon; ‘‘ Defend 
O Lord, this Thy child, with Thy Heavenly 
grace: that he may continue Thine forever, 
and daily increase in Thy Holy Spirit more and 
more, until he come unto Thy everlasting King- 
dom. Amen.” He has a part in the confirma- 
tion too, for much of that other life now baptized 
with the Holy Spirit is his own! P. E. O. 


The Institutional, or the Seven-Days-a-Week Church 


The soul contents make the man. The term 
soul here is used to include the whole personality. 
"As a man thinketh so is he." A necessary 
part of life, therefore, is a clear comprehension of 
its purpose. Aspirations and aims must be clearly 
wrought out, if we are to drive straight to the goal. 

This applies not only to the individual, but 
also to all his associated efforts, whether social, 
economic, or political; the soul contents of man’s 
platforms, declarations, constitutions and char- 
ters determine the character of the institution, 
and the part each plays in life. 


The same is true of organized fellowship in 
Christ, the Church. The soul contents of organ- 
ized Christianity in any age has determined its 
usefulness to that age. Sometimes the dominat- 
ing idea has been Theological or Dogmatic or 
Liturgical; sometimes Ascetic or Evangelical. 
In every instance the all-absorbing contents have 
determined the usefulness of organized Christian- 
ity to that age. 

That process is still going on. Man always 
has and always will seek to lay hold on Christ 
and try not only to understand His message but 
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to express it in human living. That there are 
differences of opinion is attested by the one 
hundred and eighty-six denominations in the 
United States. All who profess and call them- 
selves Christians evidently have not the same 
soul contents in every respect. But out of the 
melting-pot of religious enthusiasm for Jesus 
Christ, some eternal principles and universal 
practices are emerging which seem to be fast 
becoming the permanent possession of organized 
Christendom. t 

And it seems to me that one of these permanent 
inheritances, is the Seven-days-a-week Church, or 
the Institutional Church, which is interested in 
every phase of human living. 

Epigrams sometimes give the pith of our con- 
ceptions. I have been guilty, but once, of try- 
ing to sum up my idea of the modern Church 
in one phrase. I did ask myself what expression 
would be sujtable to serve as the motto of the 
Institutional Church; one that could be inscribed 


' on the parish seal and on our diplomas and medals. 


I adopted the following (it may not be original, 
but I have not seen it used anywhere): 


Totus homo 
corpus mens animus 
Deo. 


Intrepreted—‘‘The whole man, body, mind and 
soul, for God." That embodies my conception 
of the Christian Church. A Church which is 
interested in the whole man; interested every 
day. in the recreational, intellectual, as well as 
the spiritual life of the race. -That is why I call 
it the Seven-days-a-week Church. 

The Incarnation of Jesus Christ cannot be 
interpreted to mean a mere expression of doc- 
trine or dogma, necessary as good definition may 
be. We dare not limit salvation to a selfish 
individualism which thinks only of its own 
regeneration. "No man liveth to himself." 
The Incarnation must transfigure all life; it 
must include all of life, body, mind, soul—Totus 
homo. ] 

So the every day church toils amidst the sons 
of men, ministering to their aspirations, struggles, 
Sorrows, problems and sins—because it believes 
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in the whole man; believes in body salvation as 
well as soul salvation, in social salvation as well 
as individual salvation. Jesus began very often 
by healing the body first. So the Seven-days- 
a-week Church loves the whole man and all 
that he is interested in. Through the various 
organizations it helps to build bodies as well as 
characters; to sweeten minds as well as to purify 
spirits; it seeks to transfigure the boy at play, 
at study as well as at prayer. Its doors are open 
on Sunday, but on all the other days as well. 
It refuses to place a human being on the theo- 
logical dissecting table and separate to itself 
only the spiritual possibilities; it knows no mathe- 
matical subdivisions of human personality. The 
ichild of God goes through a life process, and that 
process is a stream of conscious unity. True 
man has body mind and spirit, and each has 
special functions, and yet no one of these ever 
acts absolutely independently of the others. It 
is folly to try to make a Christian by using only 
one of his God give faculties. The Kingdom of 
God cannot come without redeeming the environ- 
ment of men as well as man himself. 

That is the aim of the Institutional Church. 
It has its altar and its auditorium; its worship 
center and its social and recreational centers. 
On Sunday we approach the personal Saviour in 
His holy temple; on the week days we incarnate 
Him into our playing, our buying and our 
toiling life. There can be no divorce between 
duty to God and duty to man, There is no 
cleavage here. The two codes of morals held 
by men, one for Sunday, the other for week days, 
is a fallacy. Religion is the life of God in the 
whole life of man. Our Christianity is not a 
philosophy but Christ’s guide for life. Religion, 
therefore, is not primarily an intellectual prin 
ciple but a personal relationship; not an allegiance 
to a doctrine but to a life—a life interpreted by 
the Son of God, Who “is the way, the truth and 
the life"—the whole of man's life. 

And yet there is a danger which creeps in 
unawares, the danger of “secularization” of the 
Church, the mere "serving of tables." Religion 
can never give way to social service or philan- 
thropy, even though it sanctions and inspires 
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both. To enlarge the activity and sympathy 
of the Church in any direction must not lessen 
its true and abiding mission. We do owe a duty 
to men, and we do owe a duty to God; while 
looking and working manward, we must look and 
aspire Godward. Social service is fine, but that 
social service divorced from the Body of Christ 
which inspired it, will soon become a “business” 
with “efficiency” as its watchword, and as such, 
though it speaks with the tongues of angels and 
understands all knowledge, and bestows all its 
goods to feed the poor, it profiteth nothing” for 
permanent and social uplift of the race. We do 
rejoice that the Gospel of the Incarnation is felt 
to be in the largest sense the Gospel of Life. 
But we must insist the Seven-days-a-week Church, 
have a religious spinal column; each organization 
and interest and activity must be a vertebra, 
throws’ nich passes the spinal cord of Christian 
nurture 

This i- the task of the modern Church, to so 
relate a. is activities that it will have continuity 
and so’ rity in Christian consciousness. This 


is to rc że the home, the parish, the common : 


life. \ must follow the child from the cradle 
to the grave, but always striving to relate his 
spiritual life to action. After all the Church 
stands commissioned to produce Christian living; 
to fashion the Totus homo after the likeness of God. 
And if it fail to do this after inspiring the reign of 
social service, she herself will be a cast away. 
And so, while we work out this great problem 
of the Incarnation in human society, through the 


larger vision of the Institutional Church, let us 
not make the mistake of leaving out the Christ. 
That is just what secularization is doing, divorc- 
ing Christ from His kingdom. But He is His 
kingdom, He is His teaching. There is no Ser- 
mon on the Mount apart from Christ. He is 
the Sermon on the Mount. Likewise He is the 
Church; He is social service; He is the life of 
the world of toiling men. We must not throw 
away our birthright. We do rejoice that the 
Church is anxious to take a more leading part in , 
all movements which alleviate the evils of igno- 
rance, disease, poverty and crime; we rejoice 
that the message of the Incarnation is increas- 
ingly applied to all departments of man's life; 
we bless her for going forth to transfigure the 
social fellowships, the economic inheritances, and 
the civic developments of the race; we thank her 
for daring to claim the Totus homo,—but we must 
ever bear in mind that there is no phase of Church 
work worth while out of which the religious spirit 
has been squeezed. 

jesus Christ does tread the paths of common 
life as the son of man, but He claims our allegiance 
as the Son of God. Out of heaven He came to. 
earth; out of His holy temple he goes forth to 
lead the peoples of the earth into the Kingdom 
of God. So whatever the Institutional Church 
may inspire in the kingdom of men, first last and 
and always, her mission is the remaking of lives 
for the Kingdom of God. 

God give us grace for the task.

The Adaptability of the Episcopal Church to the 
Colored People 


The Church exists not only to save people in 
some future world and life, but also to save them 
in this. life—now. The Protestant Episcopal 
Church, with her great emphasis on Character 
building, after the likeness of Jesus Christ the 
founder, seems best adapted to do this, not only 
for one particular race but for all mankind. The 
relation of religion to life had not always and 
everywhere been recognized, even among the 


white races, and much of that which passes for 
religion among the Negroes is nothing but excite- 
ment that finds its outlet in serious moral dis- 
order. The Church, with her ordered and devo- 
tional services adapted to meet the varying needs 
of the peoples, with her poise and lack of sensa- 
tionalism, appeals to the better class of colored 
people. 

Three of the most paramount attributes of the 
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Church in the developing process, are devotional, 
sacramental and educational; the devotional 
side through the innumerable public services; 
the sacramental through the weekly celebrations 
of the Holy Communion, and the educational 
through the daily reading of the Holy Scriptures 
and Book of Common Prayer with its catechism 
of definite instruction for all those who would 
come into the fold of the Church. 

No one can study the Christian year, for 
example, with its eight seasons, as outlined in the 
Book of Common Prayer, without profit and a 
fuller knowledge of Jesus Christ and His Church. 
Beginning with the season of Advent, each com- 
municant's heart and mind is turned toward the 
dawn of a New Year, and with the eye of faith 
looks for the second coming of our Blessed 
Lord with personal preparation for that 
coming. 

In a retrospective attitude they follow the 
Christ Child from His humble manger bed, 
through the manifestation of bis humanity and 


‘divinity, up to the rugged brow of Calvary. 


During the penitential season known as Lent a 
concentrated effort is made to bestir the luke- 


warm, to break up the stony hearts of those who’ 


have never professed the Christ and to subjugate 
our unhallowed lives by emulating the patient 
suffering of the Blessed Saviour during his forty 
days in the wilderness of temptation. Then, with 


` awed reverence we meditate his suffering and 


Crucifixion and are buried with Him in Baptism; 
with the glorious Easter Dawn we open our 
hearts in thanksgiving and praise to God the 
Father, who has given us the victory over hell, 
death and the grave, through the resurrection of 
His Son, our Lord. When He ascended up on 
high and led captivity captive and gave gifts to 
men he sent the Holy Spirit to comfort us and to 
guide us into all truth and to endure us with 
power to spread the glad tidings to all Nations. 
Then through the long season of Trinity we 
deal not so much with Christian faith as with 
Christian life. This is but a part of that great 
book of devotion so dear to the hearts and minds 
of the Children of the Church. 

It has been said, and with some truth, that the 
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Episcopal Church appeals only to the educated, 
yet many who are unlettered have found through 
her orderly liturgical form of public worship 
access to true and helpful devotion and service. 
The Church is adapting herself to the condition 
by establishing and maintaining parochial schools 
where the pupils are taught in head, hand and 
heart. “Go Teach” said our blessed Lord, and 
as the colored people are being taught, they are 
coming in, in larger numbers, wherever the 
Church is properly presented. No agency has 
been more potent in reaching the people of the 
Colored race than our Church schools—the 
writer—and there are many others—can bear 
personal testimony to this statement, for there 
he learned to “Praise the Lord with the heart 
and with understanding also." There is gradually 
coming into the consciousness of these people, the 
great truth that Christianity is more than religious 
fervor manifested only at "Meeting time” and 
are realizing that the religion of the Saviour of 
the world is life and life more abundantly, which 
He came to give not to any one particular people, 
but to all mankind. 

The Episcopal Church with her orderly form of 
public worship and her emphasis on definite 
systematic Christian instruction of daily Chris- 
tian living and character building, is peculiarly 
adapted to a people who have for such a long time 
been denied advantages and opportunities which 
rightly belonged to them. 

It is gratifying that the Church is waking up 
to, not only its opportunity, but its duty to this 
part of the human family who stand in need of 
so much that the Church can give. 

Wherever the Church has been established for 
any length of time it has attracted the better 
class of the Colored race and made her good 
influence felt in the whole community. The 
Bishop of West Texas in his report to the Board 
of Missions, for the past year, in that part which 
speaks of Negro Work, makes this statement: 
" No better evidence can be found of the value of 
the work the Church is doing for the character of 
these needy people than in the fact that during 
the history of nearly a quarter of a century, no 
one connected with the school or church (St. 
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Philips-San Antonio) has ever been arrested or 
charged with crime.” So says Archdeacon 
Russell of Southern Virginia, where he says the 
influence of St. Paul’s School and Church trans- 
formed the whole county. Other communities 
where the Church is at work bear the same testi- 
mony. The Episcopal Church is adaptable to all 


people and it is peculiarly so to the Colored people; 
they are learning more and more to appreciate 
this ancient and historic Church with her great 
heritage of the past, and which is doing so much 
now for intelligent Christian citizenship among all 
sorts and conditions of men.

The Gary System 


In his book entitled “Schools of Tomorrow,” 
Prof. John Dewey tells of the new type of school 
at Garv Ind. It is a social community in 
itself. ne pupil goes all the way from the 


first gr: - to the end of the high school in one 
buildin; There is considerable flexibility in 
the cou. s and in the roster, so that the pupil 
who fo ^ himself unsuccessful in any given 
subject... drop back at once into a lower grade 
in that ject, or be sent into another field of 


work more suited to his ability or inclination. 

This is an excellent plan, provided it is admin- 
istered wisely. But it is not confined to Gary. 
Our own high schools in Philadelphia make 
provision for the pupil who has a “blind spot" 
in one or more particular subjects. 

In Gary, the older and the younger children 
mingle more freely than they do in our schools. 
The younger children assist the older ones in 
the laboratories and work shops, thus imbibing 
some knowledge “naturally and easily." This 
seems to me a waste of time. Why not let the 
small children use the equipment in these rooms 
while the older children are in other parts of 
the building, and have definite lessons suited 
to their less mature understanding? They can 
hardly fail to retard the progress of the older 
pupils. The advocates of the Gary system 
assert that there is social and ethical value in 
having the older pupils "look out for the little 
people," but generosity and forbearance toward 
the weaker can be taught in the playground and 
in the home. Of course, the school child in 
Gary doesn't have much time to spend with 
his parents or with his brothers and sisters in 
the home, because the school day is eight hours

long. This I consider another mistake. It 
is true that sixty per cent of the Gary population 
is foreign-born; and it may be that in this 
steel town the mothers have to work in the 
factories and consequently have no time to 
bring up their children. I doubt that this 
conjecture is true, but if it be so, then the reformer 
should begin on the steel company and require : 
that it give better wages. The American-born 
mother who is not employed out of the home 
frequently shows equal willingness to shunt 
the responsibility ' for her child's moral and 
social training on the public school and on the 
Sunday-school This tendency of the times 
has to be taken into consideration, nevertheless 
the school should not be turned into a social 
settlement pure and simple. 

The advocates of the Gary plan are in danger 
of overemphasizing the needs of the subnormal 
pupil He ought to be taken care of, for it is 
cruel to make a child's formal education cease 
because he is not strong either intellectually 
or physically. But our high schools in Phila- 
delphia are taking care of this-situation with- 
out running to what I consider the excesses of 
the Gary system. 

Some individuals here and there throw too 
great emphasis on the merits of vocational 
training. Every parent should understand that 
education is for the purpose of making a life, 
not merely for making a living; that it is pri- 
marily of spiritual value, and secondarily of 
material value. “Seek ye first the kingdom of 
heaven and all these things shall be added unto 
you" is as excellent a rule in education as it 
is in religion. We all shall welcome the day 
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when every child with average mental abil- 
ity can afford the time to take a cultural 
course in the high school. He will be better 
equipped for success than the child who is 
rushed from the grammar school into vocational 
work. 

In Gary, the classes are run so that practically 
two schools are conducted in one school building. 
This scheme was devised because of lack of 
space. Other cities, however, have begun a 
similar experiment not because of cramped 
conditions, but because some clever " efficiency 
expert" deplores the fact that the various class- 
rooms in most schools are empty part of the 
time. A friend of mine has rather cleverly 
retorted that on this hypothesis the average 
ten-roomed house for a family of five is only 
one-fourth efficient; for, since two persons can 
live in one room, not five, but twenty, should 
occupy the house. We do not seriously think 
that it would be an improvement to bring up 
our children in such closely “efficient” quarters, 


or that it is expedient to run either home or 
school on the pattern of a factory. One of the 
most valuable things in education is the per- 
sonal contact between pupil and teacher. With 
100 per cent materialistic efficiency this will be 
all but impossible. To quote from my friend's 
paper: "Perhaps in one of the ‘schools of to- 
morrow,’ a teacher not too harried by a rushing 
crowd may sometime meet after school hours 
one pupil in a room capable of holding forty. 
There may be an interchange of ideas, there 
may be an inspiration from such contact,—such 
as is only possible where a little leisure, a little 
space is allowed, over and above actual necessity. 
From such personal relationship an ideal may 
beinspired. It will not startle tbe world. Only 
cannons and the inventions of applied sciencc 
do that. But if noble aspirations are produced, 
then long after our roaring trains and restless 
telephones have passed away, these ideals will 
endure, everlasting and immeasurable.”

THE RECTOR'S LETTER 


Preparedness is the topic of the hour. Pre- 
paredness for war. Some face the prospect with 
heavy hearts, counting the cost; some of the 
younger and less reflecting look forward to it 
as to a frolic. To some preparedness means 
defense, defense of national rights and institu- 
tions and honor; to others it means aggressive- 
ness, not in desire of conquest so much as of an 
enlarged and more important part for America’s 
playing in the life of the world. The first seems 
essential and perhaps the fateful hour has struck 
which makes the second imperative. America 
has been called the “Melting Pot of the Nations." 


Today the world is a melting pot out of which 
necessarily must come a different world-life 
with changed political boundaries, new social 
purposes, and enlarged national ideals. The 
deep underlying and informative influences of this 
world conflict are not national or political but 
spiritual in their last analysis. 

It has been doubtful from the first that America 
could keep out of it and retain her national integ- 
tity, which, too, in the last analysis is spiritual. 

An able-bodied man cannot stand by and see 
a child flogged to death and ever be the same 
man again. . 

A nation's ideals storied in books and chiseled 
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in stone are not helpful if they stop there. They 
must be translated into life and action, be the 
animating purpose of the nation's life, and course 
in its very blood to be of value. 

The Declaration of Independence was a world 
document and one of the most spiritual produc- 
tions of the pen of man since New Testament 
writings. It committed America not alone to 
an ideal of government, but to a world program 
as respects all weak and oppressed and restricted 
life. 

National isolation was only a dream. Steam 
and electricity destroyed it at a blow, the air- 
ship and wireless telegraphy officiated at its 
Obseo ties. ; 

4 Monroe Doctrine threw the mantle of 
our "otcction over all the weak nations of the 
Ame was, and the war with Spain was our 
int "ence with European oppression. 

l+ both she was true to herself. But the 
wo: war caught her unprepared for acceptance 
of lorger challenge flung at her. We have 
all been tortured in thought and agonized in 
soul as to what was the call of the hour upon us. 

In the hesitation of the moment, which at 
bottom was not really vacillation from our 
standards, we have been so unfortunate as to 
seem less concerned about the weak and oppressed 
than before. 

We all want peace with honor but some, the 
President among them, place more emphasis 
upon peace than do others, or at least are slower 
in pace in rupturing it; and some minds, again 
apparently the President’s among them, find the 
threads of national honor more tangled than do 
others. 

Some praise the President for his slowness to 
wrath, some condemn, but we can all be assured 
that America’s honor shall be ultimately safe 
in his hands. But we shall pay the price in 
national character for the moment of hesitation. 

We stood by and watched Belgium done to 
death; we contented ourselves with a merely 
formal protest when Moslem Turkey took the 
last measure of her blood lust and hatred upon 
Christian Armenia; we salved our conscience 
with a cash settlement for the American lives 


lost when the Lusitania plunged to her grave 
beneath the waters; and do not mistake, we 
shall never be quite the same nation again. 

Many of us have prayed that peace might be, 
ours, some of us have talked for peace when it 
seemed that all about us was to be heard only 
talk for war, but none’ of us have wanted the 
nation to be supine under affront and wrong, 
and none of us have urged that America be 
recreant to her high idealism. 

We have all loved the Germany of song and 
philosophy, of patient scholarship and fearless 
search for truth, of administrative ability and 
commercial astuteness. No hint of political 
graft and unfair profit taken: in time of the 
nation’s dire distress comes out of Germany; 
and this as against the tales of corruption beyond 
belief out of Russia and the facts of which we 
are too saddeningly and sickeningly aware in our 
own political life. i 

Germany’s foundation values of habit and 
character are good. It is not against Germany 
that America must go to war, it is against an 
idea of government that she must go to war, 
if go she must, and not even then were it not 
for the further fact that the peaceful upholding 
of her own ideals are threatened by the aggres- 
sion of the other. 

Leanness of soul is born of a national prosperity 
so selfish that it counts the costs in the face of a 
crying human need. War may cripple and retard 
our healthful development, may take our best 
life and wound us to the heart, but an America 
without honor would be.an America without 
reason for being. Her charter, her genius, her 
strength commit her to the task of succoring 
the oppressed. Her clearly appointed tôle in 
the drama of the nations is to be the champion 
of the helpless. ; 

The world’s fateful hour is here—God pity 
America if she have no part in shaping its events.

PARISH ORGANIZATIONS 


Each month Te Messace will contain a short 
article about one or more of the parish societies. 
The one below about “The Sisterhood of St. 
Mary of Bethany” is the first of this series. 


The Sisterhood of St. Mary of Bethany 

This name was chosen, because in a measure, 
this society among women, corresponds to the 
Brotherhood of St. Andrew among men, except 


that it is parochial and has no association with 
any outside organization. 

The Sisterhood of St. Mary of Bethany was 
organized in January, 1892. Some of the older 
women of the church felt that they ought to gather 
the members of the Young Woman’s Guild, 
once a month for a religious service. Many 
of these girls had been recently confirmed, 
and as the guild was only educational and social 
it seemed an opportunity that ought not to be 
neglected. To quote from the Constitution: 

1. The object of the “Sisterhood. of St. Mary" 
is personal devotion to the Blessed Saviour, 
by the spreading of His Kingdom, specially 
among young women, and by earnest endeavor 
to advance the general interests of the parish. 

2. To this end two rules are set forth for the 
guidance of its members, viz.: 

The Rule of Prayer, and 
The Rule of Service. 


3. Tur RULE: or PRAYER is to pray daily for 
strength to fulfil the baptismal obligations; and 
for the spread of Christ's Kingdom among young 
women. 

Tur Rurz or SERVICE is to make earnest and 
constant effort to bring young women within the 
hearing of the Gospel as set forth in the service 
of the church, and in Bible Classes; and to 
engage in acts of charity and benevolence toward 
the afflicted, the sick, and the poor in the parish. 

With this object in view meetings have been 
held once a month, except in June, July and 
August. In these twenty-five years we have 
had 246 meetings. 

There are five committees: 

A Visiting Committee. 

A Sewing Committee. 

A Supply Committee. 

A Fresh Air Committee. 

A Maternity Basket Committee. 


The members of these committees look after 
the charitable work of the Sisterhood. The 
dues are twenty-five cents a year and we receive 
one-half of the offering made at the annual ser- 
vice for the guild and the sisterhood. With this 
we are enabled to carry on the charitable part 
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of our work, besides contributing to the Easter 
Offering, the Christmas distribution, and the 
Lent Missionary boxes. But we consider the 
real object of the sisterhood, the spiritual side of 
the work, of far greater importance. During 
Lent we have a Devotional Meeting. We have 
two Corporate Communions,—one in Advent and 
one in Lent,—with an average attendance of 
forty-two, and at every monthly meeting we 
have an address or a reading which is thought to 
be helpful in the development of Christian 
character. » 

It has been my privilege to be the chairman 
of this little society from the beginning, and our 
faithful secretary, Miss Holson, has stood by 
me all these years, as have a number of others. 
We have not done all the work possible by a great 
deal, and I hesitate to speak of results. These we 
must leave with Him who knoweth the secrets 
of all hearts. The sisterhood does its work so 
quietly that many of the members of the con- 
gregation know nothing of its existence. If 
you will ask the members I think they will tell 
you that they have been helped, strengthened, 
and encouraged to be more faithful to their 
baptismal vows, and to press forward in the 
Christian life. That they have found an uplift 
in our meetings, which has helped them over 
some of the hard places through which we all 
have to pass. It is hoped that this brief sketch 
may induce some of the women of the parish 
to join us or to visit us. Visitors are always 
welcome. i 

The average attendance has been 42. Present 
membership 90. l 

We had a course of lectures on Nursing 1897- 
98, by Miss Appleton, a trained nurse.

-VICAR’S LETTER 


Dear '"ProprE o' Mine” —— 

Eastertide brings with it a climax of our emo- 
tion for the Church and its cause. We are all 
of us stirred by our mutual participation in the 
experience of Christ in Holy Week and Easter 
Day. The family of God manifests itself truly 
a family; thoroughly energized by its visions. 
You have "kept Lent" well! I have felt your 


vigor of concentration and consecration. Casual 
visitors dropping in have almost unfailingly 
mentioned the heartiness of our services and the 
warmth of our “‘family-feeling.”” We recognize, 
I hope, how greatly each of us is blessed by con- 
tact with all the rest of us. And how we are 
challenged to even better things ahead. 


We are facing a time when testings of con- 
viction and faith will be a commonplace. The 
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nation's day of crisis, the now-seen cost of loyalty, 
the melting-pot of inherited philosophies:—all 
this implies a necessity of vital and digested belief. 
No one of us has at bottom an atom more faith 
than that which stands by him in the day when 
placid serenity is shattered and the grim challenge 
of the emergency comes. We may think we have 
our faith entirely ingrained in our inmost selves; 
but the earthquake-moment will tell what is 
vitally and inalienably owrs, and what can be 
shaken from the surface of our souls where it 
never attained assimilation. The Day of the 
Winnower has dawned; His fan is in His hand, 
blowing the chaff from the tossed, flying wheat. 
Our Christianity must be our enthusiastic, solid 
conviction if it shall be counted upon to remain. 
We must have tested our ideals against the emer- 
gency to call them rightly our own. We must be 
able to say, “This one thing I know!" With 
relentless honesty we must take account of 
our spiritual stock, acknowledging what still 
really belongs to somebody else, and claiming 
as our own by experience our personal truth! 
And I am your minister in this moment when 
we all alike need stimulus to self-assessment and 


constructive guidance! Never have I felt it more . 


necessary to emphasize that the minister cannot 
give infallibilities ready-made, but only en- 
deavors to stimulate individual thinking, and to 
urge its contribution to the melting-pot. ‘‘Thus 
saith the Lord” will be true only of our jointly- 
reached honesties of soul and of will! 

I am finishing my second year as your Vicar. 
We have grown in that time, have we not? We 
look forward to continued increase. The new 
church is more and more a power of attraction. 
With the opening up of the Drexel estate, now 
announced, we shall find almost a whole parish 
there! The new church comes not an instant 
too soon. But, dear friends, more than ever 
must you repeat the two year-mottoes we have 
had: ‘‘We cannot expect God to do for us 
what we do not let Him do through us," and that 
we must be thoroughly ‘‘members one of another 
in a “family of God.” For the success that has 
come to us now is almost entirely by your recog- 
nition that you are all an associate ministry, each 
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one with the privileges and necessities of respon- 
sibility. And to meet the dazing increase of 
opportunity the associate ministry must be broad- 
ened, deepened, unanimous! I challenge you to 
that unanimity of mutual mission, believing in 


you from heartening experience already! “A 
long pull and a strong pull, and a pull all 
together!" 


What we have in our hearts this Easter climax 
time shall not recede at all! It is our momentum! 
It isnot an achieved stopping-point; it is a begin- 


ning! God help us! Christ risen be our com-. 


panion, our strength and our continual deliverer 
from content! ‘‘Speak to the children of Israel, 
that they go forward," is the Word from on 
High, just at the moment when also there comes, 
“Well done, faithful servants.”

BUILDING NEWS 


Easter weck should see a marked advance in 
the work on the new Chapel. Struggling to build 
during the winter is bad enough, but to this was 
added a freight embargo which for nearly two 
months prevented all shipments of limestone 
from Indiana, and without this real progress has 
been impossible. But now we have the good 
news that three car loads have been shipped aud 
that stone for two more is ready to be loaded; 
so let us hope our delays are a thing of the past. 

The organ contract has been awarded to 
C. S. Haskell, Inc., of Philadelphia, who have 
constructed all the organs for the mother church 
and the other chapels. It will contain great, 
Swell, choir, solo, choral and pedal organs and 
will be four manual. The casings of the pipes 


. will be of oak, richly carved. In location, the 


organ is unusual in that it is further away from 
the congregation than the choir. This, it is 
hoped, will enable the organist to better hear the 
organ and thus avoid a not uncommon danger of 
“drowning out" the choir. 


The reredos and altar contracts have also 
been awarded. The central note in the reredos, 
a copy of Thorwalsden’s Christ, will be about 
life size and carved from Italian marble. The 
reredos proper and the altar will be of limestone. 
All of the above, and also the organ, are the gifts 
of Mrs. George C. Thomas and her family. 

The much-needed model will before long be 
finished and we will then have a clearer idea of 
the exact external appearance of the building. 

Meanwhile remember we want your criticisms 
and help in order that the building may be 
thoroughly representative of the best thoughts 
and aspirations of each one of us.

DS THE VICAR'S STUDY n 


My Dear PEOPLE: 

A Happy Easter to every one of you. The 
past Lent was our first together, and I am sure 
that we have greatly benefited by it. We have 
come to the joy of Easter and I know that our 
quality of Easter happiness depends upon the 
way we have spent Lent. Men keep Lent two 
ways. One makes-hard work of it and the other 
works hard in it. To the former Lent is a long 
period of physical self-denial; he is glad when 
it is over, and returns to his pre-Lenten habits 
satisfied with his Lenten experience. The other 
man finds it a short period of spiritual self-affirma- 
tion; he did not notice it in passing and when it 


was over carried his Lenten habits into common 
life reinforced by a spiritual momentem. 


The difference between the two men was that 
one had Faith in a PersonalSaviour. His Easter 
is the Faith in the power of a Personal Risen 
Lord. The personality of the Risen Christ is 
the great joy of Easter Day, not merely the fact 
of a revealed immortality. It is the joy of know- 
ing that Christ abides and that whatever in us 
or the world is Christlike shall abide also. Christ 
is Immortality. Those in Christ are immortal 
also. 

So the appeal of Easter Day is that all men 
have faith in a Personal Lord. Christianity is 
not a dogma, not a set of ceremonial rules, but a 
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life; but that life is to be found only in God's 
Son. “He that hath the Son hath life." And 
the object of the Church is to teach people to 
live heavenly lives upon earth. 

May the greeting of this Easter be like a per- 
sonal salutation to a personal Saviour. Then 
shall we know what He meant when He said, 
“Because I live ye shall live also." My sincere 
wish to you all is this realization. This is my 
Easter greeting.

My first word to you through our beautiful 
new monthly is one of joyous Easter greeting.

“Team work" has 
been our slogan here and to this is due what 
little success we have achieved. But we want 
“all together" and “all the time.” - 

We ask that our offering today be an expression 
of our renewed interest in the Chapel. Let 
every one give generously and largely to wipe 
out our deficit in current expenses, and for the 
George C. Thomas Memorial, thus showing in a 
real way our deep and true appreciation for the 
memory of him who gave so generously and 
largely of his means to us, and best of all himself 
not only to the carrying on of our own parish 
but for the Church at large: Five hundred dol- 
lars is a small sum to ask at a time like this and 
for the objects named. The Sunday-school has 
set the mark—not less than five hundred—for 
the missionary field and we feel confident that 
it will be reached. “The light that shines the 
brightest at home sends its rays the farthest 
away." Solet it be with us. 

We feel sure that our new publication will 
meet with a hearty welcome and a generous 
response all through the parish and will be a 
means of drawing us all nearer together and 
strengthen us in our common work together for 
Him, whose we are and whom we serve.

The serious resolve against food- 
e, against alcohol, against fripperies and non-essentials, against luxuries and comfortable extras:—this no 
longer appears to be an individual and optional question but a question of keeping faith with the 
Now? Neighbor. Waste is thievery; self-indulgence is mutinous insubordination; frivolous vanity is 
traitor-betrayal. The very crumbs that fall from our tables are needed by starving children 
over-seas. We are indeed to learn what realms of Life may be tapped by seriousness and self-conquest. We are 
“crucified with Christ," and the life-gift we make by our soldier lads is going to be our noblest affirmation of death 
to earthy ideals and resurrection to God's work in the world.

For the Republic of God 


From a Sermon Preached on Palm Sunday by the Vicar of the Chapel of the Mediator 


(St. Matthew xxiii: 37.) 

Jerusalem stood for autocracy, a maximum 
of governmental compulsion, domination, and 
that Jesus hoped for a Church, a free, elastic, 
family-unity of humanity, a minimum of gov- 
ernmental compulsion, a true soul-communion 
universalized? 

Autocracy is arbitrary. It amounts to the es- 
tablishment of slavery. For the actions, the 
thoughts of men are not allowed individuality. 
“Conform!” is the threatening command. Po- 
licemanship prevails in dogmatism and in govern- 
ment as such. Democracy in its purity is never 
arbitrary. Its ideal is the opportunity of every 
individual to achieve character and then to im- 


part it to all by the gift of that soul-self, in a 
communion of influence and indwelling. . An- 
archy as a spiritual ideal means simply ab- 
sence of external compulsions and absolute 
reliance upon the trustworthiness of human na- 
ture. Quite probably the Kingdom of God will 
be thus anarchistic, because the spirit of God 
will be the spontaneity of every heart. But we 
are not yet in that Kingdom with any entirety. 
We are on the dividing line, however. We see 
that external compulsions belong in a certain 
stage of human development, and that stage is 
not the spiritual stage. Governmental compul- 
sion would be unnecessary if everyone could 
be relied upon for character, would it 
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not? The mechanism of law-codes, courts, 
Athanasian Creeds, fixed interpretations, 
making precedent: the standard, etc, etc., 
all this is perhaps the law which is a 
pedagogue (the old slave whose duty it was to 
take the children to school) to lead us to Christ, 
—but it is not what Jesus wanted perpetuated 
for His own. The church He evidently thought 
of was the family-fellowship extended indefi- 
nitely, with all its “glorious liberty of the chil- 
dren of God.” It was the establishment of love 
as the law within, which made any other Jaw un- 
necessary. It was the new humanity, permeated 
by the Christ-life; the foretaste of the Kingdom) 
of God; the infiltration of God and of Heaven 
as a Life from that which is to be! 

Jerusalem started out to be a church. It 
ended by being ẹ sacerdotai autocracy. Govern- 
ment reached its maximum, and the church really 
disappeared. It reminds one of that “Limerick- 
verse” of a popular college song; that 


“There once was a lady of Niger 

Went out for a ride on a tiger. 
They returned from the ride 
With the lady inside 

And a smile on the face of the tiger!” 


The church-ideal that started out to guide the 
tiger of mere dominance was dethroned and 
swallowed up! Israel became only a law-giver! 
And God wanted it a church! Jesus died to give 
Himself as its spontaneous will! 


Out or MERE GOVERNMENT INTO THE CHURCH 
or Gop! 

We must look hard at certain badges which 
have been worn in times past. The hypocrisy 
(play-acting) of Pharisaism was not confined to 
that particular spot in the world’s story. Many 
a plausible impostor says, “I am Christ.” Many 
a bumptious enslaver, of men claims the wrong 
name for himself. Red Riding Hood’s grand- 
mother may turn out a wolf. The Protestant 
may only set upon a rival ecclesiasticism over 


against the medieval papacy. The Puritan may: 


exile Roger Williams for asking liberty for his 


faith. Socialism may be bureaucracy in practice. 
Let us put the right names to tendencies and 
things and refuse to be hoodwinked. 


No matter by what name a movement calls 
itself; if it tends toward the establishment of 
“bossing,” it is autocracy, it is policemanship. It 
is a maximum of what we usually call govern- 
ment. Even if it calls itself the church! The 
Jewish “church,” the medieval “church,” and 
medievalizing modern tendency of the church, 
the attempt to police sincere convictions, all this 
is government from without. The so-called 
“church” of the past and the so-called “state” 
have been identical in essence. Life was and is 
all of a piece. Feudalism expressed itself eccle- 
siastically and civically, but remained feudalism. 
Monarchy, absolutism, papacy; these were one 
state of mind for Europe. Homeopathic prin- 
ciples only were involved in the disagreements, 
that “like cures like.” It is of this governmental 
externalism that Jerusalem was the symbol and 
incarnation. Jt was this ideal (?) that en- 
deavored to enslave the Master of Living, shac- 
kling Him to conformities! 

Please do not misunderstand this condemna- 
tion of the past in the light of Jesus’ hope. We 
find no word anywhere that Jesus felt that gov- 
ernmental law-giving was wrong in its stage of 
human evolution. He found it unready to yield 
place to what He had to bring;—that was its 
fault. It refused to be superseded. It would not 
admit itself outgrown by those who were “born 
of the spirit.” The Church of which Jesus was 
the founder is the coming of the Kingdom into 
life. The Kingdom reaches down into natural 
existence and claims those who are capable of 
mystic education. It clothes existence with Life. 
It starts them to living in the power of Eternity. 
These individuals have a new law, “written on 
the tables of their hearts.” They learn a new 
kind of relationship, “members one of another” 
by mutual community of character-indwelling. 
They find themselves conscious of relationships 
as being let down into life trom the realm where 
relationships are perfect. (Spiritual relation- 
ships are the infiltration of Heaven.) And such 
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soul-givers become the leavening church in the 
lump of externalism and lack of mysticisms. 
They are the Kingdom-nucleus, taking hold on 
the Jerusalem that is to mzke it the new Jeru- 
salem out of the Heavens. They are the body 
of the redemptive Christ upon earth, doing His 
will, because He is their giver-of-Heaven. But 
they cannot rest until all life is lifted to this 
level of elastic interplay of personality and in- 
fluence. The ideal of the Church Militant is the 
Church ‘Triumphant-upon-earth-and-in-Heaven. 
The Lord’s Prayer is its definition of work-to- 
be-done. 


Purr DEMOCRACY AND THE CHRISTIAN FELLOW- 
SHIP Arg ONE. 

MUST Wht NOT SEE THAT THE 
CHURCH HW Cli CHRIST INTENDS 
AND TRUE ^"CEMOCRACY ARE ONE 
AND THE $- IE THING? Is it a startling 
assertion to 1: Oh, no! For we are able 
to rid ourselv. — 1 hope, of the associations 
with the wora "church" which confine it to 
an ecclesiastical oasis in the desert of society. 
We see the church through Christ's eyes as 
THE EVOLUTIONARY AGENT FOR THE 
PERMEATION OF HUMAN LIFE IN THE 
KINGDOM OF GOD. We are not think- 
ing only that individuals may pass already from 
death unto life; we are venturesome enough of 
soul to see society as a whole in the self-same 
process of transfiguration. ‘The nation comes to 
immortality here and now by what we call pure 
democracy, exactly as the individual tastes the 
eternal life (in God and of God) by drinking 
the cup of redemptive indwelling He drinks of! 
Christian life JS democracy. Democracy is not 
strictly a government, but a religion, a church! 

Do you not notice that every utterance of the 
representatives of true democracy is religious, 
accurately according to the terms of the Lord's 
Prayer? The Magna Charta is a new New Tes- 
tament. The Declaration of Independence is a 
page from the Bible of the Kingdom-growing. 
The first signer of the Declaration, with a signa- 
ture of redemptive blood, is Jesus of Nazareth; 


the second is Paul the Apostle; the third, Martin 
Luther! Are the theses of Wittenberg political 
or religious? Is the French Revolution aught 
but the Reformation a-yeasting? Is the war of 
the Allies not for religion’: establishment on a 
larger scale than ever before? Is the establish- 
ment of democracy, political? Oh, my fellow-. 
Christians, have we realized how the Church of 
the White Christ is coming into its own with 
the sweep of what we thought only a new form 
of government? I like to recall Elisha Mulford's 
fine assertion that the only reason why Jesus did 
not talk of the Republic of God was because the 
word was not yet in existence. Surely that is 
what He meant. The Republic of God! Pure 
democracy, based on the character of its individ- 
ual participants, free and spontaneous, each one 
giving all that he has and a!l that he is, of moral 
worth and forth-giving strength, to everyone 
else! “I am come that ye may have life and have 
it more abundantly,” the animating axiom of each . 
and all! Each one a Christ to his neighbor! Love 
the sole relationship, and that as constant as God! 
Heaven’s will upon earth! This is the goal of 
Christ’s death and new Life! The Church of 
Democracy is at the threshold of the Republic of 
God! Pure democracy is the Church, in its 
largest, Christ-sense!! 


Tue War For HEAvEN Upon EARTH. 


We have entered the war! Our souls are 
battling already for the cause of the democ- 
racy-church of the future. The issue is clear. 
Is the world to allow anti-democracy any longer? 
Must we not expunge what defies the coming of 
the Republic of God? Is not an autocracy that 
threatens the Church to be stabbed awake with 
reluctant judgment and Calvary-weapons? We 
are wrestling against “principalities and powers" 
for the simple liberty of Heaven-tasting human- 
ity. We are crucified with Christ to bring the 
fellowship of His name and His deed into resur- 
rection power. The Republic of God must come! 

“O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, thou that killest the 
prophets and stonest them that are sent unto 
thee: how often would I have gathered thy chil- 
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dren together, even as a hen doth gather her 
chickens under her wings, and ye would not!” 
In the midst of our patriotism hear His words 
against outworn- externalism! God make us 
beware lest we rely on them still! God forbid 
‘that victory shall mean to us only subjugation, 
and our nation only a government! God open 
our eyes to see the Captain of our Salvation as 
He is in His beauty of heart; God open our ears 
to His teachings, His inspiriting bidding; that we 
may endeavor nothing less than His will. Let 
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Him be our “Authority Within,” commanding us 
on to the Republic of God! Out of mere govern- 
ment, into the Church, and thus into Heaven’s 
own life may He point the way! 

Do you and I just belong to a man-fashioned 
state or to the Church of the living God? Are 
we ready to go with the Carpenter of Nazareth 
to the cross, for the sake of the Republic of God? 
Is democracy our religion? Is Christ Jesus our 
pattern of mutual living? Have we been gath- 
ered together to Him when He called?—P. E. O. 


Social Service: A Challenge to the Parish 


The parish is the logical unit in all Christian 
activities. The early Church was made up of a 
number of loosely-related independent congrega- 
tions scattered,over the Mediterranean world. 
Though they recognized the personal authority 
of the itinerant preachers whom we call apostles 
and prophets and honored them as spokesmen of 
the Lord, yet ordinarily they looked to them- 
selves. They were in the best sense self-support- 
ing. If any of its members were in need the 
individual congregation looked after them— 
feeding the hungry, nursing the sick, redeeming 
the captive if possible, visiting the prisoner, 
emancipating the slave even at times by selling 
the Communion silver, entertaining the way- 
farer in their own homes and later in special 
guest-houses, befriending the widow, the orphan, 
and the foundling. "Theirs was an all-inclusive 
work of mercy which they performed in their 
corporate—congregational—capacity as unto the 
Lord. At the same time, in order to supply the 
means of what was then calied charity and is now 
called special service, they did not encourage 
parasitism,—idling at the expense of others,— 
but sternly enjoined upon every member, if able, 
to earn a living for himself and those immedi- 
ately dependent on him.. “See how these Chris- 
tians love one another,” was the reluctant testi- 
mony of the pagan world; even Julian the Apos- 
tate, who tried to undo the work of Constantine 
and restore heathenism as the imperial religion, 


was forced to admit that Christian charity was 
the chief justification of the new faith and its 
main method of propaganda. 

This was in a sense the heyday of Christianity. 
When the Church, charged with what many of its 
leaders called bigger things, departed from its 
simpler life, which had so largely depended on 
congregational solidarity, its charitable work, 
though increasing in scope, lost in effectiveness. 
No longer could it cope with the world’s distress 
when it ceased voluntarily to look after its own— 


this in no selfish sense, for, though charity be-: 


gins at home, it spreads throughout society, pro- 
vided the original responsibility is not lost sight 
of. The good example set by the early Christian 
congregations in ministering to their own needy 
had a direct influence on the outside pagan world, 
which had never known real charfty—only a spe- 
cious "liberality," which meant that, the noble 
and well-to-do man must give away some of his 
goods, not to help the poor, but to show his own 
magnanimity. 

The point I want to make is.that unless the 
individual congregation recognizes and accepts 
its own responsibility in social service, it cannot 
hold up the hands of the larger Church agencies 
which are trying to relate other parishes through- 
out the country to social needs and endeavors. 
Some parishes have already seen and accepted 
the challenge: they are helping to make others 
see and accept it. ‘In one of our parishes not far 
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away a new scheme of organization has been 
adopted, following the’ plan of the Church’s 
national organization. That parish has now a 
special department of missions, a special depart- 
ment of religious education, and a special depart- 
ment of social service,—just as has the national 
Church,—and is, or was, looking about for a 
competent man to take charge of each phase of 
work. God speed its endeavors! Why should 
not the parish of the Holy Apostles do the same 
—or at least fully and definitely accept its re- 
sponsibility in the newest yet oldest work of all 
— social service? As we saw above, the Churches 
organized by : holy apostles of old were dis- 
tinguished for -5e very thing that our Church 
at large is now |. ying to induce separate parishes 
to do. 

I said newes: vet oldest work. The spirit is 
indeed as oi; a- Christianity, but the method is 
new. Notm«-^ to relieve need and distress of 
every sort should be the aim of every parish, but 
to prevent it so far as possible. ‘The “note” of 
modern secular philanthropy is "rehabilitation"— 
to set the dependent on his feet, to refit the idler 
for a job, to convert the drunkard and the crim- 
inal into a respectable citizen; better still, to see 
that there shall be less, or no dependence, idling, 
intemperance, or crime. The basic problem, 
social workers, secular and religious, are coming 
increasingly to believe, is the problem of poverty, 
which causes various ills even more than it is 
caused by them. How to rcadjust the social and 
economic order so as to insure a greater measure 
of justice between man and man, employer and 
employee, the state and the citizen, is the prob- 
lem, which is indeed the problem of democracy. 
A great part of the world is now at war to deter- 
mine whether democracy, which means, or should 
mean, justice if it is to endure, shall survive, 
and our country is on the verge of being drawn 


into the struggle. Justice, if not a problem for. 


the Christian and the Church, is a problem for 
no man and.no institution. To establish right- 


eousness is to establish justice. This was the. 


message of the Hebrew prophets and of our 


Lord, and has been the message of the greatest: 
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preachers and teachers of our religion through 
ninety centuries. What shall we do about it? 

I believe you of the Church of the Holy 
Apostles can help. Use your eyes and your ears, 
your minds and your hearts, to understand the 
needs of your neighborhood and of your city. 
Use your money and your energy and your zeal 
to meet, or help meet, those needs. If there is 
an organization in your part of the community 
or elsewhere which should be meeting a need 
that you discover, co-operate with that organiza- 
tion in meeting the need. It makes no difference 
what the agency may be if it is sincere in its 
effort to serve. It may need volunteer workers 
whom you can furnish, it may need money which 
you can give, it may need encouragement which 
you can offer. Whatever its name, secular or 
religious, if it is trying to do God's work of 
serving humanity, co-operate with it; don't try 
to duplicate it or supplant it unless it is incapable 
of improvement. If there is no appropriate 
agency at hand, organize one of your own and 
point the way. Find something, in a word, that 
you can do as a parish in helping to improve 
conditions of life and work, of education and 
recreation, and do it in the name of your parish 
and of your Christ. Study the problem: Read 
some books about it, such as Dr. Devine's *Mis-, 
ery and Its Causes," or "The Spirit of Social 
Work," or Jane Addams’ “Spirit of Youth and 
the City Streets," or Rauschenbusch's “Chris- 
tianity and the Social Crisis,” or Soares" “Social 
Institutions and Ideals of the Bible," and others 
that might be named. Have a monthly—or 
weekly—study class; attend meetings of social 
egencies where possible; pray without ceasing 
that God will open your eyes and strengthen your 
arms. Above all, remember that you cannot do 
this work of social service alone: as the term 
implies, you must do it with your fellows for 
your fellows: : Christianity is a social religion;

Mohammedanism and the World War 


The World War broke, and Turkey cast her 
lot with the Central Powers. The step was fatal. 
It not only sealed the doom of the Ottoman Em- 
pire, but at the same time, and this is a more im- 
portant thing, it cut the life-tether that supported 
Mohammedanism as a great world political 
power. The two stood, and the two will fall 
together. 

This alliance was not the work of the moment. 
Its seed had been sown quietly, but carefully 
throughout a long period of years. Germany, 
perhaps, was the aggressor. She had proceeded 
on the assumption that Asia Minor, Syria and 
Mesopotamia were “her place in the sun,” and 
she lost no opportunity to win the favor of the 
Turk, and establish herself there. The visits of 
the Kaiser, especially the second in 1898, when 
he visited Jerusalem and Damascus, and pro- 
claimed himself the “protector of 300 millions of 
Moslems ;” and the long series of commercial 
agreements connected with the construction of 
the Bagdad Railway are only illustrations of the 
methods which Germany used to extend her in- 
fluence in the Near East. Within the past 

month I was told by a recent visitor to the City 
of Jerusalem that on the brow of the Mount of 
Olives stands a palace of unusual splendor and 
magnificence which the keeper claimed was 
erected presumably by the German people, for 
the purpose of education and philanthropy, but 
in reality by the German Government to be used 
ultimately as the residence of the German Mili- 
tary Governor of Palestine. If, however, Ger- 
many was the aggressor, the Young Turk Party 
at Constantinople co-operated gladly. In their 
eyes the German nation was the acme of all that 
is best. They admired her excellence and effi- 


ciency. They followed her. They sought her 
counsels, and placed her experts in positions of 
leadership and influence. The actual alliance 
between these nations, therefore, already existed. 
The donation by Germany of the Goeben and 
the Breslau, plus Admiral Suchon, and several 
million pounds in gold, was a mere formality by 
which this relation was declared to the world. 

Turkey’s part in the war is a matter of com- 
mon knowledge. Only the future years, how- 
ever, will be able to bear full testimony to the 
result upon Mohammedanism of this new align- 
ment of the nations. We would, therefore, call 
attention here only to those effects which are 
already evident. 

In the first place, the war has destroyed Mo- 
hammedanism as a world political power. In 
the Koran, Mohammed urges his followers to 
war upon the unbelievers, and promises an imme- 
diate and eternal reward to the soldier that dies 
while engaged in such a task. Many intelligent 
Christians have, even in the time of peace, trem- 
bled at the thought of the results should the 
Sultan exercise his rightful power, and summon 
the whole number of the faithful to this “Holy 
War." Two hundred millions of people, scattered 
throughout all nations and in arms, would indeed 
be a serious menace. At the opening of the war 
every true Mohammedan likely believed that his 
co-religionists everywhere would respond to such 
a call It was this that the Kaiser counted on 
when he drew Turkey into the arena. He be- 
lieved the Mohammedans throughout the world 
would hang together, and that they would do so 
under the leadership of their visible head, the 
Sultan of Turkey. He expected this religious 
loyalty to break England's hold upon India and 
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Egypt to loosen the grip of France and Italy 
upon Northern Africa, and to demoralize the 
military program of Germany's enemies through 
these serious colonial troubles. The Sultan is- 
sued his proclamation for the “jihad,” and it 
failed. The Mohammedans of India remained 
true to England. The Arabs threw off the Turk- 
ish yoke entirely, and established a separate gov- 
ernment under the Sherif of Mecca. The 
Moslems of Egypt, the Sudan, Tunis, Algiers, 
Morocco and Russian Turkestan renounced the 
leadership of the Sultan, and pledged their loy- 
alty to their ““:ristian rulers. Islam is, therefore, 
no longer a ;,.cat, world, political factor, but the 
Mohamme’: are subject peoples obedient to 
the wishes (^ cther rulers, ninety per cent. of 
whom are is.. stian. 


Mohanm: ism now stands forth before the 
world strip: ' of every support save its intel- 
lectual, mora: and spiritual claims. The question 
is, will these supports be sufficient? From the 
beginning, the political and religious elements 
wert side by side in the spread of Mohamme- 
danism. The conquerors, we are told, first of- 
fered the inhabitants of new countries the Koran. 
If they accepted it, well and good. If they 
rejected it, they were put to the sword. In all 
countries under Moslem control today apostasy 
from Islam is punishable with death. Conse- 
quently, it remains to be seen what the result will 
be when she is deprived of the strong arm of 
force. “The Continent,” Chicago, says: “Islam 
is so little spiritual, and so largely materialistic, 
that the collapse of the last remaining evidence 
of external power may prove a demoralizing 
blow.” With this political power removed, and 


. with the keen eye of the historical critic turned 


upon the life of Mohammed and the Koran, will 
this religion with a morality so low, a conception 
of God so unsatisfying, and a view of Heaven so 
materialistic long survive? 

Equally evident with these two results of the 
war upon Mohammedanism is a third—a quick- 
ening of the interest in Christianity of the peo- 
ples in Mohammedan countries. I have before 
me as I write statements from missionaries in 
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various parts of the Mohammedan world, and 
they all testify to a noticeable increase in interest 
among the people of their fields. It is easy to 
believe that this is true. The Mohammedan world 
has been brought face to face with the Christian 
world in this great conflict, and the comparison 
has been to the credit of Christendom. Fair- 
minded Mohammedans see that something is 
lacking in their civilization, and are surmising 
that the thing which Turkey has lacked is the 
energizing influence of Jesus Christ. They have 
seen more, namely, missionaries dying on the 
field from exposure or fever while serving the 
sick and suffering. Whence is such love, many 
thoughtful Mohammedans must be asking? But 
there is a more beautiful sight even than this, 
and thousands of Mohammedans have witnessed 
it. A single illustration will suffice. In a Chris- 
tian community in Northern Persia all the men 
had been slain. The girls and women were then 
marched before the Turkish official to hear their 
fate. This was his proposal: “Deny Christ, and 
you shall lack nothing. Profess Him, and the 
desert will be your home.” Without repining or 
delay, those brave women turned their faces to 
the desert and died. The blood of the Armenian 
raartyrs, more than any other thing, will prepare 
the soil of the Mohammedan world for an abun- 
dant Christian harvest. 

Will we, then, like true comrades, enter the 
gates which they by their sacrifices are opening, 
and claim for our Lord and theirs the lands 
which their blood has hallowed? Think of the 
opportunity that will soon await us! “When the 
battle of the kings is over, the battle of the King 
should begin.” The task will be enormous. 
Mohammedanism has been, and will be, Chris- 
tianity’s most serious opponent among the relig- 
ions of the world. In the past they have whipped 
us on almost every battlefield. Thank God the 
tide is now rolling backward. But the memories 
of past victory; the sense cf superiority which 
has accumulated during the centuries, and which 
the humiliating experiences of recent years has 
not eradicated; the deep-set and fervently-held 
convictions which have always characterized the 
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Moslem, accentuate the difficulty of our problem. 
Yet, in the providence of God, the task has been 
laid upon us. We must accept it. The measure 
of our relief in the uniqueness, the sufficiency 
and the ultimate triumph of our Lord, and the 
extent of our compassion for those who live in 
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the shadow of a garbled and partial revelation 
will be the measure of our response when our 
Church offers us the opportunity of sharing our 
treasures of life and possessions with the fol- 
lowers of Mohammed. i

A Summer in Wyoming 


It is a boast of Wyoming- people that the sun 
shines there 365 days in the year; The writer 
has spent four summers and a winter there and 
bears witness to the truth of this saying save for 
a single exception, the day that he stepped from 
the train at Powell, near the eastern boundary 
of Yellowstone National Park, to take up his 
sümmer's work. The littie town reflected the 
dull gray of the skies, and lcoked, indeed, gloomy 
and forbidding. All day long the drizzling rain 
continued, but ‘just at evening the clouds van- 
ished, the sky was flooded with the gorgeous 
crimson and gold of a typical Wyoming sunset. 
The purpling hills stood out sharp against the 
colored sky, while the cool evening breeze bore 
from the plains the sweet fragrance of the moist 
sage, and the missionary, breathing in deeply the 
familiar scent, felt that it was, indeed, good to be 
home again. 

The first problem, that cf finding a place in 
which to live, was solved the following morning. 
The only available room was the “Vestry” of the 
little church. A cot, wash-stand, desk and two 
chairs were hurriedly mobilized, the ladies of the 
Guild provided the necessary bedding and a rug, 
and while the quarters were somewhat cramped, 
yet they could have been much worse, and the 
“Sky Pilot” was settled and ready for business 
in short order. 

Space will not permit a description of the work 
at Powell. It was the usual prosaic and unex- 
citing work of caring for a mission already 
organized, and with a communicant list of forty. 
But the work at Lowell was of a different char- 
acter, a virgin field for our Church, and hence 
intensely interesting. opi d 


Bishop Thomas had provided transportation 
in the shape of a Ford, and one could go from 
Powell to Lowell in two hours, if he did not get 
stuck in the sand half-way, with six miles’ walk 
to the nearest telephone, which was not an un- 
usual experience for one with a Ford. 

Lowell is one of those interesting Mormon 
towns. For years none but Mormons occupied 
the valley and Mormonism was the only religion 
in the neighborhood. It is a strange religion. 
The Mormon believes in a plurality of Gods, the 
chief one of whom is Adam, who having finished 
his earthly course, set himself up as God of this 
planet, and any Mormon, when he has begotten 
enough children, either in this world or in the 
next, to start his own world, may do so and he 
will be its God. The babblings of the self- 
hypnotized Joseph Smith are looked upon as 
being the inspired word of God, even surpassing 
the Bible, and the Mormon Church is the authori- 
tative Church of Christ and all others are usurp- 
ers of that authority, and all other ministers 
acting in the name of God are taking that Name 
in vain. Their well-known custom of polygamy 
is still more or less openly practised, and as the 
writer pens these words he thinks of a "family 
gathering" just across the street from his church, 
wt which all of the wives and children were 
present, resembling a Sunday-school picnic. In 
spite of all their faults the Mormons are sober 


and industrious, but are as impervious to any. 


attempt at conversion.as a slate roof is to an 
April shower. 'The Mormon is as anxious to 
convert the "Gentile" as the Gentile is to convert 
him, and at present the balance of conversions is- 
ir his favor. oS 
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For years Lowell knew no other religion than 
that of Brigham Young, but with the coming of 
the summer came a marked change. A beet- 
sugar concern built a large factory and the Gen- 
tiles began to flock in.: Within a month the 
population had changed from 99 per cent. Mor- 
mon to only 65 per cent. No attempt was being 
made to minister to these newcomers and the 
Church was quick to see and seize her oppor- 
tunity. 

On the missionary's first visit the problem of 
where to hold services presented itself. The 
Mormon Bishop generousl: offered the use of 
his “Church,” iu which, after the Sunday evening 
service, eit : dance or a wrestling match was 
held, and gi «ntced a large congregation, which 
he dared the .cntile to convert. Explaining that 
we had coi. w take care of the Gentiles, and 
thanking hit for his kind offer, it was decided 
to use (ie ..aptist church, in which services 
had beer f —. long time discontinued, and the 
windows oí which had fallen before the on- 
slaught of Mormon urchins, armed with rocks. 
A notice in the post office brought a congrega- 
tion worth description. ‘There were Methodists, 
Presbyterians, Lutherans, Adventists, Roman 
Catholics, a Christian Scientist, two Episcopal- 
ians and a liberal sprinkling of Mormons. 

The service started with three or four songs 
from the old Baptist song books, the singing 
being ably directed by Mrs. H. , who stood 
upon the platform and beat time with an im- 
provised baton. "There were no prayer-books, 
no vestments, nothing that seems to make up a 
dignified service. The sermon was continually 
interrupted with cries of "Amen," "God bless 
you, brother," *Hallelujah," but how those peo- 
ple did enjoy it! Every week we had such a 
service until, with the arrival of another church 
family, the nucleus was formed, and slowly, very 
slowly, the service took on a more churchly tone. 
The prayer-books came first and with it the 
game of "finding places;" the Mission Hymnal 
replaced the Baptist song book, next came the 


vestments, and when the missionary left to come . 


East again and a priest came to take his place, a 


Guild was in the process of formation, several 
had signified their intention of being confirmed, 
and there was serious talk of a church building. 


So goes the pioneer work of the church! 
Slowly but surely forging ahead. 

But a summer in Wyoming is not all work, and 
what an opportunity there is for play in the great 
West! There were the 65-mile trips overland to 
Meeteetse to help dispel the loneliness of a 
brother missionary, and Meeteetse defies descrip- 
tion! A typical “Movie Town," someone has 
called it, and the name fits it well. The rough 
frame and log saloons, with the gambling den 
attached; the houses of shame across the river, 
the little log houses and more pretentious frame 
dwellings of the two hundred inhabitants, and 
above it all the white spire of St. Andrew's 
Church with its cross, a silent sermon day after 
day to those cow-punchers and sheep-herders 
(diamonds in the rough, some of them), who 
come from the range to "spend their substance 
in riotous living." 

Then there is the trout fishing in those tum- 
bling mountain streams, the big game hunting, 
the sage chicken shooting, the swimming, the 
camping in the mountains with the Boy Scouts. 

A summer in Wyoming is beyond adequate 
description ; the climate, the freeness, the health 
and joy that it brings can only be realized by 
experience. And only by seeing with one's own 
eyes the work which the Church has done and 
is doing can one realize the intense worth of it. 
The whole West is charged with the thought, 
"Reaching forth unto those things which are 
before." The West is living for the future, and 
as the farmers with their irrigation make the 
desert blossom as the rose, just so the Church 
with her Sacraments makes hardened hearts 
again soft and turns what was once a spiritual 
wilderness into the dwelling place of the Spirit 
of God. So come and see us at work, if you 
can, and continue to pray for us and to give us 
of your means, for truly the Church is doing 
God's own work in God's own country.

The Parish and the War 


No one wanted war less than did we of Holy 
Apostles; of that I feel sure. Up to the point 
where Germany broke its Sussex pledge I preached 
peace rather ardently, and you were apparently 
content to have it so. 

Our friends the Friends did not more earnestly 
pray for peace than did we. - i 

But when the moral issue grew sharply clear for 
us of the United States and the provocations grew 
to unbearable proportions and no reliance was to 
be placed in plighted word, our path diverged 
from those who still desired peace and at any 
price. We were not of those who preached ab- 
solute non-resistance. Today the only path to 
peace is through war. 

As the Secretary of War said the Nation would 
do, “enter the war with both hands," so do we, 
and with heart and brain and full measure of con- 
secration. We echo the words of Germany's 
own greatest son: "Here we stand, God help us, 
we can do no other." 

Not in pride but as a simple chronicle we set 
down here what so far the parish has done. 
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First.—Every day fine, stalwart young men of 
this congregation are enlisting in Army and Navy. 
We do not know how many so far have gone to the 
front, but the list is being compiled and will be 
published later. 

Second.— The vestry has offered to the govern- 
ment all the buildings and resources of this great 
parish for any use to which it may care to put 
them. 

Third.—We have early organized an auxiliary 
of the Red Cross Society and are busily at work in 
the many phases of activity this enjoins upon us. 

Fourth.—Of the four members of the church 
staff, three, the rector, the first assistant, and the 
lay-assistant, have offered themselves for service, 
and the fourth would have done so but for his 
years. 

It is not God's war, nor did He provoke it, 
and it is a wicked, if not a blasphemous thing to 
make Him responsible for it. Nevertheless, the 
cause of God and the battle of Christianity are 
being fought at the front today more than at 
home, and there the greater present duty lies. 

In addition to these things we are planning to 
organize a company for the Home Defense 
League, and also to bring the boys of the church 
into one or more companies for military training. 

There are possibilitise, too, of other and most 
important activities not yet so definitely decided 
upon as to justify specific mention. 

In addition to all this the chapels are likewise 
organizing and marshaling their forces in a whole- 
hearted spirit of service equal to the Mother 
Church's own. 

We are not glad to have to do all this, but sorry; 
Sorry for the terrible necessity. 

Glad, however, we are that we have strength 
and will to help when America soundeth out the 
rallying call to her loyal sons. 

Well may we thank God that when first our 
country called this parish answered HERE.

In response to the suggestion of the Rector, 
and the efforts of “group leaders” appointed 
by him, the attendance of men was very, large. 
At 8 o'clock 60 partook. At the 10 o'clock 
service the galleries were filled, and at the con- 
clusion, they formed in the vestibule, and 
quietly and reverently came to the chancel rail, 
numbering 330, and received the elements of 
the Saviour's body and blood. It was a solemn 
and impressive sight. 

The sermon was by the Rector, from the 
text, "That God may be all in all" 1 Cor. 15: 
28. 

In the afternoon the fiftieth anniversary of 
the Sunday Schools and Bible Classes was held. 
The singing, led by the choir, was hearty and 
inspiring, and the carols sung by the Beginners' 
and Primary departments, much enjoyed. The 
address was by the Superintendent. At its 
conclusion, Mr. Joseph L. Bailey, the Parish 
Treasurer, announced the amount of the 
Lenten offerings as $6,086.35. The doxology 
was then sung, the Benediction pronounced 
ànd the exercises came to an end.

The Young oimen's Guild, the leaders firmly 
believe, is a}... step in the direction of meet- 


ing a distin... cud in our Parish life. We all 
are making c — vis to fill acceptably the differ- 
ent places in 2+ to which we have been and 


shall be cai! We feel that "knowledge is 
power" and t . whatever increases our knowl- 
edge will inci: use our efficiency in our various 
spheres. Thercfore the Guild aims to be educa- 
tional. Now Education is applied knowledge, 
and to be truly educational we must be prac- 
tical. 

That the Guild has measured up to these two 
standards is not to be denied. Note our courses 
in Dressmaking, Embroidery, Cooking, Millin- 
ery, etc. Note also that only the best teachers 
having practical experience are engaged and 
that the dues are nominal, being One Dollar for 
a series of ten lessons, thus placing the instruc- 
tion within the reach of all. 

Again the Guild aims to develop the social 
life of its membership. The four-fold fully 
rounded life must include this phase. 

We do not believe with the old clergyman 
who, being asked during the Men and Religion 
Forward Movement as to his Church partici- 
pating in the Social Service Program, answered 
“Count our church out, there are too many so- 
cials now.” We hold that there should be less 
“preaching” of Social Service and more practic- 
ing it. The Guild believes in serving where 
service is demanded; in bettering and making 
happier our fellows, in encouraging the spirit 
of proper association and in co-operation. 

Thus in back of all our classes, in back of the 


Dancing, the Social Evenings, thé Story-Telling 
groups and the Suppers served for the conveni- 
ence of those living at a distance (and other 
members who enjoyed them) is this thought. ~ 

That there is a demand for our Society could 
not be better evidenced than by the fact that 
our average yearly enrollment totals 150, and 
when we consider that the work is self-support- 
ing then the measure of success is largely in- 
creased. ; i 

But too many of our girls over fourteen years 
of age fail to take advantage of the privileges 
thus offered, and too few of our people give the 
work serious thought. If they did its needs 
would be anticipated and the opportunities 
would be largely increased. 

It is all religious. It is all the work of the 
Church. Many instances could be cited of 
girls lonely and without family ties who have 
been brought nearer to the Christ through the 
Christian companionship and friendships thus 
formed. 

Such work we believe must rank high among 
the basic needs of the Church.

I was glad, indeed, to hear from you, and to 
know that you had so lately visited my aunts. 
They need consolation if any one ever did. I 
was also glad to hear that you had offered 
your services as Chaplain. Itis a good thing 
to practice what we preach, but most of the 
time it is easier to preach. I wish, as you say, 
that I could be in your regiment, but I have 
learned that you are not consulted in the army, 
you are ordered, which, of course, is the only 
way. I was happy when our President decided 
that the time for "turning the other cheek" was 
past. I thought it had passed before he real- 
ized it, but he knows best or he would not 
have the position he has. I intend to get a 
Sunday off in about two weeks and I will try 
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and come down to church, I like the army 
very well. I would be in it for good if I could 
get some rank to start with, but going in as a 
private, such as I am at present, does not 
appeal to me. Guard duty gets monotonous 
but that is what we are here for; perhaps some- 
thing more exciting may come later. Our 
captain told us when we received an order, to 
obey it at once, and whistle while we were 
doing it, and if we did not obey, we would be 
made to whistle a different tune. I have tried 
his plan and it works fine. I would rather 
whistle my own tune than do it under com- 
pulsion.

My DEAR PEOPLE: 

Weare still thinking of Easter and the wonder- 
ful day we had at the chapel. We could not but 
rejoice in the way our boys led the early service 
and the reverent communions made. The chapel 
literally filled to overflowing at all services and 
especially at the Sunday-school festal service. 

And then, too, we saw the results of the Chil- 
dren’s Service held every Friday in Lent. An 
average attendance of over two hundred and 
fifty. And one hundred and forty-two won the 


gold medal for perfect attendance. Let us carry 
this inspiration and zeal with us into all our 
coming days of chapel life. The great danger of 
all intense joy and activity is reaction. This is 
seen in Confirmation very often; persons make 
their profession of Christ with great enthusiasm 
and with intense religious joy, but fail to endure 
and keep that experience an abiding possession. 


"The Church suffers much from the ''stony- 


ground” Christian—not much depth of earth. 
Fails to endure and bear the heat and burden of 
the day. 
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I believe there is some special work for each 
member of the chapel to do, according to his 
several ability, if he only finds it. And if you 
cannot find it, come and consult the vicar and 
see if he has any. plan in which you can find a 
happy service for yourself and the Church life. 
After all, the Church is a family and each ought 
to contribute something to the strength and use- 
fulness of that family. Do not be one of the 
drones in this life. And the secret of all happy 
Service lies in this attitude, viz., "What can I 
contribute to my chapel life?” There are always 
some people in this world who are asking, “What 
can I get out of it?” Verily they have their 
rewardr but it is not the reward of that blessed- 
ness of entering into the joy of their Lord. 

Before us lies the task of mutual service and of 
community betterment. Let us all get in line 
and carry our share of the responsibility and of 
the privilege. s

THE MEN’S OWN 
During the past month a new movement has 
taken root in the chapel which promises to be of 
great value to the parish life. It is a man’s 
movement known as the "Men's Own.” The 
purpose of the movement is to promote greater 


fellowship among our own men; give a hearty 
welcome to all newcomers and strangers; study 
the religious, social and civic needs of the com- 
munity, and tie ourselves to real social service. 
The Men’s Own meets every Sunday at 12 
o'clock; they are dismissed promptly at 12.45 p.m. 
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Hearty singing and a study of some vital topic 
is our program. Once a month we have a social 
evening, We admit anyone to the meetings 
without any formality. 

The movement has started with earnestness 
anda determination to succeed. Fifty men signed 
an agreement to sustain these meetings for a 
period of six months. We have eighty-five mem- 
bers enrolled and have had an average attendance 
for the two meetings held of fifty-one. 

These men are in earnest. On Friday, May 
25th, they are going to have a Home Defence 
Rally and Dr. Joaclinn, a former Lieutenant, N. 
G. P., will be present. 

You will hear of good things from this move- 
ment for men by the men. Itis their movement, 
now that the vicar has launched it, and the men 
of the chapel are on trial and we know that they 
will stand the test. Are you a member? If 
not, get behind the movement. 


COMMUNI CONSENSU 


Congratulations from your oldest daughter, 
Mr. Rector. Three years of able administration 
and of affectionate leadership have inspired our 
confidence in you and endeared our association 
with you. We are not afraid to speak out and 
tell you that we rejoice in your leadership, because 
of your fairness and good judgment at all con- 
ferences. We feel that behind all our efforts 
there is the loyal support of a liberal soul. And 
under your guidance this great institution 
challenges our best efforts.

The stoves came from the vicarage, and have 
been put in first-class condition. We need now a 
complete set of dishes; re-stocking of cooking 
utensils, linoleum on the floor, and a complete ren- 
ovation of the pantries. Once these things are in 
order we purpose to keep them that way by the 
efforts of the Chapel Aid. Al dishes broken will 
be replaced by the organization using them. So 
we are going to select a permanent stock. 

Now who will help us along? We need over 
one hundred dollars. But every little helps. 
Send in your donations in money to Mrs. Bauden. 
And do it now.

the Christian Church—Whitsunday. Our im- 
poverished lives surely stand in need of that r 
strength and power which come from above, } 
but remember the beginning must be in us by i 
earnest prayer and fervent desire. "They were | 
all with one accord in one place in prayer." 
That was the secret of their "filling" and it 
must be of yours and mine. If the Church to- 
day were as united as in those early days, her 
power and strength would "speak" in a lan- 
guage""understood" of the people. If our local 
congregations were more closely united in 
mind and heart, who could estimate the 
strength and influence in the community. Yet 
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these “scattered dry bones” can live by the in- 
breathing of that “power from on high.” It 
is yours for the asking. God grant that we 
may all seek it. 

The Vicar adds a word in connection with 
the close of his eighth year in charge of the 
Chapel. They have been years of sunshine 
and shadow, more of the sunshine, we are 
happy to say. These years have brought us 
nearer to each © rv and nearer to Him who 
is our Lord and :« 

‘There has beci., «s can be readily seen, prog- 
ress and growth wn a material and numerical 
measurement, Jf - difficult to measure or esti- 
mate the other ne spiritual—that for which 
ministers are and churches and parish 
houses are buili—the “building up of Christ in 
you.” The first is only a means to the second. 
The administering of the Sacraments and the 
preaching of the Word have brought a joy 
of heart and comfort of soul that no one can 
take away because of the consciousness that 
some were coming who were sincere and in- 
tent on hearing the message spoken. 

If the success of a man’s ministry were 
measured by official acts and things done, alone, 
we could safely and modestly say—‘“quite so" 
—471 baptisms, 411 presented for confirmation, 
97 by transfer, 117 marriages, 255 burials, new 
Church built, organ put in, etc., in eight years 
—but not in these things alone, not numbers 
primarily, but character building into the like- 
ness and fulness of Christ in the hearts and 
minds of the souls committed to his cure and 
care, “both by preaching and living.” The full 
measurement of this cannot be taken this side 
the grave, not until He says, “Give an account 
of thy stewardship.” Our hope and prayer is 
that the years’ yet to be in our ministry here 
may be more fruitful of good works. 

The Vicar cannot close this word without 


an expression of his unbounded gratitude to 


his members here for their hearty support and 
loyalty in our common work, and also to the 
other members of our Parish, who in their 
official capacity and otherwise have been most 


kind and sympathetic in all their relations and 
associations. 

Before the close of another eight years—if 
we are here that long—may we have enlarged 
our parish house to meet our growing de- 
mands; pay off the mortgage of $6000 on our 
church building, and have secured an assis- 
tant for your Vicar—but if this last is left too 
long, you will have to get both a Vicar and 
a Curate. We can keep at it in some fashion, 
but not in the way to meet fully and completely 
the Church's opportunity in this growing sec- 
tion of our city, where there is yet so much 
to be done. Perhaps in this connection it might 
interest you to know that the offerings for 
"Salary of Vicar's Assistant" to date amount 
to $57.57. "This has come from a very few of 
the members. We want all to use the special 
envelope marked—For Salary of Vicar’s Assis- 
tant—in order that this fund may grow. The 
Parish is not able to add this extra expense to 
the Chapel budget, so it must come from our 
own efforts. One envelope each month with 
25 cents in it, and if you cannot give that much 
give what you can. 

With deep gratitude to our Heavenly Father 
for His favor and blessings of the past, and 
appreciation to you, my friends, and with 
prayers for us all for strength and grace now 
and the days yet to come,

Should we 
recognize "Spring fever," perhaps, as one of the 
subtlest workings against character, if it tempts 
us to forget our steady duties and our self- 
expectations? I cannot (although I have tried 
all possible extenuations) quite accept the anti- 
climax of the Easter-to-Trinity season. Am I 
wrong? They say that a golf-stroke, to be as it 
should, must have a good “follow-through.” 
That is hat we will strive for now—a good 
“follow ..:ough." As your grateful minister, 
who is uch moved by your co-operation, 
enthusi: ^i, consecration and corporate will, so 
abundar.y made clear, I am simply urging 
you to de by the witness you have so amply 
given, a "t longer. Let's not “let down" before 
Trinity sunday and Sunday School week!

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Our Day of Opportunity 
By Rey. John R. Logan 


“We must work the works of him that sent 


ine, while it is day; the night cometh when , 


re man can work.—John 9: 4. 


As we come near to the close of another 
Christian Year and stand upon the threshold 
of the new, these words of our Blessed Lord 
come with a peculiar appropriateness during 
tuese days which have been described as the 
most trying and testing of the world's history. 
With all the forces coming as they do, nations 
against nations and races against races, with 
strife and struggle with need and sacrifice, 
e Christian’s opportunity of serv- 
an now. The days of real work 


never wu- 
ice great 


‘are here, ie true Christian must be impelled 

by the ne sity that impelled Jesus Christ. 
With 1) > it was not, "I may if I will" ; not, 

^i can if./ xe.’ Not the mere opportunity and 


the nere, .emiality of work, but an imperious 
necessity-- "I must." He could not help him- 
self. Ile was under restraint; He was bound; 
He was compelled. “I must work." It was 
because he loved the sons of men so well that 
he could not sit still and see them perish. He 
could not come down from heaven and stand 
here, robed in our mortal flesh, and be an im- 
passive, careless witness of so much evil, so 
much misery. His heart beat high with de- 
sire. He thirsted to be doing good, and His 
greatest and grandest act, His Sacrifice'of Him- 
self, was a baptism with which he had to be 
baptised, and He was straitened until it was 
accomplished. 

As followers of the Christ this necessity is 
ours. "We must work." Our Lord associates 
His disciples with Himself in His works of 
mercy and life of service. They, too, are com- 
missioned to "destroy the works of the devil." 

The activity of the Christian must be co- 
extensive with his Lord's. Wrongs are to be 
corrected, unjust conditions of living, such as 
the crowded and unsanitary dwellings, cor- 


rupted politics, civic unrighteousness which 
carry with it thuggery, and even murder at our 
very doors, must not only be avenged, but our 
cities are to be made safe for life, liberty and 
peace. : 

Race prejudice and discrimination must be 
done away with. Yes, these and more than 
these exist today as when our Lord lived upon 
earth and walked in Palestine nearly two thou- 
sand years ago. Wherever His true disciples 
are found they must be identified with Him 
in His work of saving the whole man. He has 
clothed them with authority of His own per- 
son. “He that heareth you, heareth Me; and 
he that rejecteth you, rejecteth Me.” “We 
must work the works of Him that sent Me, 
while it is day." + So Christ's appeal is charged 
with all the force of God—"My Father work- 
-eth even until now, and I work,” and St. Paul 
says, "All things work together" in God's 
great plan. “We must work," for He is not 


ashamed to call us brethren; and we, His 


brethren, must work. The Divine necessity 
lies upon men whose hearts can be touched 
with the world's great need in this day of op- 
portunity—the night cometh—no man .can 
work. 

In realizing our day of opportunity, we are 
also to realize that God has appointed a work 
for each and all, “to each according to his sev- 
eral ability.” God does not require any more 
than we can do, or ability with which to do it, 
but he does require our full occupation of our 
much or little. God has made duties for us 
and placed us in the midst of them for fulfil- 
ment. Life is full of duties and yet there are 
those who offer the vain excuse that they have 
nothing to do. The field is white unto the 
harvest. Our homes are to be made happier 
and brighter for our family life; the Church 
of God with her many activities is to be made 
a more potent factor for the advancement and 
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the coming of God’s Kingdom; the city, State, 

‘country, yea, the whole world is the cry today, 
are to be made clean, safe and free for all of 
God’s children. This is the day of service and 
the need is most urgent for all to do with their 
might what their hands find to do. Of the 
many things that this great war is emphasiz- 
ing to all classes of people, from the idle rich 
to the poverty stricken, who must eat their 
bread by the sweat of their brow, is, that there 
is some definite contribution each can make to 
bring about a better world in which and 
through which the Fatherhood of God and the 
Brotherhood of man may be fully realized. 

All of this must be God’s work in us. Work 
simply for Work’s sake will not profit and is 
often wrong. In this sense work. is earthly 
and binds and ties us to carnal things. It 
must be done in the sense of the text. That 
4is, “What I do, I will do because God has as- 
signed it, and I will do it, too, because God 
will be therein glorified, His character un- 
iolded, His purpose proclaimed, and His gos- 
pel adorned among men." Certainly with this 
as our guiding principle we have all we need. 
Here is the secret of labor's redemption and 
the pledge of labor's reward. 

'". But to do God's work we must have received 
His Spirit. His works are spiritual works 
which can be performed only by spiritual men, 
and we only become spiritual by seeking the 
Spirit of God and spiritual things of God. 
` “While it is day’—we are not left to won- 
der when our day of opportunity is coming, it 
is now. In the text our-Lord gives an inter- 
pretation of the "day." His divine mission 
must be fulfilled in the brief space of His 
“day” of opportunity or not fulfilled at all. 
Our Lord felt the preciousness of opportunity 
and the value of time. His “day” was a short 
one, yet in His “day” He had a work to do. He 
calls his earthly life day and the termination 
night. .In that day of earthly life He had a 
world to redeem and to set in motion the great 
ferces of God’s love, that love which has been 
_in the hearts of all His children from the begin- 
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, ning of the gospel dispensation until now, im- 


gelling and urging the great missionaries in 
the noble work they have done and are doing 
to bring about the Kingdom of our Lord and 
His Christ. ; 

Life at its longest we say is short, and at 
its best is uncertain. The Holy Scripture is 
filled with admonitions which emphasize the 
brevity of life, comparing human existence 
to the most fleeting things of nature—mist, 
clouds, shadows, smoke, leaves, and the flower 
of the field. We look back and think how 
1apidly the years of our life have flown and 
the vividness of this truth is impressed upon 
us. We have done so little and have so much 
tc do and so little time in which to do it. There 
is comfort in the thought, however, that we 
are builders and that man is far more fragile 
than his work; we are builders of Christian 
Character, and character lives in the genera- 
tions yet to come, as well as in the life to 
come. 

If Jesus Christ said: "I must work the works 
of Him that sent Me while it is day; the night 
cometh", some of us ought very specially to 
say it, and to feel it, because it will not al- 
ways remain "day." We ought not to be 
misers of our time and opportunities; we must 
be up and doing. Some of us are at the 
eleventh hour, let us fill it with diligent work 
well done. We cannot recall the lost oppor- 
tunity, the lost day, they are irretrievable. Our 
Lord seems to say that the work and the time 
are so adjusted that what is missed at one time 
cannot be made up at another. Every day has 
its own tasks; we cannot do today the work of 
yesterday. Our life is a growth, a develop- 
ment, is cumulative, and today is built upon 
yesterday—tomorrow, we know, never comes,

day” of our God-given opporunity. Obedience 
to this call wins the “wcll done, good and faith- 
ful servant.” i 
Our Lord lived a life of perfect obedience 
and His works were the proof of that obedi- 
ence. He said, He “came not to do His own 
will, but the will of the Father and to finish 


His wo” From his first uttered word in boy- 
hood; © . ist ye not that I must be about my 
Father — nsiness," until the cry from the cruel 


cross, "It is finished," we find proof of His 
steadfastness to do His Father's will and to 
finish His work. Our work may not be fin- 
ished when *the night cometh," but we can 
rest assured that by God's grace if we have 
done what we could we have finished our 
^day" in the great work of the Master as a co- 
worker with Him in the Kingdom of our 
Lord. . 

“Qh, Lord, support us all the day long | 
through this troublous life, until the shadows 
lengthen, and the evening comes, and the busy 
world is hushed, and the fever of our life is 
over and work is done. Then in Thy mercy 
grant us a safe lodging, and a holy rest, and 
peace at last with Thee forever. Through 
Jesus Christ, our Lord. Amen.

, The Selective Draft Boards are not military, 
therefore, but civic officials. And what a com- 
plex opportunity membership on a board pre- 
sents! To administer the intricate machinery 
of registration cards, list-postings, physical ex- 
aminations, exemption pleas, certifications to 
the District Board, certifications from the Dis- 
trict Board, appeal cases, reopened cases, non- 
appearances, non-registrations and desertions, 
inyestigations, summons, calls to service, 
meals and lodging for the final days before 
sending train schedules, shipping soldiers-to- 
be, adjustment of- quotas with the adjutants, 
replacing returned men, getting credit 
of Officers’ Reserve Training Camp reg-

The Fundamental Aim of 


the Sunday School Teacher 


By Dr. Fred Gowing 
Principal of the Philadelphia High School for Girls . 


An Address Delivered at the Sunday School Institute, at Holy Apostles, October 22, 1917 


The teacher of the Sunday School has cer- 
tain limitations confronting her. One is the 
time-limitation. She must be sharp, quick, 
and short, and there is no time to develop 
fully the important points of the lesson. She 
has no time to stress them so that they sink 
into the mind of the pupils and become a part 
of their lives. 

But much depends upon the pupils. Some 
are good, some bad and some are indifferent. 
I suppose in regard to the indifferent, the 
prayer of the teacher may be likened to that of 
the New England woman who said, “We pray 
that Thou, O Lord, will make the indifferent, 
different.” : : 

Now we have a selection of material, also. 
A most serious limitation indeed. The ques- 


tion is, just what shall we take? This limita- 
tion confronts every Sunday School superin- 
tendent. In this case the teacher must have 
certain general aims. She must not be like a 
teacher with whom I am acquainted. Going 
into her room one day I found the children la- 
boriously writing from a book. I asked, 
‘What are they doing?" The answer was, 
“Copying.” “Are you trying to impress a cer- 
tain passage upon them?” "No, copying.” 
“Are they trying to improve their penman- 
ship?" "No, copying.” “Well, what is the ob- 
ject of this copying?" Then she took down a 
chart marked “Fourth Reader Copying” and 
handed it to me, They were simply copying 
with no definite aim in view. They were hav- 
ing that lesson whether or not they gained 
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anything from it. What are we doing? What 
is our purpose? Some say to make good 
churchmen—that is too hazy. Some say to 
develop lives with sound Christian purposes. 
But how are we going to do it? Our lives are 
continuous and integral. We cannot take edu- 
cation and sift it out. It is just the same with 
this knowledge which we are going to use to 
develop Christian education. It is very part 
of our very lives. I know that knowledge and 
intellect is a part of me and I cannot get rid 
of them. I know just as well that I have a 
will, a free will. I understand that the will to 
live and to believe is in me. So the fundamen- 
tal aim of the Sunday School teacher should 
be a knowledge of the Holy Bible. I insist 
that the one book which is sound food for 
mind, heart and soul is the Holy Bible. The 
reason that men have been shaken in their 
faith today is because they did not believe in 
that Book. When they were depressed, slan- 


` dered, beaten, they murmured against their 


fate because they had no God to lean on. 

I insist that the fundamental difficulty on 
the part of the teachers is that they do not 
know the Holy Bible. They say they do, but 
they do not. They may know some parts of 
the Old Testament—Parables, Psalms, Gospels 
and Epistles. But I do not mean such 
a knowledge as enables you to recognize sim- 
ple allusions of the Bible, but, as my little 


` daughter once said, "You must know it in 


chunks." 


A speaker who can use the simplest allu- 
sions from the Bible makes an impression and 
creates instant and alert attention. These 
things can be carried in our minds and we can- 
not get rid of them. 'The lessons of the Bible 
can be planted in the minds of the pupils and 
made to grow and become part of their lives, 
if given time to develop. But some teachers 
are too eager to see them grow. They are like 
the children. who plant a seed and then keep 
digging it up to see how it is growing, until 
the seed. finally dies with so much digging up. 

I believe that a teacher should be a good 
reader and should devote some time to reading 
directly from the Bible in such a way as to 
make the children understand the passage. 
After several readings of the same selection a 
child will know just how the words follow 
each other, but if that portion is well read and 
So as to bring out the hidden meaning the 
child will be quick to take it in. 

Therefore, I still insist that the food for de- 
veloping a Christian character may well be 
grounded on the teacher's knowledge of that 
good Book. 

In answer to questions asked of him after 
his address, Dr. Gowing stated that the his- 
toric value of the Bible could be impressed 
upon the children's minds through the use of 
famous Scriptural prints. He believes that the 
Bible should be used as far down in the Sun- 
day School grades as possible; that it should 
be the only text book, and that every pupil 
should have his own individual book.

Dr. Fred Gowing, the principal of the Phila.

Those 
who heard Dr. Gowing at the Sunday School 
Institute will want to hear him again. 


The rector urges every Sunday School teach- 
er in the parish, of church and chapels, to be 
present to hear Dr. Gowing. He is thoroughly 
versed in modern pedagogics, and will be very 
likely to help each teacher in the vital task 
of a right and effective presentatiom of the 
lesson.

On December 14, 1886, Dr. Cooper, who 
was then in his seventy-fourth year, requested - 


that he be relieved of some of his duties and 
that they be assigned to his assistant, Mr. 
Getz, and that $500 per year be deducted from 
his salary and given to Mr. Getz. His letter 
closes with the following typical words: “May 
our Blessed Lord keep our dear church in the 
old paths of evangelical truth and preserve us 


. from the erroneous doctrines and pernicious 


novelties in public worship, which are so sadly 
prevailing in certain quarters of our Protestant 
Episcopal Church." 

The Vestry complied with the request in so 
far as Mr. Getz was concerned, but declined 
to reduce Dr. Cooper’s salary; and another 
reuuest of Dr. Cooper's of September 3, 1889, 


for a reduction of salary and an increase for , 


his assistant was acted on in the same manner 


. by the Vestry. 


In March, 1888, the beginning of the En- 


dowment Fund was made from the bequest of 


$300 from Mrs. Catharine Merrick. 


By January, 1890, the communicant list had f 
. grown to 600. : 


` It was in this year that committees of the 
Brotherhood of St. Andrew, assisted by the 
Church Choir, began the singing at the City 
Mission Services at the Almshouse and Eas- 
tern Penitentiary during the summer and con- 
tinued this for several years. 

On the occasion of the fiftieth anniversary 
of his ordination, Dr. Cooper preached the: 
same sermon he had preached when he was 
ordained in Trinity Church, Geneva, N. Y., 
on the first Sunday in March, 1841, from the 
text “God forbid that I should glory save in 
the cross of our Lord Jesus Christ”; Galatians 
VI, 14. In commemoration of this event the 
congregation and friends of the rector erected 
a pulpit, chancel rail and overhanging lamp— 
“all in brass and very handsome.” ` 

Dr. Cooper had previously, under date of 
February 2, 1891, asked that his resignation 
be accepted, since he was in his seventy-eighth 
year and would soon complete fifty years of 
ministry, twenty-three of which had been with 
the Church of the Holy Apostles, but the Ves- 
try again declined to accept the resignation, 
but raised the salary of the assistant to $1800 
per year and increased his duties. 

On the occasion of thé services commemora- 
tive of the fiftieth anniversary of Dr. Cooper's 
ordination, Mr. George C. Thomas, the Ac- 
counting Warden, said: 

"During this period the amount of money 
contributed for all purposes by both the 
Church and the Chapel of the Holy. Com- 
munion, congregations and Sunday Schools, 
reached the sum of over $350,000 (which. does 
not include any contributions made by those 
not connected with this parish), of which at 
least $45,000 has been for charitable purposes 
outside our own work." 

'The communicant list of the church at that 
time numbered 883 and that of the Chapel 
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104, and. the annual! report of 1892 stated that 
there was no debt of any kind on the buildings 
at Twenty-first and Christian streets and 
Twenty-seventh and Wharton streets, and 


_ they were valued at about $175,000. 


On May 5, 1894, the Vestry regretíully ac- 
cepted Dr. Cooper's resignation as rector, as 


. he had passed his eighty-first birthday, and 


clected him Rector Emeritus. 

Rev. Charles D. Cooper; D. D., was born 
November 5, 1813, at Albany, N. Y. He was 
educated at Union College, Schenectady, N. 
Y., as an engineer. After practicing a few 
years he became converted and studied for the 
ministry and was ordained by Bishop DeLan- 
cey, March 17, 1841. His first charge was at 
Mt. Morris, N. Y. He then went to Wilkes- 
Barre, Pa., Rochester, N. Y., and in 1850 to 


St. Philip's Church at Franklin and Vine sts., 


ahis city, where he conducted a wonderful 
work for over eighteen years, at one time, pre- 


. senting a class of over two hundred candi- 


dates. When Philips Brooks first came to Phil- 
adelphia to take charge of a nearby church, it 
was Dr. Cooper and his wife who made him 
welcome; and thus began a friendship broken 
only by death. 

Dr. Cooper was a man of great strength of 
character, an earnest preacher, whose zeal and 
broad christian charity made a strong im- 
press not only on his parish, but on the church 
at large; his sturdiness and steadfastness 
bringing the blessing of a large circle of 
staunch, loyal friends. 

For eight years he was Rector Emeritus, 
gladly preaching as opportunity offered, and 
entered into rest October-11, 1902, in his 
eighty-ninth year. At the Memorial Service 
of Noveniber 2, 1902, Dr. Reese T. Alsop said: 
“His theology was of the old-fashioned evan- 
gelical kind; we may perhaps call it the theol- 
ogy of the ‘Pilgrims Progress.’ ” 

‘The. vacancy in the rectorship caused con- 
siderable interest in the possible consolida- 
tion of the parish with Grace Church, the 


. Church of the Epiphany and the Church of 
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the Messiah. But nothing came of these sug- 
gestions, and on December 29, 1894, the Rev. 
Henry S. Getz was elected rector. Coming to 
assist Dr. Cooper in January, 1884, he had en- 
tire supervision of the parish from the time 
of Dr. Cooper's resignation, and the impor- 
tance of the work may be understood from the 
fact that the communicant list contained 
nearly 1000 names, while the Sunday School 
numbered 1500; and that at the Chapel num- 
bered 600. 

Mr. Getz's first church had been Christ 
Church, Media, Pa., and immediately before 
coming to Philadelphia he had charge of Trin- 
ity Memorial Church, Warren, Pa. Mr. Getz 
was a native of Reading, Pa. 

On Jnne 21, 1894, the Rev. John S. Bunting 
was elected as assistant minister. He had 
been an assistant at Holy Trinity Church, and 
remained with the Church of the Holy Apos- 
tles until June 7, 1899, when he resigned to 
accept the rectorship at Christiana Hundred, 
Del, having labored loyally for the parish 
while with it, and leaving behind many friends 
whom he had made by his spiritual zeal. 

The same year that saw the church expand- 
ing and the starting of the Chapel of the Holy 
Communion saw the beginning of the expan- 
sion of the church property into the splendidly 
equipped parish buildings of tóday. It was on 
December 15, 1886, that Mr. George C. Thom- 
as announced that he had caused a door to be 
cut through the wall of the Sunday School 
Building into the property which he owned on 
Montrose strect. This subsequently developed 
into the Philips Brooks Memorial Guild 
House, completed and given by Mr. and Mrs. 
Thomas on March 3, 1893. . j 

The second member of the Sunday School to 
enter the ministry was the Rev. William S. 
Neill. He had been a member of the Vestry 
and secretary of it for some years, and on Sep- 
tember 6, 1896, resigned to become the Rec- 
tor’s Assistant, having been appointed by the 
iector as Lay Assistant in April 1893. He was 
engaged at first to do parochial work as Lay 
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Reader, giving part of his time to the work 
of the P. E. City Mission. His ordination on 
july 18, 1896, as a deacon, was the first ordi- 
nation held in the Church, and long, faithful, 
devoted service has made him appear as a 
part of the very fabric of the church. 

'The house, 2038 Christian street, was pre- 
sented to the parish on December 14, 1898, 
by Mr. and Mrs. George C. Thomas, and was 
subsequently altered and used as an adminis- 
tration building. 

The Rev. Henry S. Getz tendered his resig- 
nation on April 12, 1899, and asked that it be 


. accepted at once. In acceding to this request 


the Vestry “Resolved: That it cannot accept 
this re nation without placing upon record 
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its sense of devotion to the interests of the 
parish which the Rev. Henry S. Getz has 
shown during the entire period of his con- 
nection with it.” i 

In May, 1899, Mr. George C. Thomas gave 
$6000 to the Endowment Fund of the Church, 
and on September 12th of the same year gave 
$5000 more to that fund and $5000 to the 
Chapel Endowment Fund. 


Note.—In each issue of The Message this year there 
will appear an installment of this history, including in 
turn the Chapels and Cooper Hall. It will make for 
an abiding value of The Message. Our gratitude is due 
Mr. William G. Casner, who has spent so much of his 
time this summer in preparing the history.

United States Food Administration 
What You Can Do to Help Win This War 


Ow problem is to feed our Allies this winter 
by sending them as much food as we can of the 
most concentrated nutritive value in the least 
shipping space. These foods are wheat, beef, 
pork, dairy products, and sugar. 

Our solution is to eat less of these and more 
of other foods of which we have an abundance, 
and to waste less of all foods. 

Bread and Cereals.—Háave at least one wheat- 
less meal a day. Use corn, oat, rye, barley, or 
mixed cereal rolls, muffins, and breads in place 
of white bread, certainly for one meal, and, if 
possible, for two. Eat less cake and pastry. 

As to the white bread, if you buy from a 
baker, order it a day in advance; then he will 
not bake beyond his needs. , Cut the loaf on the 
table and only as required. Use stale bread for 
toast and cooking. 

Meat.—Use more poultry, rabbits, and espe- 
cially fish and sea fcod, in place of beef, mutton 
and pork. Do not use either beef, mutton or 
pork more than once daily, and then serve smaller 
portions. Use all left-over meat cold or in made 
dishes. Use soups more freely. Use beans; 
they have nearly the same food value as meat. 

Milk.—Use all of the milk, waste no part of it. 
The. children must have whole milk; therefore, 
use less cream. There is a great waste of food 
by not using all skim and sour milk. Sour milk 


can be used in cooking and to make cottage 
cheese. Use buttermilk and cheese freely. 

Fats (butter, lard, etc.).—Dairy butter has 
food values vital to children. Therefore, use it 
on the table as usual, especially for children. Use 
as little as possible in cooking. Reduce the use 
of fried foods to reduce the consumption of lard 
and other fats. Use vegetable oils, as olive and 
cottonseed oil. Save daily one-third of an ounce 
of animal fat. Waste no soap; it contains fat 
and the glycerine necessary for explosives. You 
can make scrubbing soap at home, and, in some 
localities, you can sell your saved fats to the soap 
maker, who will thus -secure our needed glyce- 
rine. í 

Sugar.—Use less candy and sweet drinks. 
Use less sugar in tea and coffee. Use honey, 
maple syrup and dark syrups for hot cakes and 
waffles without butter or sugar. Do not frost 
or ice cakes. Do not stint the use of sugar in 
putting up fruits and jams. They may be 
used in place of butter. 

Vegetables and Fruits.—We have a super- 
abundance of vegetables. Double the use of veg- 
etables. They take the place of part of the wheat 
and meat, and, at the same time, are healthful. 
Use potatoes abundantly. Store potatoes and 
roots properly and they will keep. Use fruits 
generously. 
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Fuel.—Coal comes from a distance, and our 
railway facilities are needed for war purposes. 
If you can get wood, use it. 


GENERAL SUGGESTIONS. 


Buy less; cook no more than necessary ; serve 
smaller portions. 
, . Use local and seasonable supplies. 
Patronize your local producers and lessen the 
need of transportation. 
Preach and practice the "gospel of the clean 
, plate." . . 
.. We do not ask the American people to starve 
. themselves. Eat plenty, but wisely, and without 
, Waste. 
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Do not limit the plain food of growing chil- 
dren. 

Do not eat between meals. 

Watch out for the waste in the community. 


You can yourself devise other methods of 
saving to the ends we wish to accomplish. Under 


. various circumstances and with varying copdi- 


tions you can vary the methods of economizing.

THE RECTOR’S LETTER ° 
In the Trenches Back Home 

The armed forces of the United States are 
going forth to share in the mightiest conflict 
in the history of the world. Our bravest and 
best are going from home and kindred to en- 
dure privation and hardship, and may-hap 
to die. No man hath more to offer than they 
are giving. Rank upon rank, army upon army, 
cut they go at our bidding, upon our errand, 
to attest to all the world that America is true 
to the heritage of her past. 

We stay behind—we older men, the women, 
the unfit, the children, and the home indis- 
pensables, stay behind only because, either we 
are more useful here or are not allowed to go. 
But we, too, can be useful, vitally, splendidly 
useful. 

The armies in the field need great multitudes 
of things which they themselves cannot pro- 
vide. There is a chance for everyone, to prove 
his worth, to show himself a true soldier of 
the common good, to demonstrate to himself 
and others the measure of his manhood. One 
of time's great hours has struck. It is no time 
for shirkers or slackers. There is a task for 
ail to perform. Every woman of the parish 
should be at Red Cross work. Talk for a mo- 
ment with Mrs. Gray, if you are not already 
in this work, and you will be set on fire by her 
fine enthusiasm, and join her and all the others 
who are doing so notable a service that our 
Red Cross is considered a model for all the 
churches. "Three hundred women are already 
enrolled; we should have six hundred. Fifty 
per cent. is not enough by fifty per cent. 

The children of the parish are already doing 
al they can, all the Red Cross finds possible 
Tor them to do, and they are todo more if new 
ways of usefulness open up for them. 

The men are already organized’ and doing 
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splendid work in the Red Cross, in the “Big 
Brothers Back Home” committee, the class in 
First Aid, the Home Defense Guard, the work 
of the Men’s Club at the Ship and Tent Club, 
at Cooper Hall, and the Prayer-Book and 
Pocket Testament and other kindred work of 
the Brotherhood of St. Andrew. 

There are still other avenues of usefulness 
opening up for the men. Every man of the 
parish, who is not able to go to the front 
should be in the Trenches Back Home, bear- 


' ing his share of the burden of the hour. 


Let us all economize time and strength and 


money cwhere in order to spend them in

Perhaps the biggest and most interesting ` 


piece of war work being done within the limits 
of the parish is that at Cooper Hall. When the 
President declared war the Vestry of Holy 
Apostles, by unanimous resolution, voted to 
piace at the disposal of the government all the 
buildings of the parish, if it needed them, for 
any purpose whatsoever. This was not mere 
rhetoric or the outburst of a moment's enthu- 
siasm. It was a serious offer made by those 
who had something really valuable to, offer. 

It was so recognized by those in authority, 
and soon the Red Cross made request for 
Cooper Hall, our big men’s clubhouse and 
gymnasium, to be used as a recreation centre 
for enlisted men. Without delay the building 
was'turned over to the Red Cross for this pur- 
pose. The George C. Thomas estate had con- 
tributed most of the money for the maintenance 
of Cooper Hall, and generousy agreed to con- 
tinue this support. By it the charges for taxes, 
ground rent, water rent, insurance, heat ‘and 
repairs are all met, while the Red Cross and 
Mrs. George W. C. Drexel, head of the Red 
Cross Committee for this work, meets all the 
other running expenses. 

The activities at “The Ship and Tent Club” 
are varied. Each day the gymnasium, pool 
rooms, bowling allies, restaurant, reading and 
writing rooms and shower baths are used by 
the enlisted men. Frequently.at night there 
are large attendances at the dances, the enter- 
tainments under the auspices of the Men’s Club 
of Holy Apostles, the athletic exhibitions, mov- 
ing picture shows and basketball games. The 
enlisted men are made to feel that the place is 
theirs. Mr. Potts, the superintendent, is in- 
defatigable.in his efforts for the boys who come 
there. In the:house adjoining there are fifty 
beds which the enlisted men use on the nights 
when they have leave from the Navy Yard or 
other stations.' 

It is an interesting and vitally useful work. 
Mrs. Drexel and the other members of her 


committee deserve all credit for their unselfish 
and sane efforts for the good of the enlisted 
men temporarily the city's guests. 

Well may the parish feel proud that it had 
it within its power to make so big and useful 
a contribution to the welfare of the Nation's ac- 
tive forces when suddenly the need arose. One 
feels sure that this present use of the building 
would be the will of him who built it at the 
time of the Spanish War to foster the spirit 
of patriotism,

VICAR’S LETTER 


My Dear Parishioners: 

From all sides there comes the cry during 
tiese trying times through which we are pass- 
ing, “Save, save, don't be wasteful.” There is 
abundant reason for this cry. The high cost 
of living presses this home to those of us with 
small incomes. The needs of our armies and 
those of our allies must be provided for from 
our means. This Great War is teaching many 
lessons and driving home to our minds and 
hearts: many things that we Americans have 
been regarding lightly. One of them is our 
wastefuless and extravagance. We have ever 
been wasteful and extravagant with our little. 


Now we are being taught not only for our own 
benefit but for that of our brothers that we 
cannot be careless with our little. 


If the laity could know of all the pathetic 
appeals which come to the clergy from many 
lands and people where mothers and children 
are actually starving to death for food, yes the 
food we waste, they would surely be more 
careful in their living. By being careful, eco- 
nomic and saving we can be doing our bit to 
help in this gigantic struggle of the world. 

Suggestions and directions are coming from 
those in authority, how best we can serve in 
this day of service. God help us to regard 


„them, if, by so doing, we hasten the day of the 
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end of this terrible slaughter and devastation, 
and bring in a lasting peace for all the world 
and a real democracy for all the peoples and for 
all races. : 

The times not only call for our saving, but 
for our doing. Many avenues of helpfulness 
are opened for us through the Church, the Red 
Cross and the Y. M. C. A. All of these agencies 
are calling for help and helpers. The Church 
with her chaplains and their needs, the Red 
Cross with its ministrations of mercy and the 
Y. M. C. A. in its splendid work of caring for 
mind and body need our support. 

You and I cannot go to the front, but we 
can be a mighty source of helpfulness behind 
the lines by letting our men know that. we 
too are fighters with them in the great cause 
of justice, liberty and peace.

Team- 
play wins. Do your "bit." We shall by the suc- 
cess of the sponsor-plan avoid the impersonality 
oi large city churches; but only by this suc- 
ceed. I am not an alarmist, but I say very 


-frankly that only some such associate pastoral 


intimacy will save us from impersonality even 
at the Mediator.

Guide them, guard them, gird them, God! 
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The Virgin Birth 


Some time ago I met on a train an old and 
valued friend, a rector of a suburban church, the 
membership of which was considerably above the 
average in intelligence. In fact, the members of 
this church prided themselves upon being in the 
van of modern thought. They accepted religion 
with a good-natured tolerance, as one does the 
story of Santa Claus, and loved its literature as 
they did the classics. Decorously they attended 
service, and courteously there greeted their 
friends. They saw to it that their children at- 
tended Sunday-school (I suppose I ought really 
to drop that old term—but somehow it hangs on 
and its associations are hard to dissever), and 
without meh murmuring they gave of their 
sport the church. In missions they 


means t 
were 90! zh interested, and the treasurer could 
never foh- meet the apportionment placed upon

This upon the train the Rector and I 
talked o: many things, and at last we came, as 
all Chr: .ans must, to the subject of Christ. 


My friend, in the course of our talk, denied the 
Virgin Birth of our Lord, and finally said that 
which led me to ask : “Do you believe in the God- 
hood of Christ?" To which, after some hedging, 
he answered, “Well, if you mean by that, do I 
think Jesus Christ is God Almighty, no, I do 
not.” i f 

And it later developed that the members of 
his church knew that he believed as he did, and 
many, if not most of them, follow him in his 
teaching, unprotestingly, if not gladly. 

And when I said to my friend, “It seems to 
me your soul is in moral chaos,” and he desired 
me to be more specific, I told him that in the 
plainness of speech an old friendship allows, that 
in my judgment he was morally on a par with 
the man who committed larceny, for he posed 
before the community as and bore the name of a 
Christian minister when he. was not, and that he 
accepted the emoluments and honors of the 
Church under false pretensions. When he said 
that was not so, as his people knew of his views; 
I reminded him that there was such'a thing as the 
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integrity of the Church and that there were cer- 
tain limitations to even private doctrinal interpre- 
tations; that not only his own but the Church’s 
honor was involved; and I added that to me it 
appeared to be a case of “the blind leading the 
blind." 

My friend is not alone in his position. Many 
are his companions in this insidious: treachery to 
Christ. For treachery I, for my part, feel certain 
itis. I have never known a case yet where ulti- 
mate denial of the Godhood of Christ did not find 
its beginning in denial of the Virgin Birth. It is 
generally the first step in the process. One fails 
to understand the faith which cannot accept the 
statements of the Bible, Creed, and Church, but 
needs must seek definitions outside these where- 
with to satisfy itself. And, apparently, the more 
modern and up-to-the-minute these definitions are 
the deeper is the satisfaction in them, and the 
more certain their truth. 1 

There is no room here to enter, into a doc- 
trinal dissertation upon the birth of Christ; no 
room to enter into the questions of the influences 
of pagan conceptions upon the Gospel story ; the 
silence of St. Mark, St. John and St. Paul about 
the matter; the value of the Apocryphal Gospels, 
and the alleged parallels from heathen sources. 
Each is a big problem in itself. I want to be 
niuch less technical and doctrinal and much sim- 
pler and more popular in treatment than that. 
Consider with me the subject in relation to the 
persons involved. 

First—We have been wont to regard Joseph 
as one of God's really great sons—a strong, self- 
reliant, self-contained, generous, loving man, of a 
wondrous and unquestioning faith. One so true 
and pure of heart and lofty in all the attributes 
of his life that God entrusted to his care His 
own Son during His formative and dependent 
years. High indeed must. Joseph have been in the 
estimation: of God. This is the picture we have 
carried in our minds of Joseph. But if the Vir- 
gin Birth be not true, then our ‘mental picture is 
all wrong, and Joseph'was a weak, deluded; con?

temptible creature, or worse, and not worthy a 
place in our regard. Do we want to think that of 
Joseph ? , : 

Second—As to the Apostles. It is a weak and 
wilful argument to say that the doctrine of the 
Virgin Birth did not come to being until long 
after the Apostles were dead, for the truth of the 
doctrine is to be found by either direct statement 
or intimation, scattered through all they taught 
and believed. If the doctrine be not true it takes 
Peter and James and John, and the other friends 
of Jesus out of the ranks of honest men, and 
makes their teachings intentionally deceptive and 
most sacrilegious. Are we ready to think that 
of blunt Peter and loving John and straight- 
forward James? 

Third—There is one little corner of entire pur- 
ity in our hearts which we have kept for one who 
has been to us the fairest and purest and holiest 
of women. We have always accepted God's 
own estimate of Mary and enshrined her in our 
inner heart of hearts, as the truest of all the true 
ones of God's children. Because she was Christ's 
mother she has been to us a being apart, alto- 
gether beautiful and lovely. ` 

But if the Virgin Birth be not true, she was a 
bad woman. The story of the angel's visit was 
only her lie to shield herself from the condemna- 
tion of her sin and shame. She was impure and 
wicked and low, and frightfully and impiously 
cunning as well. If she was not.the handmaid 
of God in very truth, then her story (and no 
other could have told it) was the most colossal 
and terrible blasphemy in all the annals of time. 
Do we, can be believe that of Mary? Is it even 
a possibility of thought? 

Fourth—What shall we say of Jesus? Fault 
Him in the initial truth of Him, and not many 
would care to follow Him long. But one says: 
“To deny the Virgin Birth is not to deny the 
deity of Christ.” Again I say, and with full 
appreciation of the gravity of the statement, that 
I doubt the entire correctness of that. Men 
deny that the New Testament statement of 
Christ’s birth is a record of fact, deny that it is 
God’s word of the event; they deny Mary the 
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right of belief as to her statement, "I know not 
a man,” deny the truth of her own account of 
the event. There is no other source of informa- 
tion possible. It is my thought that to make 
Jesus not a sharer only, but the central figure in 
the infamy involved in the denial, is to forever 
remove Him from His position of Mediator and 
Saviour, and leave Him a pure and righteous, but 
also a somewhat pathetic and defeated figure in 


„history. We are left even wondering if He were 


entirely self-deluded. 

: One questions within himself as to the curious 
and tortuous processes of a faith which wants 
to mar the perfect and perfectly artless statement 
of His birth, and move the process of the miracu- 
lous on a step to suit the conception of one's own 
thought. For it would have been just as miracu- 


` lous and as real an interference with natural law 


on God's part to take one born in the ordinary 
process of nature, and at a later moment make 
him such an one as Jesus was, as to have brought 
Him to birth of a Virgin. That process would 
appear to me more unnatural and more difficult 
of belief than the other. And for faith it has not 
the same value as the other, for we are left ever 
wondering as to how complete might be the meta- 
morphosis from mere manhood to complete God- 
hood. It is easier for me to think that Christ 
was from all eternity more than the historical 
man of Galilee, and, more, that He never was 
only the mere historical man of Galilee. 


Give us less a figure than the Christ of the 
New Testament and the Creeds, and we have left 
a taste of ashes in the mouth and a sense of utter 
and inconsolable loss in the heart. We must have 
no doubts about our Christ. He must be Emanuel 
in the fullness and plenitude of truth. To be that, 
to complete Him, we need not only the miracle of 
His life and the miracle of His resurrection and 
the miracle of His ascension, but also the miracle 
of His birth. 

One who lays irreverent hands on Time's cen- 
tremost Figure and clouds the truth of Him with 
doubt, needs, it seems to me, a closer study of the 
cross to correct and chasten his faith. As we 
look at that magnetic symbol of sacrifice, what

wonderful and strange thoughts stir our hearts. 
He died there Who was imminent God—died at 
the hands of men who had sinful hands and wilful 


hearts, even as you and I have today, and in . 


doubting Him or causing doubt of Him, we are 
doing to Him what they did. " 

What makes for the terrible fascination of the 
crucifixion? Because Jesus died there? More. 
Look closely. You will see the whole human 
drama being played out to a finish—sin, pain and 
sorrow, hypocrisy, doubt and pride, Mary’s grief 
and John’s love, and the mingled opposition of 
Pharisaism and the complacent acquiescence of 
wrong on the part of political might—all are met 
there. Peter, John, Judas, Caiaphas, Pilot, you, 
me, and the Christ—all the elements of the whole 
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human story focus to a point in time on Calvary. 
* A battle to a finish—heaven and hell. God and 
devil—and at the end Victory and Peace. The 
Spirit triumphant.” A mighty drama—all drama 
—all tragedy—all life, are there. 

To understand it rightly we must go back to 
the beginning of the life which was offered up 
there—to the Baby Child of Bethlehem—and back 
of even that to a further moment in time—a

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History of the Parish of the Holy Apostles, Philadelphia, Pa. 


(Third Installment)’ 


By William G. Casner 


As early as February, 1895, the Vestry ex- 
pressed its desire to procure a rectory and $400 
Interest lapsed, 


Mr. Getz came to the Church, and on December 


` 22d, 1899, Mr. George C. Thomas reported that 


he had purchased the house 332 South Twenty- 


. first street for a rectory for $17,000, giving a 


generous amount towards it at the time, and 
while the parish was supposed to pay off the 
balance, it, like so many other improvements, was 
quietly and unostentatiously paid for by Mr. and 
Mrs. Thomas. 

The Rev. Nathaniel S. Thomas was nominated 
as rector on August 29th, 1899; he was then 
Rector of St. Matthew's Church, Wheeling, W. 
Va. His father was the late Bishop Thomas, of 
Kansas. Born in 1867, in Faribault, Minn., edu- 
cated in the public schools of St. Paul, and later 
graduated as a B. A. from the University of Min- 
nesota. Professor of English Literature at St. 
John's Military Academy, Salina, Kansas; sub- 
sequently studied three years at Cambridge Uni- 
versity, England, then three years at a theological 
School at Ottawa; Professor of New Testament 
Exegesis in Kansas Theological School; in 1894 
made Rector of St. Paul's, Leavenworth, Kansas, 
and in 1897 Rector of St. Matthew's, Wheeling, 


: W. Va. 


In the summer and fall of 1901, Mr. George 
C. Thomas built the Cooper Battalion Hall and 
Gymnasium, for the use of the men and boys of 
the parish, with provision for the hall to be used 


' for entertainments and other purposes. 


And once more the opportunity came fór riis- 
sionary work in the southwestern section of the 


. city, when the Convocation asked that the parish 


take the Chapel of St. Simon the Cyrenian under 
its care. ` This was done in October, 1902, and 
since then a parish and church building have been 
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. erected, for the use of the colored people in the 


neighborhood of  Twenty-second and Reed 
streets, and a rectory purchased. - 

On December 11th, 1901, the Rev. Charles 
Rowland Hill was nominated assistant minister. 
He had been Archdeacon of Kansas, and while 
with Holy Apostles made a host of friends. He 
was an acceptable preacher, with a remarkable 
memory and fondness for poetry, and after two 
years with this parish he was called to the Church 
of St. Matthias, Nineteenth and Wallace streets, 
January 30th, 1904. 

It was inevitable that the gratitude of the peo- 
ple of the parish to Mr. George C. Thomas for 
all that he had done for the church should take 
some tangible form, and so on June 10th, 19or, 
at a special meeting of the Vestry, at which Mr. 
Thomas was not present, permission was granted 
to a committee to erect a tower on the church as 
an affectionate tribute. This embattled tower, in 
the transitional Norman stylé of architecture, 
having as its general model that on Holy Trinity 
Church raised 100 feet from the ground, designed 
by Messrs. D. W. and W. D. Hewitt, and costing 
over $11,000, was dedicated, with unusual cere- 
monies by Bishop Coadjutor Mackay-Smith, and 
in the procession besides the rector and clergy of 
the parish were over one hundred clergymen, 


“among them being Bishops Leonard, Talbot and 


Whitehead, Dr. William R. Huntington, Dr. 
Thomas A. Tidball and Dr. Arthur S. Lloyd, and 
the Rev. Richard N. Thomas. ‘The dedication 
took place on the feast of St. Philip and St. 
James, Thursday, May tst, 1902. 

A tablet was placed in the vestibule of the 
tower bearing the following inscription: 


To the Glory of God and as a 
loving tribute of appreciation and ` 
respect to det 

: GEORGE C. THOMAS, 
' who, as Accounting Warden of

The buildings of the parish continued to grow 
rapidly under the munificence of Mr. George C. 
Thomas. On June 17th, 1902, he presented the 
properties 2030-32-34 and 36 Christian street to 
the church and deposited his check for $50,000, 
from which payments could be paid as necessary 
in the construction of the new Sunday-school and 
Parish Bu“ "ng, of which Messrs. Duhring, Okie 


and Zieg? were the architects. The building 
was callo ¢ Richard Newton Memorial Build- 
ing. in hoa of Mr. Thomas’ old rector at St. 
Paul's. toia! cost of this and the remodeling 
of ihe oj — anday-school building, the main room 


of which «as converted into a gymnasium for 
girls, was ver $100,000, and to this Mr. Thomas 
added an endowment of $30,000, thus completing 
ond endowing as perfect a plant for its purpose 
as can be found in the world. 

The Endowment Funds were further augment- 
ed by Mr. Thomas on September roth, 1902, 
when he gave $8000 to the church and $5000 to 
the Chapel of the Holy Communion, bringing 
those funds up to $35,000 and $16,000 respec- 
tively, and in 1903, when he added $14,000 to 
the Chapel of the Holy Communion endowment, 
raising that up to $30.000. 

To help bring the men of the parish closer to- 
gether the “Annual Dinner” was planned, and 
although gotten up in the short time of eleven 
days one hundred and seventy-five men sat down 
together November 2d, 1902, and the institution 
has been successful to a much greater degree 
every year since. 


On February 20th, 1904; the Rev: Robert- 
Long, of the P..E. City Mission staff, was elected: 


as assistant to the rector, and-did a quiet, efficient 
work until the spring of 1909. His readiness to 
serve on all occasions, and the earnest, consci- 


entious discharge of his duties made for him a 
host of warm friends. 

At the suggestion of the Rector a deaconess 
was attached to the staff, entering upon her duties 
in November, 1907. Miss Harriet Reardon, “a 
woman of education, culture and rare tact,” as 
the Rector said, was much beloved and remained 
with the church until her health failed, leaving 
for the West in January, 1911. | 

The Rector also asked that the envelope sys- 
tem of offerings be introduced, and these were 
first used on May ist, 1907, and in the year this 
system was used. $2061.64 was added to the rev-- 
enue of the church. 

In the latter part of May, 1906, overtures were 
made from the Chutch of the Mediator, Nine- 
teenth and Lombard streets, looking to a consoli- 
dation with the Holy Apostles. These were most 
happily concluded, and resulted, by the consol- 
idation of the Church of the Mediator and the 
Church of the Reconciliation, in which latter 
church there were, in giving the members of the 
Church of the Holy Apostles a new. church home 
in West Philadelphia, at that time 216 communi- 
cants residing; but the history of that part of 
the parish belongs more properly to the story of 
the Chapel of the Mediator. 

In submitting the annual report for the year 
1907, the Church Warden, ‘George C. 
Thomas, noted that he had been Accounting 
Warden from the formation of the parish, and . 
during those forty years one and one-half mil- 
lions of dollars had passed through his hands, 
without counting what had been handled for the 
Sunday-school' In this connection it is well to 
point out the element of loyalty which has always 
been a conspicuous characteristic of the history of 
the parish. From the Wardens down through the 
communicant list there has ever been a desire to* 
stay with the parish under the most inconvenient 
conditions. There have been only two Account- 
ing Wardens in almost fifty years; Mr. George 
W. Jacobs succeeding Mr. Thomas. ‘There have 
been only two Rector's Wardens; Mr. Lewis H. 
Redner, being succeeded many years ago by Mr. 
William R. Chapman, who is still with the 
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church. Teachers and officers of the Sunday- 
school have grown gray in harness, and have lived 
to see their grandchildren following in their foot- 
steps, and members residing in adjoining States 
still claim membership. 

For the second time since coming to Holy 
Apostles, the Rector, the Rev. Nathaniel S. 
"Thomas, was elected by the House of Bishops to 
a Missionary Bishopric. In 1902 he declined the 
election to the missionary district of Salina, but 
when the second call came he informed the Ves- 
try, on February 26th, 1909, that he felt con- 
strained to accept the election. 


At the consecration of Bishop Thomas, which ` 


occurred in the church, on Thursday, May 6th, 
1909, at 11 A. M., there was a ceremony, the like 
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of which in many respects occurred there only 
once before, and that was at the dedication of the 
tower. There were about one hundred and sev- 
enty-five vested clergy in the procession, besides 
the ten Bishops. The Presiding Bishop, Daniel 
S. Tuttle, S. T. D., was the consecrator. Un- 
vested clergy and lay people crowded the church. 

The clergy of the diocese presented Bishop 
"Thomas with a complete filing system; the ladies 
of the parisli gave him his episcopal robes, and 
the officers and teachers of the Sunday-school 
presented him with a ring. 

"This began the series of events which seemed 
as though the parish was doomed to disruption; 
but the work was the Master's, and the founda- 
tions weré sure. 


Recommended for Advent Reading—“The Challenge of the 
Present Crisis" 


By Harry Emerson Fosdick 


The "Minor Prophets" are not minor in im- 
portance; but only minor as to length of books 
beside the "Major Prophets.” The truth is just 
as tremendous without regard to any number of 
pages. Itis only immature judgment that values 
a book's probable worth by.the ponderousness 
of the volume. 

Dr. Harry Emerson Fosdick is, many of us 
feel, a modern Minor Prophet. Not minor in 
worth, but, like the former Minor Prophets, only 
in "length of words." His little volumes are more 
vital than most that weigh like an encyclopedia. 
“The Manhood of the Master” and “The Mean- 
ing of Prayer” are two of the most truthful 
books of the last few years. ` There must have 
-been a great number of their readers who waited 
eagerly until Dr. Fosdick had given a watchword 
in the present darkness. And the question, 
“Watchman, what of the night?” brings the an- 
swer, “The day is at hand!” 


On the cover of the small book, “The Chal- 
lenge of the Present Crisis,” there is a mailed 
hand, holding a crown of thorns. Interpreted 


wrongly, it is most inappropriate outside such 
pages as are within. The wronc interpretation 
of the crown of thorns ‘is of the unrelieved 
agony. The Cross is the symbol of pain beyond 
all thought? The mailed hand brings us such a 
crown of thorns? Not at all! We know this 
ourselves with elements of spiritual satisfaction 
more and more permeating our thinking and feel- 
ing. The crown of thorns was and is the symbol 
of a redemptive victory by glad sacrifice. Jesus 
of Nazareth crucified was in the hour of His 
triumph. “For this cause came I into the world,” 
He said. The Calvary we come to, carrying 
our cross, must not be a place of sheer torture, 
but of a conquering, sacrificial, redemptive, joy- 
bringing soul-victory. If “the mind which was in 
Christ Jesus” is in us, too, we shall find ourselves 
Christ-ened and sharing His atoning peace of 
heart. RicnTLY interpreted, the mailed hand of 
the present crisis holds out to us a crown of 
thorns which is the sign of associate Christhood. 
Nothing less! Through the Christ! 


That is practically the message of this little 
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book of clear thinking, of brave loving, of accu- 
rate faith. Absolute team-play is mysteriously 
powerful. Ten men, for instance, acting as one 
living machine, in perfect adjustment, have far 
mote than ten-man power. Any corporate activ- 
ity is more mighty for each and all than the 
same amount of disunited activities. As we con- 
front the present crisis, we shall find that we get 
further toward truth, and that we become strong 
with an inflowing life if we co-ordinate our 
thoughts and hearts in spiritual team-play. "There 
will be a mysterious give-and-take of surety if we 
do things together. This Advent let us think 
together! Let us send our meditations, hopes 
and consecrations along a single path. Let us 
apply the principle of unity to our insights, our 


prayer: — our new resolves. A little book such 
as this © ` provide material and a point of unifi- 
cation, ve shall evolve from it a richness of 
faith v will indeed take us far toward strong 


e 
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peace of heart. We shall the better meet the 
challenge of the present crisis unafraid, deep- 
souledly. As "members of Christ" we shall make 
history more constructively. 


The closing words of a splendid prayer in this 
book are a definition of our spirit-to-be, one 
hopes: 

"Now we lay our hand upon the sword. Since 
we must draw it, O God, help us to play the 
man and to do our part in teaching ruthlessness 
once for all what it means to wake the sleeping 
lion of humanity's conscience." 

And again the challenge: 

"Your country needs vou. The kingdom of 
God needs yov. The cause of Christ is hard 
beset, and righteousness is having a heavy battle 
in the earth—they need vov." 

“Thy kingdom come.” Amen; so be it, by our 
aid. P. E. O. 


Chapel of St. Simon the Cyrenian 


When this headline is read, those who know 
it will instantly think of the two brick buildings 
located at Twenty-second and Reed streets, one 
a church building in which the people meet to- 
gether for public worship to God, and the other 
the parish building in which the people come for 


- work and play. But it means more than this, it 


means the people who make up the membership 
and who are regularly using these buildings for 
the purpose for which they have been erected. 
The church building is used exclusively for ad- 
ministering of the Sacraments and other services 
of a religious and devotional character. The par- 
ish house shelters our activities of mind and body 
building among our young people; and the meet- 
ing place of our sixteen guilds and organizations; 
our kindergarten school with its enrollment of 
150 tots, with an average of 9o daily; for Sunday- 
school with its departments, of Cradle Roll, Pri- 
mary, Junior, and Senior Schools with an enroll- 
ment of more than 500, with 48 officers and 
teachers; our gymnasium with its eight different 
groups meeting both afternoons and ev enings for 


helpful recreation under proper instruction and 
direction; our weekly clinic for mothers and 
babies, where under physicians and trained nurses 
the mothers are helped in the proper physical 
development of their infants, the Red Cross with 
their three groups of workers meeting weekly, 
making surgical dressings, sewing and knitting 
for the needs of the war. 

Through the services of the church and the 
activities of the parish house we are reaching, we 
feel helpfully, a large number of our people in 
this part ofthe city. Our opportunities are legion 
and we are striving to meet them as best we can. 
There has been a marked increase in the popula- 
tion during the past few years in the neighbor- 
hood of the church. Seven years ago there was 
only one family within a radius of a square that 
belonged to this chapel, while today there are 
22 families in the same radius. The people are 
responding to the Church's call, because she has 
so much to offer in the way of moral and Chris- 
tian character building. 

During the past seven years there have been 
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443 baptisms, 377 persons prepared and pre- 
sented for confirmation, an average of 54 yearly, 
presenting one year the remarkable number of 
118. The membership in the same period of 
years going from 181 to 578. This has not been 
an overnight growth, but a sure and steady one. 
To be sure we have some in this number who are 
slackers—this would be most exceptional if 
not so-when it comes to faithfulness and 
loyalty to’ the Church, and, too, quite a num- 


ber of our communicants are young peo-. 


ple in school, yet regardless of this our 
yearly church offerings have increased 
fourfold, and our Sunday-school has given 
$2,881.02 for General Missions, going from 
$251.45 in 1911, to $518.82 in 1917. All of this 
has been said, not in the sense of boasting or 
singing one’s praises, but to state the facts in 
“connection with the growth and development of 
the Church among my people in this part of the 
Lord’s vineyard. Yet there is so much more to 
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be done, and so many more people to be reached. 
We have a fine lot of young boys and girls in our 
chapel, growing into manhood and womanhood, 
and it is our aim and ambition to train and de- 
velop them into useful members of the Christian 
Church, and give them the right vision of Chris- 
tian service. 

Our parish building is far too small for our 
present needs, and should be enlarged to give us 
more room to properly and adequately do our 
work. ‘The work is entirely too much for one 
man to do properly and well; all of the services, 
preaching, calling—save that done by volunteers 
—funerals and other services, plus the oversight 
of the many activities of the chapel. We are 
sadly in need of assistance, but have not been 
able, for lack of funds, to secure one With the 
proper assistance St. Simon’s Chapel could be 
made not only second to none among our people 
in this Diocese, but the Church at large.

THE RECTOR’S LETTER 
I 


Christmas—This Year 


As this is the last issue of “The Message” 
before the holidays, let me wish you, even this 
early, all the possible joys and satisfactions of 
the holy time. As these come to us in almost 
exact ratio to that which we ourselves bring to the 
Nativity-tide it would seem superfluous to express 
the wish. And yet there is something so per- 
vasive and extra-logical and all-embracing in the 
spirit of the time that all are affected, and to 
each comes some added degree of happiness be- 
cause of the Nativity-tide. 


This Christmas will be a darker and a sadder 
one for many than have been those that are past. 
But do not let it be too dark and sad. 

If your boy be away in camp or foreign field, 
you will not help him by having a gloomy Christ- 
mas. A smile and word of cheer will be the bet- 
ter and braver part. To know tears is a necessity 
of life, but to smile through them is to have won 
the triumph of life. 'he.laws of the human 
spirit no one knows, nor of the possibilities of its 
transferrence or influence over separating space, 
nor of the communications of minds and hearts 
which love, but are apart. 

Our courage and cheer at home m2y well have 
a reflex action on those we love, even though 
they be a thousand miles away and across the 
seas. For their sakes let us be brave and happy 
this Christmas time. And for the sake of those 
at home let us be cheerful and bright-hearted. 
Above all, let us not rob the children of their 
heritage and right of joy in the Nativity-tide. 
More than all else, it is the season of the child. 
Let childhood have its full measure of joy this 
year. The whole world else is so sad, let us make 
Christmas glad; so dark, let us make it a spot of 
light; so weary, let it be an oasis of refreshment. 

And, pray God, before another Christmas 
comes this war may be won—not merely ended, 
but won—and our boys be back home. 

But now let us be brave and smile. It is indeed 
the better part.

Church Support 

Please all read this, and take it as a personal 
letter. THAT MEANS YOU. On January rst 
we send out the envelopes for church support and 
benevolences for the coming year. 

About fifty per'cent. of our members are sys- 
tematic supporters of the church. I have never 
known another congregation where there was so 
much love and whole-hearted devotion shown 
their church as here at Holy Apostles. It is a 
distinct characteristic of its members, known and 
commented on widely and far. But as in small- 
pox vaccination, so here, there are some cases 
which do not "take"—or if it does, the fact is 
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kept pretty close. These are our non-producers— 
our non-profitable members, who do not give 
either themselves or their money to the cause. 
If such can afford to give and do not, they are 


“church slackers.” I have not a moment’s hesita- ' 


tion in the use of that term, for their name on 
our rolls adds to us no strength nor would their 
withdrawal weaken us. Some cannot afford to 
give anything, but they are few. To such the 
ministry of clergy and church are as welcome 
as can be. In fact, our duty and service is first 
of all to such. But to those who can afford to 
give, be it ever so litle, in support of their church 
and will not, there is little that can be said that 
is too hard. And yet to those, too, in their need, 
I would go, so would we all—for that is the fool- 
ishness( or is it the wisdom?) of ministry. 

The plain fact is we need more income than 
we have had. But greater than that, there is 
need in a healthy church that the burden and 
privilege of giving be shared by all. 

The Finance Committe is asking each envelope 
user to make good all arrearages by January Ist; 
to turn in all old envelopes before the new ones 
start. It is also asking each old subscriber to 
consider the possibility of increasing his pledge 
somewhat this year. It is especially asking that 
all members not now subscribers become such. 
All churches, hospitals, and charities generally 
are suffering because of the war. But the home 
fires must be kept burning. By utmost sacrifice 
we should see to it that those institutions from 
which spring the incentives for the things for 
which we battle be kept at full operating strength. 
It is suicidal to let suffer at home the organiza- 
tions which are the fountain heads of those 
things for which we fight abroad. 

Holy Apostles represents too precious aud 
treasured a fact in your lives, I know, to allow 
you to see its influence and power lessen. But if 
it is to do in the future the great things it has 
done in the past, it can be only because all who 
remain will to have it so, and rouse themselves to 
a greater giving of themselves and their means 
than they have had to do before.

Our Lord’s work is surely worthy 
of our best and it is the aim of the Chancel Guild 
to give our best to His work, always realizing the 
true significance of every symbol used by the 
Church and never letting the truth symbolized 
be forgotten in the symbol. 
: We wish to direct your attention to the Chancel 
Guild’s work, which is important personal work 
done quietly but conscientiously and continually. 
How May You HELP? 

There are several ways. You may assist with 
the Flower Fund by placing.on the Communion 
Table on a certain designated Sunday, flowers, 
as a memorial to some loved one gone to the 
Great Beyond. (These flowers are taken after 
the services to cheer the sick of the Parish.)

ADVENT SUNDAY EVENINGS 
There begins today the season of Advent, 
when more than ever before we should do con- 


tinuous and constructive thinking. The coming 


of the Republic of God? How much it is on all 
our hearts! 

As a small help to the meeting of the great need 
for this team-play of mental and spiritual build- 
ing the Vicar has had it suggested that he might 
preach a course of substantial sermons on con- 
nected topics appropriate to the moment. He will 
gladly try. No poet has for him personally the 
helpfulness and stimulus of Robert Browning. 
And we all need poetic insight into mystic reali- 
ties. So the series will be on some of Browaing's 
greater poems, as truly prophetic visions and 
insights into truth beyond the ordinary... --. 
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The titles are these, with the names of the 

considered poems: ` 

December 2—The Surge Christward ("Saul"). 

December 7—Behind Theologies ("Christmas Eve"). 

December 16—Heracles, the Wrestler with Death 
("Balaustion's Adventure"). 

December 23—Motives and Sincerities ("The Ring 
and the Book"). 


The evening service, aside from the address, 
will be informal and brief. At eight we shall 
come together for a “hymn-singing” of heartiness 
and continuity.. (We will sing the hymns you 
want if you will choose them in advance.) There 
will be the creed and a few moments of prayer, 
partly silent, the offertory and the address. 


At four o'clock on the Sundays in Advent there 
will be Evening Prayer and a short address by 
the curate. This added service has several times 
been suggested to the Vicar, and he is glad to 
give it place for these Sundays. In the quiet of 
Sunday afternoon it may be that those for whom 
an evening service is not convenient, and who 
prefer the "still moments" to the more "popular" 
service, it may be that there will be many more 
than *two or three gathered together" for Even- 
ing Prayer. ‘The Vicar also hopes that there may 
be many of the older scholars of the Junior and 
Senior School who will be glad to remain for 
this service, which comes as soon after the close 
of school as it is possible to prepare the "upper 


room" for worship. The scholars should surely . 


attend service more than they do. For an after- 
noon session of the church school has only this 
disadvantage, that it does not join on to any 
service of the church. Possibly this arrangement 
will solve the problem. The service will not last 
over forty minutes. Hymns and simple chants 
for congregational singing will be the music. 

“Come and worship" thus, if the service ap- 
peals to you. 


SPECIAL APPEALS 
The Advisory Board has taken what seems a 
wise action. Appeals flood the mails. All for 
worthy objects, too. But one cannot answer 


‘them all. And no church pulpit can be given over 


, 


to all the “Special Sundays" -and the presenta- 
tion of the manifold need of the war-scarred 
world. Yet one does not want to turn a deaf ear 
to the cry for help. So the Advisory Board has 
voted not to have such special appeals presented 
Sunday by Sunday from the chancel, but to place 
on the Bulletin Board all pleas for aid and to 
have.the major ones noted in the Leaflet, per- 
haps; and then to take from the “Undesignated 
Benevolence" fund of the Church such appro- 
priations as are recommended by the Vicar and 
Finance Committee. If one cares to give to any 
special appeal, the suggestion is made that so far 
as possible it be forwarded through the Chapel 
Treasury that our Christian spirit may be ex- 


. pressed via our Church. And a bit extra in the 


Benevolence side of the envelope will help the 
various causes which seem on investigation to be 
substantial and worthiest. 


CHRISTMAS POSTALS FOR "OUR 
BOYS"

Anothe “ew Year, dear people. 

A New «car unlike all others, whose dawning 
is shroud in the thick darknes of a tragic and 
brokcn world. 

O New Year, what? Whither leadest thou? 

“Lord, if Thy presence go not with me, carry 
us not up hence." 

These words were first spoken by Moses, that 
man of God, in whom the life and aim of Israel 
expressed itself. He stood face to face with a 
crisis of life, a lone and tragic figure on the edge 
of a wilderness. 

Behind him lay the familiar ground of his old 
home of exile and the loved region of Horeb. 
Before him stretched unknown deserts and dar- 
ing, experienced foes. Behind him lay Egypt 
and her determined and implacable army. Before 
him was a restless pack of slaves, to be guided 
through a wildernes, to be moulded into a nation, 
and to settle in the land of Canaan—a task before 
which even his heroic soul might quail. 

True, the Lord had encouraged him with a 
pillar of cloud by day and a pillar of fire by night, 
as he wound his way along the solemn desert 
highways. He knew that the pursuing enemy 
was confused at night, as thick darkness covered 
them; he felt encouraged that over those lonely 
wastes before him and those beetling cliffs and 
giant outlines of the desert palms, a glow over 
his own people, began to glisten and grow into 
a broad flood of living lustre that transformed the 


"night. . It touched the spurs of tlie mountains, 


till they stood like glowing angel sentinels around 
the camp. of God's chosen, aye, it filled the night 
watches with some vision of what might be seen, 
if the veil were lifted and all the heavenly army 
appeared, leading this very untutored host 
through battles and perils, through foaming seas 
and dreary deserts, to their glorious land of rest. 

But when the Egyptians lay dead upon the 
seashore, this cloudy pillared service was done. 
Before them lay the march. - Around him camped 
that embryonic nation, now huddling upon the 
sands, their sensuous murmurings falling. upon his 
ears like the angry lap of a rising tide. .. 

Moses stood at one of life's crises. A new be- 
ginning confronted him—a juncture’ which led 
to a way for better or worse. No man was so 
lonely and so solitary in the history of his gen- 
eration. And out of his lonesome heart leaped 
that agonizing cry, “If Thy presence go not up 
with me carry us not up hence." Then above the 
mingled murmurs of the sea and discontent came 
the voice of God, “My presence shall go with 
thee, and I will give thee rest." 

Dear people, the New Year breaks, and who 
of us has no forebodings? It is a world. crisis 
that confronts us. Where will this year leave the 
world, and you? Fools and idiots have no wor- 
ries and no visions. The fool hath said in his 
heart, There is no God. 

But every thoughtful soul sometimes didi him- 


‘self on the edge of the desert, as helpless as 


Moses. Behind him -lies man’s past, history, 
woven into the living tissue-of our surviving civ- 
ilization, eternally working out its stern fulfill- 
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ment. Man knows that his very body in its de- 
velopment from cell to birth repeats the life his- 
tory of the race. He sees also that his mind 
evolves along the treacherous pathways of a 
thousand human theories. He knows that his 
very soul contents, which feeds upon the religious 
inheritance of the race, must be won after a fierce 
conflict with the persevering sins and blunders 
and tragedies of the sons of men.: Ah! behind 
him—see that mighty -host of confused and noisy 
thought and clamorous controversy, of truth and 
error, of right and wrong, battling for either the 
bondage or redemption of his soul. And before 
—what is before him? 

Why, the trackless desert leading to unknown 
lands, a life that must be lived—loved and not 
idly droned away nor lightly shunned. Man’s 
life has become too serious for that. Life must 
be lived so as to rise immortal from this mortal. 
A broken world demands sacrifice and suffering, . 
ideals and righteousness. . Greed, graft, selfish- 
ness, degenerating ease, privileged classes and all 
that maketh a lie must be fought out 6f human 
society. 

Aye, there we stand, brother man, on the edge 
of the desert. Betwixt embryonic and perfected 
manhood; betwixt a world ordered after man’s 
will or the will of the Father-God. Between 
what mankind is and what Jesus the Christ 
showed us it might become; betwixt all of man's 
self-made mortality and our heaven-born immor- 
tality. Behind, we see the countless hosts of dead 
failures cast upon the seashore of life—before, 
we hear the murmurings on the sea of toiling men. 

Then behold the cry. f 

What? Why? How long? Whither, O God? 

Every man cries out. Some the cry of agnostic 
despair. Some the agonizing cry of loneliness. 
Some the affrighted cry of helples terror. Some 
the cry of bereavement and widowhood. Some 
cry for help in things. Some appeal to the dead- 
ening pleasures of life. Some to heaps of yellow 
gold. Yea, they cry—but there comes back the 
answer, but the echo of their cry. The universe 
is dumb. The soul gets no answer from it. No, 
not here. 
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Is there no voice? Is there no magic key to 
this world dumb with grief? Yea, there is an 
answer—that comes floating over the desert of 
time like celestial bells calling us, heavenward— 
that cry of Moses, the friend of God, "Lord—Thy 
presence go with me." 

How dare any man, surveying the wrecks of 
time and his own life fling out the challenge of 
a superiority that needs no help of God? How 
colossal that conceit which says I try alone once 
more this task of making a life and a human 


society without a god. 


What but God's presence is now sufficient ior 
the task before us men? Jesus knows the way. 
He started with the past and knows the future. 
With His presence there can be no despair, nor 
loneliness, no surprises nor disaster. If Thou, 
Lord, go with me I shall not know the loneliness 
of unshared sorrow, for Thou art a man of sor- 
rows and acquainted with grief. I can whisper 
away my grief and doubting despair into the ear 
of my companion God—if Thy presence go with 
me. ` Yea, if it go with me I shall not feel the 
loneliness of unshared triumphs, often as deso- 
late as unshared grief; when I rise triumphant 
from my sin, before the glory of the conquest 
fades, I can tell Thee, Thou companion of my 
redeemed self, and that glorious fellowship will 
make my soul glow with further aspiration. 

And yet when behind me and before, and round 
about me wage the battles of temptation's hosts 
—temptations of body, and mind and soul—of the 
world, its pleasures, its gains, its ease or power, 
ah, then, what man or book or philosophy or 
the glittering snare or soften the ache, or unmask 
stoicism or self-sufficient agnosticism can expose 


the hidden death beneath? 


"Tis then that man fights behind closed doors; 
then we wrestle with principalities and powers, 
before whom every child of man has gone down 
save only those with whom Thy presence, Lord, 
has gone. Thou tempted but unconquered Christ, 
my fellow fighter and comrade, if Thy presence 
go not with me carry me not up hence. 


Oh, New Year, I know not the distant scene. 


RR ee! 
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But I fear thee not, since His presence goes with 
me. . 

And when the devious windings of life are 
over, the Red Sea crossed, the trackless desert 
passed, and Canaan's shore lies just across the 
river, and my frail bark is launched and I set 
out alone—alone, shall I fear any evil? Nay, 
across the lapping of the tides comes the same 
voice that spake to Moses, ^My presence will go 
with thee. My resurrection light shall be thy 
pillar of fire in the night voyage, until the shad- 
ows of the ‘rk valley of death are passed, and 


the winsom. fight of that fairer and eternal day 
dawns upc iny sight." Yes, if Thy presence 
go with me ' will fear no evil, for I have heard 
Thee say," »àen thou passest through the waters 


I wil be». thee, and through the rivers they 
shali not ov iiow thee.” 

Dear Maier Christ, ’tis all I ask—Thy pres- 
ence till the journey’s end. Not mere guidance 
from Thy far heavenly throne, nay, Lord, but 


Thy presence, personal friendship, yea, a com- 
radeship which begins on ‘earth in fullness of joy 
and ends at Thy right hand forever more. 

Yes, let others trust in themselves and their 
self-erected gods, these earthly gods of Baal and 


-Ashtoroth. Let the avaricious trust in gold. Let 


the ambitious entrench themselves behind the tot- 
tering powers of human thrones. But as for me, 
but one cry I have—Thou gavest life, ’tis nobly 
planned to nobly fight its way from nothingness 
to Thee, and I will face it if Thy presence go 
with me. I'll fight and live in life's arena, amidst 
the dust and din of conflict, i£ Thy presence go 


with me. "And when amidst the fight I fall with. 


mortal wound, then show me the glow of glory 
which surrounds the throne of my Father—God 
-—Tell Him, Thou companion of earthly days, 
that I faced life and am now facing death based 
upon the Word of the Son of God, the greatest 
captain of the human host. 


Our Fiftieth Anniversary 


When on the evening of November 2oth, in 
1867, Phillips Brooks, the Rev. Samuel G. Apple- 
ton, Mr. John Bohlen and Mr. Charles Gibbons 
met, in the quiet of the vestry-room of Holy 
Trinity Church, to consider the desirability of 
beginning church work in the growing south- 
western section of the city, no one there had a 
thought of the magnitude of the work which 
they were starting. They met to start a mission 
in the southwestern portion of the city, and, lo, 
today that little work has grown into one of the 
largest parishes in the city, and one of the most 
widely known of the whole Church. 

When the thirty-seven children gathered at 
Tabor Presbyterian Church for the first session 
of the Sunday School of the Church of the Holy 
Apostles, who could have surmised that there that 
day was begun the school which was to become 
the best known of all the schools of the Church. 

When on December 21st, 1867, Mr. George C. 
Thomas was chosen a vestryman of the new 
parish, who could have foretold of that particular 


one of all that list of estimable gentlemen, that 
he was to become the foremost layman of the 
Church of his day, and not only to build up a 
great parish upon the slender foundations then 
laid, but also to revolutionize the Missionary and 
Sunday School work of the whole Church. 

Who, so bold, could have predicted that the 
first slender Sunday School gifts for missions 
were to grow and grow until the school came to 
lead all other schools by many fold, once reaching 
the magnificent total of more than $12,000.00 in 
its Easter offering. 

Who, indeed! None but God could have had 
the daring for so magnificent a prophecy. For 
that little beginning, born in Phillips Brooks’ 
heart (and we love to associate that great one of 
God's sons with the beginnings of this parish), 
has had a magnificent fulfillment. 

In many lands, over many seas, amongst many 
peoples, the message of God's Son, the Gospel 
of glad tidings, the good news of God, had been 
spread by this parish. 
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Two things it has witnessed to supremely, 
Missions and Bible-study, and upon these, as on 
a foundation of rock, it stands today. One of the 
outstanding characteristics of its members is loy- 
alty to the parish. Once a member of the Church 
of the Holy Apostles, one is always a member, 
though transferred elsewhere. There is a spirit, 
an atmosphere, aye, a very individuality (one 
almost said a personality) about and in and sur- 
charging the parish life not found elsewhere. At 
least I have not found it. Widely scattered now 
are its members, gone many of them from the 
neighborhood of the church, but still bearing the 

. spirit of the old life with them, and doing God's 
work. wherever they are in that inimitable way 
they learned at the Church of the Holy Apostles. 

And who shall say that in the final appraisal it 
was not better that the members of the parish 
should have scattered, and borne that spirit with 
them to help other parishes and communities, 
than to have remained all together in the Mother 
church. f 
~ God carries on His Work in His own way and 
always for the best. It may be that Holy Apostles 
decreases in the physical seeming only in order 
to increase in the spiritual reality. Decreasing 
only to increase. And this must not be misunder- 
stood. Holy Apostles is still doing a wonderful 
work for God, and the end is not yet. In full 
parish membership strength it is second in the 
diocese only to the mother church, Holy Trinity, 
and scarcely second even to that. In full parish 
income it is next only to Holy Trinity. All this 
is set down not in-boasting, but in a just acknowl- 
edgment of the. devotion and wisdom of those, 
now gone, who gave of their best to make possible 
this great work for God. 


CHAPEL or THE Hoty COMMUNION 

When the need arose for further church exten- 
sion to the southwest, the Church of the Holy 
Apostles responded by building the Chapel of 
the Holy Communian, at Twenty-seventh and 
Wharton Streets, which today is one of the active 
and most vitally needed centres of church activity 
in the diocese. ;

When the trend of immigration brought colored 
people in ever increasing numbers into South 
Philadelphia, again the Church, of the Holy 
Apostles answered the challenge, and built at 


` Twenty-second and Reed Streets the Chapel of 


St. Simon the Cyrenian, which is today con- 
fessedly the largest and best work done among 
colored folk in the whole diocese. 


CHAPEL OF THE MEDIATOR 

Again, when in West Philadelphia there was 
demonstrated a need for such a work as the 
Church of the Holy Apostles could do, a weak 
parish there, the Church of the Reconciliation, 
and the Church of the Mediator in South Phila- 
delphia were combined, and the Chapel of thie 
Mediator, at Fifty-first and Spruce Streets, ef- 
fected from the combination. 

That work promises to become, in the very 
near future, one of the best assets and truest 
elements of strength in the Church’s life in the 
whole city. 

The handsome church, the George C. Thomas 
Memorial, which is rearing aloft its noble pile 
there, challenges comparison with any about it 
for architectural beauty and fair proportions. 

Every day it adds to its membership strength, 
and every day it carries on a useful and needed 
ministry in its community. 


Again all this is set down not in boasting, for 
we need not to boast, but in simple chronicle of 
fact. The work of the parish speaks for itself, 
and is its own best interpretation and sufficient 
justification. = 

At this fiftieth anniversary time, however, we 
must celebrate the work done here, not for our 
own praise or gratification, but only in order 
that we may gather strength from consideration 
of past efforts for the still greater accomplish- 
ments which lie in the lap of the future. 

There have been great men who have com- 


panied with us in this place, Princes in Israel, . 


who have testified by their words and lives that 
God is true, and have gone to their rest and await 
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us in that place where "everlasting light its glory 
throws around." 

To mention only three—Phillips Brooks, 
Charles De Kay Cooper, George Clifford Thomas. 
What a trio! We shall not look upon their like 
again. God evidently meant the parish to do 
great things when He gave it such sponsors. 

And splendidly has His expectation been ful- 
filled. 


It is but meet that we should celebrate the , 


fifticth anniversary of the parish with unusual 
solemnities «€ rejoicing. 

Many, m v others, less conspicuous in the 
public eye, ive made their contributions to the 
life of the , .ish. and have ably and with high 
consecratio: { self supported and furthered the 
efforts of th: ^ leaders in this great work. While 
their deeds: . not set forth before men, we know 
that their names, too, are recorded in the Lamb’s 
Book of Life, and that they are counted as jewels 
in His Crown of Rejoicing. 

I scarcely know how much or how little I ought 
to say, just here, of one, who has been a Mother 
in Israel, indeed, to this parish. Of one thing 
I am confident, and that is that this word about 
the fiftieth anniversary would not be com- 
plete or adequate unless some place were found 
in it for mention of her. True help-meet was she 
to him, to whom, under God, this parish owes 
most. If the life-story of Mr. George C. Thomas 
be ever written (and it will be some day) it will 
occupy itself in no inconsiderable degree with his 
work at the Church of the Holy Apostles, and on 
the other hand, the history of the Church of the 
Holy Apostles must also be in considerable 
measure a story of his life. For time and eternity 
the two are entwined. And like a golden thread 
running through the life-story of these two there 
is to be found the presence of another, whose 
sincere faith, gentle personal influence and un- 
bounded generosity has been a benediction to all. 

When the death of her husband laid upon her 
shoulders the heavy burden of caring for all the 
many extra-personal interests, which before they. 
had shared, she bravely and gallantly took up the 
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task, finding strength for it where alone strength 
may be found. . : 

Figures are interesting only to the person with 
imagination—to him they are vitally, absorbingly. 
interesting—for he reads between the lines and 
under and about and over them. To him. the 


récords of baptisms and confirmations, marriages . 


and burials, tell tales of life deep with love and 
rich with meaning. Love and money, children and 
worship, about these cluster the fullest expression 
of being, and in a church record they are all to. 
be found. So we set down the figures reverently 
and with something of awe for all they represent 
to you and your dear ones—those who are with. 
you now and those who are away. , 
During the fifty years of the church's existence 
the record is as follows: 
BAPTISMS, 3074. 
CONFIRMATIONS, 2294. 
MARRIAGES, 901. 
BURIALS, 2295. 
'This does not include the records from the 
chapels. f 


Tt has not been possible, without a greater vol- 
.ume of work than the result would justify, to set 


down the amount of' money raised by the church 
during the fifty years, and no one but God knows 
the exact sum, so much was given quietly and not 
recorded. In'any event the exact amount is vital 
only to the merely curious. The spirit of its giv- 
ing is the essential thing, and it has been informed 
by a sense of stewardship almost without equal.

History of the Parish of the Holy Apostles, Philadelphia, Pa. 


(Fourth Installment) 


By William G. Casner 


On April 21st, 1909, Mr. George C. Thomas 
passed to his reward. In 1904 he had been 
stricken with a sickness which forced him to 
withdraw from all work and ultimately retire 
from business. A long vacation in Europe fol- 
lowed, and on his return he took up his place in 
life with a mind remaining clear and vigorous 
until the end, with only a few days of complete 
helplessness, before he entered into rest in his 
seventieth year. j 

The minute entered on the records of the Ves- 
try on April 28th, 1909, sems to sum up truly the 
outstanding qualities of the man, and in a general 
way the character of his work in the parish: 

“|... Like the Master whom he loved and 
in whose footsteps he walked, Mr. Thomas went 
„about doing good. Cultured, broad-minded and 
of wonderful business ability and spotless integ- 
rity, modest and unassuming, he was an illustrious 
example of Christian manhood. Always in his 
place at the time of divine worship, on weekdays 
as well as Sundays, he was also most punctual and 
efficient at every Vestry or committee meeting. 
The same fidelity was manifested in the work of 


the Church Club, the Brotherhood of St. Andrew, 
the Diocesan and General Board of Missions. 
- ... The superintendency of the Sunday-school 
and the training of its teachers’ Normal Class, 
were the joy of his life. He knew the teachers and 
pupils by name. His purse was open to every 
need, and his special delight was to help others to’ 
help themselves ; his personal love and sympathy 
were given without stint, and his goodness always 
found expression in service, which was wise as 
well as generous. In the growth and develop- 
ment of. the parish, with its parish church and 
three chapels, with its fifteen buildings and its 


_ three thousand communicants, Mr. Thomas has 


ever been a leading spirit and a prime factor. 

He was a man of versatile gifts, a forceful and 
convincing speaker, often heard when there was 
occasion, never otherwise, in diócesan and gen- 
eral Conventions and in Brotherhood and Mis- 
sionary meetings. His addresses were terse, 
cogent and eloquent. An excellent musician, and 
for a number of years he was the sole organist 
of the Church and Sunday-school Truly the 
motto which he gave to the Sunday-school to live 
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up to for one year was true of his whole life; it 
might certainly be said of him that he was: 


*Not slothful in business; 
Fervent in spirit; 
Serving the Lord." 

—Romans 12: 11. 


But of far greater importance was the spirit 
of missionary interest which he fostered and 
which reached far beyond the confines of the 
parish. It was he who first saw the possibilities 
of the “Lenten and Easter Missionary Offerings" 
after it iv been started by Mr. John Marston, 
who, jike ‘ir. Thomas, had grown up under the 
influence « Or. Newton at St. Paul's Church. 

Mr. M: on, as superintendent of St. John's 
Sunday-sci =l, Lower Merion (Cynwyd), Pa., 
started th iov ment in 1877, the amount of the 
offering 5. g $200. He interested Mr. Thomas 
jn 1378, aad the latter’s genius has made it a 
national institution. In writing of these begin- 
nings in 1900, Mr. Marston said that up to that 
time one million dollars had been raised by the 
movement. š 


“Thanks, thanks to thee, my worthy . friend, 
For the lesson thou hast taught." 


The cost of the buildings of the parish at the 
time of Mr. Thomas’ death amounted to $470,000, 
and in his will he provided bequests of $430,500 
for various purposes of the parish. 

In an envelope marked “To my wife and chil- 
dren, not to be opened until after my death and 
before my burial,” he gave directions as to his 
funeral, which he wanted to be simple, and then 
added, "Keep up the traditions of the past.” 

On May 16th, 1909, the Rev. Samuel E. Apple- 
ton, D. D., departed this life. He had been rector 
of the Church of the Mediator for forty-five 
years, and for the last five years of his life he 
was the Associate Rector of Holy Apostles. 

His was a delightful personality. His loving 
temperament reached out to all who came within 
his sphere, and he ever felt the responsibility for 
the souls committed to his keeping. He was in 
a peculiar way a pastor. It was his oft-expressed 
delight to think that after his old church had 


to abandon its work he had been permitted to 
minister in the church which he had helped to 
bring into being, and which contained so many 
of his old parishioners and friends. 

Truly the year 1909 was one of sad partings. 
The brilliant, scholarly and much beloved rector 


` was elected to a bishopric. The steady, reliable, 


conscientious and consecrated Assistant Minister 
resigned to enter another field. Then came the 
death of the one who had been the great leading 
layman, and who had been a great leader from 
the beginning of the parish, and finally the dear 
old Associate Rector entered into rest. 

A new era now set in. Bereft of its old leaders, 
the whole parish seemed to feel that a great 
responsibility had been laid upon it, and splendid 
was the response. Happy it was, indeed, that its 
affairs fell into the care of such a thorough man 
of affairs as the Rev. Wilson R. Stearly, who was 
elected Rector on September 25th, and came to 
the parish on October 1st of the same year. He 
was born in Philadelphia and graduated from the 
Central High School in the class of 1886. At first 
a member of the Heidelberg Reformed Church 
and a pastor of a church of that faith in Cleve- 
land, Ohio, he later joined the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church, and was ordained to the ministry in 
1900. Always interested in Sunday-school work, 
he at once, took charge:of the Sunday-school as 
a part of his work as Rector. Nothing in the 
numerous details of business management, caused 
by the financial difficulties of the changing con- 
ditions, was neglected or mismanaged. Skilfully 
were the new adjustments made; and rarely in- 
deed is such marked administrative ability, schol- 
arly attainments, great eloquence and a delightful 
personality found in one man ; and all these were 
used unstintedly and unselfishly for the cause of 
the Master. 

The Rev. Edward J. Owen was elected Assist- 
ant Minister on December 8th, 1909, but his pro- 
motion to a large and responsible work came to 
him in a little more than a year, when, on Febru- 
ary 15th, 1911, he accepted the rectorship of St. 
John's Church, Sharon, Pa. 

On March 8th, 1911, the Vestry voted to begin 
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the erection of a church for the Chapel of St. 


Simon the Cyrenian, but actual work was not 


begun until after Mr. Stearly had left Holy 
Apostles. At the same meeting the Rev. Joseph 
H. Earp, who had done unusual and splendid 
work at Downingtown, Pa., was elected assistant 
to the Rector, and he remained with the Church 
until he, too, was asked to take up more respon- 
sible work as Rector of the Memorial Church 
of St. Paul’s, Fifteenth and Porter streets, where 
he continues to fulfill the duties of a large and 
successful ministry. : 

A close revision of the communicant list in 
May, 1911, resulted in the removal of 538 names, 
reducing the number to 1500; the Sunday-school 
numbering 1365. : i e 

In October, 1911, the properties 2038 Christian 
street and 2035 Montrose street, which had been 
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used as a part of the parish buildings, through 
the kindness of Mr. George C. Thomas, were 
purchased by the church, and at the same time 
the house at 2051 Christian street, used under 
similar conditions as the home of the Assistant 
Minister, was also purchased. 

On May 12th, 1914, the Vestry, through the 
generosity of Mrs. George C. Thomas, authorized 
the purchase of a vicarage for the Chapel of St. 
Simon the Cyrenian, and subsequently the house 
at 1408 South Twenty-second street was bought 
for that purpose. 

On July 5th, 1912, the Rev. Wilson R. Stearly 
offered his resignation, to date from September 
3oth, 1912, as he had accepted the call from the 
parish of St. Luke, Montclair, N. J. Subse- 
quently he became Bishop Suffragan, and then 
Bishop Coadjutor of Newark, N. J. 


Extracts of Letters of Captain George C. 'Thomas, Jr. 


Thursday, "Somewhere," 
: November 8, 1917. 

Hope to be able to cable you tomorrow or Satur- 
day of our arrival—a tiresome trip—but only 24 
hours of rough weather. Today a following wind 
and a choppy sea, but little motion. The men are 
coming on well. It is hard to write because details can- 
not be given. Outside of a bad cold for a few days and 
a sore throat I have been well. One boy of 96, McLaugh- 
lin, proved the best boxer on.board in the 135-pound 
class. Had boxing and tug-of-war by day and an enter- 
tainment every night by soldier talent. A fine meeting 
one night down below at which — spoke. He and 
his wife are on board. He is a man and goes over just to 
see the boys in the trenches from Rhode Island. . He 
made a fine speech, but a British colonel made the 
best speech I have ever heard. His nanie was Mur- 
. ray, a Scotchman and a brave gentleman—one who 
has seen the stress of three years of war and realizes 
what our help means at this time. He welcomed 
us as brothers and thanked God we were here. He 
spoke from his heart and we all thanked God we 
were here. A few brave women—some officers and men 
—crowded behind and around, practically packed from 
floor to ceiling with men. We cheered our heads off for 
that colonel, and he saw and understood that we were 
glad, too; that we wanted him to know we were his 


brothers, and with him to the end, for humanity and 
right. : 


We forgot all the hard things and quitters and 
greedy ones at home, for the men in the service hate 
the quitters, and more especially loathe those who 
are making ‘money and huge profits by selling of- 
ficers and soldiers and the Government various 
things, many badly made. That is the trouble with 
our country—the selfish mercenary spirit. I be- 
lieve we will blot them out after the war is on for a 
time. We weld together day by day. Each day 
means an advance in discipline, and discipline must 
win the war. Wealth can be conscripted if lives can 
be and profits must be taken. I could say more, but 
you understand. Good-bye for a time. We do not 
know where we go, or knowing cannot say. We 
guess fairly well, but we do not know. May God 
guard you and Mothers R. and T. and the children 
till I see you all if that may be. If not, grieve not 
for me. Do on.all things as you deem best. I thank 
a power greater than I that I am not afraid—that I 
am brothers in arms with the world's best. 


"Somewhere in France," November 12th, 1917. 

Sent you three cables upon arrival, and only wish it 
were possible to give you details, etc., but, of course, 
this cannot be done, so my letters will seem very tame, 
I fear. Everybody well and getting along O. K. So far 
we have been lucky and have not been caught in any rain 
Storms on our marches, but, of Course, we cannot expect 
this condition to continue. Cannot cable from France, 
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so all I can manage is a letter when chance gives time. 
The postmark will give you an idea, perhaps. 

Sometimes the sleeping doesn't go, and we think of 
many things and they all seem so clear in the darkness 
—and we are getting used to many which which we 
did not know of. But best of all, the splendid fellows 
together, all kinds of types, but all with the real stuff 
in them, and each helping—helping—each a little par- 
ticle in each cog of one part of a gigantic engine to 
save the world. And so, good-bye, It’s not easy to 
write when you cannot. God keep you all. 


"Somewhere in France," November 16th, 1917. 
Here w re, comfortably fixed—for a short time— 
perhaps lo..cr. It is all so very, very interesting, and 


there is s ach I could write in way of descriptions, 
bur it i; ^'"nost impossible to do so and keep to the 
censor ri 

Our Fre ^5 is very poor. I was trying yesterday to 


talk to s«..: people, and thought I was doing finely, 
when one my men who speaks French came up and 
they said v. him: “What is the matter with M. le Capi- 
taine? 1s he in trouble? What can we do?" 

' Yet by their wonderful politeness I was led to believe 
they understood my vile French. 

Tonight we expect some sleep and a comfortable 
bed. to which lately we have been strangers while trav- 
eling, but as yet we have no “companions.” We have 
lost our baggage, as we expected to do. Fortunately 
we saved from it a few things, and it may turn up. 
A bill of fare I cannot give you. There has been prac- 
tically no time to write, and you must realize that it is 
very "dificile" to do so when we can only write in gen- 
eralities of our life. I was never better, except for a 
sore throat and a cold which I had for three weeks, 
but which has gone (I hope for good). The men im- 
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prove and are a fine lot. The Doc. a wonderful com- 
panion. Give my love to all. Phone them and say 
that I am only writing to you, and you are to advise 
everybody. 

Good-night. Good-bye. Remember always that no 
news is good news, and I cannot cable. Write a lot of 
short letters rather than a few longer ones.. 


"Somewhere in France," November 16th, 1917. 

The honorable Doc. works with great care on French 
verbs and roots, etc., but I verily believe his French is 
almost as bad' as mine, and mine is bad. I believe can- 
dles are better than electric lights—stoves than fur- 
naces—certainly the first above mentioned are better 
than nothing. Ne c'st pas. I am becoming fond of 
canned salmon, bully beef roasted is excellent, and 
may be eaten as often as three times a day. Tea may 
be strained through a handkerchief, and cheese keeps 
longer than anything else dead or alive. All of which 
salient points I merely mention as a student, not as 
an authority. I saw four eggs on Tuesday, which I at 
once converted into an omelette, a thing very rarely 
to be found near armies. I had a bath on Wednesday. 
It had drawbacks in that towards the "clothes" I re- 
treated when I found a French lady admiring it (not 
me I feel sure). We stopped at 6 A. M. near a large 
brass faucet on a pumpy looking affair. No one was 
about, to our belief, so I got one of the 96 varieties 
to do the pumping, and I did the washing. It was 
quite cool, but cleansing, and one need not always have 
hot baths, inside at least. I do not know the number 
of such an army regulation. Therefore I had the bath 
and the lady the view, much to the joy of the 96 varie- 
ties, yet L still hold the bath as a pleasant memory, and 
have been true to the same, and so good-bye. I am 
doing my best for 96, and I really am quite well.

THE RECTOR’S LETTER 
I 


To the Home Folks: . 

I wish it were possible to wish you all in the 
kindly form of words, made venerable by use, 
“A Happy New Year.” But the phrase halts 
on the tongue this year. Just so, a little while 
ago, we put by the dear old phrase, "Merry 
Christmas," unless it crept in in spite of us. 


Mayhap, however, we have something better than / 


simple happiness to take with us into the New 
Year. 

Self-respect and a right relation with honor and 
justice and God—these are life’s great watch- 
words, and they are finding interpretation in us 
today as never before. And I wonder if we are 
not going to look back, by and by, to this time 
with a sort of awe, as to an exalted and exalting 
experience, in spite of all its pain and sorrow, its 
cost and despair. And I wonder if we are not 
going to be glad, after a long time, that we knew 
suffering at this time. s 

Today we pray, “O my Father, if it be possi- 
ble, let this cup pass from me." May we have 
strength to add, "Nevertheless, not as I will, but 


. as Thou.” 


Life, real life, is sacrificial. Happiness, deep- 
est happiness, is based upon vicarious suffering. 
This we all know. And yet I share with you, 
from the very depth of my heart, the wish that 
our boys were safe back home. "hus is wisdom 
always confounded. And yet one feels that both 
the wish and the sacrifice are part of a real whole. 
For the truth is that we want our boys back, want 
it achingly, but yet thank God that they had the 
courage and manhood to go out, at whatever cost 
to themselves and to us, when the world, travail- 
ing in agony, called for them.

To Our Boys Away: 


Thank God for you! 
You are in your place and ready, in the face 
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of the most terrible crisis that the cause of right- 
eousness ever has known. We miss you always, 
every day, every hour. And we pray for you— 
in Church and in the quiet of our moments alone 
with God. We think of you in Church, in Sun- 
day-school, in the office, in the bank, in the shop, 
and at home. Yes, we miss you. But we do 
not want you at home. Not yet. When your 
task is done, and this great world-wrong is 
righted, and you can come home with victory 
won and in honor, then we want you. 

We wv — you now in the selfish spots left in 
us, but j^ cot ask us our choice, it would be 
"stay," ev 3: though the heart break in the utter- 
ancc. 

In the — antime, it will help you to know that 
we care. ‘Phat every pain and weariness and 
hardship | u are called upon to bear will be pain 
and weariness and hardship to us. We shall go 
with you step by step and day by day. By day 
and night our prayers rise to God for you, and 
the work we are doing for you at home will fur- 
nish our prayer with: meaning. 

I do not so much pray that you may be kept 
worthy of us back home, as that we at home may 
be kept worthy of you. And yet I pray that God 
may bring you clean out of all temptation; that 
you may be good soldiers, and that next New 
Year we may be all together.

'The Auxiliary started last July as Group No. 2 
of Auxiliary No. 47, but grew so rapidly that two 
weeks ago it became a separate unit. Out of a 
membership of sixty there is an average attend- 
ance of forty-five, who already have made and 
sent in forty-two shoulder capes, seventeen pairs 
of bed socks, fifteen pairs of pajamas, twenty-six 
hospital shirts and 159 towels, while they have 
knit five sweaters, nine pairs of socks, five pairs 
of wristlets and nine trench washcloths. 

Plans are being made to have various speakers 
during the winter, who will tell of their experi- 
ences in Red Cross work. This afternoon Mrs. 
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Walter Fox will tell of her work at the Hopital 
Jardin Colonial, near Paris. 

Mrs. Frank Williamson, of 2302 Spruce street, 
is chairman of the Auxiliary, and Mrs. Thomas 
Harvey is chairman. of the new Membership 
Committee.” 

During the Red Cross drive which ended 
Christmas eve, the Chapel Auxiliary added one 
hundred and fifty members to Auxiliary No. 324. 
This makes now a total of 220 members. Weare 
proud of that record. Mrs. Thomas. Harvey is 
the prize winner, having added one hundred 
members through her enthusiastic effort. Our 
mascot is Peggy Rittenhouse Gayley, the Hoover- 
ized dog of Philadelphia.

OUR NEW DEACONESS 
Miss Zulma Bispham came to the staff of the 
Memorial Chapel of the Holy Communion Janu- 
ary Ist, as Parish Visitor and to take charge of 
the work among women and girls. 


Deaconess Bispham comes to us with a most . 


thorough training, a wide knowledge and a deep 
consecration to her vocation. She bears with her 
also the highest testimonials. 

She was born in Philadelphia and later went 
to England. She received her training at St. 
John’s, Kilburn, London. Later she was called 
to All Saints’, Birmingham, as. Deaconess. At- 
tracted by her work, the Canon of Birmingham 
extended to her a call to St. George’s. For seven 
years she was Deaconess at St. Bartholomew’s 
Parish, where she carried on a most successful 
work among girls. She labored in factories for 
girls, held dinner hour services, organized and 
led their clubs, mothers’ meetings, taught in the 
Sunday-school. f 

In 1910 Miss Bispham was Deaconess at St. 


` Mark’s, Bath, where she remained four years. 


In 1914 she returned to America, and was called 
to work in her native city, at St. George's, the 


Rev. A. J. Arkin, Rector. Here her work was 
so successful that it attracted the public press, 
especially her work among the Campfire Girls. 
I quote part of the article which appeared in 
the "Press" June 3, 1917: "Under her efficient 
leadership the girls have made their own cere- 
monial costumes of khaki, trimmed with fringe 
and leather. They have learned thoroughly the 
campfire ceremonies and ritual, and are living 
up to the high ideals of Campfire Ethics, glorify-

ing work, and preserving health, and loving serv- 
ice. This Minnewaska Camp gave a demonstra- 
tion drill at the Annual Meet for all the Campfire 
Girls in the city, at Overbrook, on Memorial Day. 
It was done expeditiously and in good order, and 
proved that the Minnewaska girls could be relied 
upon in time of actual need. Miss Bispham has 
been appointed by the Guardians as Chairman 
of the Committee of Social Activities of the 
Campfire Girls, a position which her long ac- 
quaintance with the needs of girls and her faith- 
ful services in their behalf well qualify her to 
fill." 
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Mrs. Jerusha D. Richardson, Hon. Secretary 
of St. John's Club and Institute, London, writes: 
“It gives me-great pleasure to bear testimony to 
Miss Bispham's devotion and indefatigability in 
Christian work. As Deaconess of the Girls’ Club 
at St. John's, Kilburn, she has been unremit- 
ting in her attention to her duties, and has exer- 
cised a gentle but marked influence over the girls 
in her charge. She has a great capacity in inter- 
esting herself in individual cases, and never spares 
herself pains in accomplishing any task she under- 
takes." 

Tr Rev. G. E. Ford, Vicar of Bilston, Eng- 
Janu, wrote: "I have known Miss Bispham for 
na: years, during the whole time she has been 
ocev ed in work amongst the artisan and labor- 
ing asses in Birmingham, visiting their homes. 
Ties voton to her work has always been of the 
higi : order. Her experience has been very 
greoi, her tact and wisdom has always won the 
sympathy of those amongst whom she has 
worked.” 

The Rev. James Henry, Vicar of St. Bartholo- 
mew’s, Birmingham, writes: “I have the pleasure 
of stating that I have known Miss Bispham for 
seven years. Her work was especially valued 
as visitor among women and girls. She has 
worked with untiring efforts. I find her prompt, 
exact, tactful in parochial work.” 

The Rev. M. E. Weldon, Vicar of St. Mark’s, 
Bath, England: “I am writing these few words 
in behalf of Miss Zulma Bispham, who tells me 
that she is leaving England and going to settle 
in America. I can truly say that I am grieved 
to lose her services in my Parish. For the past 
four years she has been Deaconess with me, and 
has been of the greatest service in ways too nu- 
merous to mention. I would like, however, to 
bear testimony to her good work among the girls 
of the Parish, her work also among the women, 
her ability as a speaker. Her work as a visitor 
has been of the greatest value. I can hardly ex- 
press my regret at the severance of the tie be- 
tween us.” 

Such is the Deaconess who comes to us now 
to take up the work among women and girls.

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THE VICAR'S WORD 
Dear Companions in privilege of service: 

And so it comes to the New Year! I wish I 
could come to each one of you and wish you all 
its most heartfelt wishes in person, and on New 
Year's Day. (I once heard of a minister who 
took an automobile and from early morning to 
late at night made ten-minute calls to do this, 
covering his whole parish. I, who am not much 


at higher mathematics, was attracted by the idea, 
but when it figured out I found that it would take 
both Mr. Weagle and myself something like 
fifty hours each to'do this, not allowing for time 
between calls! So I regretfully decided there 
was no day with the requisite number of hours 
available. Incidentally it gave an impression of 
the size of the parish I had not yet quite had.) 
Nevertheless I can express my deep and sincere 
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wish that the New Year may hold for you, de- 
spite its stress and cruciality, some profounder 
revelation of Truth and Life and God and Christ 
than ever yet. And I promise you I will do 
what I can to be a bit more worth the privilege 
I possess as your minister here. It grows upon 
me daily still. 


There are three matters that deserve specia 
mention in this monthly “Word.” 


The first is the fiftieth anniversary of the 
mother parish. I commend. to your loyal co- 
operation the plan outlined by the rector on a 
former nve. We do wish to celebrate in happy 
humili,. <e record of a corporate life, which 
more ar uoe moulds us, each and all The 
plan whic so fitly gives each Chapel its share of 
“at how. — ospitality, will find us eager to make 
a “Pari “arty” inclusive of all the spontaneous 
conmirado-nip we know, continually extended to 
the via circle. ‘The climax service of all, 
when we ali join in the single unity of worship 
at the mother church, will give us the “feel” of 
"belonging" to something truly great. 

And we cannot but feel our share of the half- 
century emotion is the more intense because 
some time during the anniversary year we shall 
have our new church complete? 


The second note is that Bishop Garland comes 
to us for his biennial visitation on Sunday even- 
ing, March 3d, when the prospect of being in 
the new church about Easter was a little brighter. 
I felt it might be better to ask the Bishop to post- 
pone his coming until we could welcome him 
there. But now the date of our entering-in 
Seems so uncertain that we may very surely know 
the Bishop's original date the better. It comes 
at the time when the year's spirit is at its maxi- 
mum, and seems to be a completion of that maxi- 
mum. 

Confirmation will be administered. So I want 
to remind the parish that it is the parishioners 
who can and should produce the group of those 
to be confirmed. By constant individual wit- 
nessing on the part of all that communicantship 
in the Church is indeed an inestimable satisfac- 


x 


tion and help; by the suggestion directly given 
between friends that the step be taken; by a 
fuller outworking of the sponsorship which god- 
fathers and godmothers—charged by their own 
promise with the responsibility of seeing that 
their children-in-God come to individual affirma- 
tion of faith—so frequently underestimate and 
evade; by the glad expectation on every hand 
which assumes that communicantship is the na- 
tural and logical step and puts the burden of 
proof on the now-grown person who individual- 
istically questions that natural development. Will 
you all do your bit here? The Confirmation 
Class comes symbolically from the midst of the 
congregation when the service occurs; shall it 
not be because its members come from the midst 
of your spiritual concentration to this end? 

The third note is that I find myself in the 
midst of my Exemption Board duties in the new: 
draft. And the work is of such bulk that I 
really feel almost as much an absentee from the 
parish most of the week as if I were a Chaplain 
somewhere away. You can get some slight idea 
of the task from the fact that we shall have to 
deal somehow with about three thousand men 
betore the end of February, and with many ut 
them in many more ways than of preliminary 
classification. I am extremely sorry not to be 
two people (or more), but since I am only one 
I imagine it is only fair to say frankly that, in 
accordance with the offer of my services I was 
empowered by you to make, I shall be unable 
to give detailed and routine attention to the par- 
ish work for these several weeks. I shall be 
obliged, for instance, to omit the pastoral calling 
which means so much, and to call for volunteers 
in the administration of many organizational 


. phases of the work; and also I fear I may have 


to preach some old sermons. I shall be able, I 
believe, to attend to all unusual and immediately 
necessary calls, and service, to the larger details 
of the institutional work, and of course to the 
Sunday work, but beyond this I know you will 
realize that I am doing emergency work in your 
name for the nation and the Kingdom of God 
upon earth, which the nation's warfare brings 
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with power. I am ever so appreciative of the 
feeling that puts a star on the service flag for 
me, for after all, it is you who give up, not I. I 
only am using what energy and time I have; you 
are going without ministrations you have a right 
to, but gladly waive for the larger aspects ot the 
work. The star belongs to you, good friends! 
I hope you are as content to contribute me thus 
as I am to be contributed. I hope so? I know 
so! You show it in every possible way. 

We are spiritually stronger as the crisis deep- 
ens, I am certain. God comes very close these 
days. God be thanked for His nearness and His 
peace, even in the midst of our growing sacrifice, 
“Who fights for God, to God draws near, carry 
omw, brave hearts! Carry on!”

A STAR FOR THE VICAR 
- The United States War Department has given 
convineing evidence of its appreciation of the 
high «© racter of service and devoted patriotism 


‘shown ^v the members of the Local Exemption 


Boaru . upon whom rests the responsibility of 
provi; ihe nation with fighting men. ‘The zeal 
and «^^nestness with which the Exemption 
Borra aave performed these duties have been 
attest’ frequently by the high officers of the 
United States Army, and by President Wilson. 

General Crowder in a recent notice to the Ex- 
emption Boards called attention: to the great 
things which have been accomplished by the Ex- 
emption Boards. Speaking to them in his official 
orders, General Crowder said: 

“The Selective Service System is an integral 
and necessary part of this Government, and you, 
as members of it, are as essential in the places to 
which it has best served the common good to call 
upon you as are the soldiers whom you have sent 
to camp. 

“You are, in effect, a part of the Army of the 
United States, in that you are the sources of its 
supply. The nation is rapidly becoming a great 
system, and if this part of it were disturbed now 
it is not too much to say that that system would 
be shattered so effectively that it would take 
weeks, if not months, to répair the damage." 

Again General Crowder points out the valua- 


' tion the United States Government places on the 


work which Exemption Boards are doing when he 
says to them: joe 

“The task accomplished is scarcely one-tenth 
the importance of the task which remains before 


"you. For this great work there stands here a 
` national system called into being three months 
. and erected almost like Aladdin’s palace, in a 


night. There are nearly 15,000 members of local 


and district boards. With their assistants there 
are considerably over twice that number of per- 
sons engaged—a greater numerical force than is 
contained in a combatant division of soldiers. 

Bishop Garland in a recent conversation paid 
a high tribute to the loyal service which many 
clergymen of our Church are giving to the na- 
tion as members of Exemption Boards, and held 
to the opinion that the character of service calling 
for the shouldering of tremendous burdens and 
the making of innumerable sacrifices, placed them 
in the same relative position as the fighting units 
of the army and navy. 

It was Bishop Garland's. wish and desire that 


‘the names of such clergymen should have a place 


on the Honor Rolls with those other loyal ones 
who have.enlisted in the Nation's defense. 

That there should be “A Star for Our Vicar" 
on the Mediator Service Flag, and that his name 
should be inscribed with those others of the 
Mediator "family" who are giving of them- 
selves as soldiers and sailors and marines, was 
the unanimous decision of the Mediator War 
Work Group at a recent conference, confident 
that in doing this we were but giving voice to 
the thoughts that are in the hearts of all the other 
members of the "family."

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Tear-Bottle? 


A Sermon by the Rey. Phillips E. Osgood 
(Printed Herein by Request) 


Excavations in ancient lands have provided us 
with many quaint relics of that bygone life. 
Through each unearthed trinket one may grasp 
not only the strangeness of that life, but also 
perhaps its mental viewpoint and its humanness. 
How unchanged is the habit of mind through all 
the years! 

Among all the resurrected and symbolic bits of 
wreckage, nothing more humorous and quaint has 
come to light than the tear-bottles. Egyptian 
“fashionables” set the styles. On gold chains 
abe: their necks they hung these iridescent glass 
boi. » with the mouths so shaped that they 
fo: i cye-cups. A fit of petulance came, or a 
“peo ieneath twenty mattresses of swansdown," 
anv > the grieving poseur wept she did not for- 
gei — put the bottle first to one eye, then to the 
cti. that all the tears might be collected! The 
ful. .33 of the tear-bottle was the measure of 
one’s weepings. The tear-bottle was a cherished 
possession, an inseparable companion. 

We may be sure that those who had real work 
to do in the world and any bigness of soul with 
which to do it had no patience with such absurdi- 
ties as tear-bottles! They had no desire to meas- 
ure their hardships by the ounce! They were not 
counting up their frettings! The writer of the 
Fifty-sixth Psalm seems to have a shadow of 
scorn against such a self-softening affectation 
when he exclaims: "Put my tears into Thy bot- 
tle, O Lord." Let God do all the counting up 
of this man's grief and pains ; he himself has no 
time for that: he has a challenge of Life to an- 
swer. God will know best, and tears in God's 
bottle will not work out into self-pity, but into 
some mystic transmutation whereby sorrow shall 
be turned into peace and hardship into victorious 
character. With righteous indignation against 
the entire philosophy of existence indicated by 
the tear-bottle dangling on the silken breast of 
the spoiled and grotesque "exquisite," the healthy- 


mindedness of the truly religious man recoils! 
He knows that self-pity is the subtlest poison of 
our usual life! he will have none of it! 

The tear-bottle is the badge of self-pity. Has 
the habit disappeared? Do you and I carry a` 
tear-bottle dangling about our necks, ready to be 
unstoppered and filled when the tears begin to 
flow? (One is not speaking of great sorrows in 
themselves, of course. For a great sorrow is so 
cleansing that no self-pity can get its chance. 
There is something hallowing in the major pains 
oflife. They are birth-pains excluding anything 
but heroism. The tear-bottle cannot be the sym- 
bol of a worthy character in real agony. It may 
be acquired if the crisis of grief has not been met 
by courage, if one is tested and found wanting 
in the hour of travail. The tear-bottle stands 
only for the thought of self as to be pitied, and 
not challenged to spiritual victory.) 

Let us think a bit about self-pity. Let us look 
with eyes that can see the invisible and find 
whether a phantom tear-bottle may be somewhere 
about us, well-filled with the ounces of shed tears 
for unworthy self-ccmmiserations? The tear- 
bottle is none the less real for being invisible, 
we know. Of course, we are, most of us, far 
from the latter stages of the poison. Self-pity 
has not yet worked its ultimate works. All the 
better. May we not recognize the poison while 
it is nct too late? While. character is still pos- 
sibly to be purged of the creeping evil? What: 
are the first symptoms of self-pity's presence? 

The primary evidence of: self-pity, the first 
manifestation of its bane, is probably a misplaced 
emphasis upon hardship. Which makes the most 
impression in my mind, sorrow or joy? Am I 
as conscious of a blessing as I am of a hardship? 
T am indeed unusual if I can answer honestly 
that I ccunt up my happiness with the vividness 
of thrill that equals the vividness of opposite 
thrill about my griefs. I take my blessings for 
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granted, perhaps, but my "stabs of fate," never! 
I never get used to the things I feel ought not to 
be, whereas when things are as they should be, 
the spontaneity of appreciation soon grows dull, 
and I am prone just not to think at all about my 
good fortune. See some of the ways that indi- 
cate this unequal emphasis. They are only ex- 
amples, and yet they point in onc direction. 

In the Prayer Book is a prayer for those who 
in sickness turn to God as the Great Physician. 
We hear it used almost every Sunday. Probably 
cur hearts always stir within us at the cry of 
need for God's self-impartation. Over the page, 
however, begin the Thanksgivings, and there is 
one "for a recovery from sickness." How fre- 
quently have we heard it used? I am afraid very 
likely the prayer is unfamiliar in our ears. Why? 
Has no one that was prayed for in time of sick- 
ness been restored to health, enabled to lead the 
residue of his life in the fear of God and to His 
glory? It is hard to believe. The burial record 
does not show one-tenth the entries jn proportion 
to the prayers in sickness. Is it not a safe judg- 
ment to make that if one is sick enough to be 
prayed for he is “delivered” encugh to give grate- 
ful thanksgiving “in the presence of all (God's) 
people?" The time of grim necessity was more 
impressive than the time of returned vigor? 
There was a tear-bottle somewhere in use, one 
fears! 


Or again: I take vp a book-catalogue. Here 
and there I find books advertised with some such 
phrases as these: “A glimpse of real life." 
“Written by a master of realism.” “A grim pic- 
ture of life as it is; without sugary sentimental- 
ism to mask its realities" T know what sort of 
books I should find if T purchased such an one 
(which I very seldom do!). It would be a mor- 
bid assemblage of ugliness. The hero and hero- 
ine would be somehow abnormal; the meral at- 
mosphere would be befogged with the mist out 
of stagnant bogs and slimy gutters ; beauty would 
be relegated to the regions of the unreal; the 
whole picture would probably sum up as a mud- 
dy. littered back-alley life, with the garbage-cans 
unemptied and a drunken sot steadying himself 


by the gap-toothed fence, while the sifting rain 
made it impossible to tell whether it were before 
sunrise or after sunset! “Realism”! Heaven 
forefend! Is life truly like that? Certain other 
books say the opposite. Here are advertisements 
of "Mrs. Wiggs of the Cabbage Patch,” of “Pol- 
lyanna," and so on. The “serious” critics say 
they are only fairy-tales and “saccharine unreali- 
ties.” They are not "realism!" Do I believe 
that lie? Do you? Is only the pessimistic, the 
morbid, the unwholesome, the deformed, the gro- 
tesque, the evil real? Is idealism, and courage, 
and love, and naturalness, and normality, .and 
wholesomeness, all an hallucination? Is the 
watchword to self-conquest only a command to 
fcllow a hypnotizer into the abyss of self-loss? 
Was Jesus of Nazareth the arch-deceiver, or 
not? Js Christianity only the philosophy of fools 
who will not face LIFE as it truly exists? The 
Sooner we recognize that the estimate that real 


_life is sordid, is absolutely un-Christian and trait- 


orous to everything evolution has meant and can 
mean, the better for us! Are we tarred with that 
brush? Has the tear-bottle mastered our souls? 
We cannot glibly deny it. For only yesterday, 
when some blessing dawned cn our knowledge 
like the climbing sun of a new morning, and ex- 
istence was beginning to be radiant in its light, 
we pinched ourselves and whispered, "Is this 
only a dream? It’s too good to be true! And 
the tragedy was that we felt what we said! We 
have become convinced that the Kingdom of God 
is too good to be true! We have become profes- 
sional sceptics about life. No hero can be heroic; 
no marriage can be a new falling in love every 
hour; no mystic peace can be sane; no religious 
conviction entirely productive of Christhood in 
us! For all this is “too good to be true!” God 
forgive us our disloyalty to Him and to Life! 
Too good to be true? Who told us so? What was 
the authority for that blasphemy? The tear-bot- 
tle wearer! No one else. Shall we put the tear- 
bottle wearer over against Jesus of Nazareth and 
all the infinite army of the living God He com- 
mands? Had we realized, dear folks, what it 
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implies to say “It’s too good to be true?" Do we 
carry a tear-bottle, friends? 


There is one other "e, g." we may with profit 
consider. (There are many more, I suppose, but 
this is important.) The tawdry “fortune-teller” 
of the slums or the amateur “seer” at a bazaar 
is always sure of a hearing when she begins, “I 
can see that you have never been completely 
understood at your true value.” It flatters the 
sitter to find such penetration to his own inmost 
thoughts. He sighs to himself, "Tere's someone 
who comprehends,” and opens his heart to what 
follows. Young people coming through adoles- 
cence cry to all who will listen, “I’m not appre- 
ciated.” Less young people, too, harp on the 
thought as the days go by and existence reveals 
itself tmexpurgated of the demand for losing 


self ts id self. "Im not understood!" Sensi- 
tivernes ^as hold of the inmost fibres of char- 
acter. -cnsitiveness! It is to blame for nine- 
tenths — ihe hardships of ordinary existence. [t 
is like ': ancient Chinese torture of smearing 
a cria] with honey and laying him bound in 
an w! ii, Tf I smear myself with the honey 


of expecting others to understand me and to 
think first of my feelings, I am bound in the ant- 
hill of existence where the sharp nippings of 
those who see things only from their point of 
view leave me flayed! Sensitiveness ! Self-pity 
is worked overtime. Continually must the balm 
of tender compassion be self-applied. The abus- 
ed, victimized, harshly-used, unfairly-wounded, 
indignant self-pitier soothes his own self-esteem, 
crooning, “There, there, I understand!” The 
tear-bottle overflows with its fulness! Let.us 
beware of its worship! 

Not that there are not difficulties and sorrows, 
as has been said. But even the great causes for 
grief give no excuse for the tear-bottle, however 
much they may give reason for tears. It is an 
attitude toward life of which we are thinking; 
nothing less. The tear-bottle is a warning in the 
interests of heroism. Healthy-mindedness and 
healthy-heartedness attack life with the intention 
of victory, whatever life brings. Like Jacob 
wrestling with the angel, the cry should be, “I 
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will not let thee go without thou bless me.” Good 
Mark Tapley, for instance, shows us the essence 
of the spiritual victory of unconquerable cheeri- 
ness. Put Hamlet beside Mark Tapley, and ask ' 
which character is Christian! Hamlet, perhaps, 
with Burton’s “Anatomy of Melancholy” in his 
hands, is obsessed by the tear-bottle; Mark Tap- 
ley would hurl it from him with wrathful humor- 
ousness into the ooze of the swamps where it be- 
longs, forgotten. Or in flesh and blood annals 
put Lord Byron beside Sir Walter Scott. Both 
lame, the one grew embittered and whimpering, 
the other calmly serene and rich in all that con- 
stitutes mastery. When Byron asked Scott the 
secret of his happiness, could Sir Walter tell 
that tear-bottle-carrier anything that gave ad- 
vantage of conditions as the answer? The same 
conditions had been attacked by differing wills, 
that was all. No matter what the burden may 
be, there's a way of carrying it that makes 
strength and not weakness. The Master of Life 
Shows us how. Within His pain He found joy. 
the secret of peace. The Supreme Hero trium- 
phed because He had conquered all the treach- 
eries within the human breast. He did not whine 
about the world's not being a pleasant place in 
which to live; He saw it (as we should) as al- 
ways a possible place for character-building. He 
saw that good might ever be wrested from all 
catastrophes and accidents, that the worst of all 
worlds would be that in which there were no 
crosses to be borne. For souls would die of sheer 
inertia thus. "Blessed is he who has a hard time: 
he shall the more surely find his soul." 

The old ferryman of ancient legend tramped to 
and fro across the river-ford, carrying the occa- 
sional traveler over on his shoulders. One bitter 
day there came a little lad to the water's edge 
and asked to be carried over. The grizzled ferry- 
man lifted the boy to his back and started out 
into the current with his burden. As he went on, 
however, the weight increased. No mere child 
could weigh so heavily. The water swirled about 
the carrier's knees; the stones of the river-bed 
seemed more treacherous than ever before: the 
winter wind swept down the river, cutting like 
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a knife. The weight grew intolerable. Should 
he give up and retrace his steps or let the burden- 
pilgrim down into the sweeping stream? The 
old man set his teeth and kept ahead. His bur- 
den must be borne. That was his simple duty. 
No matter what it cost him, he must plod on. 
The further bank at last was reached. Puzzled 
at the still-growing weight, he let his passenger 
to dry earth. Lo and behold! it was the Christ 
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Whom he had ferried over; full-grown and stal- 
wart. We call the ferryman St. Christopher 
(Christ-carrier). Does he stand as symbol to 
us of the heroic carrier of burdens, which, be- 
ing carried resolutely, turn out to be the blessing 
Christ of Power? 

Or are we only wearing tear-bottles, pitying 
ourselves? God make us stop and think; and 
look to the "Strong Son of God," our Master 
and our Pattern! 


Lent 


“I do not belong to the Episcopal Church, but 
I go to the Lent Noon-day services because 
they make you sit up straight." , 

So said a young man to me as 1 met him casu- 
ally a few days ago. 

"We Presbyterians keep Lent all the year." 
This was said to me some time ago by a serious 
minded Presbyterian elder. 

Here, then, are two views on the practical side 
of the matter of keeping Lent. They do not 
decrease in value because they come from outside. 

The first view, that the observance of Lent, 
even to the limited extent of joining in a few 
extra hymns and prayers and hearing a few extra 
sermons, makes you "sit up straight," is not 
new, except in its phraseology. Lent does make 
you "sit up straight," and “stand up straight," 
and "act up straight." It furnishes a stimulus 
to the will become flaccid and unresponsive to 
the spiritual appeal; it is a straightener of con- 
duct gone-a-wandering in the by-paths of sen- 
suous desire. " 

It makes one "sit up straight” in “the far 
country" and say, "I will arise and go to my 
Father and will say unto Him, Father, I have 
sinned against heaven; and before Thee, and am 
no more worthy to be called Thy son." No, 
there is nothing new about this view. It is 
summed up for us perfectly in a slang phrase of 
the day, "to sit up and take notice." 

Notice of the soul's need, of the hunger of the 
heart, of the mercy and love of God, in a par- 
ticular time set apart for the special consideration 


of these things. The second view is the newer and 
the more important in its implications. It is 
practically expressed in this—that Episcopalians 
are a carnal lot who, most of the vear, give them- 
selves to the world, the flesh and the devil, and 
try to make amends to their conscience by giving 
six weeks of the ycar to an intensive spiritual 
exercise. "The assertion, on the other hand, that 
non-Episcopalans do not need a special Lent 
because they observe it all the year brings us to a 
pause. It is a serious charge against us and a 
considerable claim of greater consecration for 
those outside our church. Is it true? The first 
part is indubitably true, that we do need the 
special season for. soul culture. That we admit. 

Is it true that the others conduct themselves 
through all the year as we do only in Lent?, 

Statistics of attendances upon hours of worship, 
the proportions of admittances into fellowship, 
the relation of offerings to membership would be 
of help in determining, but unfortunately are not 
obtainable without a greater volume of work 
than this time of writing affords. The general 
assertion, however, may be made, without fear 
of reasonable contradiction, that in each of these 
our church compares not unfavorably with others. 
In answering any altruistic, or missionary, or 
patriotic appeal, 1 doubt if our people are far from 
the van. And “by their works ye shall know 
them." The only test that I can think of resides 
in a comparison of the personal lives and char- 
acters of the members of the different churches. 
And here, when one thinks over both the folk he 
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knows in our church and in the others, he is con- 
vinced that this test, too, results not unfavorably 
to our own. ‘The lives of those brought up under 
Prayer-Book influences know a eertain refine- 
ment and restraint not found in such degree else- 
where. It may be that the very restraint is mis- 
understood to mean indifference. I do not believe 
we are so vocal in our religious life as others, but 
l do not believe that argues less reality. Still 
waters, here, as elsewhere, may run deep. 

Said one of another church to the writer some 
time ago, “You Episcopalians produce a greater 
refinement of character than do we, but we 
produce a greater robustness of faith." 

I wonder if that be true? It would seem not 
to be so to me. Again, I believe only that we are 
less assertive than the others. We talk less easily 
about srt ial experiences. 
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But when the test of “works” comes we are 
not wanting. May it not be that the hunger of 
the soul which seeks and finds satisfaction in 
Lenten exercises is an extra hunger, which we 
know, and the others have no consciousness of? 
In the holy season we enter into extra devotions 
and experience, extra intimacies with Christ, 
which the others do not participate in because 
their training has been different. And one can 
know training in hunger, hunger of the soul as 
well as of the body. In fact, hunger for 
any food is largely a matter of training and 
habit. .Lent is a spiritual feeding time for 
the soul Let us feed in the ‘‘dear feast 
of Lent” of the good things of God, and thank 
Him ever anew for the knowledge and gracious 
privilege of it.

'Ihe Fiftieth Anniversary 


Sunde. January 27th, will be a day long to be 
remembe ' by all who participated in it. At 
eight forty-tive in the morning there was a cor- 
porate communion of the parish clergy, the 
Vestry, the advisory boards of the chapels, the 
officers and teachers of all the parish Sunday- 
schools, and the officers of all the parish organiza- 
tions, the rector being the celebrant. At ten 
o'clock there was a confirmation service, with 
chirty-seven confirmed, a corporate celebration of 
the Holy Communion and sermon, with the Rt. 
Rev. Wilson R. Stearly, D.D., Coadjutor-bishop 
of Newark, as officiant, celebrant and preacher. 

It was, as it always is, a joy to all to have 
Bishop Stearly present, for he holds a unique and 
singularly deep and individual place in our hearts. 

At two-thirty in the afternoon there was a 
rally of all the Sunday-schools of the parish. 

This was the first time in the history of the 
parish that all the schools have been brought 
together. Mr. Edward J. Cattell, the city 
statistician, delivered a eulogy on Mr. George C. 
Thomas, which was born of intimate and affec- 
tionate knowledge of his subject. Mr. Cattell 
was in his happiest and best vein and pleased all 


present. He was followed by Bishop Stearly, 
who spoke more generally of the life of the school, 
although he, too, dwelt upon the lessons of the 
life of him who was the school’s founder and 
great superintendent. All who were present will 
long remember the hour spent together in memory 
of one in honoring whom we honored our- 
selves. 

At eight o'clock in the evening there was the 
ustial anniversary service—usual and yet not 
usual—for it celebrated the rounding out of fifty 
full and blessed years of corporate life. The 
clergy of the parish were reinforced by abou a 
dozen visiting clergy; and there were five choirs 
in the procession, which was led by a “Jackie” 
in uniform carrying the national flag; with two 
marines as color guard, one on either side. At 
the top of the chancel steps the flag came to a 
halt, the two marines at attention, while the 
church choir and the clergy proceeded into the 
chancel. 

There were also a national flag and a church 
banner leading the choir of the Chapel of the 
Mediator. Again Bishop Stearly preached. 

We shall not soon forget the restrained, but 
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eloquent sermons preached on this day. by our 
former rector. They were all that could be 
desired, and as was said to him with the 'good 
nights," he had ‘‘made the day" for us. That 
the rich and blessed experiences of the day may 


be but an earnest of many, many “happy 
returns of the day" in ever increasing fruition 
in the life of our great and worthy parish, is the

Histc ; of the Parish of the Holy Apostles, Philadelphia, Pa. 


(Fifth Instalment)

The Se.. Wm. T. Capers, of Lexington, Ky., 
was eles, rector on October 28th, 1912, and 
began his ministry in the parish on Thanksgiving 
Day, November 28th, 1912. Mr. Capers, who is 
a son of the late Bishop Capers, of South Caro- 
lina, who had also served as a brigadier general 
in the Army of the Confederacy, was dean of 
Christ Church Cathedral, Lexington, Ky., and 
was born at Greenville, S. C., August 9th, 1867. 
He was educated at the South Carolina College 
and Furman University, in business from 1887 to 
1860, entered the Theological Seminary cf Vir- 
ginia and graduated in 1894 ; he has figured large- 
ly in the civic and social life of the cities in the 
South in which he has had charge of churches. 

Another Deaconess came to the church on Oc- 
tober 1, 1912. when Deaconess Helen S. Prook- 
man began her ministrations. A woman of rare 
ability and tact, with a versatility that is remark- 
able. she has made a place for herself that it 
would be difficult to fill. 

An innovation which proved to be much liked 
was introduced by Mr. Capers in the holding of 
Gospel Services in Cooper Hall on Sunday even- 


ings during Lent, the congregations numbering 
between 500 and 600, the last of the series hav- 
ing an attendance of 715. 

Much attention has always been given to the 
music, particular attention being paid to the co- 
operation of the congregation to secure hearty 
congregational worship, the choir being volun- 


.tary and recruited mostly from the large Sunday 


School. Boys’ voices were combined with the 
mixed voices of men and women and the choir 
was vested for the first time on. February IO, 
1897, but after some years’ trial it was thought 
best to use only the adults. 

The work of this voluntáry choir has been 
another evidence of the loyalty of the people of 
this church, and one of its chief glories. 

A pleasing incident in this connection was the 
recognition of the long services of the choir- 
master, Mr. George F. Bishop; who, after thirty 
vears of service, was, in April, 1913, made 
Choirmaster Emeritus. 

Mr. F. Lyman Wheeler, who succeeded Mr. 
Bishop, came to the parish from Lexington. Ky., 
and falling heir to the same loyalty of the choir, 
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households. He left the church in September, 
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has today a choir which has no superior in the 
city and few equals. 

In October, 1913, Mr. Capers was elected Mis- 
sionary Bishop of Spokane, Washington, but de- 
clined the office. However, for the second time 
within a month, he was elected to a bishopric, the 
second call being to the Diocese of West Texas, 
which elected him Coadjutor, which later he ac- 
cepted, taking his departure on May 1, 1914. 
This parish presented him with his Episcopal 
robes. 

Mr. Capers was not with the parish long 
enough to materially affect its history. When he 
left, the church communicants numbered 1541 
and the Sunday School 1144, while in the whole 
parish there were 2919 communicant members 


and there were in all the Sunday Schools 2649 
scholars and. teachers. 


On May 1, 1914, the Rev. George Herbert 
Toop, rector of St. Luke's Church, Beacon-on- 
the-Hudson, began his work as our rector. Born 
in Wiltshire, England, he came to America when 
8 years of age. His boyhood was spent in Rock- 
ville, Conn., and Providence, R. I. After his 
studies in the public schools he entered St. 
Stephen's College, Annandale, N. Y., and was. 
later graduated from the. Berkeley Divinity 
School, Middletown, Conn., but engaged in busi- 
ness a few years before entering college. In 
June, 1915, St. Stephen's College conferred upon 
him the degree of Doctor of Divinity. f 

On November 9, 1914, the Rev. Dallas Eyre 
Buzby joined the staff of the church as assistant 
to the rector. Mr. Buzby was most happy in his 
calls upon the members of the church at their ` 
homes, and has left an enduring memory in many 


1917, to accept the rectorship of St. Mary’s 
Church, Haddon Heights, N. J. 

Upon the invitation of the rector, members 
from the following churches in the Thirtieth 
ward met in Cooper Hall November 9, 1914, for 
a men’s mass meeting: Presbyterian, Bethany, 
Fourth United, Southwestern, Tabor, Eighth 
United, Seventh Reformed ; Methodist Episcopal, 
Bread Street, Christian Street ; Episcopal, Ascen- 
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sion, Holy Apostles, “For co-operative work for 
neighborhcod improvement.” Among the speak- 
‘ers were Hon. John Wanamaker, Edw. J. Cat- 
tell, and Wm. McCoach, and it is thought that 
such meetings produce a helpful spirit. 

A Missionary Mission conducted by the Rev. 
R. W. Patton, of Sewanee, was begun on March 
14, 1915, lasting all week and concluding with 
an every-member canvass on Sunday, which pro- 
duced excellent results. And in January, 1917, 
a similar mission occurred, through which many 
names were brought in for baptism; old: affilia- 
tions with the parish were renewed and many 
new pledges for the support of the parish and 
its missionary traditions were obtained.

FIFTIETH ANNIVERSARY THANK 
OFFERING 
(The Sunday-school Easter Offering) 

Our Fiftieth Anniversary is celebrated in the 
midst of a world at war. The sacrifices of pa- 
triotism are many and imperative and heavy to 
be borne. We are asked to give up our boys, 
the wonted comíorts of our life, and on every 
hand come the appeals for money to aid Ameri- 
ca's cause. I would Say no word to lessen by 
even a feather's weight our enthusiasm for that 
cause, or our generosity toward it. But there is 
another cause, the needs of which are also im- 


perative and many; another warfare which is 
even greater than the other, and with greater and 
more eternal issues at stake. It is the cause of 
God in the world. We say that a certain King- 
dom shall not rule over us; there is another 
which must rule if the world is to know its high- 
est good. It is the Kingdom of God, and it, 
too, demands sacrifice. The present destructive 
forces of the political kingdoms of the earth are 
needful, but not less needful are the constructive 
forces (aye, are they not more needful?) of the 
Kingdom of our God and His Christ. I must 
confess to a feeling of concern that the Church 
of the living God is seemingly expected today to 
play a passive part, and be subordinate to the mili- 
tary establishments. The Church's place is not 
sitting supinely upon the door-step while the street 
is fully given up to the armed forces. She, too, 
has rights upon the highway; and one asks in 
all seriousness if they be not the prior rights. 

Never was the cause of missions more ur- 
gently needed in, nor more imperatively neces- 
sary to the world than it is today. The King- 
dom ,of God must be built up though all other 
kingdoms crash to their fall. Men mus: be told 
of Christ and His redeeming love. Never was 
that message more needed than now. 

In order that our Easter offering for this 
greatest and most eternal of all causes shall not 
fall away, especially in this Fiftieth Anniversary 
year, and that we may indeed and particularly 
thus “Keep up the traditions of the past," I have 
originated as an aid and stimulus to our gener- 
osity, “The Fiftieth Anniversary Thank Offer- 
ing” plan. 

The details of which are as follows: First— 
Envelopes twelve inches by six in size, of heavy 
paper, are being distributed to either individuals 
or classes in the Sunday-school. On one side of 
these envelopes there is printed an inverted pyra- 
mid of bricks, starting at one brick at-the bot- 
tom, to represent the first year of the church's 
existence, and one brick is added to the inverted 
pyramid for each year until fifty is reached at 
the top. Second—Each brick on each envelope is 
worth cne cent, and one brick is to be marked off 
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with a cross for each penny put in the envelope. 
If ten cents be put im then ten bricks are crossed 
off, etc. When all the bricks are crossed off 
that envelope represents $12.75. Third—On the 
walls of the Sunday-school room there are two 
large framed duplicates of the envelopes, painted 
on cambric, fifteen feet by ten in size. The one 
on the right of the superintendent’s desk is for 
men and boys, and the one on the left for women 
and girls. Fourth—One full men’s or boy's enve- 
lope (worth $12.75) will color red five bricks 
on the wall on the right hand side; one from the 
women’s or girl’s will color blue five bricks on the 
left hand side. Fifth—If classes or individuals 
prefer to keep their money in their own hands 
even after they have filled their envelopes, but 
still would like to see the bricks on their side col- 
ored, the may tell Mr. Harry Churen, who has 
been ap, ed by the rector to have charge of 
the plan charge them with the amount, which 
they pro: se to pay at Easter, and he will color 
the bric. Sixth—Classes or individuals with 
money adv in hand may either turn over the 
money te Mr. Churen, or ask him to charge them 
with sui. amount, as they choose, and the bricks 
will be colored on the proper side. Seventh-— 
Any money coming to Mr. Churen will be turned 
over by him to the Parish Treasurer, Mr. Joseph 
L. Bailey. Mr. Churen, however, will keep the 
accounts of the Thank Offering, so that all the 
information will be in his hands. 

Eighth—In order to combine the patriotic ap- 
peal with the missionary appeal the rector sug- 
gests that Thrift Stamps be bought with the 
money raised, and these converted into War 
Stamps, and either turned over to Mr. Churen, 
or retained by the classes and individuals pos- 
sessing them, and the bricks on the wall colored 
for the amount represented. These War Stamps 
will be turned over to the Treasurer of the Do- 
mestic and Foreign Missionary Society as so 
much cash for such disposition as he may see fit. 

Ninth—This plan, will not interfere in any 
way with the usual Lenten Mite Boxes. Any 
money which usually goes into the mite boxes 
will go there as in the past years, and will be 


credited on the colored bricks on the wall to- 
gether with the generous sum which Mrs. 
Thomas gives each year for doubling the mite 
box offerings. or instance, if a class raises 
$25.00 in its mite boxes and this sum is doubled 
by Mrs. Thomas, the class will be credited with 
coloring $50.00 worth of bricks on the wall. 

Finally—Let us, indeed, in the words of our 
Sunday-school's great superintendent, "Keep up 
the traditions of the past." 

It would be more than a pity to fall short of 
the best effort to make the Fiftieth Anniversary 
offering a notable and worthy one.

Company "E," 111th U. S. Infantry, 
Camp Hancock, Augusta, Ga. 
November 10, 1917. 
Dear Mother and Sister: A 
I am taking advantage of a rather good oppor- 
tunity to send you a letter telling you, so far as I 


*am permitted, just about how my time is spent 


away from you. 
In the morning we get up at six o'clock and have 
breakfast at 6.30. We then drill from 7 A. M. until 


‘noon, getting our dinner at 12.30. After that we go 


out again and drill until 6 in the evening. After 
supper we clean up and wash our clothes, so you 
see we do not have so much time to ourselves. I 
might say, as the funny fellow says in the paper, 
“Nothing to do till tomorrow,” that “we have all, 
after twenty-four hours, to ourselves!" You can see 
that we do not have much time to write. 

The regiment I am in is called “The Millionaires’

Regiment" We are in winter «quarters, having 


‘board sides, a wooden floor, a door with transparent 


glass in it and also have electric lights. 

I belong to a club composed of Girard College 
boys and have just paid my dues in it, having re- 
ceived my pay from dear old Uncle Sam. We 
Girard College fellows are going to get a fund to- 
gether for a club room; we will have a pool table 
and everything in it; so don't you think it will be 
great? 

We took a two-day hike the other day, and it 
was certainly SOME hike! We were all through 
South Carolina and Georgia. 

I am gaining weight every dày, so the exercise 
must be doing me a lot of good; you wouldn't know 
me, mother. 

On Saturday mornings we certainly have some 
inspection! They inspect your gun and all your 
clothes; these all have to be washed for inspection. 
When they inspect you, all your pockets have to be 
buttoned and your shoes polished. SOME inspec- 
tion! . 

We have good eats and everything is running fine. 
We are always on the move and it is hard to get 
a good chance to write letters. I do hope we get 
a chance to go to France before:coming home. We 
are all anxious to get at the Germans good and 
hard!

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deed an ironic accident that brought the worst 
winter for years when we had least coal. The 
increasing cost of subsistence, our more-thari- 
usual thrift, the permeation oi our civil exist- 
ence by the sense of man-life lessened, the con- 
tinuous appeals for help in time of need:—how 
it all proves out our personal faith and will! 
Have we still left the power of brave cheeriness 
and of resolute optimism? I wonder! 
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I personally want the query raised by us all, 
if the winter has sapped our vitality of tempera- 
mental vigor, whether it does not find some ex- 
planation in our attitude toward the Church, or 
toward essential religion. Have we, in propor- 
tion as the situation grew hard to bear, come 
to the church with a greater honesty of purpose? 
Have we provided ourselves with the weapons 
of a spiritual preparedness? 

That is one reason why I myself cannot feel 
that the Church should curtail its services when 
the cry goes up for economy. The Property 
Committee has felt as I do: however much the 
social side of our life needs less emphasis, the 
religious, inspirational side must not yield place. 
WE CANNOT ECONOMIZE ON OPPOR- 
TUNITIES OF SOUL-SERVING WHEN 
SUCH MINISTRY IS MORE GREATLY 
NECESSARY THAN EVER. Therefore the 
Lenten Schedule has been left as hitherto. FOR 
LENT IS STRENGTHENING-TIME. And 
we all realize it. Do we not look forward to a 
more REAL Lent than ever before? Tf so, let 
us each see to it that we are not spiritual “slack- 
ers” during its days. One cannot repeat often 
enough that we must do increasingly real work 
on our religion to have it meet the tests the 
crisis brings. 

There is such a vivid and unanimous: corpo- 
rate spiritual life here at the Mediator that I 
know I am.only taking an ounce of perhaps un- 
neccessary prevention when I make bold to re- 
mind you, each, and all, that the Church is quite 
reasonable when‘ it expects everyone of us 10 
attend regularly, to sacrifice undramatically, to 
minister honestly as we have opportunity, to find 
out what faith can do for us of inward strength- 
ening, and to use that strength Christ-fashion 
for our friends. I know I am uttering YOUR 
word when I urge:—

If so, let 
us each see to it that we are not spiritual "slack- 
ers" during its days. One cannot repeat often 
enough that we must do increasingly real work 
on our religion to have it meet the tests the 
crisis brings. 

There is such a vivid and unanimous: corpo- 
rate spiritual life here at the Mediator that I 
know I am only taking an ounce of perhaps un- 
neccessary prevention when I make bold to re- 
mind you, each and all, that the Church is quite 
reasonable when’ it expects everyone of us 10 
attend regularly, to sacrifice undramaticallv, to 
minister honestly as we have opportunity, to find 
out what faith can do for us of inward strength- 
ening, and to use that strength Christ-fashion 
for our friends.

Guide them, guard them, gird them, God! 
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Self-denial 
A Sermon by the Rev. John R. Logan 


"And He said unto tliem all, If any man will come 
after me, let him deny himself, and take up his 
Cross Daily and follow me." St. Luke 9:23 Verse. 


With these words our blessed Lord extends 
a general invitation to all, not only to his chosen 
disciples but to the multitude. “He said unto 
them all" The sermon, of which we have the 
outline in the next five verses and the subject 
matter of "h was "No Cross, No Crown" 
was preach: evidently, to the masses. This 
is plain: fi the opening words of the text. 
The sermo vas evidently a hard saying, and 
no doubt g sve bitter offense to many of his 
hearers. any man will,” that is, wishes to, 
ceme afier Žv, to follow where I am going; 
let that mau be prepared to give up earthly easc 
and comfort, and be ready to bear the suffer- 
ings which will certainly come to him, if he 
struggles after holiness. This readiness to give 
up ease, this willingness to bear suffering, will 
be a matter they must remember, of every day 
experience. The terrible simile with which the 
Lord pressed his stern lesson home, was, of 
course, suggested to Him by the clear view He 
kad of the fearful end of His own earthly life. 
He therefore lays down the terms of His ser- 
vice, so that none may enter it without knowl- 
edge of its nature. Self-denial, cross-bearing 
and obedience to and imitation of Himself were 
and are the terms-by which Jesus Christ sought 
and seeks to enlist men in Ilis service. While 
his popularity was at this time on the wane, 
people flocked about Him, attracted by His holi- 
ness and curious to know more about Him. He 
offered them three attractions, self-denial, shame 
and absolute self-surrender. Unless they, were 
content with these, they could not enter His 
army; they could not be His disciples. Are not 
these three things the great tests of the sincere 
Christian today? The Saviour hardly ever said 
words whose bearing are more direct upon the 
practical work of our daily living. 7t is a 


rather bold assertion to make, but I do not hesi- 
tate to, assert that no words ever uttered by 
Christ were ever so misunderstood and misin- 
terpreted by very many men in many places and 
many ages. Christ's teaching was, that the 
earnest believer must be ready to give up any- 
thing, if it were necessary, though it should be 
a right hand or eye, that tended to obstruct him 
in his course, and that he must be ready to fulfill 
every Christian duty, however painful, and to 
Lear every burden laid upon him by the hand 
of God, though it should press upon him heavily 
and sorely, as the weighty Cross upon the poor 
victim, who bore. it to the place of doom. 

The doctrine of self-sacrifice has proved suf- 
ficient to produce many instances of the purest 
and noblest heroism that this world has ever 
witnessed. Many a time it has gained victories, 
silently won, in struggling hearts, to which 
earthly battle fields are nothing. The victory 
over our selfish selves means the severest battle, 
the greatest victory we can win. The self-denial 
then required by Jesus Christ does not lie in 
seeking needless suffering for ourselves, as is 
taught by some, but in bearing humbly and sub- 
missively what should come in the discharge of 


‘daily Christian duty. Let a man, says Jesus, 


deny himself and take up his cross—the cross 
Ged is pleased to send him and no other. Let 
him bear the sorrow allotted to him in love and 
wisdom by the Almighty, let him not tempt the 
Lord by trying to take the reins of Providence 
into his own weak hands. If we take the trails 
God sends us, and strive faithfully against the 
temptations from within and without that God 
permits to assail us, we shall find that we need 
not go out of the way to create trials for our- 
selves. At times God does sorely try those who 
are His children, but He has a great purpose 
in it all. He sends trials to test us and build us 
up unto Himself, because if rightly and properly 
borne they develop our Christian characters and 
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draw out qualities and Christian virtues that 
would never otherwise be developed. He per- 
mits the devil to tempt us. He never tempts 
man. “Let no man say when he is tempted, I 
am tempted of God, for God cannot be tempted 
with evil, neither tempteth He any man," The 
devil tempts us to yield to temptations, in order 
that he may destroy us, but the loving Father 
allows the temptations of the devil to be the 
fiery trials in order that we may realize our 
weakness and our utter helpfulness without His 
help. St. James tells us how to take the trials 
of God and the temptations of the devil which 
are some of the crosses we have to bear in this 
life: "My brethren, count it all joy when we 
tall into divers temptations, knowing this, that 
the trying of your faith worketh patience, but 
let patience have her perfect work, that ye 
may be perfect and entire wanting nothing.” 
. "Blessed," says St. James again, "is the man 
that endureth temptations, for when he is tried, 
he shall receive the crown of life, which the 
lord hath promised to them that love Him." 
The world, the flesh and the great adversary, the 
devil, are hourly seeking to mislead us, and if 
any man will come after Christ, he must deny 
himself and take up his cross daily. 

Self-denial, daily cross-bearing and an earnest 
effort to follow Jesus Christ are the main things 
as Christians we are called upon to do, not 
enly during this blessed and solemn season of 
Lent, but all the days of our life, Lent is the 
battle field, if properly observed, to prepare us 
ior the other seasons.. We are called upon to 
deny ourselves, in such a denial as will mean 
the entire surrender of our life to God, because 
such a surrender means our entrance upon life 
indeed. Human life means more than eating 
and drinking. “Is not the life more than meat? 
and the body more than raiment”. We attain 
true life when we live unto God in His holy 
service and service to others. When we present 
unto the Lord “ourselves, our souls and bodies, 
to be a reasonable, holy and living sacrifice,” as 
we say we do in the service of the Holy Com- 
munion, we must deny ourselves much. St. 
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Paul says, “I beseech you therefore, brethren, 
hy the mercies of God, that ye present your 
bodies a living sacrifice unto God, which is your 
reasonable service." What will such a surren- 
der, such a self-denial mean It will mean the 
abandonment of all that is vicious and hurtful 
to ourselves and to others. It will mean the 
avoidance of that which, in itself is not wrong, 
but will hinder others. “All things are lawful 
for me, but all things are not expedient.” “It 
is good neither to eat flesh, nor to drink wine, 
nor anything whereby thy brother stumbleth, or 


is offended, or is made weak." Such self-denial 


is the essence of charity. It will mean that the 
highest and best of your life will make you live 
not to gain but to give, and that very giviug 
will be the gaining, for the context of the text 
says, "For whosoever will save his life shall lose 
it: but whosoever will lose his life for My sake, 
the same shall save it." It will mean and it 
involves struggle and effort of the severest kind, 
Lut as we lose the earthly pleasures we gain the 
Civine approval. 

To do this, then, will bring us to cross-bear- 
ing—daily cross-bearing, nof some great thing 
which is to happen in the future; our Lord 
guarded against this when He said daily—daily 
Service, service in our various activities wherever 
cur lot to work and whatever that work may be, 
which at times becomes irksome, full of petty 
trials and vexations, daily hardships, daily re- 
sistance of private temptations. To take up the 
cross daily is to be prepared for what is most 
painful in the attempt to do our duty whatever 
that duty may be. The cross is, like all bur- 
dens, heavy, exhausting, crushing, but it is more. 
It is degrading also. It fills us with shame, it 
crushes out our pride, and all that is false in 
our darling self-esteem. It makes us think less 
well of our energies at the very time that it 
taxes them most severely. Jt says to us, "you 
must dare to face this duty," and in the same 
breath, "How poor and cowardly you must be 
tc dread it." 


Some crosses are visible. They are borne, if 
borne at all, in the sight of others. With strong 
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natures, pride sometimes comes to help con- 
science, and insidiously lends its strong aim to 
the support of the burden. But there are other 
kinds cf crosses. There are those which no 
one ever sees, perliaps never suspects. These 
are the least formidable. There is the cross of 
truthfulness, the cross of self-denial in little 
things; the crcss of humility; the cross of 
temperance. Each heart has his own cross to 
bear. To many it is the burden of holding fast 
hy God and leading a cheerful, happy life in 


the absence i hunan sympathy. To be willing 
to take «j cross is the very foundation of 
the faith « hrist. Dy this test we may meas- 


urë our o progress. No laxity in our own 
practice cac ever explain away the declaration 
of our M. vr, “He that taketh not his cross, 
and follow. me, is not worthy of me.” 

"Follow ine” what is it worth to deny one's 
self howsoever much, or to take up a cross how- 
soever hard, if it be not done in reference 
to Christ—with an express intention towards 
Christ? But to do all these things with the eye 
only to Jesus as all our righteousness and peace, 
to do them because He wishes it and as He did 
it, that He may be magnified in us, this my dear 
Chritian friends, is to obey a doctrine while we 
fulfill a command, and therefore this is in the 
spirit of the requisition to deny ourselves, take 
up the cross and follow Jesus Christ. 

Let us then, as we try to appropriate the many 
lessons that Christ teaches us through His 
church, during this Holy season of Penitence, 


Self-discipline and special devotion examine our 


To all the members of the parish, to the clergy 
and other workers, to the members of the Mother 
church, to the members cf the Memorial Chapel 
of the Holy Communion, the Chapel of St. 
Simon the Cyrenian, and the Chapel of the Medi- 
ator, he sends greeting and all good wishes for 
a bright and blessed Easter. That it may be a 
day of fulfilled spiritual desires and rich fruition 
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selves, if we have truly accepted the call of the 
Master, whether or not we are denying our- 
selves in the way we should. It might be well 
for each one to ask the question of himself, in 
what do I deny myself for Christ’s sake? It may 
be very hard for most men to find out what one 
thing, in all the manifold conduct of their daily 
life, they either do cr leave undone simply for 
Christ’s sake, and if we cannot find anything 
in which we deny ourselves already, we must 
needs resolve on something in which we may 
deny ourselves henceforward. The opportunities: 
will be abundant, in things lawful and innocent, 
and it may be gainful and honourable and in 
keeping with our lot in life; and such things a$ 
the world, by its own measure esteems to be 
necessary things; we may really try ourselves. 
Let us take up.our daily crosses and trials and 
accept them from the Hand Divine and where 
he bids us come, yea rather the way He has 
trod let us follow gladly, that the call of the 
church in this season may not be heard in vain. 
What will it mean thus to follow in His steps, 
the steps of self-denial, of daily cross-bearing, 
‘of imitation of the Christ, going about doing 
good? We are not left without an answer. He 
answers this question for us in His answer to 
Peter, who asked, “Lo, we have left all and fol- 
lowed Thee, what shall we have therefore?" 
said, “Verily I say unto you, there is no man 
that hath left house, cr parents, or brethren, or 
wife, or children, for the Kingdom of God's 
sake, and the Gospel, who shall not receive man- 
ifold more in this present time and in the world 
to come, eternal life.” i 


The Rector’s Easter Greeting 


for the soul is his hope and prayer. As helps 
toward this he would suggest a careful re-read- 
ivg of the Confirmation Service, with the thought 
to the fore of.a new dedication of self to God 
and His purposes on Easter Day. Sometimes 
we come aimlessly and carelessly to the Lamb's 
High Feast, and go away from it without ad- 
vance in spiritual experience being apparent. 
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Next he would suggest that so far as possible, 
and as a great addition to the appeal and senti- 
mental value of the service, that communion be 
made by families; it surely will be a feast of 
richer and deeper significance to us all if our 
dear ones kneel beside us. And lastily he would 
suggest if you have loved ones away this year, 
that you write to them suggesting that they, 
wherever they are, kneel at the sacred feast, if 
it be possible for them to do so, at the 
same time as do you back home, or as near there- 
to as circumstances permit. The time element 
can easily be worked out, especially: for those 
in the cantonments or navy yards at home. For 
those who are abroad or on the seas it probably 
must suffice that they make every effort to par- 

^take of the feast at some time during the day. 
This will bring us all closer together in the ties 
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of our own and the Father’s love than anything 
else we can do. 

To our members who are away from us in 
the nation’s service and on the errand of human- 
ity the rector sends his word of admiration as 
well as greeting, and he wants to assure them 
that he will bear the thought of them all to the 
throne in prayers of remembrance and interces- 
sion. lle hopes that next Easter Day will find 
them all back home. But whether our Easters 
together are to be many or few he wants to 
assure them for himself and the parish that 
their names will ever be held in high honor, and 
some part of our truest affection and respect 
will be theirs. 

That God may have us all in His holy keeping 
this Resurrection Day of His blessed Son is his 
earnest prayer. G. H. T.

In the limited space to, which this article must 
be confined much must necessarily be omitted ; 
the operations of many organizations or even 

- their names cannot be given, such as the Parish 
Association, to which for years all the others re- 
ported ; the Brotherhood of. St. Andrew, with its 
work among men and its similar organization for 
women ; the Sisterhood of St. Mary of Bethany; 
the Women's Auxiliary to the: Board of Missions, 
Mothers’ Meetings, Young Women’s Guild, Peri- 
odical Club, the literary societies, the Forum for 
Men and the Fortnightly Review for Women. 
the various musical organizations, the beneficial 
societies and numerous organizations which in 
one way or another work for the uplift of hu- 
manity. 

All these agencies, under old or new names, 
are doing their work and endeavoring to live “up 
to the traditions of the past." 

In this connection it is of interest to turn to 
the last report and note the statistics of that year:

The 
Great Judge has wisely relieved us of that re- 
sponsibility and we can safely leave that to the 
All Wise One. 

With the strong, consecrated man we have 
as rector of the parish and the loyalty of the 
members of the parish behind him, there seems 
to be every promise of a splendid future of ser- 
vice. 

The suce (ul rector of an institutional par- 
ish like Hol Apostles must be indeed a many- 
sided-raan. ome one has said of the average 
clergyman *' t he 


“W` >s more than an editor, 
Taixs more than a lawyer, 
Walks more than a post-man, 
And is paid less than a cobbler.” 


What, then, must the man be like who suc- 
cessfully manages our parish with its infinite 
details and variety of activities. To the ordi- 
nary manager who could run a business with 
four separate plants, using twenty different prop- 
erties to house them, serving as many thousands 
as this parish does, we would speak in terms of 
commendation, when to this we add the other 
gifts necessary for success here, we must accord 
admiration and lend him our best ‘gifts and 
talents when he asks their use. 

In the joy and strength of young manhood, 
mature and yet still with the vigor of youth, 
Dr. Toop has come among us, bubbling over with 
virile ability and vitality, which he uses un- 
stintedly and with honest singleness of purpose 
for the building of the Master’s Kingdom and 
the good of our souls. 


MEMORIAL CHAPEL oF ‘THE Hoty ComMUNION 

At the Diocesan Convention of 1885, a new 
departure was made in the matter of planting 
and maintenance of new church organizations, 
viz.: the Convocation System. All the territory 
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south of Walnut street and west of Broad street 
was denominated the Southwest Convocation. 

At the meeting of June Ist, 1885, the Rev. 
Henry S. Getz called attention to the need of 
missionary work in the southwest corner of the 
Convocation and a committee was appointed 
to investigate the situation. As a result of its 
report, it was resolved, that a Sunday School 
and Mission Station, under the charge of the 
rector of the Church of the Holy Apostles should 
be established. ) . 

At the meeting of October 12th, 1885, on the 
inotion of Dr. Nicholson, the first appropriation 
was made “to the Mission on Gray's Ferry - 
Road." . 

At the meeting held on June 21st, 1886, Mr. 
George C. Thomas reported that a committee 
from the Church of the Holy Apostles had two 
lots under consideration, located between Ells- 
worth and Wharton streets and Twenty-fourth 
and Twenty-eighth streets, and the church hoped 
to buy one of these lots without expense to the 
Convocation. 

On August 16th, 1886, Mr. Wm. F. Ayer, 
who had been a member of the Sunday School 
of the Church of the Holy Apostles, was en- 
gaged to take charge of the services as lay- 
reader and Superintendent of the Sunday school. 
He was at that time a student of- divinity. 

The Rev. Mr. Getz reported October 18th, 
1886, that services had been held on Sunday, 
September 26th, 1886, in McFadden's Hall, 
which had been rented at $20.00 per month. 
This hall was located at Gray’s Ferry Road and 
Carpenter streets, where at 2.30 P. M. the Sun- 
day School was organized with five officers and 
teachers and twenty-six scholars, and Evening 
Prayer was said at 4 o'clock by the clergy of 
the Church of the Holy Apostles—Mr. George 
C. Thomas playing the organ. . 

On February oth, 1887, Mr. George C. Thomas 
advised the vestry that he had purchased the 
lot at Twenty-seventh and Wharton streets, but 
in view of the fact that he proposed to erect a 
building thereon, in acknowledgment and as a 
general thanksgiving for mercies vouchsafed him 
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in the complete restoration of his son, George 
C. Thomas, Jr., from a dangerous illness. Messrs. 
Lemuel Coffin and Alexander Brown subscribed 
$1350 cach, covering payment to the owners of 
the lot. 

Messrs. George W. and W. D. Hewitt, the 
architects of the Church of the Holy Apostles, 
were commissioned to draw up the plans for the 
new building. 

For sixteen months the mission held services 
in its temporary quarters in the hall while the 
combined stone chapel and Sunday School build- 
ing at Twenty-seventh and Wharton streets was 
being built, but on Thursday evening, January 
26th, 1888, on the twentieth anniversary of the 
raother church, tlie new structure was dedicated 


` by the Rt. Rev. O. W. Whittaker, D.D., Bishop 
` óf Pennsylvania, and at the following Sunday 


evening services 160 persons were present. 

On June 16th, 1889, Mr. Ayer was advanced 
to the priesthood, being the first of a goodly 
number of young men who entered the ministry 
from the membership of the parish. 

By the summer of 1889. the Infant School 
quarters had become so cramped, that an addition 
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for its use was commenced, which was ultimately 
to be used as a chancel for the chapel. This 
was a gift from Mr. George C. Thomas. 

The work continued to grow and to provide 
means for its expansion. Mr. and Mrs. George 
C Thomas, in August, 1891, began the erection 
of the building at the corner of Twenty-seventh 
and Wharton streets to be used as a Sunday 
School and Parish Building “as a memorial and 
in affectionate remembrance of Mr. Joel Bar- 
low Moorhead and Mr. John W. Thomas, the 
loved and respected fathers of the donors.” The 
building was dedicated in the evening of Marci 
15th, 1892, by the Rt. Rev. O. W. Whittaker, 
D.D., and endowed by the donors with $6c00.co, 
the architects being the Messrs. Hewitt. 

By April, 1892, the number of communicants 
had risen to 72, while the Sunday School num- 
bered 416. 

On All Saints’ Day, November rst, 1892, the 
chapel was consecrated by Bishop Whittaker. 
On this occasion a mixed chorus choir in con- 
junction with the choir of the Church of the 
Holy Apostles rendered the music, and on Sun- 
day, November 6th, 1892, the chapel choir took 
up its work. 


THE ENLISTED MEN'S OWN SERVICES 


. The Sunday nights at “The Ship and Tent 
Club,” at Copper Hall, 23rd and Christian 
streets, have been called “The most interesting 
Sunday nights in Philadelphia. At six o'clock 
there is served a supper at which there are pres- 
ent from seventy-five to one hundred enlisted 
men. These suppers are served by different 
societies or committees of the church. After 
supper the men gather round the piano for hymns 
or songs, or smoke, or chat with the members 
of the church. At eight o'clock there is a short, 
bright, hearty service, at which the enlisted men 
themselves form the choir, do the ushering and 
take up the offering. There is an orchestra to 
lead the singing. Mr. Edward J. Cattell, the City 
Statistician, is the speaker at these services, our 
"Jay preacher," and is laying hold of the hearts of 


both the enlisted men and the others who are 
there. Following the service there is a social 
hour, at which the best speakers, elocutionists, 
singers, and musicians in the city come gladly 
to give of their services for the enlisted men. 

The men are made to feel that the Church of 
the Holy Apostles really cares for them, and 
wants not only to help them but to know them 
personally, and that latter is the element in it 
all which counts most. Away from home and 
their own circle of friends and acquaintances, 
the lads are hungry for a smile and the touch of 
a friendly hand. In return they give us- the touch 


of life from other cities (and they come from . 


all over the land and even as far as the Philip- 


pine Islands), and also an intimate knowledge — 


of the daily life of those in the service of the 
country. There is a very real family feeling in 
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these Sunday nights which is very noticeable 
and enjoyed by all. The attendance is about five 
hundred after four Sundays at the hall and give 
promise of increasing. The letters which come 
back from some of the boys who were our guests 
on Sunday nights, but who are now in France, 
attest the value in their lives of what we are 
Coing and are quite reward enough for all they 
cost of time and strength and money. To some 
of them it has brought a new understanding of 


.the Church and to many a renewal of lapsed 


loyalty. To the many who have aided so gener- 
ously in e. way to make the Sunday nights 
successful, rector is most grateful, but their 
real and sui:icient thanks is to be found in the 
hearts of : lads to whom they have been so 
willingly k’ G. H. T. 


ORVILLE S. KIDWELL 

Our first loss of life in the country's cause has 
come. The first gold star is upon our Service 
Flag. 

Sergeant-Major Orville S. Kidwell, Field Re- 
mount, No. 301, formerly a bugler of the First 
City Troop, died of scarlet fevor Thursday, 
February 7th, in the base hospital at Camp John- 
son, Jacksonville, Fla. 

Sergeant-Major Kidwell was twenty-seven. 
years old. In civilian life he was a clerk for the 
Philadelphia Savings Fund Society, 7th and 
Walnut streets. He had served three years with 
the First Regiment, N. G. P., before joining the 
First City Troop, almost on the eve cf the 
troop's departure for the Mexican border. 

Sergeant Kidwell went to Camp Hancock with 
the First City Troop. He was transferred to the 
remount station at Augusta, where he was pro- 
moted to sergeant. His wife went to Augusta 
to live while the Pennsylvania division was en- 
camped there. l . 

Two weeks ago Sergeant Kidwell was ordered 
to Camp Johnson. On his arrival there he wrote 
his wife that “a man in the squad had measles 
and the squad would be quarantined." 


It developed that he was the man suffering 
from what was first diagnosed as measles. Mrs. 
Kidwell finally learned her husband: was in the 
base hospital at Camp Johnson. She hurried 
there from Augusta, but he had died before her 
arrival. f 00 

Before her marriage Mrs. Kidwell was Miss 
Florence Dunbar. 

At the Sunday morning service following the 
death the rector interrupted the regular order of 
service, after the second lesson, and while the 
nation's flag was held by an enlisted man, with 
two of the Vestrymen, one on either side, acting 
as color guard, read in an intense silence prayers 
for those in affliction, for the nation and for vic- 
tory, then the Creed was recited as an affirmation 
of faith and trust in God. It was a heart-grip- 
ping moment, the congregation was deeply stir- 
red, and at the end of the prayers there were not 
many dry eyes. The funeral service was held 
at the home of Sergeant Kidwell's parents on- 
Tuesday, February 12, the Rev. Wm. S. Neill 
officiating. f i 

The deepest sympathy of the clergy and the 
people of the church go out to the stricken and 
Lereaved family. May they come to know 
through their sorrow a more intimate and tend- 
er companionship of Him who said, "Greater 
love hath no man than this that a man lay down 
his life for his friends." 


WHAT YOU CAN DO TO HELP WIN 
THIS WAR 

Our problem is to feed the Allies and our own 
soldiers abroad by sending them as much food 
as we can of the highest food value in the least 
shipping space. These foods are wheat, beef, 
pork, butter and sugar. 

Our solution is to eat less of these foods. All 
saving counts for victory. The Food Admin- 
istration asks every loyal American to help win 
the war by maintaining rigidly, as a minimum 
ef saving, the following program: 

Have two wheatless days (Monday and Wed- 
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nesday) in every week, and one wheatless meal 
ir every day. 

Have one meatless day (Tuesday) in every 
week and one meatless meal in every day. 

Have one porkless day (Saturday) in every 
week. 

Make every day a fat saving day (butter, lard, 
lard-substitutes, etc.) 

Make every day a sugar saving day. Expla- 
nation—Use less sugar. Less sweet drinks and 
candy containing sugar should be used in war 
time. ) . 

Use milk wisely. Explanation—Use all of 

‘the milk. Waste no part of it. The children 
must have whole milk. Use sour and skim milk 
in cooking for cottage cheese. 


` Why We Must Save Food 

To the People of Pennsylvania : 

. The men of the Allied Nations are fighting; 
they are not on the farms. The fields of both 
Allies and neutrals lack man-power, fertilizer 
and machinery. Hence, the production of food 
by these countries has steadily lessened ever 
„since the beginning of the war. 

The situation has become critical. There is 
simply not enough food in Europe, yet the sol- 
diers of the Allies must be maintained in full 
strength ; their wives and children at home must 
rot face famine; the friendly neutrals must not 
be starved ; and, finally, our own army in France 
must never lack a needed ounce of food. 

There is just one way in-which all these re- 
quirements can be met.. North America must 
furnish the food. And we must furnish it from 
our savings because we have already sent our 
normal surplus. 

We do not need to.starve our own people. 
We have plenty for ourselves, and it is the firm 
policy of the Food Administration to retain for 
cur people, by its control of exports, a sufficient 
supply of every essential foodstuff. 

The Allies ask us to meet cnly their absolutely 
imperative needs. They are restricting the con- 
sumption of their own people to the minimum 
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necessary for health and strength. They are 
controlling their food by drastic government reg- 
ulation. There is even acttial privation among 
their women and children ; there is starvation in 
Belgium. 

The Allies need wheat and meat and fats and 
sugar. They must have more of all of these 
than we have been sending, more than we shall 
be able to send unless we restrict our own con- 
sumption. We can do it without harm, for, as 
a nation, we are today eating and wasting much 
more food than we need. 

The whole great problem of winning the war 
rests primarily on the loyalty and sacrifice of the 
American people in the matter of food. It is 
tle responsibility of each individual. Each 
pound of food saved by each American citizen is 
& pound given to the support of our army, the 
Allies and the friendly neutrals. Each pound 
wasted or eaten unnecessarily is a pound with- 
held from them. 

If we are selfish or even careless, we are dis- 
loyal, we are the enemy at home.

Amen, 
MISSION NOTES 

At San Lake's Hospital for tuberculosis 
patients a 'hocnix, Arizona, the lives of many 
valuable ¿ens have been saved; cheer and 
comfort + ` consolation have been brought to 
the sick ars dying. Recently this work has been 
expanded ~ establishing Saint Luke’s in the 
Mountai: sear Prescott, for those who cannot 


bear the catreme heat of Phoenix in midsum- 
mer. Saint Luke's in the Desert, near Tucson, 
hes also been begun. It is expected to repeat 
the experience of Saint Luke's Home in its ben- 
eficent work of caring for those suffering from 
this most pathetic of all diseases. 


At the Hospital of the Good Shepherd, Fort 
Defiance, Arizona, they are making a serious 
fight against trachoma ameng the Navajo In- 
dians. It is not unusual to have a wagon drive 
into the grounds in which will be a whole family 
of little children with their blankets pulled up 
over their heads to keep out the light so painful 
to their sore eyes, and often the eyes are closed 
so that only after days of treatment can the 
lids be opened for examination. In a week or 
so the children play about the grounds and have 
a merry time, and their cheeks soon grow round 
and rosy with the regular meals of plain but 
nourishing food. 

As late as ten years ago a little child, dying 
of tubercular meningitis, naked and smeared with 
soil and paint, was thrust out of the house and 
left for five terrible days exposed to a blinding 
sand storm and cruel cold until he died. To 
such sufferers the hospital opens a veritable door 
of hope. 
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At first the Indians would have nothing to do 
with the treatment given by the white “medicine 
man.” Now they flock to the hospitals.

THE RECTOR'S LETTER 


LENT 

We observe Lent this year amidst such con- 
ditions as to lend it unusual solemnity. The 
world is suffering from the most desolating war 
that the world has ever known, and one experi- 
ences an insistent, nagging.feeling that there is 
something back of and underneath the war which 
is worse than the war, and of which the war is 


cate that, even measurably, and war will be 
done. And if nations as we know them at pres- 
ent, and all the known forms of politics and 
business must be sacrificed, and new conditions 
of life be created to bring this about, the 
sacrifice, if sacrifice it be, will be abundantly 
justified. 

Jt is a time which calls for searchings of 
heart, for sustained and quiet meditations close 
up to the heart of God, and for new appraisals 
of the meaning of Christ for the world. 

Sin is social in both the narrowest and the 
widest possible sense, social between two, social 
in a neighborhood, in a city and State and na- 
tion, and social for all the world. Because that 
is so we are all guilty, in measure, of the sin of 
world, and the only cure for sin today, as ever, 
is repentance. 
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We must win this war. That is the passion- 
ate insistence and necessity of the hour. But 
beyond that there is the other and larger con- 
flict to come, the victory over self and selfish- 
ness. ; 

Let us prepare ourselves for it, as we can 
only by unfeigned repentance for our weak ac- 
quiescence in a wrong world's wrong conditions, 
and by earnest prayer to Christ to guide our 
feet into the way. of our highest and holiest 
peace. 


THE FIFTIETH ANNIVERSARY AND 
THE EASTER OFFERING 
The Church of the Holy Apostles has had a 
wonderful fifty years of life. Into not many 
churches has there been crowded so much of 
absorbing interest and vital Christian experi- 
'ence in any such period of time. Starting with- 
out a stick or stone or place to call its own 


and with thirty-seven scholars in its Sunday . 


School it is today a parish scarcely second to 
any in the diocese and known for its good works 
all around the world. For one thing it has been 
more particularly known than any other, and 
that is for a Sunday school which was not only 
great in numbers, but great also in its spirit of 
altruistic giving. Far and away ahead of all the 
schools in the whole Church in its Easter offer- 
ing for missions, it has challenged all compari- 


‘son. 


In glad and willing but very real sacrifice it 
has set a standard of unselfishness for all to 
imitate. The fiftieth anniversary falls in a time 
when all our power of giving is taxed to the 
utmost for the vital needs of the great world 
war. And not only is our power of giving thus 
taxed to the utmost, but our power fo give is 
very materially lessened by the greatly increased 
cost of living in war times and incomes cut 
down by the absence of those who have answer- 
ed their country's call. It seems to us well nigh 
an impossible task this year to "keep up the tra- 
ditions of the past.” But this school has done 
the seemingly impossible before, especially in the 
lean years of great industrial depression. And 


one must ask the serious questions.as to our 
responsibility for the works in the kingdom of 
Christ brought into being by us in the past. Do 
not these have some right to prior claim upon 
our means? I do not say more vital, but prior 


- claims. 


The missionary cause is suffering badly to- 
day. If it falls back much further it will take 
years to build up again and cost us enormously, 
both in physical establishment and in the regath- 
ering of trained forces. And I must confess to a 
jealousy in my own heart that the fiftieth anni- 
versary year prove not unworthy of the years 
that have gone before. We are custodians of 
much and chiefly of the spirit of the founder and 
great superintendent of the school whose great- 
est earthly interest was in the spread of the 


kingdom of his Lord and Master, Jesus Christ. . 


Let us emulate that spirit and the Easter of- 
fering, be it greater or less than that of other 
years, will be a worthy one for it will be our 
best. G. H. T.

CONFIRMATION 

On Sunday, February the 17th, the Rt. Rev. 
Thomas J. Garland,.D. D., administered the 
Apostolic Rite of Confirmation at the chapel. 
We were very glad to greet the bishop and to 
receive his excellent sermon. His text was taken 
from I Cor. 3.22 and 23. 

Our class was not large this year. Nearly as 
many as were confirmed felt that they must wait 
another year. The Sunday School had few to 
contribute, all the eligibles having been previ- 
ously confirmed. The vicar thought it wise to 
press not a single soul into the class who was 
not thoroughly persuaded in his own mind. Per- 
sonally he feels that many children are urged too 
young to take this serious step, and that few 
children in these days when the family is not 
the centre of any religious helpfulness, do not 
come to the "age of discretion" at twelve years 
of age. The best results are seen in those who 
at the age of fifteen or sixteen come to Christ 
with a seriousness of mind and a devotion of 
heart that hears good fruit. We keep the con- 
verts in India waiting for three years before we 
administer baptism. Here we use a fine tooth 
comb in order to make “a record"—for our- 
sclves. 

THE RECORDS always show a sad. lack of 
real church-going because of our easy going 
methods and standards. The Vicar's method isa 
continuance of instruction throughout the year, 
assisted by supplementary reading from a loan 
library of fifteen volumes.

My Dear Parishioners: 

We are now in the midst of our Lenten. Sea- 
son, when the church is asking from and re- 
quiring more of us than at other ordinary times.

Lent so heartily. He looks forward to it as the 
climax of the year's experience, and as the mo- 
ment, too, when the demand for moral leadership 
by the congregation's help comes most near to 
some fulfilling. : 

, lt is a particularly happy coincidence that 
the Bishop's visitation usually comes at the cen- 
ter of our Lent-keeping, for it inserts into our 
unanimous thought the realization of Church 
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membership as a vital and moving power in the 
lives of individuals, and of that for which 
the whole communion stands in the life of the 
community. “Lest we forget.” It is a splendid 

' group of people which adds itself to us, this 
thirty-first of March. And may I suggest that 
your deep pleasure in the stand they are taking 
should not go unexpressed. Say to each and 
every one of the Confirmation Class sometime 
soon what it means to you personally to have his 
life-power added to that corporate life which is 
so much the source of inner vigor to you your- 
self. A 

Next to emphasis on Easter as a festival of 
the heart comes the practical matter of its ex- 
pression. The Easter Offering is such. By 
now you know very well both its object and its 
method. We are to make our offering the sum- 
ming up of our self-denial, in the form of War 
Savings for the Building Fund. The proverb 
about killing two birds with one stone comes in 
ever So pat. If we can both help the Nation 
and at the same time do our share for the Build- 
ing Fund of our splendid new church, we shall 
do wisely. 

The Canvasser's Supper comes on a date soon 
to be announced. There is still time and room for 
any who feel moved to offer their help. (All 
Canvassers are invited as the guests of the 
Finance Committee.) We hope the actual can- 
vass of the Parish will be completed in the two 
weeks preceding Holy Week. May I remind 
you the pledges are to be made in two instal- 
ments. The first payable on Easter Day and 
the second on All Saints Day. We want to 
raise at least $10,000. If any of the members 
of the congregation already have War Saving 
Certificates or Liberty Bonds of any denomina- 
tion which they care to turn over to the Finance 
Committee, as part or whole substance. of a 
pledge, it will be entirely acceptable! Patriotism 
and church loyalty combined! 

I am personally sorry to have. added to my 
handicap of Exemption Board work by the in- 
fected throat which has kept me from so much 
apparently-needed speaking and calling. But 
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things are brighter now. Exemption Board 
work is slowing down a bit and I am wistfully 
hoping that I may get back to serve the patient 
parish completely—for a while, presently. 

Holy Week and Easter bring moving thoughts 
this year. A year ago on Good Friday (accord- 
ing to the Church Year) we declared war. It 
was a symbolic coincidence. And has shown it- 
self already as absolutely true. We are enter- 
ing into the mind and joy of Christ crucified!

One wonders, nevertheless, what 
might not be brought to pass if those who are 
employed were to say, “Good Friday from twelve 
to three is for me a time when my church has 
the right to my presence. ` May I not be ex- 
cused from the office for that time?" One 
notes that for Jewish Holy Days there is no ex- 


pectation that an orthodox Jew will be anywhere.

The Vicar has heard many of his congrega-

Employers are not likely to stand in the way 
of religious observance, as any one of them 
should be able to see that the three hours’ ser- 
vice cannot strictly be had at any other time than 
from twelve to three. 


Are v ot a little apologetic about our relig- 
icas life. anyway? 

Shoui we feel embarrassed to speak its ob- 
ject mc ciy, straightforwardly and sincere- 
ly? Ar ve not within our obvious rights to 
Stress -  :rcat a moment as the hour of the 
cross? 


Try and sce! (and do not wait until too near 
the day). Can there be any sane reason why 
we should not allot inflexibly that early after- 
noon to participation in the church's commemora- 
tion of the victory that overcometh the world? 

One may be sure The Mediator congregation, 
frem its spontaneous attendance last year, will 
more unanimously vet attend this year, but for 
that increase, to start in advance will probably 
be wise.

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EDITORIAL 


No matter how the calendar may read, the 
coming oi tumn means for most of us the 
beginning o> year of work. The Summer vaca- 
tion perioc :; really a period at the end of one 
endeavor-s: nie. It marks its conclusion and 
a new star thereafter. In this frame of mind 
we come i to the privilege of church work 
for the e» ‘2g séason of self-giving. Realiz- 
ing that, se far as the influence of our own Par- 
ish goes, it is a testing and a crucial time. The 
ability of the Church at large strongly to sur- 
vive war-times and to be able to meet the in- 


evitable demand for sane spiritual authoritative- . 


ness with which presently the world will come. 
All this depends more largely than we guess 
on our working it out in the individual unit of 
the Parish. 

` And in turn, the working out and manifesta- 
tion of the authority of Christian ideals by any 
Parish depends on the entirety with which the 
individual holds himself to the same standard. 
With steady, gentle, relentlessness we must hold 
ourselves to only constructive spiritual life, and 
the complete realization of the authority of the 
Spirit in our own characters. We must be as 
sure and as sane and as Christ-minded as we 
can. We must never let ourselves slip down 
into pettiness or semi-selfishness or cowardice 
of soul in the face of iron-hard emergencies. 
We must not be burden-creaters in any degree, 
but burden-carriers. We must be Christs! By 


the indwelling life of the Christ! George Mere- 
dith says somewhere: “The curse of too much 
religion is that we come to God with our weak- 
ness, and not with our strength.” How true 
such a diagnosis is!! We ought to use God to 
strengthen ourselves, but when we have strength- 
ened ourselves by the realization of His strength, 
that is only a beginning—then we must come to 
Him at our strongest and say, "Use me for Thy 
work in the world!" To be at our strongest, 
not at our weakest in our touch with God, means, 
for instance, that our prayers will not be the cry- : 
ings and petitionings of grovelling souls, but 
that they will be intercessory and mighty by faith 
and love. It means that our standard of right- 
eousness will be the positive standard of life- 
giving, not mere colorless blamelessness. It 
means that we shall find ourselves clothed upon 
with God's life: seeing things as He sees them, 
working out His Christ-work with: Him because 
it has become our own mind and emotion, and 
will to "think God's thoughts after Him" and 
put them into action with the consciousness that 
we are God's agents. Christs in our degree. 

"God cannot do for us what we do not let 
Him do as far as possible through us." 

We will come to God, not weak, but strong. 
Together. Living Christ, so far as in us lies, 
to all our world. Through Jesus Christ. our 
Lord.

_ FIRST IMPRESSIONS, 
First impressions, and yet not exactly first 
impressions of the camp, for I had been here 


on several occasions before, but first impressions , 


in a responsible and official relation with the 
camp life. 

As the train (nearly always late) draws near 
the station one sees the miles of low barracks 
and other buildings across the fields on the right, 
while on the left is the re-mount station, where 
one sees corral after corral of horses, used prin- 
cipally for officers and cavalry training. The 
station is picketed by members of the “M. P." 
(Military Police). 

I expected to be met, but a misunderstanding 
had arisén as to the time of my arrival, and I 
was not. Attempts to hire a "jitriey" were met 


. by repeated failure; one kind of license permitted 


the bearer to do only so-and-so; another only 
so-and-so, and those who might have taken me 


.were supercilious to a degree of a.single fare, 


‘tain price within the camp limits, and by waiting ` 


when they were permitted to charge only a cer- 


a little while they might pick up six or eight 
going in a direction opposite to mine. As the 
automobile at St. George's Club (my destination) 
was out and its return uncertain, I settled myself 
to wait. I sat and chatted two hours with mem- 
bers of the military fire department in front of 
their firehouse. They had all been firemen in 
civilian life, enjoying now the same salaries as 
when at home (their respective home cities mak- 
ing up to them the difference between their pay 
from Uncle Sam and that received before), and 
as they had their board and clothes provided 
and little work to do they were in clover. 

At last a woman from the. Hostess House, at 
the suggestion of one of the firemen (I hope he 
was not tired of my company) had pity on me 


‘and took me and my bag on board her car and 


whirled away. She was most kind and gracious, 
but as her hat pins would not stay in and she 
was frequently compelled to take her hands off 


the steering wheel to push them in place, and - 


the streets were crowded with cars and big mili- 
tary trucks and the ditches were deep, and the 
car left to guide itself while the refractory pins 
were attended to, our escapes seemed to me to 
be not.only hair-breadth, but miraculous. 

However, escape we did, and guided a safe 
way through street after street lined with the 
one-story officers' quarters and executive offices 
and the two-story company barracks, with here 
and there some streets of tents. And everywhere 
khaki-clad men, white and black (twenty thou- 
sand colored troops here just now), and some 
red. The white men comprise chiefly a division 
just transferred here from Camp Cody. New 
Mexico, and a fine, vigorous, upstanding body of 
men they are. Of them I must tell you in ə 
later letter. . i 

At last we reached (my hat pin chauffeur—- 
or is it "chauffeuse"—and I) St. George's Church 
and Club House, which was to be my residence 
for the. next three months. That, as Kipling 
says, is another story, and that, too, must wait. 


You were all very good to spare me to this . 


work of the general church among her enlisted 
sons, and I expect to enjoy it &nd get much 
good, and, please God, do some good, but I miss 
my home Church and you, my home people, very 
much, and shall miss you every day until I re- 
turn to you. 


II 
.ST. GEORGE'S CHURCH AND CLUB. 


St. George's Church and Club is the center of 
the, work for soldiers stationed at Camp Dix 
which the Episcópal Church of the dioceses of 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Newark land West- 
ern New York is doing. The buildings consist 
of a church of plain, frame construction, a club, 
or hostess house, and a rectory. !The resident 
chaplain, the Rev. Karl M. Block, and his fam- 
ily and some of the other workers live at the 
rectory. The-rest of the workers live in the 
club-house. 

Some of these workers are paid, some are vol- 
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unteers, Among the latter are the Voluntary 
Chaplains, who stay three months; the house- 
mother, who stays two months, and a commit- 
tee of ladies who come from the dioceses men- 
tioned above and who stay for one week. 

The Club is situated just outside the camp, 
but has been included within the reservation by 
General Hugh Scott. 

There is a detail of enlisted men from one of 
the Depot Brigades for cleaning and policing tha 
church and club-house. 

The men come to the club in considerable 
numbers, especially at night and find there much 


amuseme and relaxation. It is open to all, 
but it is © arat that we should find our closest 
interest ii. voys of our own Church. 

The dis attract the men by hundreds, but 
the girls + always few, as we are so far away 
from the — .cs, and the accommodations here for 
an oveni stay are very limited. A girl is the 


rarest oi ail things here, and the most popular. 

The enlisted men are a fine lot of fellows for 
the most part. ‘It is a sincere satisfaction to be 
with them. 

Besides the resident chaplain and the two vol- 
untary chaplains, there are three others who 
come for two or three days each week. We 
spend every morning and afternoon, unless we 
are visiting or holding services at the Base Hos- 
pital, in looking up boys whose,names have come 
to us from the War Commission, the Brother- 
hood of St. Andrew, rectors, parents and 
friends. Yesterday we held six services at the 
hospital. In the evenings we go to the barracks 
for short services and addresses. Last night we 
held four of these and in one of them I had the 
privilege of addressing about three hundred Phil- 
adelphia boys. "When I told them I was also 
from Philadelphia and called for three cheers 
for our dear old home city they nearly raised 
the roof. 

We have supper at five-thirty to six o'clock, 
usually, so as to be able to get to the baracks 
early, and after the services are over we hurry 
back to the Club to meet and mingle with, and 
do what we can for the boys who are there. We 
get through the day's work about eleven o'clock 
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and after prayers go to bed, always thoroughly 
tired, 

Sundays are the most disappointing of all the 
days here. We have a total of two or three 
hundred of: the boys at all the church services 
instead of the larger numbers one expected. 
The other churches all have the same complaint. 
We are trying our best to remedy the matter, 
but it is difficult. The men individually all 
seem to be religious, but the church services do 
not attract them. If only I can do something 
to remedy that situation I. shall be happy. We 
held four services last Sunday; two sermons; 
both of which I delivered. 

Socially the Club is a success, and there is a 
home atmosphere about the place and a kind- 
liness of service which the lads all appreciate 
very much. Last week we addressed. over six- 
teen hundred men in the barracks and hospitals, 
so though they do not come to church we take 
the church to them. Somehow or other we must 
overcome the indifference of the army regimen 
to spiritual things, and teach the men of the 
American Army the high: idealism for which 
General Pershing calls, and which the charac- 
ter of the world conflict- demands. 


III 
THE SANDSTORM DIVISION 


'The Thirty-fourth Division is nicknamed the 
"Sandstorm" Division, becaüse it. came from 
Camp Cody, where the sandstorms are so severe 
that it is not unusual for severe illness and oc- 
casionally death by suffocation to occur from 
the severity of these storms. The dust there is 
so thick that the men have told me they fre- 
quently could not see their feet while drilling. 
Nearly every day a heavy wind came up, which 
"raised the dust" in a most unpleasant way. 

The men of this division came from Texas, 
Arizona, New Mexico, Nebraska, Kansas, Colo- 
rado and Minnesota. They are a revelation in 
fine, upstanding manhood; quite the finest lot of 
American manhood, considered physically, which 
Camp Dix has yet seen. It is not at all unusual 
to see a group of them standing together all six 
feet tall or more. 
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They very quickly - established a reputation 
as the best drilled and most soldierly division 
ever sent to the' cantonment. Many‘ of them 
were plainsmen or cowboys back home, and 
their feats of skill with the lariat are both amaz- 
ing and amusing. 


They are a little rough on the surface and. 


their language sometimes a little less chaste than 
strong, and ‘they will gamble a bit and drink a 
little when chance offers, but down in the deeps 
of their nature one can always come upon the 
pure gold of decent manhood. They have come 
from simple homes and rude surroundings, but 
they do not know the way to mean acts or the 
ultimates of indecency. In fact, they are quick 
ia response to the appeal of any true sentiment. 
They are a bit shy of giving expression to their 
religious feelings, but they nearly all ‘have a 
simple but sure faith in God and a certainty 
about the efficacy of ‘the Christ for their ulti- 
mate. good, which would shame some of the 
members of our city churches. They are clear 
of eye, open-minded, and receptive to the straight 
appeal of the gospel truth in a way which is 
quite refreshing. They play no tricks with, 
truth themselves and they expect -you to play 
none. They are quick to detect sham and pre- 
tense and do not fail to show their dislike of 
them, while they are most attentive to a straight- 
forward presentation of the truth. They very 
quickly won their way into the hearts of the 
workers at the Club and were delighted with the 
homelike atmosphere and friendliness they 


‘found there. 


They were all keenly anxious to go overseas 
to get into the “big game,” as they call it. An 
English captain, who had been with them at 
Camp Cody for five months for training pur- 
poses in the Signal Corps, said to me one Sun- 
day after service, “I believe they are the best 
soldier-material in the world.today. The peo- 
ple of England and France are going to open 


their eyes when they see them marching through . 


their streets. I pity the Germans they go 
against." 
The officers are plainer men than the officers 


we have been accustomed to in out Eastern Di- 
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visions, most of them having come up from the 
ranks, but soldiers to their finger tips. For the 
most part they have seen service on the Mexi- 
can border fora year or more. 

They are stern disciplinarians when on duty, 
but exceedingly friendly and ‘approachable to 
their men in their off-hours. An English clergy- 
man, now living in Ámerica, said to me recent- 
ly, "I believe the best hope for the future of 
America is to be found in these men of the West. 
The great cities of the East contain a polyglot 
population of Jews, Italians, Greeks, Slavs, etc., 
mixed: with the people of Anglo-Saxon ‘and 
Scandinavian blood, but these men are all of 
the best blood Europe had to give, and now in 
the second or third generation in America. Thev 
are a much better type as a whole than is to be 
found in New England, or any other of thc 
Eastern States." i 

The Influenza-Pneumonia epidemic played 
havoc with these fine lads, but of that I must 
tell you in my next letter. 


IV 
THE INFLUENZA-PNEUMONIA EPIDEMIC 


In its suddenness and severity the Influenza- 
Pneumonia epidemic fell like a blight upon the 
camp. For a few days we heard of scattered 
cases here and there, and then quickly 
hundreds fell sick each day, and at last 
the appalling total of about a thousand 
a day was reached. In the first week, 
more men died at the Base Hospital than in all 
the time since before the hospital was estab- 
lished. In three days every available bed at the 
hospital was filled. In three days more the pa- 
tients already there for other diseases were re- 
moved to other places and their beds given to 
those stricken with the plague—and it truly was 
a plague. 
corridors of the hospital wards were crowded 
with the sick. Three days after that an area of 
barracks in the camp was taken over as an ex- 
tension to the hospital. Doctors were over- 


worked to the point of exhaustion, while the - 


nurses were completely worn out and some of 


dard. d) 


In three days more the piazzas and 
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them hysterical. Never in my life havé I seen 


‘so great a devotion and supreme a sacrifice of 


self as was evidenced by these nurses and doc- 
tors. 

Everybody worked to the limit of their 
strength, from the Commandant to the buck 
private, at some sort of service for the Sick, but 
these especially emptied themselves in sacrifi- 
cial labor for the poor sick lads. And the need 
was very great and very urgent. Never has it 
been my lot to experience so deep a human need 
and so great a human affliction. The Club and 
Church were closed under the quarantine, and 


all the w =ñ, the laymen, and the families of 
the clergy «£t away. The resident chaplain, 
the Rev. <:i M. Block, the Rev. Hiram Ben- 
net, a V. iiarv Chaplain, Mr. Frank Goodall, 
the Broth: 190d of St. Andrew Secretary, and 
I ell cle:.. . to stay. and at Mr. Block's sugges- 
tion we:  inoved to the rectory together with 


the Presbyterian, the Baptist, and two'/Lutheran 
ministers, who lived at the Church Headquar- 
ters just bcyond the church. 

We had an enlisted man detailed as cook. 
Then we all threw ourselves into the work of 
the hospital, going there morning and afternoon 
and taking turns at the night duties. There we 
struggled with the situation as best we could. 
From bed to bed, from ward to ward, from row 
to row of wards we went hour aftér hour, hour 
after hour, looking into hundreds upon hun- 
dreds of poor, pitiable, frightened eyes, listening 
to gasping words and broken confessions, admin- 
istering the words of life to hungry hearts. - 

In its physical aspect one felt as if he were 
living in the lowest hell of torture and misery 
and suffering, and when the fathers and mothers 
and wives began to arrive, many of them too 
late, sorrow and broken hearts were added to the 
other horrors. Men, big strong Texans and Ne- 
braskans and men from other States, giants in 
stature, many of them, died like fleas all about 
you, after two or three days of tortured suffer- 
ing. The doctors frankly threw up their hands 
and said this is more a task for you than for us. 


Some of them who had been in the Bubonic 


Plague, Yellow Fever, Typhus and Spotted Fe- 
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ver epidemics said this was worse than any of 
them. The death rate in the pneumonia cases 
was between forty and fifty per cent. Ambu- 
lances coming to the hospitals and “dead wag- 
ons” accompanied by firing squads going from 
the morgue to the station were always to be seen 
on the streets. Nurses fell sick by tens, and 
soon the visitors began to be infected by scores 
and provision had to be made for them. 

Physically, it was horror upon horror every- 
where, with Death rampant and apparently insa- 
tiable. The morgue was choked with the dead 
and coffins were unobtainable in sufficient quan- 
tity to provide the need. 

But there was another side to it all, and that 
was a beautiful side because it was spiritual. 
Never before have I felt religion to be so vital 
a factor in life, never have I known so deep a 
hunger for the “Bread of Life.” Bed to bed, 
row upon row, ward after ward, the sick lay 
dying, some with a day of life left to them, some 
with only an hour. It was a curious feeling 
which came to the clergyman as he went here 
and there to the dying—that he and he alone 
had something real and permanent in a time 
when all about earth was slipping away and only 
death was left: As one prayed and read out of 
the Good Book and told of God and His love, 
of Christ and the Salvation He came to bring, 
a light seemed to spring up in the darkness for 
many a lad, and a quiet peace came into piti- 
able, frightened eyes. Never have I felt God so 
near to human life, never have I felt Christ so 
essential to human need. One seemed almost 
physically able to reach out and touch Christ’s 
hand and place it in that of the dying. As the 
“assurance of things unseen” filled the dying 
hearts with peace, one felt his own faith becom- 
ing a more beautiful and precious thing. 

There was this one thing, and this one thing 
only, a prayer for forgiveness, a hope through 
Christ for the beautiful life immortal, a’ reli- 
ance upon God, a rest in the great everlasting 
arms, which was of any worth. It was worth 
a lifetime of preparation to have this to bring to 
these dying boys. Scepticism and doubt must 
have fled away from any honest heart in such an. 
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hour of faith's attesting. More than all the years 
of study, such weeks as these could prepare one 
for administering the mysteries of God. One 
felt that at last he had really "seen the King in 
His beauty," seen Him at His holy task of win- 
ning the hearts of men, and whispering as of 
old, “Today thou shalt be with Me in Paradise.” 

So there was something beautiful which came 
out of the black horror, beautiful and white and 
holy. The Presence was there and all felt it, 
nurses and doctors and fathers and mothers and

A powerful and appealing interpretation of 


, what the American flag stands for was given in 


a Flag Day address delivered in June, 1914, by 
Franklin K. Lane, Secretary of the Interior. He

“I greet you again, Mr. Flag-maker," replied 
the gay voice. "I know you well You are the 
man who worked in the swelter of yesterday 
straightening out the tangle of that farmer's 
homestead in Idaho." 

“No, I am not.” I was forced to confess. 

“Well, perhaps you are the one who discov- 
ered the mistake in that Indian contract in Okla- 
homa?” 

“No, wrong again," I said. 

“Well, you helped to clear that patent for the 
hopeful inventor in New York, or pushed the 
opening of that new ditch in Colorado, or made 
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wives as well as the clergy and all who have 
gone through the crucible of suffering and ter- 
ror must needs be better and braver and truer 
men and women. If ever they hear again the fa- 
miliar words of doubt they will send thought 
back, to the side of these beds and they will smile 
the smile of a quiet assurance, for they have 
seen Christ born in the hearts of men and bring- 
ing to them the peace which passeth understand-

By September, 1893, the communicants of the 
Chapel numbered 104, and the Sunday School 
had 517 officers and scholars. 

In 1896 the Chapel became self-supporting, 
declining further aid from the Diocesan Board 
of Missions, through the Southwest Convocation. 
The communicant list this year increased to 7 54, 
and a sick diet kitchen was established, which 
Prepared a nourishing diet each day except Sun- 
day, and this was given out on order from a 
physician. 

In June, 1906, the Rev. William F. Ayer 

„asked the vestry to accept his resignation, to take 

effect August rst of that year, as he had been 
appointed to the chaplaincy of the hospital of 
P. E. Church of this diocese. 

Mr. Ayer had been in charge of the work 
from its beginning, and as the Rector the Rev. 
Nathaniel S. Thomas said: "Few men are en- 
dowed by nature and grace with the large sym- 
pathy and patient devotion to the sick and suf- 
fering within his care as Mr. Ayer." , 

In 1896 the Chapel became self-supporting, 
declining further aid from the Diocesan Board 
of Missions, through the Southwest Convoca- 
tion. : 

By October of this year the number of com- 
municants had risen to 154 and the members 
of the Sunday School about 500. Sr 

Recognizing the advantages of having the resi- 
dence of the Vicar close to his Chapel, Mr. 
George C. Thomas offered to build a vicarage 
on October 8th, 1906, and this was finished in 
1908 at a cost of $12,000. à 

The Rev. William P. Remington was elected 
Vicar on December 19th, 1906—after graduat- 
ing from the University of Pennsylvania, where 
he had distinguished himself in athletics, but 
also had kept up his church activities, he taught 
for two years in De Lancey School, and in 1902 
entered the Virginia Theological Seminary. On 


completion of his studies he entered upon his 
duties as assistant to the Rector of the Church 
of the Holy Trinity, Philadelphia. 

One of the first things he did upon coming to 
the Chapel was to organize the Men’s Club, 
which has been a splendid success. 

In the fall of 1906 there were negotiations 
between the vestries of the Church of the Holy 
Apostles and that of the All-Saints Church, 
Twelfth and Fitzwater streets, looking to the 
possibilities of consolidation, but these were 
finally abandoned. 

The neighborhood continued to grow, and the 
Chapel with it. The first year of Mr. Reming- 
ton’s ministry the confirmation class numbered 
42 persons. 

In April, 1908, Miss Fanny B. Pratt, formerly 
of St. Andrew’s, Richmond, Va., began work at 
the Chapel as the first of a number of trained 
women who have done excellent work in the 
Chapel. 

On Easter Monday, April 17th, 1911, the Rev. 
William P. Remington severed his relations with 
the Chapel, after five years of faithful, efficient 
and successful ministry, to become Rector of St. 


' Paul’s Church, Minneapolis, Minn. This mov- 


ing on to a bigger field in the Master’s vineyard, 
with its greater responsibility, was well deserved, 
and while the members of the Chapel felt keenly 
their loss, they knew it was a proper and wor- 
thy thing and wished God’s blessing on his new 
labors. 

The Rev. Alfred R. Berkeley succeeded Mr. 
Remington as Vicar on September tst, 1911. He 
had been a classmate of his predecessor at the 
Theological Seminary near Alexandria, Va.; a 
graduate also of the University of North Caro- 
lina, and for seven years had been Rector of the 
Church of the Messiah at Mayodan, N. C. 

Mr. Berkeley soon made his way into the 


hearts of the people, and being a "good mixer" - 
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gained the regards and confidence of the men, 


' young and old alike. He did a splendid work. 


It has been the custom for several years for 
young men while students of divinity to assist 
the Vicar. Many of these have been brought up 
in the Sunday Schools of the Parish. Some 
have come from outside. Among the latter was 
the Rev. W. H. Ramsauer, who in the fall of 
1915 returned to the Chapel after an absence 
and re-entered upon his work as Assistant Min- 
ister, looking particularly after the boys and

The R: Alfred R. Berkeley resigned his 
work te - sept the rectorship of St. Paul's 
Church, > . Orleans, La., one of the oldest 
and stron parishes in that State. The five 
years of =` work had welded a strong bond be- 


tween the .icar and his people, and on his last 
Sunday « them, October 29th, 1916, they filled 
the Chapsi and over 300 communed. 

On January 7th, 1917, the Rev. Herbert L. 


Hannah became Vicar. A native of Salem, N. 
J., about forty years of age, a graduate of Co- 
lumbia and the General Theological Seminary, 
New York. After graduation he was an assist- 
ant in Grace Church, New York, where he spe- 
cialized in institutional work, becoming Rector of 
the Church of the Redeemer, at Sayre, Pa., and 
for the past four years at Trinity Church, El- 
mira, N. Y., in both of which his work has been 
successful and characterized by persistent, prac- 
tical devotion, and now coming to us, bubbling 
over with zeal and energy, with his past rich 
experience he seems to be the ideal man to direct 
the big work which waits to be done. 

No one can read his article in the “Message” 
on the "Institutional or the Seven-Days-a-Week 
Church" without feeling that here is a religious, 
holy man, with a clear, practical conception of 
the work before him, when he shall "speak unto 
the children, that they .go forward,” then the 
future will seem safe. 


A Crusader 


This is the letter from a Canadian private 
soldier to his mother, written just before going 
into battle: 

“Mother, dear, your letters worry me, worry 
me considerably. It is evident that you do not 
understand, but I shall put it to you this way: 
Do you realize that Christ was the first one to 
fall in the present war? . 

“How? Well, simply this: The very princi- 
ples for which Christ gave His life are identically 
those principles for which Britain is today giving 
her life-blood. It is an old struggle and Christ 
Himself was the first martyr to the cause. We 
are fighting for principles. Right against might. 
Would the world be worth living in if might 
and might alone prevailed? 

“Therefore, mother, rather than pray that 
Harry and I should never be sent to the front, 
pray that we shall acquit ourselves like men and 
be strong for we are on duty primarily for God. 


“Don’t feel badly if you hear that we have been 
specially detailed for dangerous work. Rather 
look on it as an honor and special privilege that 
we should be chosen for special duty in uphold- 
ing the cause for which Christ laid down His 
life. If you pray for our return and only for 
our return it is selfishness. Other mothers have 
been called on to endure greater sacrifices than 
any we can endure in this war. : 

“Pray for victory, for right; pray that we shall 
be able to do our duty faithfully, and if we fall - 
in the cause of Christ, remember, mother dear, 
that ‘greater love hath no man than this that he 
lay down his life for his friends.’ 

“Personally, I don’t want to go back except 
with honor and a clear conscience of having 
done my duty. Life under any other circum- 
stances after the war would not be worth while.”

OUR FIRST GOLD STAR 
Harold Watson Knorr was our first boy to 
give his life for “his country. He died at 
Camp Wadsworth, South Carolina, Septem- 


ber 4th. While not well at the time of his . 


last writing, his death was a great shock to 
us all. 

Harold Knorr was a very manly fellow and 
won friends wherever he went. At his funeral 
the chapel where he worked was crowded. 
This speaks of the affection ^with which he 
was regarded by all who knew him. 

During his membership in this Chapel, Har- 
old was always at some post of helpfulness, 
doing his part well. And when he went to 
live in the South he soon became the Rector’s 
right hand man. ` He did not look for a soft 
place in the "big" church there, but sought 
out a mission station and gave his best en- 
ergy and love to that.

OUR CURATE AND MUSICAL DIRECTOR 
Arthur Myron Cochran was born in Charles- 
ton, S. C., September 27, 1878. He received his 
primary and grammar school education at Avery 
lustitute, in Charleston, during which latter 
years he served as a member of the choir and 
of the Sunday School Orchestra in St; Mark's 
Church. After graduation from Avery in 


June, 1896, he entered the Senior College Pre- ' 


paratory Class of Fisk University, at Nashville, 
Tenn., where while serving as organist of Hoff- 
man Hall, he remained 'for six years, finishing 
the college course of the University in 7 e, 
1901, and the music course in June, 1902. . ar- 
ing the six years of life in Nashville, Mr. ‘he 


ran was active in the mission work c tite 
Church, spending all of his Summer vac: wms 
in working at mission chapels in Sewan cnd 
Chattanooga, Tenn., under the direction of sn- 


ops Quintard and Gailor. It was Mr. Coc. in's 
privilege to develop a very intimate and pleas- 
ant friendship with the late Rt. ‘Rev. Charles 
Todd Quintard. ‘ 

After graduation in 1902, Mr. Cochran taught 
a music class in Birmingham, Ala., where, in 
April, 1903, he married Miss Sarah J. Bly, who, 
after completing the High School course of her 
home town, Haverhill, Mass., entered the Senior 


` College class at Fisk (becoming a class mate of 


Mr. Cochran) and, at the time of their mar- 
riage was teaching in St. Mark's School under 
the Rev. Mr. Brooks. In the Fall of 1903 Mr. 
and Mrs. Cochran went to Charlotte, N. C., 
where they served as Assistant Principal and 
teacher, respectively, in the St. Michael's Train- 
ing and Industrial School, under the late Primus 
P. Alston, for seven years. Upon the death of 
Rev. Alston in 1910, Mr. Cochran became Prin- 
cipal.of the school and for two years had the 
charge of both St. Michael's School and Church 
in the capacity of Lay Missionary. 

Previous to the death of Rev. Alston, Mr. 
Cochran had been entered as a candidate for 
Holy Orders by Bishop Cheshire, but the many 
duties connected with the principalship of St. 
Michael's, which he held for seven years, pre- 
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vented his making the necessary preparation for 
meeting the examinations for the Diaconate. In 
1917 the St. Michael’s Training and Industrial 
School was permanently discontinued and Mr. 
Cochran accepted the principalship of the Vicks- 
burg Industrial School, at V icksburg, Miss., un- 
der Rt. Rev. Theo D. Bratton, and at the end 
of one year’s service there resigned the princi- 
palship, passed his‘examinations for the Diacon- 
ate, being examined by the Revs.

MUSIC IN THE CHURCH : 

The prominence and great importance of mu- 
sic in the worship of the Church are universal- 
ly recognized and too much consideration of its 
nature, preparation and presentation cannot be 
given ‘to the same in order that it may 
accomplish its purpose. Occupying, as it.does, a 
place in the worship of the sanctuary next in im- 


'portance to that of the sermon, the chief object 


of the music in the service should be to lead 
the worshippers into lives of fuller consecra- 
tion. and devotion. When the preparation is 
done, as sometimes it is done, in a spirit which 
is perfunctory and thoughtless, we cannot hope 
that the hearts of the worshippers will swell 
with joy and gratitude as a “Te Deum Lauda- 
mus" is sung; nor can we hope that, led on by 
singers who seemingly may not duly appreciate 
the privilege of the service which they render, 


. will the worshippers be brought into a state of 


heart and mind which will produce in them those 
points of beautiful character which distinguish 
the real Christian—humility, gentleness, love. 
The music for a service prepared in a state of 
mind on the part of the player or the singer 
which will make him or her ever cognizant of 
the fact that the largest 'possible salary could 
never equal the privilege of the opportunity to 
serve which is his or hers, and rendered as "unto 
God" will never fail to lift men and women out 
of the commonplace things of every day life, take 
them into the very presence, as it were, of God 
and thus strengthen them for the further trials 
which will surely come. 

It is to be hoped, then, that those who lead 
in the musical phases of our church life will 
strive to realize the privilege of the service they 
render, for many a man, many a woman would 
perhaps be lost if it were not for the singing or 
even the playing of some soul-stirring tune. 

Nothing short of just this kind of prepara- 
tion and renditon of the music of the sanctuary 
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could produce in singer or worshipper the spirit 
of consecration set forth in these lives. 
“Higher than'the highest heaven, 

Deeper than the deepest sea, 

Lord, Thy love at last has conquered ; 

Grant me now my soul's desire, 

None of self, and all of Thee."

THE VICARS LETTER 
Dear, dear people of this "family" here! 

I want my first letter-word to be a personal 
witness. After the summer parenthesis, I come 
back to the Mediator family and re-discover with 
more force than ever that the things about the 
“Mediator spirit” we have been repeating are 
truer than ever! It comes upon me with a fresh 
surprise that the family-feeling and the whole- 


some realness of our mutual life is so completely 
what we have said it is! It is better to be back 
than even we thought it would be! I can tes- 
tify, for I am, with you, a re-discoverer of it 
all. Heaven help us if we grow used to blessed 
things. As Chesterton says somewhere, woe to 
the day that does not find us falling in love all 
over again with those who are dearest to us! And 
one of his whimsical books tells the story of 
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the man and wife, who, to keep their love-story 
vivid, disappeared every once in awhile from 
home and would turn up, apparently strangers 
to each other, in some odd corner of England 
and go through the whole process of first love, 
of courtship and of elopement as of old! Ina 


way, that is what vacation ought to do for us, 


if. the Mediator life is as unusual as we have 


‘thought! It ought to re-prove its valid authority 


over us. We ought to reproduce our former 
happiness of first appreciation. But not at all 
that we shall let it turn our heads. Only that 


with a daily increasing sense of „humility that ` 


we may set ourselves to be worthy of so great 
a gift by greater obligations of Christhood ful- 
filled in our sphere of influence everywhere God 
keeps us tinglingly, appreciatively, thrillingly 
humble and consecrated. 

As your minister, I have tried to give each 
season of work its key-note, upon which all the 
growing: variation of the season-harmony might 
build. It seems wiser to let our minds and wills 
dwell upon some single comprehensive motto, 
in order that co-operative unity might more 
surely ba brought about. May I review these 
key-notes of the past few years and add the 
present one? | 

At first we tried to realize a double fact of 
mutual life in the faith. “The Parish belongs to 
the Parishioners, for the Parishioners are the 
Parish." This realization has been reached. . We 
do know now that the only strong Parish-life is 
that in which each and every member bears con- 
stantly in mind that the responsibilities and op- 
portunities of the Church are not merely those 
of a specialized minority, called the ministry; 
but that, as in democracy, the individual is the 
responsible authority, and that the Parish must 
be just one large associate ministry. 

Therefore, tó the first motto, we added a sec- 
ond: "We cannot expect God to do for us what 


^"we do not let Him do as far as possible through 


» 


us." This lifts us from parasitism upon God 


to^the noble possibility of His agent-workers.. 


We are "ambassadors of Christ. We are not 
children to be watched over, guarded, guided, 
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provided for, in our childish inefficiency; but 
called upon to rise to a sense of mission, to the 
glad consciousness that God is using us to work 
His works! 

So comes the third motto, last year’s—“Mem- 
bers one of another in the body of Christ upon 
earth, His Church.” Our “togetherness” should 


be the fusion of our sense of God-agency. To- > 


gether we might make a Christ-body, animated 
by His spirit and personality. Then with war 
breaking in upon our hearts with more and more 
bewildering might, we used our “togetherness” 
just to hold tight to each other and wait until 
the sun pierced the smoke and we,: >, could sse 
to fight. When things began to be sluiner, did 
we not most of us become gra: ily aware, 
that, by a happy accident, those s: same three 
mottoes had given us a rallying ne! «f certainty 
for action? The realization th: crave the 
Church, and that its power dep. upon our 
action and thought in the crisis: the realization 
of God's dependence upon us to get Himself 
into life: the realization of the strength that 
comes for God's self-giving to the world through 
us when we apply “E Pluribus Unum,” either in 
the nation or in the Church. How it has been 
an unconscious preparation for the testing mo- 
ment! 

So the motto for this year endeavors to sum 
up all the preceding ones: “We will bring our- 
selves in strength, not in weakness, to our God." 
(Turn back to the editorial where this conclud- 
ing and containing thought has an amplified say- 
ing.) In all our work and thought together 
can this principle ‘be the back-bone reminder? 
Can we not lift ourselves by resolute purpose 
to a degree of Christhood? 


"Be strong! 

We are not here to play, to dream, to drift! 
We have hard work to do and loads to lift. 
Shun not the struggle: face it! "Tis God's gift. 
Be strong!”

BELONG! 


The worship-life of the Parish is, of course, 
its reason for existence to a certain extent. But 
the workside of its life is just as important. 
“There is no impression without expression,” 
we hear from all sides. No parishioner can be 
quite content with his or her parochial affiliation 
unless it contains the possibility of doing good in 
some constructive way. The organization of a 
parish exist to spread, not its influence, but the 
influence of Christianity. Imndividualistic work 
is at bottom not economical nor efficient; it is 
work together that has vital power. 

The various organizations of the Mediator 
parish are getting headway now. Now is there- 
fore the time to “join up” for the sake of ex- 
pressing Christian principle in action. No par- 
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ishioner ought to be unenlisted or unlisted some- 
where in the working life of the Parish. 

One realizes with grief that pettiness is some- 
times expected in organizationalism. Little of 
this will be found here and now, particularly in 
the cleansing presence of a tremendous emer- 


gency and time of self-finding. Every organi- - 


zational ideal has been modified and vitalized 
both by the immediacy of the new church and 
the patriotic immediacy of self-forgetfulness. In 
some way every organization will have its fitting 
war task to do and will relate its activities to the 
moment. ; 

That moment sounds a rallying trumpet! 
Theve is no channel through which self-giving 
may more sanely express itself than through the 
Church. The Red Cross work, its Home Ser- 
vice work, the sense of mission; all these and 
snore, get extra power and vitality when ex- 
pressed via the Church. Let the Church, there- 
iore, enlist you somehow, somewhere, according 
to your aptitudes or desires. In order that the 
Church may get the reputation it deserves that 
it has risen to the emergency! If you work 
through other agencies, but leave the Church 
agency (doing the same kinds of work for the 
same ends) without your co-operation, just bear 
in mind you have added one more example the 
anti-Church critic can use to prove the conten- 
tion that the Church is failing to meet its hour 
of opportunity. Think it over! Do! 


THE MEDIATOR SCHOOLS 

As a war expedient, the Mediator Schools are 
adapting the Christian Nurture principle with 
less grading details this coming year. The, Junior 
and Senior Schools are studying more nearly the 
same thing at the same time. This gives the 
Vicar the opportunity, by weekly meetings with 
the teachers, to work out with less expenditure 
of energy, but a maximum of effect, a consistent 
and thorough course of training. Already the 
school shows an increase of efficiency and of 
enthusiasm. It is a constant teacher-training 
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class for the teachers, and enables all scholars 
to feel "team play" more indubitably than before. 

The Christian Nurture principles have not been 
abandoned in the least; they are clearer than 
ever. But the Christian Nurture course is elas- 
tic enough to be adapted to the needs of the 
moment by simplifications here and there. 

The parents of all school pupils are urged. 
more seriously than ever to co-operate with the 
school by assistance with home assignments, by 
maintaining steadiness of attendance, by con- 
stantly expressed loyalty to the school and its 
ideals (if there is criticism, let the Vicar hear 
it first, in fairness), by occasional visiting ‘of 
the school sessions, by appearing in every way 
to think the school important in the life of the 
child. 

Surely we all realize, as never before, the 
necessity of a belief not lightly or indifferently 
held, but gripping the will and enthusiasm with 
directing command. Our children have the fu- 
ture in their hands to do with as they see fit. 
We must, therefore, see to it.as our most urgent 
task that they shall spontaneously mould that 
future according to Christian principles. And 
where may that training in Christian principles 
so constructively come as through religious edu- 
cation by the Church?

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The Church’s Mission 


John R. Logan 


“For the Son of man is come to seek and 
save that which was lost.” St. Luke 19: Io. 

The above verse is the grandest proclama- 
tion in the New Testament. They are the 
words of our blessed Lord in answer to the 
uncharitable remarks of those who had won- 
dered at His going to be “guest with a man 
that was a sinner.” 

Our Lord declares that such persons had 
only displayed their ignorance of the great 
purpose for which He came into the world. He 
had come into the world to save sinners. 

He was not ashamed to visit such people as 
Zacchaeus, and to receive them into the num- 
ber of His disciples. In short, He had come 
“to seek and to save that which was lost.” 

The context of our text is familiar Scrip- 
ture. Our Lord’s passing through the City of 
Jericho with great crowds of people following 
Him. There was in that City a man of small 
stature who was most anxious to see the Lord. 
There were difficulties in his way that pre- 
vented him from satisfying his curiosity—this 
shortness of height and the great number of 
people about our Lord. Zacchaeus overcame 
these difficulties by climbing up into one of the 
trees on the way our Lord went in order that 
he might get a good look at this man who was 
attracting so many people about Him. 

The crowd was startled when the Master 
stopped, looked up and commanded Zacchaeus 
to make haste and come down, as He was 
going to be a guest in his (Zacchaeus’) house 
that day. 


This man Zacchaeus was hated by the peo- 
ple of the City because he was head of the tax 
collectors and in their sight a great sinner, 
because he had grown rich by extortion. 


The contact between the two changed Zac- 
chaeus to a liberal Christian, returning four- 
fold all he had gotten by false accusation and 
dividing by half to the poor his honestly gotten 
wealth. We see a wealthy publican become a 


disciple of Christ, and a tax-collector trans- 
formed into a liberal Christian. Truly He 
comes to heal the sick and bind up the broken 
hearted. 


The lost, —What is it to be lost? It is to 
be outside the sphere where your highest and 
most efficient service is made possible. To be 
lost is not to find your true self, not to live 
your true life, to live a selfish life that desires 
to possess rather than to give. To be lost is 
to be a wanderer from your Father's house 
and giving yourself up to the pleasures and 
follies of the world, the flesh and the devil. 
'To be lost is to be in the power of the evil one, 
enslaved, disobedient, foolish, unwise. All 
such, Jesus Christ came into the world to seek 
and to save. None are so far away or so low 
but His love can find them and His grace can 
save them. We should never be afraid to 
maintain that Christ is “able to save to the 
uttermost,” and that the vilest of sinners may 
be freely forgiven if they will only come to 
Him with true repentance and sincere faith. 

“He that cometh to me, I will in no wise 
cast out.” 


“Look unto me and be ye saved all the ends 
of the earth.” “Behold I stand at the door 


“and knock; if any man hear my voice and open 


the door, I will come in to him and sup with 
bim and he with me." All of these quotations 
show the gracious calls of the Gospel and the 
willingness to save. Jesus Christ came to 
bring that Salvation. That is His mission and 
it is the greatest mission ever recorded and 
He the greatest Missionary that ever came 
into the world. Men have gone forth on dif- 
ferent missions—to conquer the world, to sub- 
due enemies, in search of knowledge, to explore 
distant regions and many good men have gone 
on errands of mercy, but our blessed Saviour 
came forth from heaven into the world that He 
might be able to save guilty men from their 
lost condition. 
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He is a divine-human Saviour. He is one 
who partakes both of the nature of God and 
of. the nature of man. 

He is the Mediator between God and man. 
He knows God by experience, for He is God; 
Tle knows man by experience, for He is man. 
Our text calls Him the Son of man. 

‘This Epiphany season through which we are 
passing in the teachings of His Church from 
ilis revealed word brings out the manifesta- 
tion of His divinity and humanity. He knows 
our hearts and lives as man; as God he is 
willing and able to save. His Mission is the 
Church’s Mission and you and I are the 
Church. The great Missionary enterprise of 
the Church is especially brought to us at 
Epiphany. It is the duty of every member of 
Christ’s body, His Church, to go to the 
prodigal sons of God and to persuade them to 
come home again, however far off they are. We 
must follow them to the distant country, and 


“we must refuse to come back without them. 


Yes, if we have the mind of Christ we must 
follow the wandering sheep into the wilderness 
and never rest until we find them. The mis- 
sion of Church is to seek and to save the lost. 
There are many who do not look upon the 
Church as such. They think it a place to get 
in good society, as the writer has heard some 
say (that’s true, but not the sort of society 
about which they are thinking!) a social 
clique, or an isolated group, satisfied only with 
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being in themselves with no concern or care 
for the thousands on the outside who know 
not Christ as Saviour. The Church of God is 
ine great hospital of human souls for all sorts 
and conditions of men and from which none 
are ever sent away as incurables if they adhere 
strictiy and obediently to all the rules and 
rucans of grace with a faith in the Great Phy- 
sician who never lost a case. Oh! if we only 
felt the blessedness of the Gospel to our own 
lives it would so inspire and enthuse us that 
we would never rest as long as there was one 
soul to be saved. “No one cares for my soul.” 
One man upon being invited to the house of 
God said, “It is the first time in seven years 
that any one has ever said one word to me 
about coming to Church.” In this New Year, 
when the Church during this particular time 
has one of its best opportunities to manifest 
the life and love of the Christ, be about the 
Father’s business. 

The way God is manifesting the life of His 
only begotten Son is through the lives of men. 
He has come and was manifested that He 
might destroy the works of the devil, and make 
us the sons of God, and heirs of eternal life. 
Then by letting Him work through us, giving 
back to Him the best we have of time, our 
money, ourselves, for the seeking and saving 
of others, we shall he co-workers and partners 
with Him in bringing a lost world to the feet 
of the Saviour. 


History of the Parish of the Holy Apostles, Philadelphia, Pa. 


(Tenth Installment) 
By William G. Casner 


COOPER BATTALION HALL AND 
GYMNASIUM 


Breathes there a man with soul so dead 
Who never to himself hath said, 
“This is my own, my native land.” 
—Sir Walter Scott. 


In 1898 the United States was at war with, 
Spain, and Mr. George C. Thomas was greatly 


impressed with the importance to the young men 
who might desire to avail themselves of the op- 
portunity of being instructed in the manual of 
arms. | 
He therefore invited the members of the Men's 
Bible Classes and of some of the older scholars 
of the school, to meet him on Sunday afternoon, 
May 22nd, 1898, after the Sunday School ses- 
sion. About one hundred responded, and after 
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a meeting full of interest, eighty-eight handed 
in their names, signifying their desire to avail 
themselves of the privilege. Subsequent meet- 
ings resulted in the formation of the Charles D. 
Cooper Battalion into two companies. 

- A military instructor was obtained and the 
companies drilled on alternate nights in the Gym- 
nasium, as there was not room for both com- 
panies to drill at the same time. 

Soon after, however, the use of the First Regi- 
ment Armory, N. G. P., was secured for drill, 
and both companies were trained at the same 
time, and by September the Battalion numbered 
150 men completely uniformed and equipped. 

In September, 1899, the Battalion held its first 
encampment in Fairmount Park, near Belmont 
Mansion. 

October r6th, 1899, was the date on which the 
drill floor of Odd Fellows Temple, Broad and 
Cherry Streets, was used for the first time. The 
Battalion improving rapidly, held its second en- 
campment outside the city at Milmont, Pa. 

In October, 1900, the Battalion went back to 
the Gymnasium in the Parish Building, for drill. 

At the meeting of May 6th, 1901, Mr. Thomas 
stated that he had purchased a piece of ground 
on Christian Street, below 23rd Street, having a 
rontage of 152 ft. and a depth of 75 ft., and 
proposed erecting thereon, during the summer, a 
building suitable for gymnasium and drill pur- 
poses, entirely for the use of the men and boys 
of the Parish, with the provision of the building 
being used as a hall for entertainments and other 
purposes. 

Messrs. Duhring, Okie and Ziegler were the 
architects, designing a building with a large audi- 
torium or drill room, galleries, stage and ante- 
rooms on the first floor, with billiard, locker and 
other rooms on the basement level. 

The hall was used for the first time for hold- 
ing Christmas exercises of the Sunday School, 
on December 29th, 1901, on an exceedingly 
stormy night, when nearly one thousand persons 

“were present. 
Mr. Thomas retained the ownership, but pro- 
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vided for the maintenance of the hall, which the 
Battalion began to use regularly on January 27th, 
1902. 

That the hall was of immense value to the 
community is shown from the fact that between 
December 29th, 1901, when first used, until 
March Ist, 1903, 68,309 persons had entered the 
doors. 

The Battalion continued to use the hall for 
drill and social functions, and held their en- 
campments for several years at the seaside re- 
sorts of Cape May and Wildwood, N. J., pro- 
viding not only familiarity with camp life, but 
splendid outings during the summer vacation 
time. 

So that out of the inspiration born of patrio- 
tism also came opportunities for recreation, 
health and amusement, which reached out in 
many forms to not only the people of the Church 
of the Holy Apostles, but to the community in 
the southwest section of Philadelphia. 

In May, 1910, the Church received from the 
trustees of the estate of Mr. George C. Thomas, 
the deed for the property and also a generous 
contribution from the trustees for the support 
of the hall during that year, and on May roth, 
1911, the managers of the Hall reported that 
they had closed the year entirely free of debt. 

On September 10th, 1913, the directors of the 
Hall, under whose direction the institution had 
been managed from its beginning, tendered their 
resignations, and the Rector, the Rev. Mr. Capers, 
took over the entire responsibility for the man- 
agement and finances, but at his request a treas- 
urer was elected. 

In the present war with Germany the hall has 
been of fine service in recruiting and will no 
doubt continue to be of patriotic, as well as social, 
service to the community.

municipal diseases, wherever thcy are found 
and whomsoever they happen to touch. 

I Believe that those of my people who, by vir- 
tue of their strength, cleverness or thrift, or by 
virtue of other circumstances, are enabled to lead 
cleaner lives, perform more agreeable work or 
think more beautiful thoughts than those less 
fortunate, should make recompense to me, in 
public service, for the advantages which I make 
it possible for them to enjoy. 

I Believe that my people should educate their 
children in the belief that the service of their 
city is an honorable calling and a civic duty, and 
that it offers just as many opportunities for the 
display of skill, the exercise of judgment or the 
development of initiative as do the counting 
houses and markets of the commercial world. 

Finally, I Believe in the Modern City as a 
place to live in, to work in, and to dream dreams 
in—as a giant workshop where is being fabri- 
cated the stuff of which the nation is made—as a 
glorious enterprise upon whose achievements 
rests, in large measure, the future of the race.

RECTOR’S LETTER 


The Rector’s Fifth Anniversary 


May first will mark that momentous event— 
momentous at least to the rector. For nearly 
five years now we have summered and win- 
tered together in our intimate relationship. 
I doubt if there has been a waking hour in all 
that time when, either collectively or indi- 
vidually, you have been out of my mind. I 
do not boast of this—in fact I think it has been 
a mistake. In all probability it would have 
been much better for us both and for the work 
if I could have lost myself for a time in other 
pursuits. But the fact remains as it is. The 
fve years have witnessed many changes, and 
[I hope some advance. The details will be 
taken up at a later time, and one nearer to the 
actual anniversary. 

My reason for speaking of the matter now 
is to ask you, if you wish to please me, to 
begin now to prepare to do something for me 
or for us all to signalize the anniversary. 

Since I came here we have redecorated the 
interior of the Richard Newton Building, the 
Phillips Brooks Building, the Girls’ Gym- 
nasium, the choir rooms and Cooper Hall. 
The one place we did not do is the church, 
which perhaps we should have done first of 
all. It needs going over badly, and some 
changes made, especially in the lighting. We 
should, it seems to me, get one of the church 
decorating companies to make a study of the 
interior and advise us what can be done and 
furnish estimates of cost. 

Before the interior be done there is a big 
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job to be done on the exterior. For years we 
have patched and patched the roof only to 
patch it again. The truth is that the slate on 
the church is so rotten that there is about as 
much slate broken as there is repaired each 
time repair is attempted. Before the interior 
be touched, therefore, the roof must be re- 
slated. Otherwise leaks would soon spoil our 
work inside. 

It all presents us a big task, but not too big 
for us, I feel confident, if we all enter upon it 
enthusiastically, as I hope will be done. I have 
consulted no one about the matter and only 
throw it out as a suggestion. If you feel it 
cannot be done, or might better be postponed, 
l shall try not to be too much disappointed. 

But please remember that I have had my 
hope set upon this making more worthy the 
house of our worship for all the time I have 
been here. I know you will do it if you can, 
and if you cannot I also know your disappoint- 
ment will equal mine. If the matter be pro- 
ceeded with I would suggest that a central 
committee be appointed, and then every or- 
ganization in the church be allotted a share of 
the total expense and that they in turn appoint 
committees to raise their various allotments. 
This is but a suggestment. Some other plan 
may be more feasible. If nothing be done be 
sure that I shall know it is not because you 


will not do it, but because you cannot, and T 
shall still be

NEW YEAR 


A new beginning! New, and yet not new, 
for one of the profoundest of the sayings of the 
Wise Man is that “There is no new thing under 
the Sun." There is no possible way of begin- 
ning the New Year de novo. 

The new beginning means elimination, not ad- 
dition. We drop a lot of things we have tried 


and found wanting. We do not begin the year 
with a whole set of new acts or words. 

We just make new combinations of the old 
acts and words. But that is how wisdom de- 
clareth herself. A fool could choose new be- 
ginnings, if new beginnings were possible for 
anyone. In fact it is just what a fool would be 
inclined to do. It takes sense to so take account 
oí the past as to make it serve us in the future. 

The weaker a man is the more given is he to. 
good resolutions. The strong man directs his 
attention not to his mistakes, but to his suc- 
cesses; but he does not repeat his mistakes. 
This is not to say that no resolutions should be 
made, but rather that when made they should 
be born out of the wisdom begot of past per- 
formances rather than of the vague imaginings 
of future hopes. 

The wise merchant takes stock not only to as- 
certain the amount of his goods, but to determine 
whether or no certain lines of goods are profi- 
table. Ff they are not he determines upon either 
one of three courses of action—(1) he decides 
to drop the unprofitable venture, or (2) he 
changes his method of dealing with the un- 
‘profitable line so as to insure a profit, or (3) he 
frankly accepts the situation as it is and con- 
tinues the unprofitable line of goods, making good 
the loss out of the profit in other lines. 

Of the three courses, I should think number 
two the best method of procedure, and if after 
sufficient trial it failed, I should certainly have 
recourse to number one. Number three is a bad 
plan because it is unfair to all the other lines to 
make them carry a greater burden of profit 
than they should. After a while the over- 
burdened goods will inevitably show a shrinkage 
in sales, and so less and less be able to help the 
"dead" line. 

So, it seems to me, is it in building up the 
house of life. There are certain good lines of 
conduct which up-build the character, and cer- 
tain other lines which tend to vitiate or destroy 
it. We spend far too much time in trying to 
improve bad habits. The best thing to do is to 
drop them overboard. But a word of caution - 
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is necessary just here. To have recourse again 
to the merchant. 

He would be unwise, if after dropping his un- 
profitable line. of goods he did not increase his 
stock of profitable goods so as to keep his or- 
ganization as fully employed as before. 

The difference being that now it is all profi- 
tably employed. 

So in the house of life. If we are content 
merely to put out a bad habit another bad habit is 
likely to take its place. If one is wise in the ways 
of life he puts a good habit in place of the bad 
one. Bad habits will take care of themselves if 
we fill our lives with good ones. There will be 
no room for the bad habits. Herein is all the 
philosophy of successful living. It is good opera 
we go to hear, not the bad. It is -good art we 
go to the galleries to see, not the poor. It is 
the successful merchant we buy our goods of, 
not the failure. It is the good man whose friend- 
ship we seek, not the bad. And the good any- 
thing is not the reformed bad, but the good so 
crowded full of the good that there isn’t any 
room in it for the bad. 

And so a Happy New Year to you—A Pros- 
perous, Successful and Good New Year.

VICAR’S LETTER 
My DEAR PARISHIONERS: 


A Happy and Blessed New Year to you all. 
The nineteen-nineteen youngster certainly came 
in under rainy skies, but for all that we were un- 
usually glad to see him. 

This New Year seems different from all those 
preceding. Indeed, there is something distinc- 
tive about it. Clouds of war are more than 


clouds bearing refreshing rain—let us hope that 
the former have passed away forever. 

I believe that this New Year marks the be- 
ginning of an Era. In the progress of civiliza- 
tion new visions, new gifts, new values triumph. 
Those triumphs are not always for the best. 
Militarism has triumphed, and materialism has 
had its conquests. 

But this New Year, I believe, ushers in the 
Triumph of the Spirit.

The telephone, 
cable, wireless, airship, steamer, has made all 
people neighbors. The ideal of the Spiritual is 
to make them brothers. Brotherhood is founded 
only on God’s Fatherhood. And there can be no 
Peace on Earth, Good Will Towards Men un- 
less the world is as great Spiritually as she is 
limitless in resources. And so, dear people, we 
who believe in and are striving for the spiritual, 
let us hold firm and carry on. The Spirit of 
Christ is bound to triumph. When it does it will 
usher in the new Earth—and each one of us 
can hasten the day by being true to the spiritual 
within each life—enthrone it at whatever cost, 
and it will cost something of sacrifice. 

So New Year—this is the happiness mark of 
you—the enthronement of conscience—the Tri- 
umph of the Spiritual—This is our toast to thee, 
and our wish to every child of man.

The 
total for the day was thus 114, which perchance 
at first thought might seem to be fairly good; a 
second thought, however, in the light of two 
facts, that our list of communicants about 600 
names, and second, that the Church Calendar 
marks December 25th in the following ways. 
"Double (Fast) of the First Class" and “Holy 
Day of Obligation"—makes us feel a sense of 
disappointment that more of our people did not 
come to one or the other of the celebrations. We 
earnestly hope that the time may come when it 
will be the ambition of the majority of our mem- 
bers to receive of the Life-giving and Life-sustain- 
ing Sacrament on at least the great festival days 
of the Church year. The beautiful greens in the 
decorations which were so tastefully arranged by 
the Usher's Guild contributed much to the joy- 
ousness of the day, and an inspiring sermon from 
the text which formed the message of the angels 
on that first Christmas morning, made the hearts 
of all the worshippers thrill with great joy. A 
choir of 25 voices assisted by the organ and 
violin, clarinet and trombone, made the day addi- 
tionally bright by the singing of the beautiful 
Christmas hymns, Stults’ Te Deum, Willmore's 
Jubelate Deo and Morrison’s “The New Born 
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King,’ which was used as the Offertory selec- 
tion. 

On the 26th and 27th pleasing programs of 
carols and recitations were given by the mem- 
bers and friends of the Clinic and Sunday School 
department respectively. On both of these days 
it was thoroughly delightful to see the joy of the 
little people as Santa Claus appeared to gladden 
their little hearts with presents of toys and sweets. 

On Sunday, the 29th, much of the music of 
Christmas Day was repeated at the morning 
scrvice, and at night the choir of 36 voices and 
instruments gave a pleasing rendition of E. S. 
Loreny's cantata, “The Lord's Anointed.” Many 
kind expressions concerning the work of the 
soloists and the choir as a whole have been re- 
ceived. It is not the desire of the Musical Di- 
rector to give these programs as mere pro- 
grams for the entertainment of the congregations. 
But even while that may be the case we must rea- 
lize that our hope to. lead them in acts of deep 
devotion can most fully be realized in so far as 
we give proper emphasis and enunciation to the 
various phases and words of the selection to be 
rendered. The rendition on the 29th was lack- 


ing in some of these respects and in the tendency . 


of some voices to shift from one register to 
another, singing bass sometimes and tenor some- 
times. This criticism but emphasizes the impor- 
tance of regular attendance upon the rehearsals 
in order that we may enter promptly, heartily 
and confidently into the interpretation of the 
musical motives—a thing which some of the 
soloists failed to do in this rendition. 

These criticisms will most certainly inspire us 
all to greater and more faithful effort. The 
beautiful and serious-toned Dudley Buck “Song 
of the Night" was pleasingly rendered between 
11 and r2 P. M., on Tuesday night the 31st, and 
served as a helpful preparation for the Celebra- 
tion of the Feast of the Circumcision which fol- 
lowed immediately upon the coming of the New 
Year at midnight. 'The Choir will sing selec- 
tions from the Christmas music at the Eastern 
Penitentiary on January 5th, and on the 12th of 
January, the first Sunday after the Epiphany, the 


second musical will be given, the features of 
which will be solo and duet numbers by a bari- 
tone and soprano of the choir. It is hoped that 
special musical numbers may be had on at least 
two Sunday nights in each month. The Director 
hopes to present the choir in a pleasing operetta, 
“The Pennant," on the 27th of January.

THE VICAR'S LETTER 
on 
THE PARISH ANNIVERSARY 


DEAR MEDIATOR FOLK: 


It is, of course, a great disappointment that 
we are not able to have the Consecration Service 
of the new Church for the Parish Anniversary. 


-But patience must replace the happier anticipa- 


tion that we had. 
‘The usual Parish Anniversary Service will 
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therefore occur at the “Mother Church” on the 
evening of January 26. Our own evening service 
is, as always on this Sunday, omitted. The 
Vicar and Advisory Board urge a greater at- 
tendance on the part of our congregation than 
ever before. ) 

Our Chapel is in a little different situation in 
its relationship to the Mother Parish than the 
other Chapels probably are, because a much 
greater proportion of our congregation is not 
brought up in close relationship with the Parish 
of Holy Apostles. The present Mediator Parish 
is almost entirely composed of families who have 
come to West Philadelphia not only from other 
parts of the city, but from other places. Few 
of them had known more than impersonally of 
the remarkable Parish of the Holy Apostles, un- 
til, coming to the Mediator, they discovered it was, 
in some vague way they did not at first understand, 
a Chapel of that Parish. They heard much of 
the “Mother Church” from then on, however, 
and when the new church began to rise a more in- 
timate knowledge of its implications, antece- 
dent history and associations began to move them 
to admiration and to gratitude for the present 
wonderful consummation of a parochial life in 
which they now took part. 

The theoretical objections to ‘“Chapelhood” 
that such parishioners might have held before 
they knew this relationship here soon vanished. 
For this was no subordinated mission-relation- 
ship. The Mediator and the other Chapels were 
members of a parish-family, with adult free- 
dom given for individual self-direction, with only 
a friendly helpfulness as the bond to the “Mother 
Parish," and with equipment and “sinews of war" 
provided from her to make possible strong and 
constructive work. What if the Mediator con- 
gregation had had to cut the garment of its work 
according to the cloth of its already-given sup- 
port? What if there had been no confident 
underwriting of forward venture by the Rector 
and Vestry? What if there had been no Mother- 
Church-relationship to bring to pass the new 
Church, so largely a memorial to him who has 
been called "the greatest layman of the Episco- 


M 
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pal Church?” The Chapel of the Mediator would 
have been more tentative, more handicapped, less 
able to do strong work, less attractive because of 
inability to meet the challenge of this community, 
less sure of solidity of spiritual substructure. To 
have found such complete freedom in all local 
affairs, to have such whole-hearted and confi- 
dent backing in ventures of faith (where would 
we have been this last difficult war-year with our 
necessity either of curtailing work or of keeping 
things going “as always" at the risk of deficit, un- 
tl the skies should clear?) ; to have the ma- 
chinery of adequacy put at our disposal so 
largely without our personal earnings; all this 
creates a sense of gratitude that must underpin 
all our future work. We can do so little for the 
Mother-Parish that has done so greatly for us! 
The Mother-Parish is content if we in our turn 
do good in our community ; an amount of good 
which is partly its own self-extension. For Holy 
Apostles we can do little but manifest our 
gratefulness and our loyalty. But when the op- 
portunity comes, for instance, at a Parish Anni- 
versary Service, we ought (whether as "own" or 
as "adopted" children) to render a volume of 
recognition and affection that would be tremen- 
dous! ; 

I feel this all very sincerely and movingly my- 
self as Vicar. But do we not all comprehend 
how much we owe to such wonderful encourage- 
ment and generosity as that of the Parish of the 
Holy Apostles?

CONFIRMATION 


The Vicar is desirous of knowing soon the 
names of those who are considering Confirmation 
this year. This will be the first Confirmation 
Class in the new Church. The date is therefore 
a little indefinite; but the probabilities are such 
that the Class ought to start its instruction almost 
immediately. The first meeting of those inter-

ested will be held on January 19th, immodiately 
after Sunday School (i. e, at 3.45 P. M.), to 
decide among other things the most convenient 
meeting time from then on. 

One knows there will be a splendid group al- 


together. It will be one indicative of our paro- 


chial strength. Already there are certain in- 
quiries that show an increase of desire over for- 
mer years for some who have. been "putting it 
off" some time. The new emphasis on the wit- 
ness-power of a Christian in the new era has 
come home. Even if one is already confirmed 
the fact of membership in the Church probably 
has been rediscovered in vitality of meaning. And 
now, if ever, is the time when any honest-heart- 
ed and Christian-minded person ought to "stand 
up and be counted" for Christ and His Church 
and undertake to carry a share of the associated 
ministry of witness and service thenceforth. The 
spiritual slacker has gone out of fashion even 
in the phases of life where he used to assume 
such lofty superciliousness and authority. We 
bave as a whole learned that worthwhile people 
are not neutral in such a fight of betterment. We 
enlist in the corporate army of Him who makes 
all things new with the same or even a deeper 
thrill that the soldiers of any noble cause feel in 
their souls when the bugle sounds its call, “Fall 
in" Confirmation is enlistment. Confirmation 
is mobilization of the Church Militant so far as 
new strength is concerned. It is induction into 
the living agency of the cause that makes even 
Liberty and Democracy possible—the bringing in 
of the Kingdom of God. It is a pledge of al- 
legiance. It is the putting oneself into contact 
with the central Strength. It is to be associated 
with Christ and all the mightiest spirits of earth 
and Heaven. It is to be indwelt by a life greater 
than one’s own. It is to be LIVED by God and 
Christ and the Holy Spirit,—if dedication has 
been what it ought to be. 

Think of the significance, then of that first con- 
firmation class standing before the Bishop in 
our new Church of Witness in the threshold day 
of Newness for all the world and saying the “I 
will!” that sends one forth as the agents of the 


Church Militant in'its moment of greatest and 
consummating opportunity! Can one's heart but 
be stirred!!! Can one who takes existence seri- 
ously and desires to make the one life-power the 
individual has to expend count in the history- 
re-creation which dates from the day of Victory! 


THE DIOCESAN EVERY-MEMBER 
CAMPAIGN 


The Mediator people have heard much already 
of the belief that now is the day of the Church’s 
unique opportunity. And that there should be a 
revival of responsibility and privilege on the part 
of its entire membership that the moment of op- 
portunity may not slip. That former ideas of 
Church membership must be vivified and unani- 
mously reconsecrated until we shall have more 
nearly than the world has ever known before the 
"priesthood of all believers." It is a strengthen- 
ing to that word to know that not only here and 
there does an individual diagnose the situation 
thus, but that the whole Church sees the same 
ideal for its Today. Sweeping over the coun- 
try is the wave of enthusiasm for the Church's 
unanimity of deepened faith and mission. Our: 
own Diocese enlists in the Campaign. 

The Diocesan Every Member Campaign is the 
co-operative plan of all the parishes of the Dio- 
cese to galvanize the entirety of latent strength 
within them and to bring home to each and all 
the urgency of vital participation in the work of 
the Church. The Campaign emphasizes many 
things; Church attendance, more progressive 
lcadership both on the part of clergy and laity, 
devotional life of much deeper intensity than be- 
fore, because the opportunity is greater; a greater 
working force along all lines of Christian activ- 
ity; an ennobled sense of responsibility for the 
happiness and efficiency of others at home or 
abroad; the new realization of what it means to 
be Christian! It is CHURCH MOBILIZA- 


TION! It is the vote of our Advisory Board 


that we as a parish cannot stay out! 
"There is only one word that needs to be said 
te our own congregation. Other parishes may 
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not have had the Budget basis for their work. 
There will be a part of the campaign devoted 
in such parishes to establishing what we happen 
already to have. In the literature that is sent out 
from the Church House it is only fair, therefore, 
to say to our own people who have done so 
splendidly these past few weeks, that they may 
disregard that portion of the urgency if their 
conscience is already at rest on that matter! It 
is, in fact, only on the assurance that the liter- 
ature sent out from the Church House is to deal 
almost entirely with matters of devotion and 
service, and information as to the work the 
Church is doing that the Vicar and Advisory 
Board acceded to the Bishop’s request and gave 
a copy of our mailing list. Of course, if some 
people are reached by the case for financial sup- 
port that have been unreached thus far by our 
own local presentation, well and good! BUT 
THERE WILL BE NO EVERY-MEMBER 
CANVASS IN THIS PARISH FOR FINAN- 
CIAL SUPPORT OTHER THAN THE ONE 
JUST FINISHING. ANY INDIVIDUAL 
VISITING OF PARISHIONERS THAT 
MAY COME WILL BE FOR OTHER AND 
UNREPEATED PURPOSES. Whether there 
shall be even that will depend on the decision of 
the Committee of the Advisory Board and Chapel 
Council. 

The Diocesan Every-Member Campaign be- 
gins with Christmas and finishes on March 3oth. 
It will be a gradually growing movement. It 
will tie us in increasing unanimity of desire and 
work for things most worth while. It will em- 
phasize no unrealities. It will be our corporate 
attempt to meet the amazing instant of possible 
power in the life of the nation that has come 
to test the Church to see if it is LIVING or IM- 
POTENT EXCEPT FOR THE FEW! WE 
CAN HAVE NO DOUBT OF THE ANSWER 
TO THAT TEST! 


The Vicar has been asked so many questions 
as to details of the various events of the indi- 
vidual’s Church life that he purposes each issue 
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of Te MessaGE to insert a short article on 
"Church Ways and Customs." First, on 


BAPTISM 


The Protestant Episcopal Church believes in 
Infant Baptism; although, of course, “it’s better 
late than never” and adult baptism is likewise in- 


cluded in its provisions. 


1. How soon should a baby be baptized? As 
soon as it can conveniently be brought to Church. 
The custom, however, that prevails in some parts 
of the Church of England, that this ought to be 
done before the mother can leave her home for 
the service, seems a little hard on her. She 
ought to be at the baptism of her own child, if 
she wants to be. Both as a matter of theory and 
of practice the service should be arranged for as 
soon thereafter as is possible. Theoretically, be- 
cause procrastination dulls meaningfulness. The 
theory is that the Church claims the new-born 
child as its child-member from the very first. 
Practically, because young babies are not so likely 
to be frightened as those who have begun to 
“take notice.” 

2. Sick babies, should, of course, be baptized 
at home. But the Prayer Book says that children 
baptized at home because of necessity, should 


eventually be brought to Church, that the congre- — 


gation may be present and claim the child as the 
Church’s own. 

3. The proper time for Baptism is after the 
first lesson in Morning Prayer. Baptism is one 
of the two sacraments of Christ. It should have 


as much prominence in our worship-program as 


possible. (The Second Sunday in the month is 
the best day for us at the Mediator.) But if par- 
ents shrink from the publicity of a Baptism dur- 
ing Morning Service another time may be ar- 
ranged. 

4. Sponsors. The question of sponsors is vital, 
and much underestimated. For a boy two god- 
fathers and one god-mother; for a girl two god- 
mothers and one god-father is the Prayer Book 
direction. But something more should be thought 
of than getting the few friends or relatives to 
“stand up" with the child. Every parent ought 
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to think carefully of the meaning sponsorship 
should hold. The Church asks that there shall 
be for every baptized child certain Christian in- 
dividuals (other than the parents) who shall un- 
dertake to interpret to the growing child the 
larger family-idea of the Church and to nurture 
the child into self-finding in the Church. Par- 
ents do what they do for the child "ex officio :” 
the Sponsor idea is that there shall be symbolic 
older persons always to say to the child, “See, 
there is also the bond that comes from spiritual 
affection that is not based on flesh and blood kin- 
ship, but upon the love of neighbor. The child 
must get the idea that by belonging to the Church 
he enters a still larger family than his natural 
one, and that the relationships in this larger fam- 
ily-of-faith are also deep and tender and educa- 
tive. To have parents act as sponsors is to en- 
danger this consciousness of the larger family 
of faith. But to have parents act in the ca- 
pacity of sponsors may be better than to have 
sponsors who neglect their duties to their Child- 
in-God. Thoughtless, perhaps even Church-in- 
different, possibly uncomprehending sponsors re- 
duce infant Baptism perilously near to empty 
formalism and mere social custom. 

Any god-parent-to-be should understand clear- 
ly in advance what he is to mean in the child's 
life. And if the vows of sponsorship are not 
seriously meant would such a sponsor perhaps 
better be omitted? It is more likely, however, 
that the usual trouble is simply lack of explana- 
tion, and that the kind of people one wants for 
reasons of affection will respond at once when 
it is made plain to them what they are doing and 
why. 

The Sponsors’ obligation is not complete until 
the sponsors have helped the now-grown youth to 
Confirmation. 

5. Adult Baptism. The meaning of adult bap- 
tism is almost the same as Confirmation. Baptism 
is renunciation of the unworthy: Confirmation 
is enlistnent in the worthy! Confirmation 
should closely follow Adult Baptism. If an adult 


has reached the point of allowing the spiritual 
claim of the Church on his life, the process should 
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be completed by bringing the power of Com- 
munion into his life—and at once. Adult Bap- 
tism and Confirmation are only two aspects of 
the same stand. Infant Baptism, only, requires 
the time of training,—of which the Catechism 
is the symbol. No adult is baptized as an in- 
fant is baptized, with sponsors. ‘The adult should 
come at once to Confirmation to complete his 
baptism, and to enter into the full heritage of 
“the body of Christ on Earth, His Church.” 


The ‘impressive Font in the new Church rep- 
resents this quite proper emphasis on the Sacra- 
ment of Baptism. Standing at the place of en- 
tering-in, it shows Baptism the doorway of 
Christian life. Massive, dignified and beauti- 
ful (almost a "contra-chancel") it witnesses the 
importance of Baptism, as commensurate only 
with the Holy Communion.

, It is in the latter sense that what follows ts 
written. We are accomplishing many worth- 
while things in our common parish-life, and I 
am moved to chronicle some of them. 


First, The Chapel of the Mediator. 


The building is nearing completion, and 
competent critics tell us it is one of the best 
pieces of ecclesiastical architecture in the city. 
It is a privilege to have had part in enriching 
the physical life of the church and the city; 
it is a privilege, too, to have been enabled 
through it to have memorialized the life of a 
good and true man of God. 

And as the chapel fabrics grows so grows 
its spiritual life and powers. By leaps and 
bounds the chapel life is expanding under the

Second, The Ship and Tent Club. 


After long months of arduous effort and un- 
wearied toil the club has come to great use- 
fulness.

There are twen- 
ty-four employes engaged there now, on whole 
or part time. The budget runs well over five 
thousand dollars a month. Scores of volun- 
ter helpers are busy and happy in the service 
of the club. More than all else, however, is 
the satisfaction with the club which finds ex- 
pression upon the lips of the boys who throng 
there and in their letters after they leave 
the city. 

To many a home-sick and disheartened lad 
it has spelled salvation in a time of dire need 
and peril. Every week more and more boys 
come to it, and every month its activities ex- 
pand.

to offer this great service to the homeless lads, 
for a time the city's guests, and even more 
let us thank God it had it in its heart to do it. 
It is really one of the high-lights of the his- 
tory of a parish devoted to good works. 


Third, "The Monthly Message." 


It is always worth while for a parish to 
have a paper published for its people. As a 
chronicle of events and standing notices it is 
useful. In our particular case it is a binding 
force of no little value in being a constant re- 
minder of the ties which make of all our parts 
one great parish. 

It takes time from the days of the editors 
already over-crowded, and it costs greatly in 
effort to get out the Message month by 
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month, but the eagerness with which it is 
awaited and read by those both within and 
without the parish, make it worth the cost. 
The most competent of our church editors 
has said of it that “It is in the van of all parish 
papers," and that is high praise, for there are 
many excellent parish papers in the Church. 

There are many other parts of the parish- 
life which it is in my heart to mention and to 
praise, but space forbids. 

They must find mention at another time. 
But as St. Paul saidj that he was “a citizen of 
no mean city," so let us realize, without boast- 
fulness, but in a proud humility that we are 
members of no mean parish, and thank God 
that our church-life is cast in pleasant places.

made also a new Heaven. One of the great 
values issuing from this war is a proper inter- 
est in the unseen; true we were driven to con 
template it by reason of the broken hearts ot 
multitudes—but the multitudes have accepted 
a vital belief of life after death. They now 
realize that a clear knowledge of the spirit's 
future is necessary in order to give men an in-

thy sting ? 
thy Victory?" 
—I Cor. 15:55 


destructible vigor for life. What we thini 
about death shapes living here. Those who 
have been in this struggle—the rich and poor, 
the educated and unlearned, high and humble, 
the scholar, scientist, statesman and private— 
all have accepted a vital belief of life afte: 
death. 

In every period of the world the most pow- 
erful influence upon the living present, has 
been the every day attitude of men and women 
toward dying. 

The Greeks lavished all their love and 1mag- 
ination upon present living. Their creed be- 
came the adoration of the physical. They 
scarcely gave a thought to life beyond the 
grave. Their belief in personal survival was 
vague—in a region where ghosts retained shad- 
owy individuality, and wistfully re-lived their 
earthly life—their future was a pale repetition 
of the life already lived. 

They exalted the present and debased the 
future. And the result was the civilization of 
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the sensualist. Life and death to the Greek 
was not all one part of the Great Adventure. 

Then came the reaction in the Mediaeval 
age, afterwards merging into Puritanism, Men 
depreciated everything that was physical. 
Matter was essentially evil: the body was a 
degenerate vesture of the spirit. This world 
a sordid pathway to the next. Life after death 
was the only contemplation worth while. In 
that future life there was the ideal heirarchy 
of spirit; and there all the ideals were worked 
out in detail. The result was the Mediaeval 
mind exalted the future and degraded the 
present. The dream of future glory squeezed 
all the sweetness out of present living. Life 
and death were not a continuity in the exper- 
ience of the soul. 

Once again the pendulum of man's life and 
death philosophy swung to another extreme. 
We called it the modern viewpoint. Scientific 
Agnosticism or  Materialism is the familiar 
name. It was affirmed that we knew nothing 
and could know nothing of life after death. It 
therefore denied it altogether. This view was 
as ignorant and as arrogant as'the idea that we 
can know everything. The result was sordid 
living. Everything was sordid, gross, selfish, 
brutal; it issued in a loose personal life, a sel- 
fish family life, and a debased political life. 


You see—the view of the future life in all 


ages has colored the type of living. 

The Ancients. debased immortality; the 
Mediaevals exalted it unduly; the Moderns 
and each produced a cer- 


denied it altogether 
tain type of civilization. Indeed our philos- 
ophy of death is as important as our philoso- 
phy of life. 

But now a new conception is being born. 
Christ tried to tell us of it a long time ago, 
but we have preferred to wait and to listen 
to those who have of late been nearest death 
—yea walked with death. 

We have failed to understand Jesus—but 
we have not failed to comprehend our boys. 
They marched unfalteringly to destruction— 
knew it meant the supreme sacrifice, but went 
gladly, aye with eyes aglow, with a new faith, 
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and faces lighted with a new radiance. And 
they were unafraid. 

Donald Hanky tells us of it:—“Never was. 
there such triumph of spirit over matter. One 
by one death challenged them; one by one 
they smiled in his grim visage and refused to 
be dismayed, when at last they laid down their 
lives at the feet of Christ what could they 
do but smile.” And with those smiles came 
the new wisdom concerning death. Those pre- 
mature deaths, those sacrificially offered lives 
force us to believe in the continuity of life 
and death—both parts of the Great Adventure. 

A soldier's death is always memorable. No 
country forgets her heroes. No family ceases 
to be proud of its fighting ancestors. Because 
they died for ideals. Ideals survive. And 
every soldier who dies for ideals does it with 
a sense of unity with the heroes of all times. 
Gettysburg cries, "carry on" to San Juan 
Hill; there is no gap in self-dedication to spirit- 
ual ideals. If self-preservation exists for the 
survival of something worth while, does not 
supreme self-sacrifice exist for the survival of 
something worth while also? 

That is what men are beginning to compre- 
hend. Roosevelt so lived that his life might 
express an ideal. Roosevelt’s son willingly 
died that his life might "carry on" the same 
ideal of his father. Life and death know no 
break in this philosophy of the ideal. Death 
to such heroes seems to be happiness; it is the 
beginning of something new in the unseen 
world. Giving up this present life did not seem 
a waste. They went not to dreamy shades to 
live the memories of the. past, nor to a life 
metamorphosed by miracle, nor to nothingness. 
They just sped on in the next step in the 
Great Adventure. 

And we count such men as the "Living 
Dead." Because man is not killable. Death is 
an exchange of opportunity in soul develop- 
ment. If we are deathless beings, each hour, 
each day holds some development of high des- 
tiny which transition to the land of spirit can- 
not break. If we have the right philosophy of 
death, then life becomes a glad adventure, 
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each hour of which has a new sublimity, no 
matter where that adventure leads, and no 
matter what that adventure has in store for our 
mortal bodies. 

Our dying soldiers forced this new wisdom 
concerning death upon us. This view is that 
the philosophy of life and the philosophy of 
death are one philosophy—they are not two 
separate things. Just as intellect, feeling and 
will are all one in the streams of consciousness 
and not three things, so life and death are one 
in the Great Adventure of the soul. 

The sonnet of an American boy reveals the 
new wisdom. 

"I feared the lonely dead and turned away 

From thought of sombre death, and endless 

night ; 
But now my nights are filled with flowered 
dreams à 

Of singing warriors, beautiful and young; 
Strong men and boys within whose eyes there 

gleams 

The triumph song of worlds unknown, un- 

sung. 

Grim death has vanished, leaving in its stead 

The shining glory of the LIVING DEAD.” 
The living dead. 


You see, those boys left home electric with 
a new vision of life; we saw them in life and 
we never saw them die. To us they live. Our 
minds cannot and our hearts will not believe 
them anything less than the living dead. 

No one can see a child die and believe that 
its arrested and unfinished life has no continu- 
ing. So that the soldier’s unfulfilled life we 
believe also goes.on. That is the way they 
felt as they turned death to victory. We 
cannot count them dead, for their souls cry 
as did our fathers at Gettysburg “Carry on.” 

You see what I mean by, this new wisdom 
concerning death. Universal sorrow has pro 
duced a new moral earnestness. The problem 
of death has become the supreme one to 
millions, and to those millions at the same time. 
A world’s immense yearning convinces us that 
men do survive, that heroic self-sacrifice is 


not a delusion, and that great lives unfinished 
on this earth, have a task in that unseen future. 
So many have suffered that they are not 
longer willing to deny spiritual faculties. It 
is a revolt from the crass Materialism of the 
last generation. Neither Ancient nor Mod- 
ern thought can longer convince us that we 
have no soul, when we feel it suffer so intensely. 
Man must have some ease from grief. 
Delusions do not long satisfy. 


In former days we evaded death; we tried 


.to forget dying; we shunned the great univer- 


sal fact of a continuing activity beyond the 
souls habitation of a body robed in flesh. We 
ate, drank, plunged into all sorts of activity— 
and tried to forget. There has never been 
much Communion of Saints. The Doctors 
were the greatest false teachers of this cursed 
delusion. These. materialists are the false 
teachers now. They seal the lips of wives and 
mothers, and husbands and fathers, though 
they know that the loved one is dying. They 
hush the human heart in its last hours, when 
the heroic might shine with a resplendent mes. 
sage to those Who remain. They fear that to 
speak of death and the going to the higher life 
might interfere with their Materia Medica. 
They want men and women to go to the great 
beyond in a drugged stupor, rather than face it 
with bravery, and words of encouragement for 
the loved ones who remain. The medical pro- 
lession, as a whole, are materialists. They 
have deluded themselves that they are min- 
isters of humanity in substituting their prac- 
tice for'the worship of their God. The ragged 
excuse that they offer for neglect for the spir- 
itual obligation to organized religion, does not 
impress me. But this poisonious false-philos- 
ophy has deluded the ignorant. But since the 
war-multitudes have reordered their lives on 
the belief of immortality—the LIVING 
DEAD. 

But you say—that is the oldest fact upon 
the earth—at least as old as the Resurrection. 
There is nothing new about it, that Christian- 
ity has preached it for centuries. 
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Yes, that is true. The newness of it all is 
the new attitude of men towards it. To one 
man who lived as though he believed in it four 
years ago, there are thousands of men who 
do so today. ITS NEWNESS IS ONE OF 
ARR RUDE 

Immortality is now a practical issue for this 
life and a potent force for present living. Life 
and death are no longer two things. They 
are one. 

Immortality has never been before much of a 


force in every day living. It was a theory for 


the future. It had no relation to life here. 
It took the destruction of millions of lives to 
interpret death in terms of present day living. 

Men now are living as if immortality were 
true. No, there is nothing new in the idea— 
EXCEPT that men order their lives and daily 
conduct as if all the deeds of this life were a 
part of their immortality; and life has become 
nobler in the process. 

This new wisdom concerning death has en- 
nobled life. It has taken the paralysis out of 
life's bereavement. Above all human madness, 
man carries eternity in his soul. At last no 
earthly’ tragedies can destroy the deathless 
privileges of friendship nor of family affection. 
Death does not destroy them, nay it does not 
wholly interrupt them. And this possession 
of the truth takes the sting out of death, and 
victory out of the grave. 

This new wisdom of death teaches us not to 
be afraid to look into the face of God. Death 
in the past has filled us with the shudders of 
the superstitious. We have been afraid of the 
life of the spirit world: We have been 
afraid to see men die. kor years men have 
avoided two subjects—God and death. But— 
so many men have died of late betting their 
all that there was a God—and they have had 
no fear of death that we, too, have found Gcd 
and lost our fear of death. All life is immortal, 
both here and hereafter—in both God is in- 
carnated. 

And this new wisdom of death has reformed 
daily conduct. lf a man really believes that 
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he is immortal, he will live in the light of the 
beyond. It changes the whole attitude of liv- 
ing. Divine life is really daily life—daily life 
here proceeds to daily life hereafter. 

This philosophy alone gives a permanent 
place to the imperishable things of life. It 
weighs destruction against the deathless, it 
fills the commonplace with inspiration, the 
humdrum suddenly stands forth in beauty, 
dignified with the application of the belief 
that we are to live each moment to the full, 
to live this hour as if we were saying goodbye 
to the world the next hour. This life calls to 
the next and that next shouts back to this life to 
“carry on” now the imperishable things which 
make all life better and enduring. 

There are some things better than life itself. 
‘That is what those sacrificial dead believed. 
That is what the Christ tried to tell us. They 
died young; left lives apparently incomplete ; 
surrendered loved ones for awhile. And they 
did so loving this life—but they died believ-. 
ing death to be the door that led to upward 
life—and this belief recorded on the pages of 
history immortal deeds. 

ARE THEY WASTED? 

Is any life wasted that lives for the ideals 
of God? Wasted? 

No. They speak of the glory of sacrifice 
for right; speak of a God-ward venture not in- 
terrupted by death. They cry back to us 
"carry on, for we are not dead. Live with the 
courage to die for ideals, which you expected 
us to die for; be not afraid of death, even as 
we were not afraid." 

No, it is not altogether new since the Christ, 
but men see a new wisdom in it now. 

Men are willing to live now as if they be- 
lieved in God; they conduct themselves as if 
this life had something of the dignity of the fu- 
ture life. And this new philosophy of death 
is reaffirming our philosophy of life. 

And life is robbed of fear; death of its som- 
berness. The man who walks with God is al- 
ways immortal—to him death has no sting; 
the grave no victory. Jal 15s dl: 
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The Religion of The Future 


We hear much nowadays about the “Church 
of the Future." Asone listens and reads about 
it one finds his most constant thought to be 
that he would not much care to belong to the 
Church thus described. Granted that the cen- 
turies and the race have not done so well as 
they might have done in the matter of making 
a satisfactory Church, it is certainly very evi- 
dent that no individual and no one day of time 
can create a better. And it does not really mat- 
ter so much after all what the Church of the 
future is going to be. It matters supremely 
only what the Religion of the Future is going 
to be, asd these two are by no means fully syn- 
onymous. The Church never has been com- 
pletely adequate as a vehicle for giving expres- 
sion to the deepest and most passionate relig- 
ious life of the race. 

A very great deal of the religious life of man 
finds its expression outside the church, and 
sometimes quite at variance with her teach- 
ings. 

Said a thoughtful observer lately: “I had 
heard that the war had brought a great re- 
ligious revival among the warring people ot 
Europe, and I had expected to see signs of it 
among the soldiers. There were none of the 
traditional sort. I asked the officers of most of 
the Allied forces in France and they replied 
that there was no religious revival. 'Go to the 
churches, they said, ‘and see.’ So I went to 
church after church and found them empty. 
I attended a service at Westminster Abbey, 
and saw a few conventional church attendants 
scattered throughout the chill gloom and 
echoing emptiness of that great tomb of 
England's dead. And when the clergyman 
mounted the pulpit, it was to bemoan the fact 
as he said, that 'the church seems no longer 
able to lead,’ that it had ‘lost its influence with 
the toilers of the world, and that the loss was 
‘mostly the fault of the church.’ " 

Later the same writer says: "I saw thous- 
ands of working men and women going in 
what was really a religious procession to Al- 


bert Hall, carrying the banners of their faith 
On these banners were inscribed such dogmas 
as 'Justice, not charity, and 'What we fought 
for we are going to have. Albert Hall was 
crowded. Ten thousand people stood outside 
the building after it was filled to suffocation, 
and the men and women who spoke to this en- 
thusiastic congregation preached the same re- 
ligion that I had seen lived in the trenches of 
France.” 

This is only one of many such articles. One 
gathers from them all that the Religion of the 
Future, if it is to serve the needs and desires 
of the race, must be much less introspective 
than it has been and more devoted to acts of 
religion; much less thoughtful of heaven than 
of earth; much less given to searching atter 
God in the closet than in the faces and needs 
of men; more pathological than psychologica! ; 
less individualistic than sociological; and less 
given to services than to service. 

It all leaves one a little pensive. One won- 
ders wistfully if the beauty of holiness, finding 
expression in the mystical moments, must 
really depart in order that we may fulfill God's 
will. One finds himself in anticipatory dis- 
tress yearning after the forbidden hours upon 
the mountain top. The query comes will a 
perfectly adjusted social scheme, dealing out 
even justice to all, satisfy all the deep 
longings of the soul? Is it needful to put the 
ban on the fugitive (if indeed they be fugitive 
and not home-bent) moments spent in the in- 
timate presence of the Infinite? 

Moments— 

"Which be they what they may, 

Are yet the fountain light of all our day. 
And yet the master light of all our seeing; 

Uphold us, cherish and have power to make 
Our noisy years seem moments in the being 

Of the Eternal Silence; truths that wake 

To perish never." 

And so the brave and loyal soul facing the 
Religion of the Future, being born of the mani- 
fold voices of today, and so resolutely and in- 
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sistently bent upon works, finds himself even. 


in anticipation, a little hungry and. thirsty 
after something "works" do not entirely satis- 
fy. 

The quiet moments have taught him that 
“the soul is athirst for the living God,” and so 
he believes, even while he purposes to do whut 
he can to further the Religion of the Futur: 
to the accomplishment of the needed reforms 
in the social life, that it is but a passing phase, 
however needful, and after its work be done 
the hunger of the soul shall be satisfied, and 
personal holiness again find its proper place 
in religious life. 

When righteousness and justice shall have 
accomplished their mission, then holiness and 


devotion shall come flooding in like the tide 
to enrich and fruitify in beauty all the life of 
man. 

This he believes, and because he believes it 
he cries out the less upon the more arid de- 
mands of the Religion of the Future. 

If man has been hurt and degraded and de- 
frauded by the selfishness of his kind; if the 
masses of mankind have been alienated from 
religion by the insincerity of its devotees; if 
the gospel of Jesus Christ has been obscured 
by His followers, he is going to do his part 
unflinchingly to rectify the wrongs, but he is 
going to do it with his face turned toward the 
dawn of a richer experience of faith and a more 
beautiful day of promise. 


History of the Parish of the Holy Apostles, Philadelphia, Pa. 


(Twelfth and last installment)

The main room in the old building was con- 
verted into a girls’ gymnasium. 


Attaining as it did in its early history its 


pre-eminence in missions, and being notable also 
for the large number of persons attending its 
sessions, it became an attractive place for the 
most eloquent men in the church who were inter- 
ested in missionary work. Probably nowhere in 
our land was there more interesting addresses 
made to young people. How delightful were the 
talks of Dr. Newton, whose children's books have 
been translated into 18 languages; with what in- 
terest did we listen to Phillips Brooks, the niost 
eloquent preacher the American church has ever 


. had, and what a delightfully sympathetic voice 


Dr. McVickar had, and where again shall we hear 
such a message in all its quaintness, intensity and 
love as that loyal messionary, Dr. Kirby, gave, 
or the polish and eloquence of Dr. Jas. S. Stone. 
And so we might go on for a long time, mention- 
ing not only those whose words charmed us as 
those of Dr. John Watson (Ian Maclaren) did, 
but those men and women who had given the 
best of their lives in spreading the Gospel in the 


dark and dangerous places of the world, demon- 
strating by the stories of their own labors the 
glory and the beauty of the life "hid in Christ," 
men like Bishop Rowe and Bishop Brent speak 
even more eloquently in their deeds than in their 
words. 

The spirit of giving for missions became more 
thoroughly systematized when the present method 
of Lenten and Easter offerings was started in 
1878 in this school, but began in 1877 at St. 
John's Church, Cynwyd, Pa., by a personal friend 
of the superintendent, Mr. John Marston. 

By Easter, 1890, the Easter and Lenten offer- 
ings amounted to $1633.77; $650 of this went 
to missions, $100 went to Bishop Thomas, of 
Kansas, whose son in later years became our 
rector; another part went to Minnesota, where 
it was used in the mission at West Duluth named 
for the Holy Apostles, and for several years $400 
each year was contributed to help pay the salary 
of the preacher there. 

Again in 1907 did the school perpetuate its 
name out of its “Memorial Fund,’ which is a 
fund given in memory of deceased teachers and 
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scholars. It gave $3000 to build a church at 
Hilo, Hawaii, to be named after the Church of 
the Holy Apostles, and afterward sent $750.00 
for the furnishings. 

The best evidence of spiritual growth is evi- 
denced in the willingness to give: the giving of 
our lives and our means. ‘This testimony has 
not been wanting. Eight members of the school 
are now ordained ministers of God, and those of 
us who have known somewhat intimately of the 
sacrifices made from year to year, that the offer- 
ings at Easter for missions might be what they 
have been, know that spirituality has been a very 
marked feature of this work. 

Mite chests as a material aid for the collection 
of missionary money were first used by the school 
in 1893. The amount received in them that year 
was $638.37, the total offering being $2367.21. 
Some years later Mr. Thomas added to these 
mite chest offerings an amount equal to the total 
sum in the boxes, and with the co-operation of 


Mrs. Geo. C. Thomas this has been done to this . 


time, and beginning with the year 1899 these 
generous souls have made it possible to devote 
the entire amount of the Lenten and Easter of. 
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fering, with the exception of the memorial offer- 
ing, to the cause of missions. 

And now in closing it would seem appropriate 
to give the names of those who have gone out to 
labor in the Master’s vineyard and to give a 
partial list of the Lenten and Easter offerings.

OUR LOVING SYMPATHY 


To Mr. Osgood goes out our most heartfelt 
and loving sympathy in the loss of his mother. 
Death was known to be inevitable so 
soon as the nature of the disease became 
known, and it could not be the hope and pray- 
er of those who loved her that her life should 
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be prolonged only to prolong her suffering. 
But one has only one mother and her passing 
leaves the world an empty place. One has 
never known a world without a mother in it 
before this event comes, and the resurgent 
sense of loneliness sweeps over one again and 
again in the after-months like a tidal wave, 
leaving one spent and worn. 

And so the hearts of all who have known 
this particular loss are especially tender and 
quick in sympathy to our friend in his loss.

AN HEROIC LENT 


The war has taught us a new content of 
meaning in the words courage, self-sacrifice, 
and sincerity.

It is a season which 
especially calls for the practice of the virtues 
of courage, self-sacrifice and sincerity; of the 
courage of a true self-discipline, of the sacri- 
fice of selfish desires, of the sincerity of a loyal 
and loving discipleship of Christ. 

Are we equal to it? So many of us have 
soft-padded our souls until they cannot react 
to the demands of courage and self-sacrifice 
and sincerity. 

Lent, especially this Lent, calls us into the 
open and requires that we demonstrate our 
faith and make good our professions. 

Are we ready? The wilderness is not en- 
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ticing, and its experiences are hard. But they 
are salutary and put nerve in a flabby faith. 

The Church does not compel you to observe 
Lent. She could not and have it accomplish 
its purpose in you. She offers it to you as an 
opportunity for intensive cultivation of spirit- 
ual power, which shall fight your battles for 
you in the after days and bring you forth tri- 
umphant from many a hard conflict. 

Neglect the opportunity and you will pay 
the cost in weakness in the day of battle and 
Spiritual failure when most you needed suc- 
cess. Briefly, our Lenten duties, nay rather 
our privileges, are as follows :— 

1—To examine myself daily. 

2—To deny myself more than usual. 

3—To study my Bible more than is my 
wont. [ 

4—To attend my church at every oppor- 
tunity. 

5—To pray for myself and others every day 
in more intensive fashion. 

6—To give my tithe to God (if I am not) 
and more than my tithe if that I already do. 

7—Ta watch and fight my besetting sin as 
if my life were the forfeit, as perhaps it may be. 

8—To deepen my personal consecration to 
Jesus Christ, and ask for more of His love 
and give Him more of mine. 

If these things ‘we do we shall know an 
heroic Lent, and come at the end to a beau- 
tiful and joyous Easter.

RECTOR’S LETTER 


Pay Your Debt 
The Church of the Holy Apostles has a his- 
tory second to none within the range of its 
possibilities. For good works, for unselfish 
service, for the loyal devotion and deep af- 


fection of its members it is almost unique. 

It has had great leaders in the cause of 
Christ and nobly has its members responded 
to the challenge of its leaders. 

But no church can live on its past any more 
than it can live in the past. We must face 
conditions frankly and state certain facts 
boldly. Nothing is ever gained by blinding 
our eyes to truth. 

When the Church of the Apostles was 
tounded it was surrounded by a white popula- 
tion. 

Today conditions are changed, and the 
church is surrounded by an eighty per cent. 
colored population, and apparently the neigh- 
borhood is found ultimately and permanently 
to be occupied by people of the colored race. 

The members of the church are constantly 
moving to other and remote neighborhoods. 

Little by little many of these become alien- 
ated from the church. 

Meanwhile the church has no new folk mov- 
ing into its neighborhood from which to re- 
coup its losses. 

IT CAN DEPEND ONLY ON THE LOY- 
ALTY OF ITS OLD MEMBERS. 

Many of these, although members of other 
parishes, say there is no church which seems 
like home to them and which can take the 
place of Holy Apostles, and consequently they 
go but rarely to their new church. 

Many more do not attach themselves at all 
to the parishes in their new neighborhoods 
because of their deep attachment to their old 
church. THEY KEEP THEIR NAMES ON 
THE BOOKS OF HOLY APOSTLES, BUT 
RARELY COME TO ITS SERVICES, AND 
SOME NEVER COME.

That lonely figure hanging there is fighting and 
winning the battle we lost. Comes the ad- 
monition: “What, could ye not watch with Me 
one hour?" ; 

The service is broken into twenty minute 
periods and worshippers can come and go if 
need be during the singing of a hymn. A 
printed order of service guides the worshipper. 

“This have I done for thee. What hast thou 


done for me?” 


EASTER COMMUNION 


The glory of Easter Day is the partaking of 
the HOLY COMMUNION. Those who par- 
take of that “food” are passed from death unto 
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life.” Easter Day belongs to the faithful com- 
municant. He alone understands. It is a day 
of fellowship with Christ. Without this act 
of Worship Easter has no blessing for you. 
Prepare for it. The best preparation is a well 
spent Lent. The great preparatory service is 
Maundy Thursday, when the whole Parish 
meets àt 7.45 P. M. to make ready for the sol- 
emn joy of Easter day. God grant that every 
one of our people will gather around the Altar 
rail. 


EASTER OFFERING 


The Easter Offering, asked from all com- 
municants in every church, is a growing rec- 
ognition of our stewardship. It represents 
the self-denial we are able to give during that 
season.

THE VICAR'S LETTER 


Another Lent has come. You and I are spar- 
ed to see it and to begin in its keeping. Is it 
to be kept after a form or fashion, or 1s it to be 
as the Church means it to be—a time of peni- 
tence, a time of self-discipline and sell-chas- 
tisement and a time of special devotion? How 
helpfully and well it is spent is left entirely 
in the hands of each one of us. The multiplied 
services of the Church and the Corporate Com- 
munions will have no vaiue to you unless you 
make use of them. “We have all sinned and 
come short of the glory of God." We all stand 
in need of forgiveness and God's pardon. and 
peace. 

Then “bring forth fruits meet for repent- 


ance." Extraordinary acts and exercises of de- 
votion will not be sufficient unless the heart is 
in it and the determination and will are strong 
to lead a new life, striving to do the will of 
God blamelessly. The sincere heart that cries 
out in penitence: “Make me a clean heart, O 
God : and renew a right spirit within me," will 
willingly co-operate with God to make this 
condition possible. A clean heart and a right 
spirit mean happiness and contentment. Such 
hearts and spirits are able to teach God's ways 
unto the wicked and to convert sinners. Use 
then, this Lent, as a Lent has never been used 
by you before, as a special period of self-exam- 
ination and whatever you find in your life that 
is not pleasing to God and which keeps you 
separated from Him, ask God to help you cast 
it away—yes, as far as the East is from the 
West. It may be an uncontrolable temper and 
tongue, it may be a lustful passion, envy, mal- 
ice and jealousy, a lack of sincerity—you know, 
and God knows, what your besetting sin is and 
only by God's grace and strength will you be 
able to overcome. God then is calling you 
through His Church to come often to prayer 
and instruction, to give up your worldly pleas- 
ures and habits and in place of them to give 
yourselves in this special devotion. This you 
say will mean sacrifice. To be sure. Sacri- 
fice is the very essence of the Christian life. 
There will be no real growth in grace and spir- 
itual attainment where there is no sacrifice. 
God does not want our time and money or any- 
thing else we call our own, unless it costs us 
something, unless there is real self-denial in 

This self-denial brings discipline and proper 
discipline brings self-control and self-control 
places us so God can best use us to His honor 
and glory and extension of His Kingdom here 
on earth. 

May then this Lent be one with you of real 
attainment, of spiritual growth more and more 
unto the likeness of the perfect man, Christ 
Jesus ,our Lord.

CHILDREN’S LENTEN SERVICES 


You children of the Mediator have heard it 
said, so many times, that if you do not go to 
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church, weekdays, during Lent, that you are 
not really keeping Lent at all, in Church at- 
tendance, because Sundays do not count in 
the Lenten season. So it is never necessary to 
urge you, as much as the older people, to come 
regularly to the Friday afternoon talks, il- 
lustrated, as usual, by the Vicar. Cards will 
be given to you the first Friday in Lent and 
will be marked each service you attend. Let 
us all see how many cards, with not a service 
missed, can be turned in on Good Friday. It 
means Sunday mornings, Sunday School and 
Friday afternoons. It is hoped this year that 
some of the Senior School will be able to 
come. 


CIVIC RIGHTEOUSNESS 


We have celebrated in a perfunctory way 
the birthday anniversaries of two great Amer- 
icans. We have heard their lives reviewed, 
their value to the Nation, the lessons such 
lives teach us, and then the following day we 
forget all about them. 

We learn as children that one, probably en- 
tirely legendary story of Washington and the 
cherry tree and the distinguishing character- 
istic that he could not tell a lie. Of Lincoln 
we are reminded that he split rails and proba- 
bly could, but would not, tell a iie. Garfield 
drove mules to a canal boat. Thomas Jerf»rson 
played the fiddle. Franklin walked up Market 
street with a roll under each arm. lf tiie deep 
and abiding and inspiring life work we renem- 
ber but little and if it is impressed on t5 once 
in a year on the recurrence of their natal anii- 
versaries, it does not take root, it leaks out 
and is forgotten in what we consider the more 
important details of our business and social 
life. 

These heroes are not set upon a pedestal 
merely as a perfunctory tribute, but as an ex- 
ample to be followed. To say of Lincoln and 
of Washington that they were great men and 
not be able to say wherein their greatness lay 
and not to make their life and character a part 


of our own, is merely to elevate them to a 
place in our national Walhalla, and then con- 
sider them no more unless our attention is spe- 
cially directed to them. 

Let us use as a text a perverted one from 
Scripture: "What shall it profit a man if he 
gain a World War and cannot win a minor 
battle for Civic Righteousness ?" 

If all of the great men of our Nation's his- 
tory could return, what would be their posi- 
tion in affairs politcal? Would Lincoln sec 
that the government for which he stood is in 
truth one “of the people, by the people. and 
for the people?" Would he not rather very 
forcibly be reminded that it may be called a 
government of the people, it is distinctly not 
by the people and certainly not for the people. 
Reference is here made only to municipal gov- 
ernment. 

Are the evils in municipalities due to cne 
fact that the worst elements are in the ma- 
jority? Or is it due to the general laxity, the 
indifference of the majority, who for lack of 
public spirit fail to rise to the occasion and 
thereby állow the professional politician to do 
their thinking and selecting for them? 

These are problems easy of solution, if we 
will get, together and consider them. Do 
evils exist in our large cities or are they being 
slandered? Do we need to apply any reme- 
dies, or is the malady only an imaginary one? 

In a certain large city of which we have 
read, there will be a sudden spasm of reform 
which will rage until election day and then 
subside and be heard of no more. G. 


LENT AND THE ADVANCE PROGRAM 


The season of Lent will soon be here. In 
this of all years it should be a season of spe- 
cial penitence. Officers of the Brothe-hcod 
should look forward to it as an occasion for 
stimulating the Chapter's work and life. I. 
should be possible to fit the objectives of the 
Brotherhood's Advance Program into the 
routine of its days and weeks. And of these 
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„seven objectives there are several that are par- 


ticularly appropriate to its teaching: 

First: Making personal prayer and service 
a living factor in every Parish. This should 
be one great means of stimulating the spiritual 
life. It should be accomplished largely 
through the Brotherhood Chapter; but ail 
other activities of the Parish should make this 
one of their goals. This could be well done 
by the Bible Class, the Men's Club, or other 
men's organizations. 

Second: Making practical the efforts to 
bring men in large numbers to Church, to the 
Bible Class and to the Men's Corporate Com- 
munion, are distinctly forms of work related 
to the Lenten season, and are important ob- 
jectives of the Advance Program. All such 
efforts should be made in the spirit of the 
Lenten season, with prayer first, then service. 

Third: The promotion of the devotional 
life of the family through the practice of fain- 
ily prayer is a unique opportunity this year for 
all Chapters. Why not a Chapter conference 
some night on this subject? The Director, by 
taking thought beforehand, could supply him- 
self with samples of books of prayer suitable 
for family use. 

Fourth: The call to the Sacred Ministry 
should have a very special claim upon the 
thought and prayers of young men and older 
boys during the-season of Lent. No Director 
need be without the literature useful in stimu- 
lating such ambitions, and Rectors should use 
the Lentem season as a time for very close 
heart-to-heart talks with their more thought- 
ful boys. 

The Lenten season should be a special time 
for the promotion of the Advance Program. 
Among the seven varieties of opportunity we 
suggest that the Chapter select, for the pur- 
pose of being definite, the above four. The 
other three are -equally important. These 
four are suggested for the sake of definiteness, 
and because of their special appropriateness. 
—St. Andrew’s Cross.

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Alleluias! 
An Easter *Legend" 


IL: 


High above the marketplace loomed the gray 
Cathedral. The carved portals and rose-win- 
dowed front caught the morning sunshine, which 
had not yet slanted down to the cobbles of the 
square itself, where, in the cool shadow, the 
pigeons pecked and perked and preened, undis- 
turbed as yet by Easter passers-by. Within the 
cloister the choir rehearsed a mighty processional 
of Alleluias, and the very gargoyles upon the 
cornices seemed to give utterance to the adora- 
tion of the Lord the whole Cathedral embodied 
and compelled. 

The sun rays crept down the buttresses of the 
great church until they reached the highest en- 
trance steps, and then, as if by signal, the bells 
of Easter summons boomed and sang high over- 
head (startling the pigeons into a swirl of panic 
up into the sunlight and away). Out of the 
streets and byways towards the sun-illumined 


Holy Place came the Easter worshippers. In. 


their festal clothes the sun’s own cheeriness 
was repeated, prism-lined. Individuals merged in 
groups, groups flowed into companies (as water- 
drops upon a window-pane add themselves to 
each other); companies buoyantly converged in 
one increasing people, moving toward the doors 
of gathering-in. 

But at those doors the stream was dammed! 
An unseen obstacle prevented entrance to the 
Easter worship! ‘The crowd pressed close; late- 
comers peering over the shoulders of those in 
front to see what it might be that so withstood 
their indignant pressure. ‘Those in front pressed 
backward in recoil, until about the threefold en- 
trance there lay an open, irregular semicircle of 
bare pavement. Then, and not till then, were 
seen, stationed in the doorways, certain armored 
knights and men-at-arms, upon whose surcoats 
and lance-pennants were emblazoned the coat-of- 
arms of the king. With their lances across the 
doors the soldiers barred all entrance. | What 
could it mean? ‘The people grumbled, yet they 


did not dare or care to force their way within. 
Therefore in rebellious silence the growing crowd 
awaited some word from those who kept the 
portals. Which word soon came. A nobleman, 
heralded by the shrill command of trumpet notes 
and by the sudden ceasing of the tower bells, 
came out upon the sunlit steps. From his girdle 
he drew a scroll of parchment, hung with heavy 
seals. He opened it (the silence was so tense 
the crackle of the parchment was audible across 
the marketplace), and thus he read: 


"A PROCLAMA'TION 


"In the name of God, the Three in One, of His 
Archangels, and of His Church Militant here 
below! Amen! 

“I am your kind and servant both, my people. 
Hearken then! 

"Good Friday night, as I lay sleeping, appeared 
to me a Shining Presence, with wings of fire and 
countenance like lightning. I (affrighted, pros- 
trate, stunned) heard in my ears a Voice as from 
on High: 'All hail, sovereign and bond-servant 
of this land! The Almighty God doth lay on you 
this Feast of Feasts the solemn obligation to allow 
none to join the Easter Alleluias within whose 
hearts is not the truth of them. The Lord our 
God should have a sincere and an understanding 
folk to praise Him on the Day of Days. I lay 
it in your charge, O King; see ye to it that the 
Alleluias of this Easter Day be the truthful utter- 
ance of understanding hearts. So, and only so, 
shall they be heard with the chorus of the Morn- 
ing Stars and of the Heavenly Host! 'So spake 
the angel to me. à 

“The lambent radiance fadedand I woke. Hav- 
ing taken to myself at once the ghostly counsel 
of our Bishop to verify the Heavenly source of 
this strange ordinance, I do obey, and so must 
you! This is the reason of the men-at-arms who 
do’ withhold you from your sacrament. Yet if 
some one can speak for you the meaning Heaven 
has within its Alleluias then may you all pass in. 
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God Himself will utter His approval (1 know not 
how!) when the right word cometh! 

“Tn the Name of Christ Crucified. Amen !" 

The silence in the crowd lasted well beyond 
the ceasing of the reading. Men and women for 
a moment quite forgot to breathe. But soon the 
hum of puzzled querying arose. Would there 
were some wise man in the midst who might an- 
swer the strange riddle and tell the meaning! 

Presently in the centre of the throng arose a 
jostling which lasted until there was thrust forth 
into the open just such an one, seized upon and 
deputied to meet the test. A bent and fusty man 
in shabby dun, beneath his arm a dog-eared, 
black-letter book (which he had brought along 
on the mere chance that he might read a few sen- 
tences during the long prayers or the Te Deum) : 
he stood and blinked, gathering his wits for im- 
pressiveness! No one had ever heard of him be- 
fore, but this was the fulfilment of his life-long 
garret dreams. He coughed a most unnecessary 
and professional cough and huskily began: “The 
word Alleluia is a degenerate form, my worthy 
friends, of a compound Hebrew word, to wit, 
Hallelujah; which, in its turn, one may with half 
an eye distinguish is composed of the word Hallel 
(which indicates a tendency of praise) and of the 
shortened nymic of the Deity, ‘Jah, for ‘Jehovah!’

Fairies went abroad in the sunlight and played 
in day and never were seen at night. The 
Gnomes had a King named Nitorun, and he 
was ugly and bad. His hair was black and his 
clothes as red as blood. He ruled the Gnomes 
with a rod of iron and never showed kindness 
to any. In fact, the Gnomes would not have 
kept a kind King, for they would have thought 
him weak. The Gnomes hated the day and 
came forth only at night. 

It was only just as night was ending and 
day beginning, or the other way about, that the 
Fairies and Gnomes ever met. ‘Then in the 
pale light, when it was neither day nor night, 
they saw each other, and always the Gnomes 
would attack the Fairies and try to kill them 
before they could reach the flowers and trees 
in which they slept at night. 

Once inside the trees and flowers, the Fairies 
were safe, for the Gnomes had no power over 
them. 

Nitorum, the King of the Gnomes, had pro- 
claimed that if he ever caught Alita, the Queen 
of the Fairies, he would shut her up in his deep- 
est and darkest cave, where never the sunlight 
came. He knew that she would die after a 
long, long time, yearning for the light and 
warmth of the sun, without which she could 
not live. Each day when the sun arose and 
touched each living thing with light and 
warmth and beauty, the Fairies would come 
dancing forth from the flowers and trees, where 
they had slept the dark away. From every 
flower and tree they came, except from one. 
No Fairy lived in the black and gloomy Birch. 
It was too much like the darkness, which they 
hated, for any Fairy to be happy in the Birch 
or want it for a home. Always they avoided it. 
Never played ‘nor danced in its deep and de- 
pressing shade. Never swung upon its 
branches ‘at play in sun and wind. Never 
touched it with their light and loving hands, as 
they did all other living things. 

One day the Wind, which is one of the All- 
Father’s gardeners, and scatters the seeds of 
flowers and plants and trees over all the earth, 


caught upon its wings a little seed of the black 
and ugly birch, and carried it far, far away 
across the land. At last into a bright and 
happy valley, where brooks romped and glis- 
tened in the sun and sang sweet songs for hap- 
piness; where many flowers of many kinds 
and colors spread their fragrance everywhere; 
where sun and moon and stars loved to linger 
and to make bright patterns on the grass; 
where the winds were always gentle and the 
fierce storms never came; where birds flashed 
their bright colors in the air and sang their 
sweetest songs; where everything was beauti- 
ful and happy, the Wind dropped the little seed 
of the very black and ugly birch.

And 
after being buried out of sight for a time the 
little seed began to feel something stir within it, 
some influence strong and compelling. ‘This 
kept on and on for many days. The little seed 
could not stop it if it would. Nor did it want 
to, for something strange and sweet was urging 
it to come out of the dark, cold earth. The 
little seed did not know it, but it was life call- 
ing to it to come forth and be a tree. Soon 
it put forth a weak and tiny hand, which we 
call a shoot, and, pushing the earth aside, came 
out into the light. 

It did not like the light at first, for it was 
a child of the very black and ugly birch tree far 
away, and for ages past all the birches had 
hated the sun, and as it is with men, so is it 
with trees, like father like child. 

Slowly the little seed grew to be a tree. As 
it grew through the years it saw and knew no 
other birch, for there were no others in the 
bright and happy valley. Every day the per- 
fume of the flowers filled the air it breathed ; 
the songs of birds made music everywhere, and 
it heard no ugly sound ; the sweet, clear waters 
of the splashing brook fed its roots; the sun 
and moon touched it day and night with loving 
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hands and made it happy ; and always the other 
trees were kind and friendly to it. 

At first, like all the other birches, this one 
was ugly and gloomy and sad. It could not 
help it, for so it was born. But slowly it began 
to change. The joyous life of the bright and 
happy valley had effect, and, sharing in the life 
of the valley, at last, it became one with it. 
But still there was one thing in which it did 
not share. The Fairies loved the bright and 
happy valley and thousands of them lived 
there. Often there would come their queen 
Alita, to be with them for a day. Her own 
home was in a giant cedar upon a lofty hill+top 
far away. Every flower in the valley was a 
home for a Fairy child, and every tree for a 
grown-up Fairy.

no one talked of sad things in the valley. ‘The 
Birch loved all the Fairies, but of all it loved 
Alita best. It would have givevn up its life 
for her at any time. When she was in the 
bright and happy valley it knew its fullest joy. 
It watched her from afar, for she could not be 
happy near so dark a thing as a black birch. 
But she knew of the change that had come to 
the birch in the valley, far away from all the 
other birches, and she was sorry that she could 
not go and talk with it. 
: Ons bright and wondrous golden day in 
summer-time, when the Queen had come to the 
bright and happy valley, and had played and 
danced the whole day through with her loving 
people, the sun began to set before they real- 
ized that the day was gone, so very, very happy 
had they been.

Before they had decided what to do, if 
there was anything they could do, a wild and 
stricken cry rang through all the valley, for 
there upon its edge stood Nitorum, and with him 
many Gnomes.

On Sunday morning, March 23d, there was 
dedicated a service flag to his memory, the gift 
of his family. The flag is of handsome silk, red, 
with a centre field of white. In the middle of the 
white field is a blue star, and the number 123, 
representing the number of men on the Honor 
Roll of the church, while above it are gold stars 
for the men who died, and below it silver stars 
for those who were wounded. 

So long as the church stands this flag should be 
treasured for all it represents of the fundamental 
values of life and the sacrificial gift of self that 
life for us all might be worth the having. 

It will serve as a constant reminder of a debt 
we owe and can pay only by making our own 
lives worthy the sacrifice made for us.

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THE EVERY-MEMBER CAMPAIGN 

It has been a good thing for.us to do, and it 
has done us some good, I think. 

We did not join in the diocesan groups very 
much, but worked out our own plan fairly well. 

Our parish week, our diocesan week, our world 
week, accomplished something for us, each of 
them. About seventy-five persons participated in 
the every-member canvass on Sunday, March 
aoth. 

Many pledges for prayer, for Bible study, for 
different phases of parish and diocesan activity 
were received, and a total of about $1800 in new 
subscriptions for parish support or missionary 
work. 
| About one-fourth of the members of the parish 
were not at home to receive the canvassers, or if 
they were at home, failed to answer the summons 
at the door. 

Some of these were necessarily out, of course, 
for the duties of life do not stay for canvassers. 
Some went out because the canvassers were com- 
ing, or else they refused to heed the bell. 

The first feeling such action rouses in one is 
indignation, that any one should hold the Church 
in stich light esteem as to treat it so. That one 
who refuses to support His work in the world 
can love God one doubts. 

The second feeling roused is one of wonder. 
One asks himself why members of the Church 
should expect to have all her privileges whenever 
they felt inclined to avail themselves of them 
without feeling any sense of responsibility to sup- 
port the Church. Personally, I would rather let 
some one else pay for my bread than for my 
religion. 

The argument that many cannot afford to give 
anything to the Church because they have so little 
ability to give, really is beside the point. It is 
not the amount that counts, it is the fact of giving 
something. 

One thinks that the very great deal done for 
them at Holy Apostles has made some of its 
members unfamiliar with the impulses of gener- 
osity. : 

Our money contributions to any object are 


generally, and rightly I think, taken as the gauge 
and measure of our interest in the object. That 
being true, there are about a third of the mem- 
bers of Holy Apostles not interested in the 
Church. 

The fact is a little startling. One questions in 
pastoral concern about what should be done with 
such members. 

The Master said to His disciples when He sent 
them forth: “And whosoever shall not receive 
you, nor hear your words, when ye depart out of 
that house... shake off the very dust from 
your feet." The Church of today is less cour- 
ageous than that, and so it lacks vital appeal. One 
asks, “Is the Church not held too cheap to com- 
mand respect?" 

Perhaps it would be salutary if the records of 
the Church's membership were divided into two 
classes, one “active and supporting members," 
and the other "reserved and non-supporting 
members," and the lists published regularly. 

But, after all, the real loss does not fall on the 
Church. It falls on the ones who try to cheat 
God. Long ago the prophet asked, “Will a man 
rob God?" Swift the answer came, “Ye Have 
robbed me. But ye say, Wherein have we rob- 
bed Thee? In tithes and offerings." ! 

However, we have no better raw material to 
make a Church of than poor old human nature, 
and apparently it does not make some of it over 
to belong to the Church. But one does yearn 
to find sterling honesty and vital forces operative 
in those who have come into the fellowship of the 
Christ. 

I have gone in rather a round-about way to say 
that the every-member campaign, while measur- 
ably successful, was not so much of a success at 
Holy Apostles as we had hoped. 

We shall still try to reach those who were out, 
either by personal visit or by mail. 

May I not say to you, as your Rector, that 
response to this appeal is more a vital matter to 
you than it is to the Church? (Go dial, ke 


— ]t is not the spurt at the start, but the contin- 
ued, unresting, unhasting advance that wins the 


day. 
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THE NEW SERVICE CLUB 


I hesitate to write about this new venture in 
our household of faith, even though I have been 
asked to do so. One dislikes ever to be over- 
optimistic, for the disillusionment is distinctly 
retardant to future effort. Yet I believe I would 
rather be over-optimistic a score of times than 
to be over-pessimistic once. 

And it would be hard not to be optimistic about 
the new Service Club. 

So here goes: I am going to tell you all about 
it. At the end of February I asked eighteen or 
twenty of the young men of the church to meet 
me the next Monday night, at the rectory. Five 
responded. The next Monday night there were 
nine, the next fourteen, the next twenty-one, the 
next thirty-eight, the next fifty-eight. 

The club, at its third meeting set itself the task 
of getting one hundred members in a month. In 
two weeks it had secured ninety-three. Before 
this appears the number will be well over the 
hundred. 

What is it all about? Why is the club being 
formed? What is it to do? 

Itis a long story, and I doubt that the written 
word can make it plain. However, I'll try. 

First, honest confession is good for the soul. 
It clears the air. I came home from a morning 
service some two and a half months ago thor- 
oughly disheartened. For the first time since I 
became your Rector I felt that my task was 
utterly hopeless, and that the work of the Church 
of the Holy Apostles was done. That as a great, 
strong factor in the life of the diocese and the 
Church at large its mission was accomplished, cer- 
tainly along the old lines. That, thereafter, it was 
to find fulfilment of its work in its chapels, its 
service clubs and in that dispersion of its mem- 
bers into other parishes far and wide, where they 
added that peculiar quality of Christian life and 
zeal which was so outstanding a characteristic of 
its members. In that hour nothing could have 
convinced me but.that the heyday of Holy Apos- 
tles was past, and that the future held nothing 
but a slow and certain decline. I said to myself 
that I had practically wasted five years of my 
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life, and let my confession be complete, I said 
that after the consecration of the Chapel of the 
Mediator I was through. I felt the burden was 
too heavy to be borne unless one had buoyant and 
enthusiastic support. Week after week the re- 
movals from the neighborhood were going on. 
Not one week nor two, not one month nor two, 
not one year nor two, but steadily, week after 
week. month after month, year after year, the 
process continued. No one moved into the neigh- 
borhood to take the places of those who went 
from it to whom we could make appeal. And 
many of those who moved away either dropped 
out of the church life entirely or else came back 
with increasing infrequency. So we were con- 
tinually losing some of our best Sunday School 
teachers and officers, some of the most helpful 
workers in the various organizations of the 
church, even some of the vestrymen dropped out 
of regularity in church attendance. I canvassed 
the whole situation, and I saw blue everywhere. 
I passed a sleepless night, and reviewed my work, 
and wondered if another might not have done 
better. 

In the morning the feeling of depression per- 
sisted, and that was unusual, for my nature is 
naturally sanguine, and hope is generally born 
fresh in me with each new sun. In fact, one of 
the most determining bits of my philosophy of 
life has ever been this, “It will be all right in the 
morning." But that next morning it was not 
"all right." I passed other sleepless nights, and 
tossed through the slow hours to other depressed 
days. 

But there is another old saw, “It is always 
darkest just before dawn!” I believe that that is 
true for me today, as never before. For after a 
few days I began to recover my equilibrium, and 
a few little things occurred to give me fresh hope. 

Then I called together the little group of young 
men and set the whole church situation before 
them, and told them that the hour of their respon- 
sibility had struck, that in the past the staff, the 
vestry, and a few others had carried the load of 
church work and affairs, and that it was now their 
turn to assume the task. They agreed with me 
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that Holy Apostles was too good a thing to lose, 
that its peculiar influence for molding Christian 
life and character was too fine to have pass away, 
that the heritages of its past were too rich to be 
allowed to be dissipated. God forgive us for our 
blindness, for I found these men eager for the 
very responsibilities we thought they shunned. 
Some thought we did not want them to assume 
them, and hesitated to push themselves forward. 
Others were indifferent, because they found no 
vital work offered them in the church life. 

. Today they are banded together in a spirit of 
determination so vital that, as one said after one 
of the meetings, “you just feel it grip you;" and 
another, "this is the first organization at the 
church I ever cared to belong to." 

As to the program for the future, it is already 
too long to dwell upon here. Any way, the Club 
would rather translate its ideas into action than 
words, if I understand its spirit aright. 

But some things can be said now, and should 
be said, so that the Club's relation with the life 
of the church may be fully understood, for unless 
I am much mistaken the Service Club is going to 
be the determining factor in church affairs in the 
days to come. 

The Club will get its hundred men, and will 
not stop there. Then it will go out to get one 
hundred men at least to pledge themselves to be 
at the morning service every Sunday when they 
are in town and well. And the number will not 
stop there. There will be strong, active commit- 
tees on each phase of the church-life, such as 
morning service, the Forum, the Sunday School, 
men's societies, boys’, women’s and girls’ organi- 
zations, on church finance, and in short, on every 
phase of our common work. 

It will establish a plan of church activities to 
be known as “The Century Plan.” This means 
that effort will be made to bring every organi- 
zation of the church up to the hundred mark 
in membership. Any organization may have 
as much larger a number as it can get, but effort 
will not cease until it has reached the century 
point. 

There will be established a parish “Honor 


Roll,” upon which will be inscribed the name of 
any organization or cognate group, of organiza- 
tions which has reached one hundred. ‘The 
“Service Club” itself will head the list. Let us 
make no mistake about it. ‘he Club has a vital 
purpose, and there is nothing one hundred men, 
banded together for a set purpose, cannot do. 
There is more of hope for Holy Apostles this 
moment than at any time since I have been here 
This band of men, if they hold together, and 
"carry on" as they have started, will control the 
future of this church. And that is as it should 
be, for they hold the future in their hands, and 
they can put their determinations into operation. 
They have the opportunity and the power.

THE EVERY-MEMBER CAMPAIGN 


The great campaign is over—that is, the 
canvassers’ part. But the fruits of that effort 
will continue to come in for some time. 

I want first of all to thank the good people 
of the Chapel of the Holy Communion for their 
splendid response. Both those who made the 
canvass and those who received them so gra- 
ciously and responded to the work of the 
Chapel life. I believe no other church showed 
greater devotion to this movement than did 
the Chapel people. We followed the guidance 
of the Diocese and were abreast of the move- 
ment all the time, and on the day of the canvass 
had. well perfected plans, which worked with- 


-out a hitch, so that at Evensong we gave the 


sum total of the work accomplished. We hope 
that out of this experience we will have a per- 
manent body of men and women who will 
render valuable assistance in the Master's 
Kingdom. 

I am certain of this one thing—that all those 
who have offered personal service are the bet- 


ter for it. They know the difficulties that beset 
the man who works for Christ. ‘Their eyes 
have been opened to the necessity of EVERY 
ONE doing what he can, rather than expecting 
so much done for himself. “He that loseth his 
life shall find it.” That is the secret. If the 
Chapel is to mean much, then you must lose 
yourself in her service. 

Only the Master Himself can measure the 
spiritual ingathering of that Sunday. We are 
glad we accepted the challenge of the Diocese. 
and we met it the very best we could. And 
we were blessed. 

I am giving below some of the results tabu- 
lated. But remember that figures are poor 
things to measure results of a movement like 
this. 

Only one team failed to go out. All the rest 
of the Parish was faithfuly canvassed. About 
725 people were reached. Pledges for daily 
prayer, 218; to read the Bible, 159; to be faith- 
ful in public worship, 158. 

Pledges for Service: Bible study, 25 ; family 
prayer, 41; Sunday School, 54; men's organ- 
izations, 14; Welcome Committee, 7; woman's 
organizations, 16; work among girls, 31; Dio- 
cesan Mission work, 5; Hospital work, 5; Cor- 
porate Communion, 89; bringing others to 
Church, 42; Mission study, 4; visiting, 6; 
Woman’s Auxiliary, 30; work among boys, 12; 
community service,. 105; rescue work, 4. 

The results of giving: 

Total number of pledges brought back, 191; 
new pledges to Parish support, 53. Number 
of new pledges for Missions, 53. 

Of course the work had to be hurried in one 
afternoon. I believe in week drives. But we 
accomplished it. 

Now it remains to place all those who have ` 
pledged for service, and I hope that all who 
did will make the burden light by coming to 
see the Vicar at his office and get your appoint- 
ment in the Chapel life. I can place you all. 
Let us get in consultation.

CONFIRMATION

made a most beautiful sight, and the heartiness 
with which the congregation sang was evidence 
of the fact that the people had caught the inspira- 
tion of the hour. 

The sermon of the Bishop upon the text, “God 
so loved the world,” St. John 3: 16, made a pro- 
found impression upon the audience. After tell- 
ing of how God loved us, and the manner in 
which He had manifested the love to His chil- 
dren, the Bishop made a strong appeal to us to 
manifest our love and appreciation back to God 
by a life of Prayer, Service and Giving; by our 
making the best gift—the giving of ourselves.

On Wednesday evening, March 26, we had the 
good pleasure of having with us the Rt. Rev. E. 
Thomas Demby, Suffragan Bishop for work 
among Colored People in Arkansas, and the 
Province of the Southwest He told us something 
of the work that could be done, and the excellent 
opportunity the Church has of reaching our peo- 
ple if proper support could be given by the 
Church. We have a special interest in Bishop 
Demby because he is one of the two clergymen 
of our race who has been elevated to the high and 
holy office of the Episcopate. 

He and Bishop Delany need our prayers, sym- 
pathy and help, and we of the race must help. 
The day has already come when we must reach 
our hands down in our pockets to give, rather 
than to stretch them out to the Church to get. It 
will hearten our two Colored Bishops to feel and 
know that they have the sympathy and support 
of their own people in the work to which this 
great Church has called them. 


THE EVERY-MEMBER CAMPAIGN AND 
CANVASS 

During the three weeks of the Every-Member 
Campaign, some interest in this great Diocesan 
movement was manifested on the part of not a 
few of the members of the chapel. Possibly the 
incidents which elicited the greatest degree of 
interest from our people were the mass meeting 
at the Phillips Brooks Memorial Chapel, on 
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March 23d, and the Wednesday evening service 
at St. Simon’s, on March 26th, on both of which 
occasions addresses were made by the Rt. Rev. 
E. Thomas Demby. A large measure of enthu- 
siasm was developed in the minds of possibly all 
whose privilege it was to hear the Bishops Gar- 
land and Demby at the mass meeting, and the 
very thrilling address of the Rev. Mr. Patton, 
to whom so much credit is due for the awakening 
in the minds of many Churchmen a real interest 
in the work of the Church among the colored 
people of America. We all feel a profound sense 
of gratitude for the zeal which Dr. Patton has 
shown in behalf of our people, and we pray that 
he may be permitted to serve for many years, in 
order that he may bring to fruition the many good 
things which, as he intimated in his address, he is 
planning for the uplift and development of our 
people. 

Another incident to which is due much of the 
good which we feel will come to us as the result 
of the campaign was the stirring appeal which the 
Vicar made to the members of the chapel at the 
morning service on the third Sunday in Lent; a 
large congregation was present that morning, 
and the vigor of his appeal was felt by all to 
such an extent that we believe that many, if not 
all, will endeavor to come up to the standard 
which he set for the members of this chapel. 

On the final Sunday of the campaign a band of 
canvassers, after lunch at the Parish Building, 
set out to make the visits to the homes of our 
members, and faithfully and hard they worked 
between the hours of 2 and 7. Up to the present 
time about three hundred cards have been re- 
turned and the reports made thereon are full of 
encouragement, for they tell in no uncertain man- 
ner of the desire and the determination in the 
minds of hundreds of our members to practice 
for their personal benefit and for the help of the 
Church the distinctive objects of the campaign— 
Prayer, Service and Giving. 

All the canvassers who have reported up to the 
present time tell of the cordial and sympathetic 
way in which they were received. 

While thus the campaign and canvass have not 
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been brilliantly successful in the life of our chapel 
some substantial good has been accomplished, 
and we can only imagine and hope to realize an- 
other time the vast amount of good which can be 
done when more of us lend our help in carrying 
to success those movements which like this one 
have such worthy objects set as their goal. 

We shall hope that every reader of the “Mes- 
sage” will experience for himself the joy and 


blessedness of a life of 
PRAYER-—SERVICE-—and GIVING.

THE VICAR’S LETTER 


An Alleluia all our own, dear friends! How 
fitly it comes at Eastertide that we are going into 
the new Church! After all, it is as it should be 
at the time when we want the new Church most! 
It ought to be an unforgettable Holy Week and 
Easter for us all. 

I therefore commend to your most hearty sym- 
pathy and co-operative loyalty the notes on the 
various important services of the week. Nothing 
ought to interfere with our attention to the serv- 
ices of which they speak. It is the chance for us 
to demonstrate to ourselves the supremacy of 
religious interests in our lives. I should hope 
that any person who allowed any merely routine 
thing, whether of business or of housekeeping 
or of merely cultural attractiveness, to pre-empt 
the hours when Holy Week services occur would 
have a bad conscience brought by the realization 
that we can usually do the things we prefer to 
do if we work hard enough to make them pos- 


sible, and that, down at bottom, non-attendance 
at such climax-services as the Confirmation, the 
Maundy Thursday Communion, the Good Friday 
Three-Hour Service or the Early Easter Service 
means that we simply did not care enough! But 
there will be few such persons. We shall have 
the most hearty and memorable worship week 
this parish has ever known. 

I know you will permit me to mention another 
matter. It is not egotistic, but the exact opposite. 
Easter Sunday will be the first day of my fifth 
year of ministry among you. I first stood in the 
upper room as your resident minister on April 
19th, four years ago. What a sure transforma- 
tion-by-steady-growth the months between have 
seen! I admit I have tried hard to serve you 
as steadily, constructively, affectionately and en- 
thusiastically as I could. I should be sorry in- 
deed to feel I had not a share in the evolving life 
of the parish that has come. But I refuse to 
admit that the major credit does not redound to 
that warm family feéling and will-to-work-to- 
gether that is the abiding characteristic and 
strength of this congregation. I stand with you 
on the threshold of a completely new parish work. 
I confess that it seems to me absolutely as if 
Easter Day were my very first day in a new 
parish! For so it really is! If, then, I may 
repeat the request I made at my former begin- 
ning time, I say it with many-fold the depth of 
sincerity, that I need your prayers, your loyalty, 
your love, as I have never needed them before, to 
strengthen me to minister, not too inadequately 
to the possibilities of this human-hearted poten- 
tiality called the congregation of the Chapel of 
the Mediator. I am unalterably glad to be in 
such a position of privilege, but it has dazing and 
awesome demands upon a mere fallible, still 
somewhat youthful, perhaps impetuous, humanly- 
indebted Vicar-individual! Would I were five 
men, all wiser, all more un-wear-out-able, all 
more brilliant, all more rightly compelling; but 
none more thoroughly believing in you nor fallen 
in love with you (for that cannot be), nor more 
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grateful for the chance to try rightly to serve, 
than

GOOD FRIDAY NOT A HOLIDAY: BUT IT 
SHOULD BE A HOLY-DAY 

Good Friday is not a holiday, but surely should 
be. One wonders, nevertheless, what might not 
be brought to pass if those who are employed 
were to say, “Good Friday from 12 to 3 is for 
me a time when my Church has the right to my 
presence. May I not be excused from the office 
at least for that time?" One notes that for Jew- 
ish holy-days there is no expectation that an 
orthodox Jew will be anywhere but at his re- 
ligious duties. Roman Catholics find little diffi- 
culty in putting Church before other occupation 
at sacred times. 

If you are employed, why not try to get Good 
Friday afternoon for your legitimate spiritual 
privileges? Are we not a little too apologetic 
about our religious life anyway? Should we feel 
embarrassed to speak of it moderately, straight- 
forwardly and sincerely? Try and see! 


THE EASTER OFFERING 


The Easter offering is by long-established and 
well-anticipated custom of the Church the out- 
standing offering of the Church year. ‘There are 
many Church folks everywhere who still do as 
every one used to do: lay aside each week of 
Lent the amount saved by family self-denials, 
that it may be placed in one inclusive alms-giving 
on Easter Day as a sign and pledge of how much 
one cares for its truth. Surely the seasonal cli- 
max of the Church year should have its commen- 
surate practical aspect. 
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WHY AN EVENING COMMUNION 
MAUNDAY THURSDAY 

“The same night in which He was betrayed.” 

"After supper He took the cup." 

The custom of morning Communion is by the 
Church's adjustment to civil conditions later 
than apostolic times, and for reasons that no 
longer hold the morning as either necessary or 
even always expedient. ('lhe Vicar once helped 
in a parish of plain working people, where one 
evening a month was held for those whose day- 
times were pre-empted.) ‘There is great emo- 
tional advantage in timing our greater services 
to the time of day the original event occupied. 
Maundy Thursday evening, Good Friday after- 
noon, Easter morning early; therefore! A Holy 
Week with no commemoration of the Last Sup- 
per by the Communion is like a chain with a 
broken link! No one who has ever felt the 
power of the Maundy Thursday evening Com- 
munion ever doubts its wisdom. 

Do not let ecclesiastical custom-emphasizers 
bring disquiet to our minds on this subject 
There is no canon, rubric or rule anywhere 
against it;.it is a custom with centuries of loving 
acceptance behind it; it wins its way increasingly 
by its winsome might and rightness. 

Come and see! 


The Advisory Board is happy indeed to tell the 
congregation that entrance into the New Church 
finds us clear of arrearages. It will be per- 
fectly possible to devote the Easter Offering to 
matters involved by our newness of development. 
Teh Finance Committee hopes for at least $2506 
at Easter, and for these quite obvious necessities 
of the transition time: 

T. Additional equipment for the enlarged choir. 

2. Orchestral music to remedy the lack of our 
presently-to-be-installed and splendid organ on 
such Sundays as will pass before it is ready. 

3. Adaptations and rearrangements of the pres- 
ent Parish Building involved by the transfer of 
our worship to the Church and the immediate 
need of new uses for the Upper Room, etc. For 
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instance, a stage-platform should go in where the 
present chancel is in the Upper Room. And there 
will be a room refitted as a "Morning Chapel” for 
small services, with the present chancel-furniture. 

4. The New Church must have new Prayer 
Books and Hymnals. ‘The old ones are needed 
(what of them are usable) for the Sunday School 
and the “Morning Chapel." 

5. Finally, and most important, if we are really 
to take a long forward stride next autumn in 
parish efficiency and development, we ought not 
to be obliged to spend the first months in “catch- 
ing up” on our summer deficit. Expenses keep 
practically constant; income falls off tremen- 
dously in summer vacation (last summer the in- 
come was practically $100 a week less than the 
outgo). If we can get a balance in advance of 
the summer which will give us enough to draw 
on through the hot months, we shall be ready 
with the return of larger income to use it in for- 
ward-looking progress not in repaying overdrawn 
current expense accounts. About half the Easter 
Offering should be allotted to this project of 
financial strategy, which in its turn will make so 
many fine things feasible next winter. The Fi- 
nance Committee is sure the congregation will 
ratify such intended thrift and foresight. 

The $2500 hoped for is not a mere glittering 
unattainability. The Finance Committee does not 
believe.in setting figures dazingly high, "just in 
hopes." "This figure is reached after careful esti- 
mating both of the MINIMUM need and the 
PROVED generosity of the people. We have 
more than equaled this amount the last two years 
The first Easter in the New Church may increase 
the total much! "There is use for every dollar 
in a “forward movement," at last unimpeded by 
the clog of arrearage in current expenses. It is 
for the congregation by its many-times-proven 
enthusiasm and self-assessing honesty to decide 
how far ahead that unimproved forward move: 
ment shall move! 

Think it over, real sharer of the opportunity 
and the work that you are, fellow-member of the 
Mediator family; spiritualize your financial de- 
cision; save up through Lent; put your really 
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glad enthusiasm into meeting this moment-of- 
witness—and what cannot we do, together? 
God bless you for your splendid givings (of 
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every kind) always before and now. (For we 
know it WIIL be NOW).

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EDITORIAL 


Climaxes 


Most of,us feel that the dramatic is the cli- 
mactic. The obvious and tense crisis seems 
the apex of emotion. When matters slide be- 
yond the solved crisis, we feel a sense of anti- 
climax. Routine is less vital than struggle! 
As well as less compelling! 

If we feel thus we only show that we have 
not quite understood. The moment of dra- 
matic emotion exists only that there may be 
something better beyond,—and steadily. 

For instance, was Memorial Day this year 
a day of as deep consecration as it was last 
year?. |/Then we were clenching our teeth, 
tightening our girdles and grimly (yet elated- 
ly) pledging to see the waríare through! A 
momentous issue hung tremulously at risk. 
We were disciplined and co-ordinated by the 
authority of the need so plainly manifest. We 
memorialized the dead by a new consecration. 
But this year there is more retrospect. We are 
honoring the dead with deep emotion, to be 
sure. But are we not consecrating ourselves 
a little less? The making of Peace is less a 
compelling discipline upon us. We are 
slipping back into individualistic concerns. We 
are thinking less of the Gettysburg oration- 
sentiments than twelve months ago. The feel- 
ing that Peace is a dearly-purchased opportu- 
nity for a new kind of living, —an opportunity 


«Ge war was fought to give us to use in some- 
thing nobler than mere reconstruction—is less 
vivid than it was. We are forgetting that 
what should lie beyond victory should be its 
climax of building the Kingdom of God! 

Or again, for instance, the observation of our 
Church Year illustrates that we do not deeply 
understand the climax of practice. The dra- 
matic days of the year are Christmas, Holy 
Week and Easter. The whole development of 
emotion, generated by the Church seasons, is 
a spiritual momentum that ought to carry us 
beyond Easter with a sense of still mounting 
climax. If Christ was born, lived, taught, died 
and rose again to give Himself as Life for us 
to live by, then surely the whole significance 
of the Cross and Resurrection is that it is not 
climactic but intermediate. The climax is the 
life of Christ in human lives! Ascension Day, 
Whitsunday, Trinity Sunday: the lesson and 
truth of them climbs higher and higher! Un- 
til with the lesson of the true faith in the heart 
of the Spirit-energized Church the climax is 
reached in bringing the Christ-Life to us as 
our challenge and possibility! Yet Ascension 
Day gets meagre notice, Whitsunday more or 
less perfunctory observance and Trinity Sun- 
day is hardly more than an ordinary Sunday. 
The crescendo has become a diminuendo! The 
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climax has become an anti-climax! , Surely 
this should not be so! Surely we should with 
continual increase of spontaneous enthusiasm 
pass beyond Easter to the days which imply 
its personal application! Not for the sake of 
the days' observations as an object in them- 
selves; but for the sake of the impetus to spir- 
itual definiteness. The comparatively anti- 
climactic keeping of the culminating days of 
the.Church Year can only mean that we have 
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not as definitely linked as we should the mean- 
ing of the life of Jesus of Nazareth to our own 
privilege as members of the body of living 
Christ on Earth, His Church. The climax has 
not quite come to pass! 

No, the daily practicalities of our own living 
as Christ-ened fellow-saviours of the world in 
His name and by His indwelling power should 
carry us on and up toward the Kingdom of 
God, the only true consummation! P. E. O. 


Rev. William S. Neill Resigns 


After about forty-five years of service in the 
Church of the Holy Apostles, either as layman 
or as assistant-minister, the Rev. William S. 
Neill resigned on April 15th, his resignation 
to take effect on May 15th. 

Mr. Neill had been with the parish from 
its early beginnings. He watched it grow 
from the little frame building on Twenty-first 
and Christian Streets into the present great 
group of buildings. He witnessed its growth 
from a little body of worshippers until it num- 
bered four strong, active congregations scat- 
tered about the city. He saw the parish pro- 
gress from a little handful of people until in 
total parish strength it is the largest in the 
diocese. As director of the Brotherhood of 
St. Andrew, as vestryman, as assistant-superin- 
tendent of the Sunday School, and as assist- 
ant-minister, he has always been on the inside 
of affairs and had share in the councils and 
control. 

He is a veritable mine of information about 
the parish, possessing a truly wonderful mem- 
ory for details. It was as assistant-minister 
the writer knew him the last five years of the 
forty-five. And when you summer and winter 
with a man for five years, with all the count- 
less possibilities for friction incident upon busy 
lives and innumerable duties, it means some- 
thing real and big to be able to say-that there 
was no friction. For loyalty to the rector, for 
interest in the manifold phases of the parish 


life, for pastoral faithfulness, I know not his 
equal. 

On May 19th the parish gave Mr. and Mrs. 
Neill a farewell reception, at which time Mr. 
Neill was presented with a purse of five hun- 
dred dollars from the parish and a silver lov- 
ing-cup from the staff. In addition to this 
there was a personal gift from one of the pa- 
rishioners, and there are some other plans not 
yet completed, of which, therefore, it is but 
proper to hint just now. 

At the reception addresses were made by 
Mr. Jerome S. Cross, on behalf of the Vestry: 
The Rev. John R. Logan, of the Chapel of St. 
Simon the Cyrenian, the Rev. Phillips E. Os- 
good, of the Chapel of the Mediator, the Rev. 
Herbert L. Hannah, of the Chapel of the Holy 
Communion, the Rev. Charles P. Bispham and 
the Rector. 

Mrs. Orr, Miss Tyson and Mr. William Car- 
mint sang, and each, as always, most accept- 
ably. The affection and good wishes of the 
people of the whole parish go with Mr. and 
Mrs. Neill to their new home, which is to be 
with their son and his family in Maplewood, 
N. J. Their feet cannot turn toward us too 
often nor their voices be heard too much 
among us. The latch-string of our doors and 
hearts will always be out for them when thev 
desire to return. ; 

God give them many happy years of well- 
earned ease.

Another Tree Story for Children. 


Did you ever see a hollow in the hills filled 
with flowers? There is a hollow in the hills 
of the Holy Land like that. It is in the region 
of Galilee, which is much :more fertile than 
Palestine further south. This hollow is really 
like a saucer lying on the hills a thousand feet 
above the sea. It is about a mile across, and 
the hills rise on every side of it. There are 
flowers, flowers, flowers everywhere. Every 
field is full of them, every road and path is 
bordered with them, and even the hilltops 
are crowned with them. It has been said that 
every known flower blooms in Galilee. Fig- 
trees, pomegranates and olive trees are every- 
where, and vines cover the hill sides. 

In this beautiful hollow of the hills there 
is a tiny village called Nazareth. 

Long, long ago there lived in Nazareth a 
little Boy. He was a very wonderful Boy. 
He loved everybody and everybody loved 
Him He loved to play and romp with other 
boys, and their laughter often rang out in the 
village streets and in the fields and upon the 
hill sides round about. 

In that time of long ago there were many 
trees upon the hills, which since have been cut 


down, because wood is so scarce in that land. , 


But then there were many trees and of great 
variety. 

The little Boy, whose name was Jesus, 
loved the little valley in the hollow of the 
hills where He lived; He loved to watch the 
clouds drifting across the deep blue sky and 
their shadows on the fields; He loved the 
birds and flowers and trees. Often He 
climbed to the tops of the hills about the val- 
ley to look out upon the world outside. To 
one hilltop especially He often went because

it was higher than all the rest. From that 
height He could view all the country round 
about. On one side stood the Carmel range, 
and that would bring up thoughts of Elijah’s 
contest with the wicked prophets of Baal; on 
another He could see the Mediterranean Sea 
filled with ships; on another the wide-stretch- 
ing fields of Galilee filled with cattle; far off 
the Sea of Galilee was seen and the little vil- 
lage of Cana, where later He made the water 
into wine; and on still another side He could 
see the Plain of Esdraelon, eloquent with so 
much of Jewish history, but especially would 
Jesus think, as He looked at it, of Saul, Is- 
rael’s first king, and of Jonathan, David’s 
friend, and of David the Shepherd King. | It 
is no wonder that Jesus often went there. 
The walk was long, and sometimes the sun 
was hot, but the trees along the way afforded 
frequent shade. And Jesus loved the friendly 
trees, the giant Larch, the bushy Cedar, the 
strong Oak and the graceful Birch; He knew 
and loved them all. 

Just at the top of the hill stood a tall and 
graceful Aspen Tree. It was quite the most 
beautiful tree in all the country round about. 
Often would Jesus rest against its trunk, or 
throw Himself upon the ground beneath its 
shade. He liked its slender trunk and smooth 
grey bark; its round leaves toothed at the 
edge with their coloring of dark green on the 
upper, and grey green on the under side; and 
He touched with tender fingers its blossoms 
on their low-hanging catkins when the warm 
Spring sun called them forth. Between Jesus 
and the Aspen there grew up through the 
years a tender and beautiful friendship. Jesus, 
as the Son of God, loved all the trees which 
His Father had made, but because He was so 
much with the Aspen He loved it especially. 
And, the Aspen loved Him, for He was never 
rough with it, never cut its bark, nor tore its 
branches, nor robbed it of its flowers. It wove 
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its most beautiful patterns for Him as it play- 
ed with the sun and wind, threw about Him 
its deepest shade, and tenderly watched above 
Him as He slept beneath it when wearied 
with the climb. 

But by and by there came a time when 
Jesus did not come any more from the valley 
in the hollow of the hills up to the hilltop 
where the Aspen stood. Weeks and months 
passed and still He did not come. The Aspen 
did not understand the reason why, and 
always looked down the old familiar path for 
sight of the Friend it loved. The Spring 
passed with all its riotous beauty, but it 
brought no joy to the Aspen; the Summer 
came and went with all its fullness of foliage 
and warmth of sun and refreshing rain, but 
still the Aspen drooped and pined for a voice 
it did not hear and a face it did not see. 

One day, when Autumn had come, two 
young men climbed the hill, and rested be- 
neath the Aspen’s shade. They talked of 
many things, and at the last mentioned a 
name at which the Aspen was all attention, 
for it was a name which it well knew and 


- loved. They talked of Jesus having left the 


village in the hollow of the hills, and the many 
strange reports which were coming back 
about Him. 


That He had turned water into wine at a, 


marriage feast at Cana; that He had cured 
men of sickness by a touch of His hand or at 
a word; that everywhere He went He did 
many wonderful works; and that He was 
preaching about the coming of a new King- 
dom; and that everywhere He went people 
flocked to hear Him, for they said no one ever 
had spoken as He did. 

The Aspen was filled with wonder at first 
until it remembered the deep, far away look 
which it had often seen in its Friend's eyes, 
and the light upon His face;as He looked out 
upon the world, a light as if from Heaven. 
And it was proud, very proud to have Him 
fora Friend. After that it heard many speak 
of Him, and learned all about Him as His 
fame spread abroad. 
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One day when drowsing in the Summer 
heat it was startled wide awake by a voice, 
which it would have known among many 
voices, and a touch which made it thrill to 
its very heart. 

There He was—Jesus the Aspen's Friend. 
But what a change! Spent and worn He was, 
as if life were hard for Him and as if its joy 
was gone. Gently He spoke, partly as if to 
the Aspen, partly as if to Himself, and partly 
as if to Somone in the Heaven above, and: His 
words were like a prayer. He spoke of hav- 
ing returned to the little village in the hollow 
of the hills to tell His boyhood's friends of 
His wonderful message from God; returned 
with eager joy and longing to the people of 
the village whom He loved. And they. had 
rejected Him, and refused to hear Him. His 
heart was heavy, and He said He was going 
away never to come back again to the little 
village in the hollow of the hills. 

For awhile He rested beneath the tree, and 
at last went down the path of the old familiar 
boyhood's hill for the last time. 

At a twist in the path He turned and looked 
long at the Aspen tree, as if to let it know of 


.His abiding love for it, and then was gone 


from sight. Heavy-hearted was the Aspen 
now, for it seemed as if all the light of day 
was gone and there was no longer any happi- 


ness anywhere to be found. More months 


passed and stil more months, until at last 
there came a time of great excitement. Men 
talked in strained and tense voices about the 
Aspen's Friend. It seemed that the Priests 
and Rabbis had determined to put Him to 
death, because, so they said, He disturbed the 
peace of the people by claiming to be the Mes- 
siah, when He was not. 

About that the Aspen did not know, but it 
knew its Friend to be sincere and true and 
loving. It yearned for power to defend Him 
and prove its love, but it was rooted to its hill- 
top far away, and could do nothing. 

Next day, to its horror, it learned that one 
of the members of the Sanhedrin, which is the 
Jewish court, who had lived in the village in 
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the hollow of the hills when Jesus, too, had 
lived there, and who hated Him, had asked 
and secured permission to furnish the wood 
for the cross upon which Jesus was to be cru- 
cified. He said this wood ought to come from 
the village where Jesus was raised to show 
how thoroughly the people there disbelieved 
in Him. 

The request was granted, and upon that 
fateful day the Priest, with some woodsmen 
bearing axes, came to search out a proper tree. 
They stopped here and there, looking over 
now this and now another tree. In a dread 
and frozen terror, the Aspen watched them 
pass by the Cedar, the, Larch, the Birch and 
all the rest, until they stood within its own 
shade. They looked it over, trunk and root 
and branch. They measured it and noted the 
straightness of its trunk. 


THE SHIP AND TENT CLUB 


This very important and interesting part 
of our corporate life goes on its way still 
strongly and filling a vital need.

CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS OF 
THE SERVICE CLUB OF THE 
CHURCH OF THE HOLY 
APOSTLES 


Constitution 


The Service Club of the Church of the Holy 
Apostles is an organization of men of eighteen 
years and over, banded together to work for 
the welfare of the Church of the Holy 
Apostles. 

It is the purpose of the Service Club to in- 
crease attendance at the church services, to 
build up the Sunday School and the other or- 
ganizations of the church, and to undertake 
any special work which the rector may sugg^st 
or the needs of the parish may require. 


BY-LAWS 
ARTICLE I 
Name. 
This organization shall be known as The Service 
Club of the Church of the Holy Apostles. 
ARTICLE II 
Membership. 


Section 1. Any male 18 years of age or over shall 
be eligible for membership. 

Section 2. Any applicant for membership may be 
proposed at any stated meeting, and when favorably 
passed upon by the Membership Committee may be 
elected by a majority vote. 


ARTICLE III 
Officers. 


Section 1. The officers of this organization shall 
consist of a President, Vice President, Recording Sec- 
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retary, Corresponding Secretary and Treasurer. There 
shall also be an Executive Committee of eight elected 
members and the officers, ex-officio, 

Section 2. The duties of all officers shall be those 
usually appertaining to said offices. 

ARTICLE IV 
Election of Officers : 

The officers shall be annually nominated at the meet- 
ings in December and elected at the first stated meet- 
ing in January and shall hold office for one year. 

The President shall not be re-elected to succeed him- 
self. l 

ARTICLE V 
Committees. 

The following committees shall be appointed by the 
President: A Membership Committee of three, an 
Entertainment Committee of five, Committees on any 
phase of the Parish work which the club may decide 
upon from time to time. 

ARTICLE VI 
Meetings. 

The stated meetings of this club shall be held every 
Monday evening except from June i5th and Septem- 
ber 15th. 

ARTICLE VII 
Dues. Vo 

The dues of this club shall be 10 cents per month 
or one dollar per year. 

ARTICLE VIII 
Amendments. 

Amendments to this Constitution and By-Laws may 
be proposed at any stated meeting and voted upon at 
the next stated meeting. A two-thirds vote of the 
members present shall be necessary to effect a change.

THE VICAR’S LETTER 
My dear People: 


I am writing this message to you before 
the first Sunday after Easter and it is but 


: natural that I should dwell:upon the glorious 


Easter we had together. We were. favored 
with the most splendid weather, which made 
it seem like Easter. The 7.30 A. M. service, 
led by the Junior Choir, was the most splen- 
didly attended since I have been here and the 
Choir Master says “the best in his recollec- 
tion.” Many showed great devotion, coming 
from long distances. Certainly it was inspir- 
ing. And the second service filled the Chapel 
and the other services also. We doubt 
whether any congregation was better repre- 
sented at the service than ours in accordance 
with the membership. And the spirit and at- 
mosphere of the whole day. It was fine. Nota 
thing to mar the joy and beauty of the day. 
We all felt an unusual happiness. And when 
the day was over we felt enriched, and so wc 
were. I shall have something in another 
place to say about the Easter offering, so shall 
only say here that it was the best in your his- 
tory. Counting the Congregation and Sunday 
School, it totaled $1301.81. "That was splen- 
did, and I congratulate you and the children 
for doing so nobly. 

I could not help thinking how much enthu- 
siasm comes with numbers. I am well aware 
that Easter Day holds a joy all its own which 
comes ever with new power. But how we 
were thrilled by the full Chapel, and the pres- 
ence of those who seldom come. I was think- 
ing that every Sunday, with our large family 
should be a sort of Easter Day. If all were 
faithful would it not be a joy to us and a pow- 
er to Christ's cause? |Do we not owe some- 
thing to our chosen family in Christ? 

Is that something not our personal pres- 
ence? 
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The curse of religion is unreality. We are 
often swept along in the joy-tide of Easter, 
but we fail to “know Him and the power of 
His resurrection.” There are two kinds of 
knowledge—One is mere information; the 
other experience. O, so many men are con- 
tent with knowing facts and have no knowl- 
edge of powers. An unfelt fact has no power 
over any life. The thing that changes life is the 
feeling of the power of great facts. If our 
lives are not governed by the power of the 
resurrection, then our Christianity is unreal. I 
am aíraid those who on Easter Day only prc- 
sent themselves to the Christ in His holy Tem- 
ple, have an unreal day of it at Easter time. 
'The test of its reality is through all the days 
that follow. Religion is a life to be lived. Lite 
is a process, riot a single act. Week by week 
men ought to present themselves to Christ 
that He may grant His divine power to our 
lives. Itis ever a walking in newness of life. 
The resurrection is more than a future hope— 
it gives value to life here and now. 

Let us see to it then that we feel the obli- 
gation to Christ and His Church not only on 
Easter Day, but through all the days. It 
means new powers to you and new power to 
us all. We have had a splendid Lent and a 
triumphant Eastertide. Let us keep that high 
standard for all the days that follow. And we 
may if we all make an earnest self-surrender ; 
be patient and persistent in prayer; hold on to 
a child-like faith; and willingly take into our 
life the willing, loving Christ of Easter Day.

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VICAR'S LETTER 
My Dear Members: 


This letter comes to you in the beginning 
of my eleventh year as your Minister. I feel 
profoundly grateful to God for all the blessings 
wherewith He has blessed us in our working 
together as co-laborers in His vineyard, and 1 
am very grateful to you, many of you, for the 
splendid and loyal support you have given me, 
as we have worked together.

VICAR'S LETTER 
My Best of Friends! (Yes, all of you!) : 


Whenever I sit down to write a “Vicar’s 
Letter" I can never make myself feel that it 
is anything but an informal and intimate word 
with you each. I hope you feel somewhat the 
same way about it. 

This is the last issue of the Message before 
the summer. It ends up a winter of unforget- 
table meaningfulness for us. Yet there is little 
need to look back and review the events of the 
winter. We are in the church and looking for- 
ward to bigger and better things than ever 
next autumn. We shall be fully furnished with 
the necessary furniture and organ in the 
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church; we shall have an assistant minister to 
help out; we shall have a Parish Building set 
free for week-day life and without handicap of 
other occupancy ; we shall have our young men 
back, whose going to war left a gap in the 
work hard indeed to fill. But best of all we 
shall have an ever-increasing working force of 
Parishioners ! 

I want to hand on to you a compliment I in- 
directly heard the other day.
